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PREFACE. 


Upon  the  motion  of  the  Connecticut  Society  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  the  General  Assembly  passed  the  foUowing  resolution  authorizing 
the  publication  of  State  Records  : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly:  That  Charles  J.  Hoadly  of  Hartford  be 
authorized  to  continue  the  publication  of  state  records,  together  with  the 
journal  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  and  any  other  state  documents  or  other 
official  papers  connected  with  the  history  of  Connecticut  from  1776  to  1789, 
inclusive ;  and  the  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  all 
needed  assistance  and  co-operation  for  the  speedy  completion  of  the  work. 

Approved,  February  23^  1893. 

It  was  time  that  something  should  be  done,  for  the  first  volume  of  the 
State  Records  and  the  first  volume  of  the  Journal  of  the  Council  of  Safety 
are  in  bad  condition, -some  of  the  leaves  being  loose,  frayed,  and  broken 
Fortunately  it  has  been  possible  to  restore  the  text  in  every  instance  where 
the  record  is  defective  through  age  and  wear. 

This  publication  contains  about  one  half  of  the  first  manuscript  volume 
of  the  Records  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  all  of  the  first  volume  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Council  of  Safety  which  was  not  printed  in  the  fifteenth 
volume  of  Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut. 

The  journal  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  as  distinguished  from  that  of 
the  Council  of  Safety,  is  supposed  to  be  lost.  Entries  of  the  appointment  of 
two  sheriflfe  by  them  are  printed  on  pages  81  and  153. 

It  is  not  known  that  the  journals  either  of  the  Upper  or  of  the  Lower 
House  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  period  covered  by  this  volume  are 
in  existence. 

As  the  public  records  of  the  State  continued  to  be  kept  by  the  same 
Secretary,  so  they  were  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the  Colony  had 
been.     Each  of  the  manuscript  volumes  of  the  Colonial  records  is  paged  con- 
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tinuously  from  its  beginning  to  its  end,  while  in  the  State  records  each 
session  has  its  own  pagination.  Tn  this  publication  I  have  not  thought  it 
necessary  to  indicate  the  pages  of  the  manuscript  record,  as  was  done  in 
printing  the  Colonial  records. 

I  have  not  closely  followed  capitalization  or  punctuation  :  neither  did 
the  Secretary  do  so  in  making  up  his  records  from  the  originals.  I  have  not 
regarded  it  desirable  to  reproduce  abbreviations  in  every  case  where  they 
occurred,  but  have  made  none  which  was  not  in  the  MSS.  In  some  few 
instances  I  have  ventured  to  correct  a  mis-spelled  word. 

In  the  Appendix  to  this  volume  may  be  found  the  Journals  of  the  Con- 
ventions held  at  Providence,  at  Springfield,  and  at  New  Haven.  The 
Journals  of  the  Providence  and  of  the  New  Haven  Conventions  are  from  the 
Rhode  Island  archives,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  they  have  before  appeared 
in  print.  The  Journal  of  the  Springfield  Convention  is  from  our  own 
archives.  It  had  already  been  printed,  from  another  copy,  in  Calendar  of 
New  York  Historical  Manuscripts.     Revolutionary  Papers^  ii,  281. 

The  whole  text  of  this  volume  was  transcribed  for  the  printer  by  my 
own  hand.  The  index  was  made  by  Mr.  James  W.  Thompson  of  the  Secre- 
tary's ofl&ce,  who  has  also  assisted  in  reading  the  proof.

Whereas  George  the  third.  King  of  Great  Britain,  hath  unjustly 
levied  war  against  this  and  the  other  united  States  of  America,  de- 
clared them  out  of  his  protection,  and  abdicated  the  government  of 
this  State,  whereby  the  good  people  of  this  State  are  absolved  from 
their  allegiance  and  subjection  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain :  And 
whereas  the  Representatives  of  the  said  United  States  in  General 
Congress  assembled  have  published  and  declared  that  these  United 
States  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent  States,  and 
that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  they  approve  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  published  by  said  Congress,  and  that  this  Colony  is 
and  of  right  ought  to  be  a  free  and  independent  State,  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British 
Crown,  and  all  political  connections  between  them  and  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  diseolved. 

And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
form  of  civil  government  in  this  State  shall  continue  to  be  as  estab- 
lished by  Charter  received  from  Charles  the  second.  King  of  Eng- 
land, so  far  as  an  adherence  to  the  same  will  be  consistent  with  an 
absolute  independence  of  this  State  on  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain ; 
and  that  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  heretofore  appointed  by  this 
State  continue  in  the  execution  of  their  several  offices,  and  the  laws 
of  this  State  shall  continue  in  force  untill  otherwise  ordered  :  And

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that  for  the  future  all  writs  and  processes  in  law  or  equity  shall  issue 
in  the  name  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut ;  and  that  in  all  summonses,  attachments,  and  other  processes 
before  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  the  words,  One  of  his 
Majesty^ 8  justices  of  the  peace  be  omitted,  and  that  instead  thereof  be 
inserted  justice  of  the  peace  ;  and  that  no  writ  or  process  shall  have 
or  bear  any  date  save  the  year  of  our  Lord  Christ  only ;  any  law, 
usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  that  the  act 
in  alteration  of  an  act  prescribing  forms  of  writs,  processes  &c.  be 
repealed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

An  Act  for  the  Punishment  of  Hlgrh  Treason  and  other  atrocious  Crimes  aer^inst 

the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
any  person  or  persons  belonging  to  or  residing  within  this  State  and 
under  the  protection  of  its  laws  shall  levy  war  against  the  State  or  gov- 
ernment thereof,  or  knowingly  and  willingly  shall  aid  or  assist  any  ene- 
mies at  open  war  against  this  State,  or  the  United  States  of  America,  by 
joining  their  armies  or  by  inlisting  or  procuring  or  pers wading  others  to 
inlist  for  that  purpose,  or  by  ftirnishing  such  enemies  with  arms  or 
ammunition,  provision  or  any  other  articles  for  their  aid  or  comfort, 
or  by  carrying  on  a  treacherous  correspondence  with  them,  or  shall 
form  or  be  any  way  concerned  in  forming  any  combination,  plott,  or 
conspiracy  for  betraying  this  State  or  of  the  United  States  into  the 
hands  or  power  of  any  foreign  enemy,  or  shall  give  or  attempt  to  give 
or  send  any  intelligence  to  the  enemies  of  this  State  for  that  purpose, 
every  person  so  offending  and  being  thereof  convicted  shall  suffer 
death. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  endeavour  to  join  the  enemies  of  this  State  or 
of  the  United  States,  or  use  their  influence  to  perswade  or  induce 
any  person  or  persons  to'join,  aid,  comfort  or  assist  them  in  any  way 
or  manner  whatsoever,  or  shall  have  knowledge  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons endeavouring  or  using  their  influence  aforesaid,  and  shall  con- 
ceal the  same,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  according  to  the  nature  of 
his  offence,  and  shall  be  imprisoned  at  the  judgment  of  the  superior 
court,  in  any  of  the  goals  in  this  State,  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

An  Act  for  prescribingr  and  ez^joinlngr  an  Oath  of  Fidelity  to  the  State. 

Whereas  the  King  of  (xreat  Britain  hath  abdicated  the  govern- 
ment of  this  and  the  other  United  States  of  America  by  putting  them 
out  of  his  protection,  and  unjustly  levying  war  against  them,  and  the 
said  United  States  by  their  representatives  in  General  Congress  as- 
sembled, by  a  Declaration  bearing  date  the  fourth  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  for  the  reasons  therein  men- 
tioned solemnlv  declared  that  the  united  Colonies  of  North  America 
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are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent  States,  and  that 
they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and  that 
all  political  connection  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain 
is  and  ought  to  be  totally  dissolved ;  which  Declaration  is  approved 
by  this  Assembly  :  Wherefore  it  is  expedient,  for  the  security  of  this 
State,  that  an  oath  of  fidelity  be  taken  by  the  freemen  and  officers 
thereof : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Mepresentatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  other  officers  civil  and  mili- 
tary, and  freemen  within  the  State  of  Connecticut,  shall  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath,  viz :  You  A.  B.  do  swear  by  the  ever-living  God  that 
you  will  truly  and  faithfully  adhere  to  and  maintain  the  government 
established  in  this  State  under  the  authority  of  the  people,  agreeable 
to  the  laws  in  force  within  the  same  ;  and  that  you  believe  in  your 
conscience  that  the  King  of  Great  Britain  hath  not,  nor  of  right 
ought  to  have,  any  authority  or  dominion  in  or  over  this  State ;  and 
that  you  do  not  hold  yourself  bound  to  yield  any  allegiance  or  obe- 
dience to  him  within  the  same  ;  and  that  you  will,  to  the  utmost  of 
your  power,  maintain  and  defend  the  freedom,  independence,  and  privi- 
leges of  this  State  against  all  open  enemies  or  traiterous  conspiracies 
whatsoever:  So  help  you  God.  And  no  person  shall  have  authority 
to  execute  any  of  the  offices  aforesaid  after  the  first  day  of  January 
next  untill  he  hath  taken  said  oath ;  and  all  persons  who  hereafter 
shall  be  appointed  to  any  of  said  offices  shall  take  said  oath  before 
they  enter  on  the  execution  of  their  offices.  And  no  freeman  within 
this  State  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  election  of  any  of  the  offi- 
cers of  government  untill  he  hath  taken  the  aforesaid  oath  in  the 
open  freeman's  meeting  in  the  town  where  he  dwells  ;  ^nd  the  names 
of  all  the  freemen  who  take  said  oath  shall  be  inrolled  by  the  town 
clerk  in  the  records  of  the  town ;  which  oath  shall  be  administered 
by  a  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace. 

An  Act  for  supportinflr  the  Credit  and  Currency  of  the  BUls  of  Credit  emitted  and 

made  current  by  the  Conffrass  of  the  united  States  of  America, 

and  the  Bills  or  public  Credit  of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Representatives,  in 
Qeiieral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
bills  of  credit  emitted  and  made  current  by  the  authority  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  this  State,  and  those  emitted  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall  be  a  legal  tender  as  money  in  all  payments  within  this 
State. 

And,  whereas,  some  evil-minded  persons,  inimical  to  the  liberties 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  have  endeavoured  to  depreciate  the 
bills  of  credit  of  this  and  the  said  United  States :  Which  to  prevent, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authoHty  aforesaid,  That  if  any  person 
within  this  State  shall  attempt  to  depreciate  or  undervalue  any  of  the 
bills  of  credit  aforesaid  by  offering,  demanding  or  receiving  more  in  any 
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of  said  bills  in  exchange  for  Spanish  milled  dollars,  or  other  coins  of 
gold  or  silver,  or  bullion,  than  the  nominal  value  or  amount  thereof  as 
stated  in  said  bills,  computing  a  Spanish  milled  dollar  at  six  shillings 
lawfuU  money,  and  other  coins  of  gold  or  silver  and  bullion  at  the 
value  in  proportion  to  dollars  at  which  they  pass  in  this  State,  or  at 
which  they  are  or  may  be  fixed  by  the  Assembly  of  the  United  States 
in  Congress,  or  by  offering,  demanding  or  receiving,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, a  greater  sum  in  any  of  said  bills  for  any  houses,  lands,  goods 
or  commodities  whatsoever,  than  the  same  could  be  purchased  at  of 
the  same  person  or  persons  in  gold  or  silver  money  ;  or  whoever  shall 
sell  or  offer  to  sell  house,  land  or  any  kind  of  commodity  for  hard 
money,  and  shall  refuse  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  any  of  said 
bills,  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  the  full  value  of  the 
money  so  exchanged  or  the  houses,  land,  goods  or  commodities  so  sold 
or  offered  to  sale,  one-half  to  the  public  treasury  of  this  State,  if  the 
conviction  be  before  the  superior  court,  or  to  the  county  treasury  if 
before  the  county  court,  or  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  where  the 
offence  is  committed  if  the  conviction  be  before  an  Assistant  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  and  the  other  half  to  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  and 
prosecute  the  same  to  effect.  And  all  informing  officers  are  hereby 
directed  to  take  notice  of  and  make  presentment  of  all  breaches  of 
this  act. 

An  Act  In  Addition  to  an  Act  entltuled  An  Act  affainst  oounterfeitinflr  BiUs  of 

public  Credit,  Ck^lns  or  Currencies*  and  emlttlner  and  peusalngr  Bills  or  Notes  on 

private  Credit  and  to^prevent  Ii\)ustlce  In  passingrlcounterfeittBllIs. 

Whereas  it  is  of  the  greatest  |importance  to  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  same,  that  the  bills  of 
•credit  emitted  or  that  may  be  emitted  by  order  of  the  Continental 
■Congress,  and  also  the  bills  or  notes  of  the  Continental  Loan  Ofiices, 
that  have  been  or  may  be  issued  therefrom  in  the  several  States  by 
authority  of  Congress  should  be  secured  from  counterfeiting  or 
forgery : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Mepresenta- 
tiveSj  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  aamcj 
That  whosoever  shall  presume  to  forge,  counterfeit  or  alter  any  of  the 
bills  of  credit  emitted,  or  that  shall  be  emitted,  by  the  Honorable  Con- 
tinental Congress,  or  of  the  bills  or  notes  issued,  or  that  shall  be  is- 
sued, from  any  or  either  of  the  Continental  Loan  Offices  established, 
or  that  shall  be  established,  within  this  or  any  other  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  the  order  and  authority  of  the  Continental  Con- 
cress,  or  shall  alter  and  put  off  any  such  forged,  altered  or  counter- 
feit bill  or  bills,  note  or  notes,  or  that  shall  council,  advise,  procure, 
or  any  ways  assist  in  the  forging,  counterfeiting,  imprinting,  stamping, 
altering,  or  signing  of  any  false,  forged  and  counterfeit  bill  or  bills, 
note  or  notes,  knowing  them  to  be  such^  or  that  shall  engrave  any 
plate  or  make  any  instrument  to  be  used  for  any  of  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  shall  be  convicted  of  any  or  either  of  said  crimes  before  the 
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superior  court,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  suffer  the 
same  pains  and  penalties  that  are  by  law  already  annexed  to  the 
crime  of  counterfeiting  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  and  the  other  States 
or  Colonies  on  this  continent. 

An  Act  for  making  the  Town  of  Westmoreland  in  this  Colony  a  distinct  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
town  of  Westmoreland,  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Delaware 
in  this  Colony,  shall  be  a  distinct  county,  and  to  be  called  the  County 
of  Westmoreland,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  powers,  privi- 
leges and  authorities,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  as  the 
other  counties  in  this  State  by  law  have  and  are  subject  unto,  except 
in  the  cases  limited  by  this  act. 

That  there  shall  be  annually  held  in  and  for  said  county  two 
county  courts,  one  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  March  and  the  other  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  November.  That  said  court  shall  have  cognizance 
of  all  criminal  matters  not  extending  to  life.  That  for  the  tryal  of 
criminal  cases  extending  to  life,  the  superior  court  shall  be  held  in 
said  county  at  such  times  as  shall  be  specially  ordered  by  the  chief 
judge  of  said  court ;  which  court  when  sitting  may  also  hear  and  de- 
termine any  other  criminal  cases  by  law  cognizable  before  said  court. 
That  the  judgments  of  the  county  court  in  said  county  shall  be  final 
in  all  civil  cases,  from  which  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed :  but  errors 
in  law  in  any  of  the  judgments  of  said  county  court  may  be  corrected 
by  the  superior  court  on  writ  of  error,  which  may  be  brought  to  the 
superior  court  either  in  the  county  of  Fairfield  or  Litchfield,  in  which 
case  the  superior  court  shall  proceed  to  final  judgment  as  has  been 
usual  in  other  cases  of  like  nature.  That  no  inhabitant  of  said  coimty 
of  Westmoreland  shall  be  liable  to  be  sued  or  called  to  answer  in  any 
civil  action  before  any  county  court,  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace 
in  any  other  county  in  this  Colony ;  nor  shall  any  person  dwelling  in 
any  of  the  other  counties  be  liable  to  be  sued  or  called  to  answer  in 
any  civil  action  in  said  county  of  Westmoreland. 

Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  any  action  being 
brought  in  the  county  where  the  plaintiff,  when  the  defendant  is 
present  and  his  person  arrested  in  said  county,  or  being  an  absconding 
debtor  hath  estate  or  an  agent,  factor  or  trustee  in  the  county  where 
the  plaintiff  dwells. 

Provided  also,  That  no  criminals  shall  be  sent  from  said  county 
of  Westmoreland  for  punishment  or  confinement  to  New-Gate  Prison 
in  the  county  of  Hartford,  but  another  prison  shall  be  erected  in  said 
county  of  Westmoreland  instead  thereof. 

An  Act  for  apprehending  and  securingr  such  inimical  Persons  eus  shaU  be  deemed 
and  adjudged  danererous  to  the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives j  'in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
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civil  authority,  selectmen  and  committees  of  inspection,  within  the 
several  towns  in  this  State  shall  have  power  to  confine  within  certain 
limits  or  remove  all  such  persons  within  their  respective  towns  as 
they  shall  upon  due  enquiry  and  examination  judge  to  be  inimical  and 
dangerous  to  the  United  States,  at  the  cost  of  such  persons  ;  and  that 
his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  determine  the 
place  or  places  of  confinement  of  all  such  inimical  persons  that  are 
or  shall  be  removed  as  aforesaid,  and  give  orders  for  their  govern- 
ment and  support,  and  of  a  suitable  guard  if  necessary,  and  to  do 
everything  necessary  and  proper  for  their  security  and  good  behaviour ; 
and  the  officers  fees  and  witnesses  cost  arising  on  such  prosecution,  con- 
finement and  removal,  shall  be  taxed  by  any  of  said  civil  authority 
and  execution  be  granted  therefor  by  said  authority  when  occasion 
may  require. 

And  it  i%  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  take  care  of  prisoners  are  impowered  and  directed 
to  apply  to  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen,  to  call  out  proper  guards 
when  needed  for  the  security  of  such  prisoners,  and  to  punish  such 
guards  for  neglect  on  duty,  agreeable  to  the  law  in  such  case  made ; 
and  the  committees  of  the  respective  towns  where  such  inimical  per- 
sons shall  be  ordered  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  his  Committee 
aforesaid  shall  be  likewise  empowered  to  call  out  proper  guards  by 
applying  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  observe  such  directions  as  the  Gover- 
nor and  his  Council  of  Safety  shall  from  time  to  time  give  therein. 

An  Act  for  regrulatingr  the  Inspectingr  and  Vendingr  of  Gun-Powder. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  there 
shall  be  an  Inspector  or  Inspectors  from  time  to  time  appointed  by 
the  General  Assembly  within  the  several  counties  in  this  State,  suf- 
ficiently qualifyed  to  judge  the  goodness  of  gun-powder,  who  shall 
examine  every  cask  of  gun-powder  manufactured  within  the  said  sev- 
eral counties  to  which  they  belong,  or  to  be  purchased  on  account 
and'  for  the  use  of  this  State,  by  the  most  approved  method  of  ascer- 
taining the  quality  of  gun-powder ;  and  the  said  inspector  or  inspect- 
ors shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithfull  discharge  of  his  trust  and  receive 
one  eighth  part  of  a  dollar  in  bills  of  credit  for  every  hundred  weight 
he  or  they  shall  so  examine.  That  no  gun-powder  shall  be  received 
into  any  public  magazine  within  this  State  for  the  use  of  this  or  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  or  delivered  from  the  powder-mills 
for  that  purpose,  but  such  as  hath  been  approved  of  by  the  inspector 
or  inspectors  aforesaid  as  to  its  quickness  in  firing,  strength,  dryness, 
and  other  necessary  qualities ;  and  that  said  inspector  or  inspectors 
shall  mark  each  cask  approved  with  the  letters  U  S  A,  S  C.  and  also 
with  the  first  letters  of  his  or  their  own  name,  and  take  especial  care 
that  no  gun-powder  be  put  into  any  cask  but  such  as  are  well  sea- 
soned and  dry. 
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And  be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  presume  to  vend  any  kind  of  gun-powder  manufac- 
tured within  this  or  any  other  of  the  States  of  America,  which  hath 
not  been  duly  inspected  and  approved  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be 
thereof  convicted  before  any  court  proper  to  hear  and  determine  the 
same,  shall  forfeit  double  the  value  of  such  gun-powder,  to  be  re- 
covered by  action,  bill,  plaint  or  information ;  and  the  inspectors 
aforesaid  are  directed  to  be  particularly  vigilant  in  that  respect. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  for  the  more  effectual  carryingr  into  Execution 
the  several  Acts  relative  to  the  Makiner  of  Seilt-Petre  and  Qun- 
Powder  within  this  Colony. 

Whereas  the  selectmen  in  each  town  are  in  and  by  said  act  ap- 
pointed inspectors  of  salt-petre  ;  notwithstanding  which  sundry  quan- 
tities of  that  article,  either  through  the  unskilfulness  or  inadvertency 
of  the  inspectors,  have  been  found  upon  tryal  when  brought  to  the 
powder-mills  to  be  impure  and  unfit  for  the  manufacturing  of  good 
gun-powder,  and  thereby  the  public  much  injured  :  Which  mischief 
to  prevent  for  the  future. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-overnor^  Council  and  Representatives^  m 
Greneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  there 
be  appointed  for  each  powder-mill  in  this  Colony  a  good  and  skilfuU 
inspector  of  salt-petre,  who  shall  be  under  oath  and  shall  carefully 
reinspect  all  the  salt-petre  brought  to  said  respective  mills,  before  any 
premium  is  paid  thereon  or  price  therefor  ;  and  whatsoever  salt-petre 
shall  be  found  bad  and  impure  shall  be  refused  by  said  inspector, 
and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  from  whence  it  came  notifyed  thereof 
and  of  the  expence  attending  the  same,  which  shall  be  deducted  to- 
gether with  the  wastage  thereon  arising  from  the  premium  and  price 
thereof,  and  the  remainder  paid  over  to  the  owners  thereof. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Ingrrossers  and  for  the  better  Supply  of  our  Troops  in  the 
Army  with  such  Necessaries  as  may  be  wanted. 

Whereas  many  are  so  abandoned  and  lost  to  all  the  feelings  of 
humanity  as  to  prey  upon  the  bowels  of  their  country  in  this  day  of 
public  distress  and  struggle  by  endeavouring  to  engross  many  of  the 
necessary  articles  of  life,  especially  of  such  as  are  more  immediately 
wanted  for  the  comfort  and  support  of  our  armies,  whereby  much  ex- 
tortion and  oppression  arises  upon  the  poor  and  the  soldiery  :  Which 
to  prevent, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  his 
Honor  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  his  Committee  of  Safety,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  enabled,  impowered  and  directed,  that  whenever 
and  whatever  article  or  articles  of  necessary  support  for  the  army  may 
be  wanted,  to  impress  and  seize  the  same  out  of  the  hands  of  any  in- 
grosser  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  to  have  the  same  apprized  by  two 
indifferent  judicious  men  under  oath  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
which  price  so  aflBxed  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  ; 
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and  that  suitable  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Gover- 
nor and  his  Committee  aforesaid,  to  furnish  and  supply  the  army  with 
necessaries  as  aforesaid  upon  the  most  reasonable  terms,  agreeable  to 
the  encouragement  given  by  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  the  article  of  Salt  is '  much  wanted  in  this  State,  and 
notwithstanding  the  bounty  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in  May  last  to 
all  those  who  should  make  500  bushels  or  more  yet  is  found  inade- 
quate properly  to  encourage  the  setting  up  said  branch  of  business 
and  making  smaller  quantities, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  a  bounty  of  one  shilling  per 
bushell  upon  any  lesser  quantity  than  600  bushells  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  public  treasury  upon  each  bushell  of  good  salt  that  shall  be 
made  in  this  Stat^  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1777  ;  and  upon 
the  makers  of  salt  producing  a  certificate  under  the  hands  of  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  where  salt  was  manufactured  of  the  quantities 
so  made  shall  receive  said  bounty,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  pay  the  same  to  the  respective  manufacturers  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor,  with  the 
advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety,  shall  be  impowered  and  enabled,  and 
he  is  hereby  impowered  and  enabled,  upon  finding  it  necessary  and 
expedient  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  to  lay  any  further  Embargo 
upon  the  exportation  of  swine,  or  any  other  article,  out  of  this  State 
as  shall  be  thought  requisite  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State. 

Whereas  it  is  resolved  and  recommended  by  the  Honorable  Conti- 
nental Congress,  that  a  Loan  Office  be  established  in  each  of  the 
united  States  of  America,  and  that  a  Commissioner  to  superintend 
such  office  be  appointed  by  the  said  States,  respectively,  &c.,  and  this 
Assembly  judging  that  such  loan  offices  may  be  beneficial :  It  is  there- 
upon resolved,  that  John  Lawrence,  Esq%  of  Hartford,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  appointed  a  Commissioner  to  superintend  such  loan  office  as 
shall  be  established  by  said  Congress  within  this  State  agreeable  to 
and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  their  resolutions  of  the  third  of 
October  instant. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Roger  Sherman,  Samuel  Hunt- 
ington, Eliphalet  Dyer,*  Oliver  Wolcott,  Richard  Law,  and  William 
Williams,  Esq",  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Delegates  to  repre- 
sent this  State  at  the  General  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  Amer- 
ica for  the  year  ensuing  and  untill  new  be  chosen  ;  any  or  either  of 
them  who  shall  be  present  in  said  Congress  are  hereby  fully  author- 

*  November  21,  1776.  Col.  Dyer  sent  in  his  resignation,  alledging  his  ill  health 
and  that  of  some  of  his  family,  and  the  state  of  his  private  affairs  occasioned  by  his 
long  absences.     Iter.  War,  v,  122. 
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ized  and  impowered  to  represent  this  State  in  said  Congress,  to  con- 
sult and  advise  and  resolve  upon  measures  necessary  to  be  taken  and 
pursued  for  the  defence,  security,  and  preservation  of  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  said  United  States,  and  for  their  common  safety ; 
and  of  such  their  proceedings  and  resolves  they  do  transmit  authen- 
tic copies  from  time  to  time  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Mesolvedf  That  the  Delegates  appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  at- 
tend the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  be  instructed  that 
only  three  of  them  give  constant  attendance  at  one  time  at  the  public 
^xpence ;  that  they  attend  by  turns,  and  agree  between  themselves  as 
to  the  time  and  conveniency  of  each  ones  attendance. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Colo.  Thomas  Seymour,  Esq"",  one  of 
the  Council  of  Safety,  in  the  room  of  Richard  Law,  Esq*^,  excused. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jesse  Root,  Esq',  to  be  one  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  all  matters  begun  and  entered 
upon  by  the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety  during  the  recess  of 
the  General  Assembly,  relative  to  our  naval  affairs  and  the  fortifying 
and  defence  of  our  sea  coasts  agreeable  to  the  resolution  of  the  As- 
sembly heretofore  made,  be  still  referred  over,  taken  up,  pursued,  and 
<5arryed  into  execution,  by  his  Honor  and  his  said  Council  of  Safety, 
the  sessions  of  the  Assembly  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly ^  That  a  bounty  or  premium  of  one 
shilling  per  pound  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury  of  this  State  for 
all  Salt-petre  that  shall  be  manufactured  according  to  the  laws  already 
provided  for  manufacturing  salt-petre  and  nitre  from  the  first  day  of 
January  next  and  before  the  first  day  of  June  next. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  many  of  the  con- 
stables heretofore  chosen  by  the  several  towns  in  this  Colony  to  col- 
lect the  colony  tax  the  current  year  are  now  engaged  in  the  army, 
whereby  great  delay  and  loss  may  happen  in  that  respect :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  several  towns  in  this  Colony  do  as  soon  as 
may  be  choose  some  suitable  person  to  collect  the  colony  tax  in  the 
respective  towns  where  their  former  chosen  collector  is  gone  into  the 
army,  and  make  return  of  such  collector  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall 
insert  the  name  of  such  collector  in  the  warrant  to  be  by  him  issued 
for  the  collecting  of  said  tax  in  said  respective  towns,  as  also  of  any 
such  constable  who  hath  already  been  chosen  in  any  of  said  towns 
for  the  reason  and  purpose  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  accountable  and 
jtnake  up  and  settle  his  account  with  said  Treasurer  according  to  law. 
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Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  an  Embargo  be  forthwith  laid 
upon  the  exportation  out  of  this  Colony,  by  land  or  water,  without  a 
permit  from  his  Honor  the  Governor,  of  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 
Wheat,  rye,  Indian  corn,  pork  and  salt,  pease,  beans,  bread,  iBour  and 
every  kind  of  meal  except  necessary  stores  for  vessels  outward 
bound ;  likewise  all  kind  of  cloaths,  linnen  and  woollen,  fit  and  suit- 
able for  cloathing  for  the  army,  except  such  as  shall  be  provided  for 
and  sent  for  the  use  of  our  army  or  navy  ;  and  also  that  an  embargo 
be  laid  upon  the  exportation  out  of  this  Colony  by  water  of  the  fol- 
lowing articles,  to  wit :  beef,  live  cattle,  sheep,  butter  and  cheese. 
Provided  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  prevent  any  particular  person  or 
persons  from  carrying  or  sending  to  such  soldiers  in  the  army  as  may 
be  under  the  care  and  special  relation  of  such  person  or  persons  any 
necessary  cloathing  or  provision  they  may  want  for  their  own  use 
and  consumption ;  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and  he  is 
hereby  desired  to  issue  a  proclamation  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  in  compliance  with  the  resolution 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  the  16th  of  September  last 
and  of  the  eighth  of  October  instant,  eight  battalions  be  immediately 
raised  out  of  the  troops  belonging  to  this  State  now  in  the  army  and 
such  other  inhabitants  of  this  State  as  will  voluntarily  inlist,  to  serve 
during  the  war  on  the  generous  encouragement  offered  by  Congress ; 
and  as  a  further  encouragement  this  Assembly  will  make  suitable 
provision  for  furnishing  said  troops  with  cloathing  and  other  neces- 
saries not  provided  by  the  Congress,  on  the  best  terms  that  they  can 
be  procured,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  them  at  prime  cost  and 
charges,  and  will  also  take  care  that  the  sick  and  wounded  be  well 
accommodated  and  provided  with  necessaries  for  their  comfort  and 
relief,  and  that  a  suitable  person  or  persons  be  appointed  to  procure 
and  deliver  out  such  cloathing  and  other  necessarys. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  resolved  to  raise  eight  battalions  of 
troops  in  this  State,  to  serve  in  the  continental  army  during  the  pres- 
ent war,  upon  the  wages,  bounty  and  allowances,  offered  by  the  Hon- 
orable Continental  Congress :  And  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  have  added  to  the  wages  and  allow- 
ances of  the  troops  to  be  raised  in  that  St^te  for  said  service. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  every  non- commission  officer  and 
soldier,  inhabitants  of  this  State,  who  sliall  inlist  into  the  eight  bat- 
talions now  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State  as  aforesaid,  shall  have 
and  receive  from  this  State  so  much  over  and  above  the  wages  allowed 
and  offered,  or  that  shall  be  allowed  and  offered,  by  the  Honorable 
Continental  Congress  as  to  make  up  the  pay  of  a  soldier  to  be  three 
pounds  per  month  during  said  service,  and  the  pay  of  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  in  proportion  thereto. 

And  it  is  also  resolved^  That  each  non-commissioned  officer  and 
soldier  that  shall  inlist  into  said  eight  battalions  or  either  of  them  as 
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aforesaid,  shall  annually  have  and  receive  from  this  State  a  good 
blanket  in  addition  to  the  cloathing  offered  and  to  be  provided  by  the 
Hon^^'^  the  Continental  Congress  during  the  term  of  their  service  as 
aforesaid. 

Resolved  hy  tliis  Asaemblt/,  That  each  tent  ordered  to  be  made  by 
act  of  this  Assembly  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  shall  contain 
the  quantity  of  twenty-seven  yards  of  cloath  one  yard  wide,  or  equal 
thereto  in  cloth  of  different  wedth,  well  manufactured  of  yarn  not 
coarser  than  thirty  nots  to  the  pound. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Durkey,  Jedidiah  Huntington,  An- 
drew Ward  jun.,  William  Douglas,  John  Chester,  Philip  Burr  Brad- 
ley, Heman  Swift  and  John  Douglas,  Esq'%  to  be  Colonels  of  the 
eight  battalions  now  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Samuel  Prentice,  Giles  Russell,  Solo- 
mon Wells,  Obadiah  Johnson,  James  Arnold,. Thomas  Hobby,  John 
Chandler  and  Josiah  Starr,  to  be  Lieutenant  Colonels  of  the  eight 
battalions  now  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Sumner,  John  Ely,  Waterman 
Clift,  Hezekiah  Holdridge,  David  Dimon,  John  Ripley,  Mathew  Mead 
and  Jolm  Bigelow,  Esq"',  to  be  Majors  of  the  eight  battalions  now 
ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State.

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Noah  Phelps,  Hezekiah  Parsons,  Elijah 
Robinson,  Abner  Pryor,  Amasa  Mills,  John  Isham,  Jonathan  Johnson, 
Eliphalet  Holmes,  Ichabod  Norton,  John  Harmon,  Jonathan  Wells, 
Chester  Wells,  Jonathan  Parker',  Simon  Wolcott,  Abraham  Tyler  and 
Edward  Eells,  to  be  Captains  in  the  eight  battalions  now  ordered  to 
be  raised  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Edward  Russell,  Jonas  Prentice,  Na- 
thaniel Bunnell,  VVilliam  Hull,  Peter  Perrit,  Eli  Leavenworth,  Stephen 
Hall  and  David  Smith,  to  be  Captains  in  the  eight  battalions  now 
ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State.

ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Robert  Walker,  Elijah  Abel,  Samuel

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-overnor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
any  person  [or  persons]  within  this  Colony  shall  upon  request  refuse 
to  sell  or  supply  to  the  Quarter  Master  [GeneralJ  of  the  continental 
army  the  articles  of  timber,  boards,  shingles,  brick  or  stone,  [or  to 
sell]  or  let  their  horses,  oxen,  carts  or  carriages,  for  transporting  the 
same,  or  to  furni[sh  any]  other  necessary  supplies  and  assistance  for 
the  use  of  said  army,  it  shall  be  [the  duty]  of  any  one  assistant  or

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justice  of  the  peace  within  this  Colony  and  they  are  he[reby  ordered] 
and  directed,  upon  application  to  them  made  by  any  such  quarter- 
master or  [quarter-masters,]  their  agent  or  agents,  to  grant  a  proper 
warrant  or  warrants  for  the  impressing  from  [any  such]  person  or 
persons  so  refusing  any  of  the  necessary  articles  or  things  aforesaid 
or  [of  any  other  article]  or  thing  needfuU  for  the  support  or  supply 
of  said  army  or  for  the  transportation  [of  the  same,]  directed  to  the 
sheriff,  his  «deputy,  constable,  or  any  indifferent  person  within  the 
[county  where]  such  application  shall  be  made ;  who  shall  impress 
and  cause  an  apprizement  to  [be  made]  thereof  by  two  or  more  in- 
different men  within  said  county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  [authority] 
granting  such  warrant,  at  the  just  and  true  value,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  said  [quarter-master]  or  quarter-masters,  their  agent  or 
agents,  he  or  they  paying  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  or  into  the 
hands  of  such  officer  who  shall  impress  the  same,  the  sum  or  sums  at 
which  the  said  article  or  thing  shall  be  appraised  as  aforesaid,  or  so 
much  as  shall  be  reasonable  for  the  use  of  such  horse  or  horses,  oxen, 
cart  or  carriage  where  the  same  shall  be  returned  again  to  the  owner 
thereof  by  his  own  consent  and  agreement. 

Resolved  ly  this  Assembly^  That  there  be  provided  in  this  State  as 
soon  as  may  be  for  the  use  of  the  militia  thereof  when  called  into  ac- 
tual service  the  following  articles  of  camp  equipage  and  utensils,  viz : 
two  thousand  tents,  two  thousand  iron  potts  containing  two  gallons 
each,  four  thousand  wooden  bowls,  and  six  thousand  canteens  or 
wooden  bottles.

cure the  aforesaid  tents  and  camp  utensils  and  them  keep  and  have  in 
constant  readiness  for  the  use  of  the  militia  in  their  respective  towns 
when  called  into  actual  service :  the  cost  and  expence  of  procuring  the 
same  to  be  paid  and  born  by  such  towns  respectively. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns 
in  this  State  shall  also,  at  the  cost  of  their  respective  towns,  provide 
and  have  in  constant  readiness  suitable  boxes  in  which  to  place  and 
secure  the  iron  potts  aforesaid  for  transportation,  and  also  that  they 
do  from  time  to  time  take  care  to  keep  the  canteens  aforesaid  tight 
and  in  good  order  and  fit  for  use. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  to  adjust  and  allow  all 
such  reasonable  sums  for  the  inevitable  losses  of  cloathing,  blankets, 
arms,  and  accoutrements,  belonging  to  the  officers  or  soldiers  either 
of  the  militia  or  new  levies,  or  that  were  provided  for  and  used  by 
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them,  as  on  proper  examination  or  certificate  being  produced  from 
two  of  the  general  officers  now  in  the  army  belonging  to  this  State,  or 
from  one  general  officer  and  one  colonel  belonging  to  this  State,  or  in 
such  other  cases  when  by  clear  proof  and  good  evidence  it  may 
appear  to  said  committee  that  the  loss  was  not  occasioned  by  careless- 
ness or  cowardice  in  sudden  flight  from  the  enemy  or  contrary  to  the 
orders  of  the  superior  oflScer  then  in  such  party  commanding  they 
shall  find  due ;  and  also  all  such  sums  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  com- 
mittee shall  be  found  justly  due  on  account  of  the  cost  of  sickness  on 
the  road  going  to  or  returning  from  either  of  the  said  armies,  or  occa- 
sioned by  the  cost  of  medicine  at  the  army  which  could  not  be  ob- 
tained out  of  the  public  stores. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  all  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
militia  who  marched  in  obedience  to  orders  issued  by  his  Honor  the 
Governor  to  the  assistance  of  the  army  since  the  first  of  July  last 
and  shall  produce  a  proper  discharge,  or  that  were  permitted  to  return 
from  the  army  on  f urlow  or  by  reason  of  sickness  and  are  not  returned 
as  deserters,  shall  be  allowed  twenty  shillings  each  for  their  extraor- 
dinary expences  at  that  season  of  the  year ;  and  that  the  heirs  and 
representatives  of  such  as  dyed  in  the  service  be  entituled  to  the  twenty 
shillings  premium  as  well  as  such  who  were  discharged,  over  and 
above  the  wages  and  mileage  allowed  by  the  Hon^'®  Continental  Con- 
gress, and  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiments  return  the 
names  of  such  persons  in  their  respective  regiments  as  are  returned 
deserters  from  said  service  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  to  enable 
them  to  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them. 

Whereas  General  Gates  by  a  letter  has  requested  a  number  of 
iron  spades  and  iron  shovels  to  be  sent  to  Tyconderoga,  and  a  quantity 
of  flour  to  be  sent  to  Skenesborough,  with  some  shingle  nails  for  the 
use  of  the  army  under  his  command  :  Therefore, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  Maj*"  Ebenezer  Gay  be  appointed 
and  directed  to  purchase  200  spades  and  iron  shovels  and  send  them 
forthwith  to  General  Gates  at  Tyconderoga  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ; 
and  also,  to  purchase  ten  tons  of  wheat  flour  and  transport  the  same 
forthwith  to  Skeensborough  to  be  stored  and  guarded  in  such  place  and 
manner  as  General  Gates  shall  direct;  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  to  the  said  Major  Gay  the  sum  of  £300, 
taking  his  receipt  to  account  for  the  same ;  and  that  Docf  John  Dick- 
inson be  and  is  hereby  appointed  and  directed  to  employ  a  proper 
number  of  nail-makers  forthwith  to  manufacture  shingle  nails ;  and 
that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired  to  inform  General  Gates 
thereof  and  request  information  how  many  will  be  necessary  for  his 
purpose. 

We,  your  Honors  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
what  further  measures  are  best  to  be  taken  to  provide  for  the  com- 
fort and  relief  of  the  militia  of  this  State  in  service  and  for  obtaining 
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as  early  release  for  them  as  possible,  beg  leave  to  report  it  as  our 
opinion,  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired  to  write  to  his  Excel- 
lency General  Washington,  requesting  him  as  soon  as  possible  to  dis- 
charge all  the  sick  in  the  militia  who  it  shall  be  judged  incapable  of 
further  service,  and  likewise  that  he  would  in  some  way  which  his 
wisdom  shall  devise  provide  blankets  and  cloathing  for  those  of  the 
militia  who  have  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  loose  them  in  retreating 
from  the  enemy  or  permit  some  suitable  persons  on  furlow  to  repair 
to  the  various  parts  of  this  State  as  may  be  convenient  to  procure 
those  articles  of  the  friends  of  those  soldiers  who  are  thus  deprived 
of  them.     All  which  is  submitted  by  your  Honors  humble  servants.

Samuel  Squire  etc.,  to  purchase  barrell-pork  for  the  use  of  the  Colony, 
and  it  being  now  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  some  persons  in 
the  county  of  Fairfield  still  retain  quantities  of  pork  that  is  wanted 
for  the  public  service,  contrary  to  said  resolve,  which  makes  it  neces- 
sary that  further  provision  be  made  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into 
execution:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Samuel  Squire  of  Fair- 
field be  directed  and  impowered  and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  seize 
and  take  any  quantity  of  pork  that  is  wanted  for  the  public  service 
from  any  person  or  persons  that  have  refused  or  shall  refuse  to 
sell  the  same  agreeable  to  said  resolve  of  June,  and  when  so  seized 
or  taken  to  pay  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  according  to  said  resolve  ; 
and  said  Squire  is  hereby  further  impowered  and  directed,  in  case  of 
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refusal  as  aforesaid,  to  command  and  take  with  him  proper  and  suffi- 
cient assistance  for  that  purpose,  and  to  break  open  any  shop  or  store 
in  order  for  taking  and  seizing  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

This  Assembly  being  informed  of  the  distressed  situation  of  many 
of  the  militia  that  have  been  ordered  to  join  the  continental  army,  by 
reason  of  their  being  destitute  of  physicians  and  proper  medicines  for 
the  sick,  do  appoint  Doct^  Samuel  Gale  and  Doct"^  Jonathan  Todd,  as 
his  mate,  forthwith  to  repair  to  the  Connecticut  troops  and  militia  in 
the  Jerseys,  and  to  carry  with  them  as  many  medicines  and  refresh- 
ments as  they  conveniently  can,  and  generally  to  take  care  of  and  ad- 
minister proper  relief  to  any  of  the  sick  belonging  to  this  Colony ;  and 
the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  ordered  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
to  deliver  to  the  said  Doct'  Gale  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  law- 
full  money,  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  business  aforesaid,  taking 
his  receipt  to  be  accountable  for  the  expenditure  thereof. 

This  Assembly  being  informed  by  letter  from  Doct^  Morgan  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor  of  the  necessity  of  some  persons  being  appointed 
to  take  the  immediate  care  of  the  hospital  stores  for  the  use  of  the 
Connecticut  troops  in  the  continental  service,  and  also  signifying  that 
eight  shillings  per  day  would  be  allowed  to  such  persons  as  should  be 
thereto  appointed,  do  now  appoint  Doct*^  Philip  Turner,  of  Norwich, 
to  be  Physician  and  Surgeon  for  the  Connecticut  troops  now  engaged 
or  to  be  engaged  in  the  continental  service  and  Director  of  the  Hospi- 
tal Stores  for  said  troops ;  and  do  hereby  authorize  and  impower  the 
said  Philip  Turner  to  procure  and  receive  all  such  medicinal  stores  as 
he  may  judge  necessary  and  use  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  said  troops 
and  to  have  the  direction  thereof.  And  as  an  inducement  to  the  said 
Philip  Turner  to  engage  in  the  said  service,  it  is  now  ordered  that  the 
said  Philip  Turner  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  the  aforesaid  eight 
shillings  per  day  four  shillings  per  day  ;  and  his  Honor  the  Governor 
is  hereby  desired  to  acquaint  him  with  this  appointment  and  direct 
him  to  prepare  and  with  all  possible  expedition  to  repair  to  said 
troops  for  the  execution  of  said  trust. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  draw 
on  the  Treasurer,  in  favour  of  Doct"^  Philip  Turner,  for  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  pounds,  lawfuU  money,  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  for 
the  Connecticut  troops,  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  by  advice  of 
his  Committee  of  Safety  be  impowered  and  directed  to  make  such 
further  draughts  as  occasion  may  require  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Whereas  his  Excellency  William  Livingston,  E8q%  Governor  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersies,  by  his  letter  of  the  19th  of  September,  rej>re- 
senting  that  Mr.  Franklin,  late  Governor  oi  New  Jersey,  having  pos- 
sessed himself  of  a  chest  or  box  containing  Minutes  of  Council,  Ex- 
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aminations  in  Council  and  other  papers  of  consequence  to  that  State, 
thought  proper,  as  there  is  great  reason  to  believe,  a  few  days  before 
he  was  apprehended  to  secrete  them,  which  papers  they  have  not 
been  able  upon  the  most  diligent  search  to  recover;  desiring  that  this 
State  would  interpose  and  cause  the  said  Mr.  Franklin  and  his  man 
Thomas,  who  is  suspected  to  be  privy  to  the  concealment,  to  be  exam- 
ined on  oath  relative  to  said  matter,  and  requesting  that  said  Thomas 
might  be  first  examined  before  he  has  opportimity  to  consult  with  his 
said  master  upon  the  subject :  Resolved  therefore  by  this  Assembly, 
that  Mathew  Talcott,  Esq%  and  Jesse.  Root,  Esq%  be  appointed  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  and  directed,  to  cause  Mr.  Franklin's  serv- 
ant Thomas  to  come  before  them  and  separately  to  interrogate  and 
examine  him  under  oath  relative  to  the  premises ;  and  also  to  cause 
the  said  Mr.  Franklin  to  come  before  them  after  having  previously 
examined  the  said  servant  Thomas  first,  and  further  interrogate  and 
examine  him  if  needfull  under  oath  relative  to  the  matter  of  said  con- 
cealment, removal  and  detention  of  what  ought  to  be  now  in  the 
custody  and  possession  of  the  Council  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey, 
and  report  make. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  fire-arms  to  be  made  and 
purchased  for  the  use  of  this  State  by  the  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose  shall  be  of  the  following  dimensions,  viz  :  the  length  of 
the  barrell  from  three  feet  and  eight  inches  to  three  feet  and  ten 
inches,  diameter  of  the  bore  from  inside  to  inside  to  be  so  large  as 
to  carry  an  ounce  ball  in  a  cartridge ;  that  the  length  of  the  blade 
of  the  bayonet  be  sixteen  inches,  length  of  the  socket  four  inches, 
the  l)arrell  of  the  gun  to  be  suitable  with  iron  ram-rods  with  a  spring 
in  the  lowest  loop  to  secure-the  ram-rods,  a  good  substantial  bridled 
lock  well  mounted  with  brass  and  marked  with  the  maker's  name  or 
initial  letters  of  the  maker's  name,  and  that  they  shall  be  also 
marked  with  the  letters  S.  C.  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the  bar- 
rell. 

Upon  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  what  further 
provision  and  encouragement  should  be  made  for  the  procuring  fire- 
arms and  gim-locks, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Capt.  Robert  Fairchild,  Capt. 
Ephraim  Pease,  Capt.  Dudley  Wright,  Docf^  John  Dickinson,  Mr. 
Asahel  Hoi  comb,  Mr.  Nathan  Prink,  Capt.  Jabez  Huntington  and 
Capt.  John  Phelps,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  in 
addition  to  those  gentlemen  heretofore  appointed  for  procuring  of 
firearms  and  gun-locks;  and  that  the  same  powers  and  authority 
heretofore  given  to  a  former  committee  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
revived  and  given  to  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the 
aforesaid  trust.  And  said  committee  are  directed  to  exert  their 
utmost  endeavours  to  effect  the  manufacture  of  good  fire-arms  and 
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locks  upon  the  encouragement  heretofore  granted,  and  make  report  of 
their  doings  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next,  to  which  time 
their  authority  shall  continue. 

And  it  18  further  resolved^  That  Mr.  Elihu  Clark,  Maj*"  Nathaniel 
Brown,  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  Capt.  Lemuel  Stoughton,  Mr.  Isaac  Doo- 
little,  Mr.  Joseph  Hopkins,  Mr.  Samuel  Noyes,  Mr.  John  Raymond, 
Capt.  Daniel  Judson,  Capt.  Jabez  Huntington,  Mr.  EInathan  Walker, 
Mr.  Edmund  Beach  and  Capt.  Mathew  Gillett,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
severally  appointed  Inspectors  to  examine  and  approve  of  all  such 
fire-arms  and  locks  as  shall  be  made  within  this  State ;  and  none  of 
said  arms  shall  be  received  or  paid  for  by  said  committee  for  the  use 
of  this  State  or  any  premium  allowed  thereon  to  any  manufacturer 
untill  examination  and  due  proof  has  been  made  of  such  arms  by  said 
inspector  or  inspectors  and  a  proper  certificate  given  thereof  under 
his  or  their  hands  that  the  same  are  good,  well  wrought  and  sufii- 
ciently  strong  and  substantial.  And  Titus  Hosmer,  Esq',  at  his  own 
request,  is  hereby  released  from  any  further  trouble  in  procuring  fire- 
arms or  locks  in  consequence  of  his  appointment  formerly  made  to 
that  service. 

Whereas  the  public  safety  makes  it  necessary  still  to  continue  the 
Cannon  Foundery  at  Salisbury  in  blast  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  cannon  (tc.  for  the  public  defence  ;  and  it  being 
represented  to  this  Assembly  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  wood  can- 
not in  the  ordinary  method  be  procured  to  keep  the  same  in  blast, 
and  that  there  is  a  quantity  near  on  land  belonging  to  the  heir  of 
Daniel  Edwards,  Esq^  late  of  Hartford,  deceas'\  who  is  a  minor  : 
Therefore,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Joshua  Porter,  Esq*",  who 
has  the  care  of  said  foundery,  be  impowered  and  he  is  hereby  im- 
powered,  authorized  and  appointed,  to  purchase  said  wood  of  the  said 
heir  or  his  guardians  upon  reasonable  terms,  if  they  can  agree;  if  not, 
to  take  the  same  without  stripping  the  farm  of  what  may  be  neces- 
sary for  firing  and  fencing,  and  where  it  may  be  least  detrimental 
thereto,  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  to  allow  and  pay  the  just  and  rea- 
sonable value  thereof  according  to  the  apprizal  of  three  good  and 
indiflferent  freeholders  of  the  vicinity  under  oath,  and  account  render. 

Whereas  it  is  found  necessary  that  a  commissary  of  prisoners  of 
war  should  be  appointed  in  the  several  United  States  &c. :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  Mr.  Epaphras  Bull  of  Hartford  be  and  he  is 
hereby  appointed  a  Commissary  of  Prisoners  of  War  within  this 
State,  who  shall  take  care  and  provide  for  all  such  prisoners  of  war 
as  are  now  within  this  State  or  that  hereafter  may  be  sent  to  and 
kept  within  the  same;  and  that  said  commissary  or  commissaries  for 
the  time  being  shall  observe  all  such  rules  and  orders  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  his  Honor  the  Gover- 
nor and  Committee  of  Safety,  or  Continental  Congress,  respecting 
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such  prisoners  for  the  due  ordering,  governing  or  providing  for  the 
same,  and  shall  make  monthly  returns  of  the  state  and  condition  of 
said  prisoners  under  their  care  to  the  Board  of  War  appointed  by 
said  Congress,  and  be  sworn  to  a  faithfull  discharge  of  his  said  trust. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Doct"  Alexander  Wolcott,  John 
Dickinson,  John  Watrous,  Eneas  Munson,  Leveret  Hubbard,  Elias 
Carrington,  Elisha  Tracy,  Benjamin  dale,  Eleazer  Mather,  Piatt 
Townshend,  Amos  Mead,  James  Cogswell,  John  Clark,  Elisha  Lord, 
Samuel  Lee,  Reuben  Smith,  Elisha  Sill  and  Seth  Bird,  or  any  three 
of  them,  be  appointed  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  and  authorized 
to  examine  such  persons  within  this  State  as  may  offer  themselves  to 
serve  as  surgeons  or  surgeon's  mates  in  the  continenal  army  or  navy, 
and  upon  full  evidence  of  proper  and  sufficient  qualifications  to  give 
certificates  accordingly. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  examiners 
and  all  others  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed  for  the  same  purpose 
shall  be  under  oath  for  their  faithfull  performance  of  their  trust  ac- 
cording to  their  best  skill  and  judgment,  that  the  form  of  said  oath 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

You  A.  B.  being  appointed  to  examine  those  persons  within  this 
State  who  shall  offer  to  serve  as  surgeons  or  surgeon's  mates  in  the  conr 
tinental  army  or  navy  do  stvear  by  the  name  of  the  ever-living  God  that 

fou  will  faithfully  and  impartially  execute  said  tnist  according  to  your 
est  skill  and  judgment  and  give  certificates  to  such  as  you  shall  find 
duly  qualifyed  to  serve  in  said  offices  without  respect  of  persons  or 
favour  to  any  man :  So  help  you  God. 

Which  oath  any  one  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  on  request  to  administer  to  the  examiners 
that  are  or  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  de- 
sired to  request  the  commanding  oflScer  of  the  Northern  Army  to 
order  suitable  provision  to  be  made  for  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  this 
State,  especially  for  the  sick  on  their  return  home  as  they  may  be 
discharged  or  dismissed  from  time  to  time  at  such  places  and  stations 
as  may  be  thought  most  needful! ;  and  that  if  it  should  be  inconven- 
ient for  the  commanding  officer  through  multiplicity  of  concerns  to 
attend  to  this  matter  in  due  time  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  the 
Council  of  Safety  are  desired  to  make  proper  provision  in  the  matter 
aforesaid. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Elijah  Hyde  Jun%  Esq*",  to  be  Major  of 
the  Second  Regiment  of  Light  Horse  in  this  State  in  the  room  of 
William  Hillhouse,  Esq",  resigned. 
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Whereas  it  is  apprehended  the  stores  and  provisions  for  the  use 
of  the  continental  army  and  this  State  now  stored  in  the  various 
parts  along  Sound  in  several  of  the  towns  in  the  westward  parts  of 
this  State  are  by  means  of  the  near  approach  of  the  enemy  in  great 
danger :  Whereupon  this  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Davenport,  Esq*", 
immediately  to  go  forwards  to  the  several  places  where  such  provisions 
Ac.  are  stored  and  with  the  advice  of  any  gentlemen  acting  under  the 
Commissary  (ieneral  to  remove  them  back  from  the  sea  shore  to  some 
safe  place  back  from  the  water,  where  they  shall  think  most  proper ; 
to  which  purpose  they  are  impowered  to  impress  all  such  teams  and 
carriages  as  are  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  there  are  several 
non-commissioned  officere  and  soldiers  of  the  troops  of  horse  and  mi- 
litia in  this  State  who  did  not  march  according  to  orders  issued  from 
the  Capt.  General  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  that  there  are  others  who  deserted  said  service  after 
they  had  joined  and  marched  with  their  respective  corps,  all  since  the 
first  day  of  July  last :  And  this  Assembly  willing  to  extend  their 
clemency  to  such  as  are  yet  desirous  of  fulfilling  their  duty  in  the  ser- 
vice of  their  country, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  a  Proclamation*  offering  a  pardon  and 
indemnification  to  all  such  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  who 
have  been  delinquent  in  manner  aforesaid,  provided  they  do  immedi- 
ately return  to  their  duty  and  join  themselves  to  their  respective 
companies  now  in  service  or  to  any  of  the  companies  in  either  of  the 
regiments  now  ordered  to  march  under  the  command  of  Maj'  General 
Wooster  in  the  defence  of  this  and  other  the  united  States ;  and  also 
to  declare  that  such  as  shall  so  return  and  fulfill  their  duty  untill  duly 
discharged,  shall  receive  their  pay  and  wages  for  the  time  they  did 
and  shall  continue  in  said  service,  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor 
do  also  order  ^nd  direct  that  due  process  be  had  forthwith  against  all 
such  as  shall  still  refuse  to  comply  with  their  duty  as  aforesaid ;  which 
proclamation  his  Honor  is  desired  to  cause  to  be  published  in  the 
several  news-papers  within  this  State. 

Whereas  the  third  and  part  of  the  first  regiments  of  light-horse 
have  been  ordered  by  this  Assembly  to  march  to  the  western  part  of 
this  State  under  the  command  of  Maj'  General  Wooster  who  will  be 
under  necessity  of  some  advance  wages :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  twenty  shillings  be  advanced  to  each  one  that  shall  so  march,  and 
General  Wooster  is  hereby  directed  and  impowered  to  draw  on  the 
Pay -Table  for  a  sufficient  sum  for  that  purpose  and  pay  out  the  same 
and  render  his  account  accordingly.

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Kexolued  by  this  Assembly ^  That  a  Hospital  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained  by  this  State  for  the  reception  and  relief  of  such  soldiers 
from  this  State  as  shall  serve  in  the  continental  army  and  such  of  the 
militia  from  this  State  as  may  from  time  [to  time]  join  said  army 
during  the  present  war ;  that  said  hospital  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  chief  surgeon  or  director  appointed  by  this  State,  and  shall 
be  furnished  with  skilfull  surgeons,  medicines  and  other  neces- 
saries ;  that  the  director  or  chief  surgeon  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  stores  of  medicines  and  other  refreshments  from  time  to  time  for 
the  use  and  relief  of  the  sick,  who  shall  issue  the  same  to  the  regimental 
surgeons  as  the  necessities  of  their  respective  regiments  may  require. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  his 
Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  directed  with  the  advice  of  his 
Excellency  the  General,  to  provide  such  hospital,  appoint  surgeons 
and  other  proper  officers,  give  orders  for  procuring  proper  medicines 
and  refreshments  and  regulate  the  issuing  the  same  from  said  hospital 
as  they  shall  judge  most  likely  to  answer  the  good  ends  intended  to 
to  be  obtained  by  this  resolve. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  four  hundred  bed  sacks,  four  hun- 
dred shirts,  and  four  hundred  blankets  and  eight  hundred  sheets,  be 
immediately  procured  for  the  use  of  the  sick  in  said  hospital,  which 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  chief  surgeon  taking  his  receipt  to  be  account- 
able for  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Ansembly^  That  Roger  Sherman,  Abraham  Daven- 
port, Thaddeus  Burr  and  John  Davenport,  Esq*^"*,  or  any  three  of  them, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  repair  to  the  army 
under  the  command  of  General  Washington  and  with  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  general  officers  belonging  to  this  Stat-e  now  in  said 
army  to  arrange  into  regiments  and  companies  the  officers  appointed 
by  this  Assembly  for  the  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State  and 
number  their  commissions  according  to  their  proper  rank  in  the 
army. 

This  Assembly  taking  into  consideration  the  exposedness  of  the 
sea-port  towns  in  the  Colony  by  reason  of  the  eneniys  coming  into 
the  sound  and  on  our  coast,  and  the  danger  of  a  surprize  unless 
proper  methods  be  taken  to  prevent  it, 

It  is  now  resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired  and  he 
is  hereby  desired  forthwith  to  issue  forth  his  orders  to  the  chief  com- 
manders present  of  the  second,  third,  fourth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth, 
tenth  and  twentieth  regiments  of  militia,  to  take  especial  care  that 
the  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  said  regiments  are  well  equipped 
with  arms  and  ammunition,  and  that  they  have  suitable  posts  assigned 
them  to  repair  to  in  case  of  an  alarm,  and  that  all  necessary  instruc- 
tions be  given  to  the  captains  and  subalterns  under  their  command, 
that  the  soldiers  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  same,  and  that 
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they  take  especial  care  to  prevent  being  surprized  unawares.  And  in 
case  of  the  landing  of  an  enemy  in  any  of  the  towns  on  the  sound  or 
on  the  sea  coast  they  are  to  give  speedy  notice  thereof  to  the  adjoining 
towns  and  to  collect  all  the  force  they  can  and  to  use  all  possible 
means  to  repel  and  drive  off  the  enemy,  and  from  time  to  time  ac- 
quaint his  Honor  the  Governor  of  their  proceedings. 

Whereas  it  is  of  great  necessity  that  the  monies  due  from  the  con- 
tinental treasury  to  this  State  should  be  obtained, 

Besolved  by  this  AsBembly,  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
do  forthwith  call  upon  the  several  commissaries  to  settle  their  several 
accounts,  and  said  commissaries  are  hereby  required  to  liquidate  and 
settle  the  same  with  them  accordingly;  and  also  that  said  com- 
mittee do  adjust  and  allow  the  charges  of  disbursement  and  supplies 
made  by  Mr.  Commissary  Fitch  to  General  Wooster's  regiment  while 
at  New  York  and  untill  said  regiment  received  continental  supplies ; 
and  that  they  said  committee  do  prepare  an  account  of  all  disburse- 
ments made  by  this  State  for  and  on  account  of  the  united  States  and 
which  ought  to  be  paid  by  them  equally ;  and  that  one  of  said  com- 
mittee do  proceed  to  Philadelphia  and  lay  the  same  before  the  Hon^'*' 
Continental  Congress  or  their  committee  of  claims  and  accounts  and 
obtain  a  settlement  thereof,  as  also  a  payment  of  all  such  sums  of 
money  as  shall  be  justly  due  to  this  State  from  the  continental 
treasury  and  see  the  same  duly  lodged  with  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State. 

I  have  this  day  voluntarily  inlisted  myself  as  a  soldier 

in  the  army  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  battalion 

ordered  to  be  raised  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  serve  during  the 
present  war  unless  sooner  discharged,  and  I  do  bind  myself  to  conform 
in  all  instances  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  shall  be 
established  for  the  government  of  the  said  army.  Witness  my  hand 
the  day  of  1776.

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  persons  in  the  western  towns  in  the  State  inimical  to  the  liber- 
ties of  this  and  the  other  united  States  of  America,  who  are  forming 
dangerous  insurrections  and  taking  every  method  in  their  power  to 
communicate  intelligence  to  comfort,  aid  and  assist  the  enemies  of 
these  united  States  and  to  distress  the  inhabitants  of  said  towns  and 
to  bring  on  a  general  anarchy  and  confusion  among  them  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Abraham  Davenport  and  Daniel 
Sherman  Esq",  Thomas  Fitch,  Andrew  Adams  and  Josiah  Bissell, 
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Esq",  be  appointed  a  committee  forthwith  to  repair  to  said  western 
towns  and  to  convene  before  them  all  such  persons  as  shall  be 
suspected  to  be  inimical  and  dangerous  to  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
America  in  this  critical  and  convulsed  state  of  affairs  when  the 
ordinary  mode  of  prosecution  will  not  be  adequate  to  the  mischief  ap- 
prehended. And  all  such  persons  as  said  committee  upon  enquiry 
shall  judge  to  be  dangerous  or  too  suspicious  consistent  with  the  pub- 
lic safety  to  be  suffered  to  remain  in  their  present  situation,  said  com- 
mittee are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  send  such  person  or 
persons  so  deemed  and  adjudged  dangerous  as  aforesaid  under  a 
proper  guard  to  such  place  or  places  in  this  Colony  as  shall  be 
thought  best,  there  to  remain  and  to  be  safe  kept  under  the  direction 
of  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety  for  such  time  as 
the  public  security  may  require. 

And  it  18  further  resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired 
to  direct  Maj'  General  Wooster  to  give  all  the  aid  and  assistance  with 
his  troops  in  his  power  to  said  committee  for  carrying  into  execution 
the  aforesaid  resolve.

And  said  overseers  are  further  im- 
powered to  make  such  addition  as  is  necessary  to  said  block -house, 
and  also  to  dig  a  well  for  the  use  aforesaid,  using  their  prudence'  and 
discretion  in  doing  the  same,  and  to  lay  an  account  of  the  expences 
thereof  before  this  Assembly  at  some  future  session  for  liquidation ; 
and  they  are  hereby  allowed  to  draw  the  sum  of  <£oO.  0.  0.,  L.  money, 
out  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  to  said  overseers,  taking 
their  receipt  to  account  therefor. 

Whereas  Lamberton  Smith  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
New  Haven,  have  exhibited  a  memorial  to  this  Assembly,  represent- 
ing Ralph  Isaacs  and  A  blather  Camp,  both  of  New  Haven  aforesaid, 
as  being  guilty  of  a  series  of  conduct  which  has  evinced  that  they 
are  unfriendly  and  inimical  to  the  rights  and  liberties  of  this  State 
and  are  dangerous  to  the  said  town  of  New  Haven  in  particular  and 
to  the  State  in  general ;  praying  that  they  may  be  removed  Ac,  as 
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per  memorial  on  file:  Whereupon  the  parties  have  been  heard  at  large 
with  their  witnesses  and  exhibits,  and  it  is  thereon  adjudged  by  this 
Assembly  that  the  said  Isaacs  and  Canjp  are  guilty  as  set  forth  in 
said  memorial,  and  are  dangerous  to  the  State  and  ought  to  be  re- 
moved. 

Therefore  it  is  resolved  and  ordered  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the 
said  Ralph  Isaacs  and  Abiather  Camp  be  removed  to  the  society  of 
Eastbury  in  the  town  of  Glastonbury,  there  to  abide  and  remain  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  society  of  Eastbury,  under  the  direction  of  the 
civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Glastonbury,  at  their 
own  cost  and  charge,  untill  further  orders. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  and  ordered^  That  if  the  said  Isaacs  or 
Camp  shall  receive  any  letter  or  letters  from  any  person  or  persons, 
or  shall  send  or  convey  any  letter  or  letters  to  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever,  they  shall  offer  such  letter  or  letters  to  some  one  of  the 
said  civil  authority  or  selectmen  to  be  by  them  read  and  inspected ; 
and  that  if  the  said  Isaacs  or  Camp  shall  escape  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  society  of  Eastbury,  or  otherwise  transgress  this  order,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  to  detect  or  apprehend 
the  offender  or  offenders  and  cause  him  or  them  to  appear  before 
some  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  who  on  proper  evidence  shall 
commit  the  offender  or  offenders  to  some  prison  within  this  State, 
there  to  remain  at  his  or  their  own  cost  and  charge  till  delivered  by 
due  order  of  law  or  by  orders  from  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil of  Safety.  But  as  the  said  Isaacs  is  at  present  infirm  and  unable 
to  travail,  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  execution  of  this  resolve,  as 
to  him,  shall  be  suspended  untill  the  selectmen  of  New  Haven  afore- 
said shall  judge  it  prudent  and  safe  to  remove  him ;  and  that  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  of  New  Haven  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  th(* 
same  to  be  put  in  execution. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  George  Philips,  ensign  of  the  light  infan- 
try company  of  the  twenty-third  regiment  of  militia,  and  others  of 
said  company,  complaining  that  Nathaniel  Shayler  of  Alidletown, 
captain  of  said  company,  in  August  last  being  duly  ordered  by 
Mathew  Talcott,  Esq'^,  colonel  of  said  regiment,  to  muster  his  com- 
pany and  march  w^ith  them  to  the  assistance  of  the  army  under  com- 
mand of  General  Washington  then  at  New  York,  and  that  he,  said 
Shayler,  wilfully  disobeyed  said  orders  etc.,  as  per  memorial  on  file  : 
On  which  memorial  said  Oapt.  Shayler  hath  been  arrested  and  brought 
before  this  Assembly  and  fully  heard  thereon, 

Whereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  said  Capt.  Nathaniel 
Shayler  be  and  he  is  hereby  cashiered  of  his  said  office  and  broke, 
and  the  commanding  officer  of  said  regiment  is  ordered  to  lead  said 
company  to  the  choice  of  a  captain  in  the  room  of  said  Shayler. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  the  said  Nathaniel  Shayler  be  and 
he  is  declared  to  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust 
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under  this  State  for  the  future,  and  that  he  pay  the  cost  of  prosecu- 
tion.

Whereas  upon  the  memorial  of  Mathew  Talcott,  Esq',  and  others, 
preferred  to  this  Assembly  in  May,  1772,  praying  that  buoys  and 
marks  might  be  erected  in  Connecticut  River  pointing  out  the  shoals 
and  bars,  so  that  the  navigation  in  said  river  might  be  rendered  more 
safe ;  and  as  it  was  resolved,  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty  to  set 
up  and  carry  on  a  lottery  or  lotteries  amounting  to  such  a  sum  as  by

Thomas  Belding  be  a  committee  to  receive  of  said  managers  the  sums 
raised  by  said  lottery  into  their  hands  and  the  same  safely  keep  in 
their  hands  untill  further  order  from  this  Assembly,  and  report  make 
to  the  next  session  of  this  Assembly  or  to  the  General  Assembly  in 
May  next.

and  Capt.  Abraham  Hickox  and  those  living  on  his  farm  be  annexed 
to  the  company  now  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Nathaniel  Barns  in 
the  society  of  Northbury ;  and  Bela  Brownson,  Herman  Munson,  and 
Seba  Bronson,  and  those  living  on  their  farms  be  annexed  to  the  east 
company  in  the  society  of  Westbury  lately  under  the  command  of

Upon  the  memorial  of  Noble  Hinman  of  New  London,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  a  house  of  entertainment  is  wanted  in  that  part 
of  the  town  where  he  lives,  and  that  he  is  solicited  to  by  many  to 
open  such  an  house  ;  praying  for  liberty,  Ac,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Noble  Hinman  hath  liberty 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to  keep  a  tavern  or  house  of 
entertainment  in  said  New  London  untill  the  sitting  of  the  county 
court  in  the  county  of  New  London  in  June  next :  he  giving  bond  as 
the  law  directs  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  New  London,  to  ob- 
serve the  law  respecting  tavern-keepers. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Bidwell,  representing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  June  last  he  agreed  to  supply  this  State  with 
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sulphur,  provided  such  iron-work  as  was  necessary  for  that  purpose 
should  be  procured  by  said  State,  which  iron-work  could  not  be  ob- 
tained, whereby  he  hath  lost  his  time  and  been  upon  expence  ;  pi-ay- 
ing  for  two  years  from  the  time  he  may  receive  the  utensils  to  perform

tants of  said  Stratford  shall  have  the  liberty  and  privilege  of  raising 
by  voluntary  inlistment  twenty  able-bodied  effective  men,  exclusive 
of  their  officers,  and  to  be  well  armed  and  equipp*\  with  one  lieuten- 
ant, two  sergeants  and  two  corporals,  and  that  Lieut.  Ebenezer  Coe 
of  said  town  be  appointed  and  directed  immediately  to  inlist  said 
soldiers  and  order  and  command  them  to  their  proper  station  and 
duty  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  month.  And  said 
officers  and  soldiers  shall  have  their  billett  and  pay  while  in  said  ser- 
vice as  other  officers  and  soldiers  receive  and  be  paid  by  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  civil  authority,  selectmen  and  commit- 
tee of  inspection  of  the  town  of  Norwalk,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
the  exposed  situation  of  said  town  and  the  necessity  of  having  some 
of  the  militia  stationed  there  and  the  great  difficulty  of  billeting 
troops  there  on  account  of  the  number  of  sick  soldiers  that  are  already 
sent  to  that  and  the  town  of  Stanford  and  Greenwich ;  praying  that 
the  militia  of  said  town  of  Norwalk  may  be  stationed  there  for  its  de- 
fence <tc.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that

in  the  last  will  and  testament  of  said  Jonathan,  deceas^ :  that  said 
William  and  Gideon  in  fact  drew  the  deed  and  other  writings  neces- 
sary to  compleat  said  bargain  and  sale  but  for  want  of  a  justice  of 
peace  in  the  vicinity  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  said  deed  the 
same  was  delayed,  soon  after  which  the  said  William  Palmer  in  the 
month  of  August,  1775,  was  taken  sick  and  dyed,  and  that  the  cij-cum- 
stances  of  the  widow  and  family  of  said  William  deceas"*  are  such  as 
require  the  said  bargain  and  sale  to  be  compleated  ;  praying  for  liberty 
and  authority  to  be  granted  to  said  administratrix  to  execute  a  deed 
of  said  land  to  said  Ray  agreeable  to  said  bargain  made  by  said  Wil- 
liam &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  said  Mary  Palmer,  administratrix  on  the  estate  of  said  William 
deceas'*  hath  liberty,  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  her,  to  make, 
execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  a  deed  of  said  land  to  said  Ray, 
and  to  receive  the  pay  for  said  land  as  the  estate  of  said  William 
dec"^,  and  to  be  accountable  therefor  as  such,  taking  the  advice  and

Re9olved  by  this  Assembly j  That  the  said  town  of  Kent  have  liberiyi, 
and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  to 
tax  the  poles  and  rateable  estate  of  said  inhabitants  to  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  said  town  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  necessary  and 
sufficient  to  repair  all  public  hi^ways  in  said  town,  which  tax  shall 
be  collected  by  the  several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts  for  re- 
pairing highways  in  said  town  and  be  by  such  surveyors  laid  out  and 
improved  for  the  repairing  highways  in  each  district  in  said  town; 
and  said  town  is  hereby  impowered,  by  the  selectmen  or  a  committee 
chosen  annually  or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall  require,  to 
divide  the  highways  in  said  town  into  districts  and  to  assign  to  each 
surveyor  a  certain  proportion  of  highways  to  be  repaired  and  main- 
tained, and  to  divide  out  and  proportion  to  the  several  surveyors  of 
the  several  districts  the  money  so  raised  by  Baid  town  according  to 
the  quantity  or  proportion  of  roads  set  out  to  them  as  aforesaid  to  be 
repaired  and  maintained  ;  and  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth  warrants  to  such  surveyors  to  levy 
and  collect  such  taxes  arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  re- 
spective districts,  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  other  town  taxes 
are  collected  ;  and  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true  account  of 
such  money  by  him  so  collected  to  the  selectmen  of  said  town  in  a 
reasonable  time  when  thereto  required  after  the  same  becomes  paya- 
ble to  said  collectors  ;  and  all  surplus  of  such  money  as  shall  remain 
in  the  hands  of  such  surveyors  or  any  of  them  after  such  highways 
are  sufficiently  repaired  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  town  for  the  time  being,  and  by  him  and  his  successors  in  said 
office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding  surveyors  of  the  several  dis- 
tricts respectively  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  money  raised  by  said 
town  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  highways  for  the  then  current  year 
shall  by  said  selectmen  or  committee  be  ordered  to  be  divided. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  this  liberty  and  authority  shall  be 
and  remain  to  said  town  of  Kent  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly.

Jabez  Perkins  and  Mr.  Dudley  Woodbridge  of  Norwich,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  under  oath  to  apprize  said  cargo 
and  take  a  true  inventory  thereof  and  of  the  sales  of  said  brig  and 
appurtenances  which  have  been  sold  and  to  call  to  account  and  make 
a  full  settlement  with  all  such  persons  as  have  had  the  care  of  said 
brig  and  cargo  or  now  have  the  same  or  any  part  or  avails  thereof  in 
their  hands  and  receive  the  same  and  lay  a  true  stating  thereof  before 
this  Assembly  at  their  next  session  for  approbation  ;  and  said  Lathrop, 
Perkins  and  Woodbridge,  are  hereby  directed  to  deliver  said  cargo 
together  with  an  invoice  of  what  they  deliver  and  charges  thereon  to 
the  commissaries  of  supplies  and  refreshments  for  the  Connecticut 
troops,  agreeable  to  the  orders  of  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Coim- 
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cil  of. Safety,  taking  receipts  therefor;  and  the  avails  of  said  brig  and 
appurtenances  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Colony,  and  said  inventory  and  receipt  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  and  duplicates  or  copies  of  said  receipts  shall  be  lodged  with 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  ;  and  the  whole  amount  of  proceeds  of 
said  vessell  and  cargo  shall  be  held  to  be  responded  by  the  Treasurer 
in  the  same  manner  as  was  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in  their  said 
resolve  in  June  last. 

To  the  Hon^^*  General  Assembly  of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  now 
sitting  at  New  Haven : 

The  Committee  of  Inspection  for  the  town  of  Woodbury  beg  leave 
to  represent  to  your  Honors,  that  the  Committee  of  Safety  for  the 
State  of  New  York  on  the  21*'  instant  sent  nine  prisoners,  who  were 
sailors  except  a  child,  and  taken  at  Staten  Island  sometime  last  summer, 
to  this  committee.  The  said  prisoners  from  the  time  of  their  first 
being  captivated  untill  this  time  were  stationed  at  Pound  Ridge  in 
West  Chester  county,  which  place  the  said  Committee  of  Safety 
apprehend  was  not  safe  for  them  to  reside  in  any  longer  as  the  en- 
emy are  within  a  few  miles  of  that  place.  This  committee  were  and 
still  are  in  doubt  whether  said  Committee  of  Safety  was  authorized 
and  impowered  by  the  resolves  of  the  Hon^'"  Continental  Congress  to 
send  said  prisoners  into  this  State,  and  whether  this  committee  are 
impowered  by  said  resolves  to  provide  for  them.  Yet  nevertheless, 
considering  the  extraordinary  circumstances  attending  the  case  and 
the  apparent  necessity  of  the  said  prisoners  being  removed  from  that 
place,  this  committee  did  receive  said  prisoners  and  have  made  pro- 
vision for  them  for  the  present  and  have  appointed  Colo.  Increase 
Mosely  to  superintend  their  conduct  untill  we  can  receive  particular 
instructions  and  directions  from  your  Honors  relating  to  the  whole  of 
said  matters,  which  we  humbly  request.  The  said  prisoners  are  so 
destitute  of  cloathing  that  it  seems  impossible  they  can  subsist 
through  the  ensuing  winter  unless  they  are  provided  for  by  the  pub- 
lic, as  it  is  not  probable  they  can  provide  for  themselves  at  this  season 
of  the  year  by  their  labour.  All  which  is  submitted  to  your  Honors 
by  your  Honors  most  obed'  humble  serv^^

An  Act  tqjprevent  MonopoUes  and  Oppression  by  excessive  and  unreasonable 
Prices  for  many  of  the  Necessaries  and  Conveniences  of  Life. 

Whereas  the  rapid  and  exorbitant  rise  upon  the  necessaries  and 
conveniences  of  life  in  this  day  of  public  calamity  and  distress  is 
chiefly  occasioned  by  monopolizers,  the  great  pjjst  of  society,  who  prefer 
their  own  private  gain  to  the  interest  and  safety  of  their  country,  and 
which  if  not  prevented  threaten[s]  the  ruin  and  destruction  of  the 
State, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  Oovernor^  Council  and  Representatives ^ 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
for  the  future  the  price  of  labour  in  the  farming  way  in  the  summer 
season  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  per  diem,  and  so  in  the  usual 
proportion  at  other  seasons  of  the  year;  and  other  labour  to  be  com- 
puted, and  of  mechanicks  and  tradesmen  according  to  the  usages  and 
customs  that  have  heretofore  been  adopted  and  practised  in  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  this  State  compared  with  farming  labour  and  the  prices 
hereafter  Qet  and  established.  That  the  prices  of  the  following  arti- 
cles at  the  place  of  market  shall  not  exceed  the  several  sums  hereafter 
mentioned,  viz  :  Wheat  not  to  exceed  six  shillings  per  bushel.  Rye  not 
to  exceed  three  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushel,  Indian  corn  not  to 
exceed  three  shillings  per  bushel,  good  merchantable  Wool  not  to 
exceed  two  shillings  per  pound,  good  clean  well  dressed  Flax  not  to  ex- 
ceed ten  pence  per  pound,  Pork  weighing  from  five  to  seven  score  not 
to  exceed  three  pence  one  farthing  per  pound,  and  from  seven  to  ten 
score  not  to  exceed  three  pence  half-penny  per  pound,  and  all  above 
ten  score  not  to  exceed  three  pence  three  farthings  per  pound.  Grass 
fed  Beef  of  the  best  quality  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  shillings  per 
hundred,  and  so  in  proportion  according  to  its  quality,  Raw  Hides  not 
to  exceed  three  pence  per  pound,  Salt  not  to  exceed  ten  shillings  per 
bushell,  good  West  India  Rum  of  merchantable  proof  not  to  exceed 
six  shillings  per  gallon  per  hogshead,  best  Muscovado  Sugar  not  to 
exceed  sixty  shillings  per  cent  per  hogshead,  Molasses  of  the  best 
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quality  not  to  exceed  three  shillings  per  gallon  per  hogshead,  and  so 
in  proportion  as  aforesaid,  New  England  Rum  of  the  best  quality  not 
to  exceed  three  shillings  and  sixpence  per  gallon  per  hogshead,  and 
80  in  like  proportion,  Bohea  Tea  not  to  exceed  four  shillings  and  six- 
pence per  ponnd  by  the  chest,  Cheese  of  the  best  kind  not  to  exceed 
sixpence  per  pound,  and  so  in  like  proportion,  good  Pall  Butter 
not  to  exceed  ten  pence  per  pound,  and  all  other  necessary  articles 
not  enumerated  to  be  in  a  reasonable  accustomed  proportion  to  the 
above  mentioned  articles. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  by  the  authority  afore%aid^  That  whoso- 
ever shall  contract  or  receive  for  labour,  or  vend,  sell  or  receive  for 
any  of  the  above  enumerated  articles  more  than  at  the  above  rate  or 
price  thereto  affixed,  or  for  others  not  enumerated  in  an  unreasonable 
disproportion  thereto,  the  extraordinary  risque  and  other  special  cir- 
cumstances considered,  shall  be  accounted  oppressive  and  deemed 
guilty  of  the  breach  of  this  act,  and  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  with  and 
suffer  the  pains  and  penalties  of  the  laws  of  this  State  against  oppres- 
sion. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all 
informing  oflScers  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  especially 
required  strictly  to  enquire  into  and  due  presentment  to  make  of  all 
breaches  of  the  laws  made  against  oppression,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
fatal  effects  of  that  growing  evil. 

Whereas  the  time  limited  for  taking  the  oath  mentioned  in  and  by 
an  act  passed  in  October  last  for  prescribing  and  enjoining  an  oath  of 
fidelity  to  the  State,  having  been  now  taken  into  further  consideration 
and  the  same  being  in  the  opinion  of  this  Assembly  too  short  for  gen- 
eral notification  among  the  people. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Crovemory  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
time  mentioned  and  limited  in  said  act  for  the  taking  of  said  oath 
shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended  until  the  first  Monday  after 
the  first  Tuesday  in  April  next;  anything  in  said  act  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

An  Act  to  enable  the  Governor  to  lay  an  Bmbargro  and  for  renderingr  the  Same 

when  laid  effectual. 

Whereas  the  exportation  of  necessaries  and  other  articles  that 
may  be  wanted  in  times  of  scarcity  and  times  of  war  may  reduce  the 
inhabitants  of  this  State  to  great  streights  and  prove  very  prejudicial 
to  the  public  interest :  Which  to  prevent. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
Grovernor  of  this  State  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  Council,  is  hereby  fully  impowered  and  desired,  from  time  to  time 
as  there  shall  be  occasion,  to  issue  out  and  send  forth  his  proclama- 
tion, thereby  to  prohibit  and  forbid  the  transportation  or  carrying  out 
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of  this  State,  either  bj  land  or  water,  of  any  article  or  thing  that  his 
Honor  the  Governor  and  his  Council  shall  think  necessary  and  expe- 
dient to  prohibit  for  the  time  set  and  limited  in  and  by  such  proclama- 
tion:  Provided  always,  that  such  embargo  shall  not  extend  to  hinder 
any  necessary  provisions  from  being  put  on  board  any  i^Ups  of  war  or 
privateers  or  merchant  ships  or  vessells  belonging  to  this  State  or  to 
any  of  the  inhabitants  thereof  or  to  the  United  States  for  their  neces- 
sary stores,  bills  of  which  stones  always  to  be  allowed  by  some  assist- 
ant or  justice  of  the  peace,  in  which  allowance  regard  is  to  be  had  to 
the  number  of  men  and  length  of  the  voyage  intended,  nor  shall  the 
same  continue  in  force  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  next  after 
the  beginning  of  the  next  General  Assembly  that  shall  happen  after 
the  date  of  such  proclamation. 

And  that  all  embargoes  when  laid  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 
as  aforesaid,  or  by  the  General  Assembly,  may  be  rendered  effectual, 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  qforesaid^  That  upon  the 
publishing  of  a  proclamation  for  an  embargo  regularly  laid  every  per- 
son whatsoever  and  all  masters  of  ships  or  other  vessels  lying  within 
this  State  shall  forthwith  land  and  stop  all  and  evejry  embargoed  arti- 
cle or  thing  as  they  then  have  on  board  such  ships  or  vessels  or  loaded 
in  or  upon  any  cart,  carriage,  waggon,  pack-horse,  or  otherwise  for 
transportation,  or  that  may  be  driving  on  the  foot,  contrary  to  such 
proclamation,  or  give  a  true  invoice  and  account  thereof  to  some  naval 
office,  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  also  become  bound  with 
two  sufficient  sureties  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  the  penal  sum 
of  five  times  the  value  of  such  embargoed  articles  or  things  which 
they  are  about  transporting  and  carrying  out  as  aforesaid,  with  a 
condition  to  said  bond  importing  that  if  said  embargoed  articles  or 
things  shall  be  landed  or  sold  in  some  place  in  this  State  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  then  the  said  bond  to  be  void,  but  on  fail- 
ure thereof  to  be  and  remain  in  full  force.  And  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons shall  refuse  and  neglect  to  conform  himself  to  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawfuU  for  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  they  are  here- 
by ordered  in  such  case,  ex  officio  or  on  complaint  or  information,  to 
issue  forth  a  warrant  to  a  proper  officer  to  seize  and  secure  such  em- 
bargoed articles  or  things  untill  such  person  or  persons  shall  conform 
to  this  act  and  also  pay  all  costs  occasioned  by  said  refusal  or  neglect ; 
said  costs  to  be  taxed  and  allowed  by  such  assistant  or  justice. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
transgress  this  act,  by  carrying  or  driving  out  of  this  State  any  emr 
bargoed  article  or  thing  contrary  to  said  proclamation^  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  double  the  value  thereof,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or 
information,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same ;  one  half  to  him  or 
them  who  shall  prosecute  the  same  to  effect  if  prosecuted  by  a  com- 
mon informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  public  treasury  of  this  State ; 
but  if  prosecuted  by  any  public  informing  officer  then  the  whole  of 
said  forfeiture  to  belong  to  said  public  treasury.  And  all  informing 
officers  are  hereby  directed  to  prosecute  all  breaches  of  this  act. 
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And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  for- 
mer act  entituled  An  act  to  enable  the  Governor  to  lay  an  embargo 
and  for  rendering  the  same  effectual  when  laid,  be  and  the  same  is 
hefeby  repealed. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  to  prevent  Enffrotseere  and  for  the 
better  Supply  of  oiir  Troops  in  the  Army  Sao. 

Whereas  by  said  act  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  is  impowered 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Committee  of  Safety,  on  complaint  or 
information  to  issue  forth  his  warrant  to  seize  all  such  articles  as  are 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  army  &c.,  as  by  said  act  may  appear: 
And  whereas  it  may  be  attended  with  great  inconveniency  for  the 
remote  parts  of  the  Colony  to  apply  to  the  Governor  for  his  warrant, 
whereby  the  good  intent  and  design  of  said  act  may  in  a  great  measure 
be  frustrated. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  on  any  complaint  made  against  any  such  engrosser  or  monopo- 
lizer of  such  articles  as  in  said  act  is  mentioned,  only  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  cloathing,  butter  and  cheese,  to  any  one  assistant  or  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  such  assistant  or  two  justices  are  impowered  to 
issue  forth  his  or  their  warrant  to  seize  the  same  and  thereon  proceed 
with  and  dispose  of  the  said  engrossed  articles  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  by  said  act  impowering  the  Governor  <fec.  provided.  And  that 
the  commissaries  appointed  in  the  various  parte  of  this  Colony  for 
collecting  such  articles  of  cloathing  &c.  for  the  use  of  the  army  either 
of  them  are  hereby  specially  directed  to  make  information  against  all 
such  persons  as  they  shall  find  buying  up  and  engrossing  the  articles 
aforesaid  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said  act. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Engrrossers  and  Monopolizers  of  the  Article  of  Salt. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  be  and 
they  are  hereby  enabled,  directed  and  impowered,  upon  application  to 
them  made  by  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  to  cause  a  warrant 
to  be  issue'd  out,  signed  by  proper  authority  and  directed  to  some 
proper  oflScer,  to  cause  the  stores  &c.  of  any  engrosser  or  monopolizer 
of  said  article  within  their  respective  towns  to  be  opened  and  to  seize 
the  same  and  distribute  it  out  among  the  inhabitants  of  this  State 
who  may  stand  in  need  thereof  and  shall  apply  therefor,  at  the  price 
by  law  affixed,  according  as  the  necessities  of  the  people  may  require, 
and  when  sold  and  disposed  of  as  aforesaid  shall  render  their  account 
of  the  avails  thereof  to  the  respective  owner  or  owners  of  said  salt. 

Be  it   enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  four 
battalions  properly  officered  be  forthwith  raised  bv  voluntary  inlist- 
VoL.  XVI.- 5 
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ment,  to  supply  and  join  the  continental  army  now  near  New  York, 
untill  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next  unless  sooner  discharged ;  and 
that  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  who  shall  so  inlist 
shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  wages  and  supplys  as  is  now  established 
in  the  continental  army,  and  shall  also  receive  a  premium  of  forty 
shillings,  provided  he  furnish  himself  with  cloathing,  arms  and  accou- 
trements, and  also  a  blanket  and  knapsack  fit  for  said  service;  and 
that  if  such  non-commission  officer  and  soldier  shall  fail  to  provide 
himself  with  a  good  gun  and  bayonet,  the  same  shall  be  supplyed  by 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs  in  the  same  way  and 
agreeable  to  the  act  made  for  raising  and  supplying  the  new  le^nes  in 
June  last,  for  the  finding  of  which  said  gun  and  bayonet  a  deduction 
of  six  shillings  shall  be  made  from  the  afores''  premium. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  act 
of  this  Assembly  past  in  October  last  for  adding  the  sum  of  twenty 
shillings  per  month  to  the  wages  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers  in  the  eight  battalions  now  to  be  raised  in  this  State  for 
continental  service  more  than  the  wages  proposed  by  the  Hon**^* 
Continental  Congress,  and  also  for  supplying  the  same  with  blankets 
annually,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  any  addition  of  wages  to  the  non- 
commission  officers  and  soldiers  above  what  is  allowed  by  Congress, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made  void. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  all  non- 
commissioned officers  and  soldiers  who  do  not  incline  to  inlist  during 
the  continuance  of  the  present  war  and  shall  inlist  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  three  years  unless  sooner  discharged  by  Congress,  shall  be 
entituled  to  and  receive  all  such  bounty  and  pay  as  are  allowed  to 
those  who  inlist  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  except  the 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  which  is  to  be  granted  to  those  only  who 
inlist  without  limitation  of  time ;  and  each  recruiting  officer  is  required 
to  provide  two  distinct  inlisting  rolls,  one  for  such  to  sign  who  inlist 
during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  the  other  for  such  as  shall 
inlist  for  three  years  if  not  sooner  discharged  by  Congress.

bly ;  and  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  his  Council 
of  Safety  be  desired  on  proper  application  to  deliver  to  said  selectmen 
of  Greenwich  a  sufficient  quantity  of  powder  for  the  use  of  said  guns :

army  very  interesting  to  this  and  the  other  United  States,  will  speed- 
ily require  a  further  session  of  this  Assembly,  and  therefore  the  same 
should  be  adjourned  to  the  third  Wednesday  of  December  next,  to  be 
convened  at  Midletown.

this  State  as  are  near  him  and  point  out  a  plan  by  which  the  resolve  for 
supplying  the  soldiers  from  this  State  with  refreshments  and  cloathing  at 
prime  cost  may  be  carried  into  execution.    -

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An  Act  in  ftirther  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  forming  and  reerulat- 

in^r  the  Militia,  and  for  the  Bncourafirement  of  military  Bkill, 

for  the  better  Defence  of  this  State. 

Whereas  it  is  not  only  the  interest  but  the  duty  of  all  nations  to 
defend  their  lives,  liberties  and  properties  against  the  unlawf  ull  attacks 
and  depredations  of  all  enemies  whatever:  And  whereas  the  laws  now 
in  force  respecting  the  regulations  of  the  militia  are  not  fully  adequate 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 

It  is  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^ 
in  Q-eneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
the  regiments  of  militia  within  this  State  shall  be  formed  into  six 
several  brigades,  as  follows,  viz.  : 

The  first  shall  consist  of  and  include  within  the  same  the  first, 
sixth,  nineteenth  and  twenty-second  regiments  of  militia,  and  shall  be 
called  the  First  Brigade.  That  the  second  shall  consist  of  and  include 
the  second,  seventh,  tenth  and  twenty-third  regiments  of  militia,  and 
shall  be  called  the  Second  Brigade.  That  the  third  shall  consist  of 
and  include  the  third,  eighth,  twentieth,  and  twenty-fifth  regiments 
of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Third  Brigade.  That  the  fourth  shall 
consist  of  and  include  the  fourth,  ninth,  thirteenth  and  sixteenth 
regiments  of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Fourth  Brigade.  That  the 
fifth  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  fifth,  eleventh,  twelfth  and  twenty- 
first  regiments  of  militia,  and  be  called  the  Fifth  Brigade.  That  the 
sixth  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  seven- 
teenth, eighteenth  and  twenty-fourth  regiments  of  militia,  and  be 
called  the  Sixth  Brigade. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That. there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary  two  Major  Generals,  to  rank  and  command  as  first  and 
second  over  the  whole  militia  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  commissioned 
to  said  office  by  the  Governor  and  shall  at  all  times  have  power  to 
draw  forth  the  said  militia  or  any  part  of  them  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  or  the  captain  gen- 
eral and  commander-in-chief  or  other  their  superior  officer  for  the 
immediate  defence  of  this  or  any  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
And  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  said  militia  shall  pay  entire  obedience 
to  their  commands  accordingly,  under  the  penalties  hereafter  provided 
in  this  act. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  said  Assembly  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
necessary  one  Brigadier  General  to  the  command  of  each  of  the  several 
brigades  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and 
have  the  same  command  over  their  respective  brigades  as  the  first  major 
general  has  over  the  whole  militia  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  his  superior  officer  in  drawing  forth  or  marching  said 
militia  for  defence  as  aforesaid ;  and  every  brigadier  shall  review  each 
regiment  of  his  brigade  once  a  year  and  oftener  if  the  Assembly  shall 
order  it,  and  on  default  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  frpm  his 
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office.  And  the  colonel  or  chief  officer  of  every  regiment  may  and 
shall  nominate  and  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  serve  as  an  adjutant 
to  their  respective  regiments  and  commissionate  them  accordingly. 

And  whereas  in  and  by  the  acts  and  laws  heretofore  made  and 
now  in  force  for  regulating  the  militia,  certain  orders  of  men  are  ex- 
empt from  common  and  ordinary  trainings,  and  not  liable  to  the  same 
duty  with  those  on  the  present  militia  rolls,  and  many  who  have  been 
commission  and  non-commission  officers  in  the  militia,  and  others 
who  for  various  reasons  have  obtained  discharges  and  been  excused 
from  doing  ordinary  duty  in  such  trained  bands;  and  whereas  the 
present  situation  of  this  State  calls  loudly  for  the  whole  force  and  aid 
of  its  inhabitants,  and  many  of  those  persons  who  are  by  said  acts  so 
exempted  and  others  not  included  in  that  part  of  the  militia  called 
the  train-bands,  and  persons  excused  as  aforesaid,  are  able  and  will- 
ing to  fight  in  defence  of  their  country, 

It  is  therefore  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  all 
male  persons  from  sixteen  years  of  age  to  sixty,  not  included  in  that 
part  of  the  militia  called  the  train-band,  or  exempted  from  common 
and  ordinary  training,  shall  constitute  an  alarm  list  in  this  State 
(excepting  members  of  the  Council,  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  American  Congress,  for  the  time  being,  the  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  State,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  president,  tutors  and 
students  of  Yale  College  for  the  time  being,  and  negroes,  indians  and 
molattoes;)  and  if  of  sufficient  ability  in  the  judgment  of  the  select- 
men of  the  town  where  they  have  their  usual  place  of  abode,  shall 
respectively  provide  for  and  equip  themselves  with  such  arms  and 
accoutrements  as  by  law  is  directed  for  those  of  the  train-band  in 
the  militia  aforesaid ;  and  shall  in  case  of  an  alarm  or  orders  given 
be  under  the  command  of  such  officers  as  by  this  act  is  directed; 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Provided 
that  no  person  above  fifty  years  of  age  shall  be  compelled  to  march 
out  of  the  State,  nor  such  millers  and  ferry-men  as  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  shall  judge  necessary  to  excuse  therefrom  shall  be  obliged 
to  march  out  of  the  town  wherein  they  have  their  usual  place  of 
abode. 

And  that  all  such  persons  belonging  to  the  alarm  list  may  be  formed 
into  companies  and  the  service  to  which  they  may  be  called  to  engage 
in  be  thereby  rendered  more  agreeable  to  them, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  captain 
oh  commanding  officer  of  the  several  militia  companies  shall  forthwith 
take  an  exact  list  of  the  number  and  names  of  such  as  are  of  the 
alarm  list,  (excepting  as  before  excepted,)  who  have  their  abode 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  companies  or  trainbands,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment 
to  which  they  belong ;  and  said  colonel  and  other  field  officers  of  such 
regiment  shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as  may  be,  divide  and  set  off  the 
same  into  companies,  in  the  respective  towns  whereto  they  belong  or 
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to  abide  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  to  consist  as  nearly  as  con- 
veniently can  be  of  sixty-four  privates,  and  to  determine  the  rank  of 
each  and  every  company. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  belonging  to  said  alarm  list 
shall  be  obliged  without  his  consent  to  join  a  company  belonging  to 
any  town  in  which  he  has  not  his  usual  place  of  abode,  unless  where 
there  shall  not  be  privates  enough  to  make  a  company  of  thirty  soldiers 
including  officers ;  in  which  case,  as  also  where  there  are  any  persons 
belonging  to  any  place  not  incorporated,  they  shall  be  joined  to  such 
company  as  the  field  officers  of  the  regiment  within  which  they  are 
shall  see  fit.  And  each  company  when  so  formed  and  set  off  shall  by 
ballot  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  said  field  officers,  who  shall  cause 
them  to  be  duly  notifyed  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  preside  as  mod- 
erator, choose  one  captain,  one  lieutenant  and  one  ensign;  which 
choice  shall  inunediately  be  certifyed  to  the  General  Assembly  or  in 
the  recess  of  said  Assembly  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  by 
said  field  officer,  who  shall  commissionate  such  persons  pursuant  to 
their  election.  And  if  said  company  so  set  off  and  notifyed  to  choose 
their  said  officers  as  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  the  same, 
said  field  officers  of  said  regiment,  or  either  of  them,  shall  nominate 
the  most  suitable  and  proper  persons  of  said  company  to  be  appointed 
commission  officers  for  such  company  so  neglecting  or  refusing  and 
certify  the  same  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  commissioned  accordingly. 
And  that  each  of  the  captains  that  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  as 
aforesaid  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  call  their  respective  companies 
together  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  one  clerk,  four  Serjeants,  four 
corporals,  one  drummer  and  one  filer.  And  if  the  said  company 
being  called  together  for  that  purpose  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or 
refuse  immediately  to  proceed  to  the  choice  of  one  or  more  non-com- 
missioned officer  or  officers  so  ordered  to  be  chosen,  the  commission 
officers  of  such  company,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  by  warrant 
under  their  hands  in  writing  appoint  such  non-commissioned  officer 
or  officers  which  the  said  company  shall  have  refused  to  choose  as 
aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  cap- 
tain or  commanding  officer  of  every  such  company  shall  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  and  first  Monday  of  October,  annually,  muster  and 
-call  forth  said  company  and  examine  their  arms  and  accoutrements ; 
and  if  any  such  person  belonging  to  the  alarm  list  shall  unnecessarily 
neglect  to  appear,  after  being  duly  warned,  with  his  arms  and  accou- 
trements, he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  same  fine  as  is  provided  against 
those  of  the  training  band  in  like  cases  offending.  And  the  said  sev- 
eral companies  that  constitute  the  alarm  list,  in  case  of  an  alarm  or 
of  orders  given  by  their  superior  officers  to  march  for  the  defence  of 
this  or  any  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  be  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  general  officers  and  of  the  field  officers  of  the  respective 
regiments  of  militia  within  whose  limits  they  be  that  are  or  may  be 
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appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  be  liable  to  be  detached  or  drafted 
and  to  do  the  same  military  duties  while  on  their  march  or  in  service, 
and  to  suffer  the  same  penalties  for  not  joining  and  marching  when 
required  as  the  militia  companies  or  training  bands  are  by  law  h olden 
and  subjected  to.  And  when  such  companies  shall  be  called  into 
service,  they  shall  take  rank  before  the  other  militia  companies :  Pro- 
vided nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  drafted  or  detached  as  afore- 
said, either  from  the  alarm  list  or  militia  roll,  shall  forthwith  procure 
an  able-bodied  effective  man  to  inlist  in  his  room  and  stead  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  captain  or  muster-master  of  his  company,  or  shall 
forthwith  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  within  one  month  the  sum  of  five 
pounds  money  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  where  he  belongs,  for  the 
use  of  the  town,  such  person  shall  be  exempted  from  prosecution  for 
neglect  or  refusal  of  his  personal  service  in  such  detachment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  no  non- 
commissioned officer  or  soldier  drafted  or  detached  for  service  in  puV- 
suance  of  this  act  shall  depart  the  same  without  licence  of  his  com- 
mander, on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs. 

And  it  is  further  provided^  That  in  case  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  sixth  brigade  shall  from  time  to  time  order  the  colonel  or  chief 
officer  of  the  militia  in  Westmoreland  to  review  and  make  return 
thereof  to  him  he  shall  be  excused  from  doing  the  same  in  his  own 
person ;  anything  in  this  act  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  the  selectmen  shall  adjudge  any 
person  unable  to  equip  and  arm  himself  as  in  this  act  is  required,  they 
shall  certify  the  same  under  their  hands  £o  the  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  of  the  company  to  which  such  person  shall  belong ;  and  tbe 
said  selectmen  shall  at  the  expence  of  the  town  arm  and  equip  such 
deficient  person,  and  the  arms  so  provided  shall  be  the  property  of 
such  town,  and  the  fines  and  penalties  in  this  act  provided  for  such  as 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  and  march  when  called  for  shall  be 
appropriated  for  or  towards  reimbursing  the  expences  of  providing 
such  arms. 

And  it  i%  further  enacted  and  provided^  That  when  any  person  or 
persons  incurring  or  liable  to  any  fines  or  forfeitures  in  this  act  pro- 
vided shall  pay  or  deliver  such  fine  to  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town 
to  which  he  or  they  belong,  it  shall  excuse  such  person  from  any  suit 
or  prosecution  thereon. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  attain  the  good  ends  proposed  by 
this  act,  that  the  Captain  General  should  from  time  to  time  be  informed 
of  the  state  and  strength  of  the  military  companies  within  this  State, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  captain 
or  commanding  officer  present  in  this  State  of  every  military  company 
within  the  same,  as  well  those  of  the  militia  as  of  the  companies  to  be 
formed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a 
return  to  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  of  the 
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number  and  state  of  his  company,  therein  setting  down  and  distin- 
guishing the  number  of  able-bodied  effective  men  both  officers  and 
soldiers  thereto  belonging,  those  that  may  be  then  absent  in  public 
service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys,  and  such  as  are  sick  and  unfit  for  service. 
And  that  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  of  mili- 
tia in  this  State  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a  return  to  the 
brigadier  general  of  the  brigade  to  which  he  belongs  of  the  able-bodied 
effective  men,  those  absent  in  public  service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys, 
and  of  those  that  are  sick  and  unfit  for  duty  within  his  regiment, 
agreeable  to  the  returns  he  shall  receive  from  the  captains  and  com- 
manding officers  of  companies  within  the  same.  And  that  the  several 
brigadiers  general  shall  once  in  every  two  months  make  a  return  to 
the  Captain  General  for  the  time  being  of  the  able-bodied  effective 
men,  those  absent  in  public  service,  at  sea  or  on  journeys,  and  of  those 
that  are  sick  and  unfit  for  duty  within  his  brigade,  agreeable  to  the 
returns  he  shall  receive  from  the  colonels  or  commanding  officers  of 
the  regiments  within  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  any  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  of  a  company  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  return  of  the 
number  and  state  of  his  company  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  knowingly  and 
wittingly  make  a  false  or  undue  return  of  the  same,  and  shall  be 
thereof  convicted,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  L. 
money,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any  court 
proper  to  try  the  same. 

And  whereas  it  is  just  that  the  services  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  the  State  should  be  born  and  performed  by  those  persons  liable  to 
the  same  in  a  just  and  equal  proportion, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  private 
soldiers  in  the  several  companies  of  militia  and  those  to  be  formed  by  . 
virtue  of  this  act  be  entered  and  reduced  into  a  certain  order  and 
numbered  in  a  muster-roll  in  manner  following,  viz :  That  the  com- 
mission officers  of  each  company  shall  and  do  as  soon  as  may  be  call 
forth  their  said  companies  and  divide  them  into  four  equal  divisions, 
taking  care  that  persons  of  the  same  office,  family,  business,  trade  or 
occupation  be  divided  as  much  as  may  be  and  placed  in  different 
divisions.  And  that  the  said  divisions  immediately  proceed  to  settle 
their  turn  of  duty  by  lot  in  this  manner,  viz :  That  the  figures  1,  2,  8, 
4,  be  fairly  wrote  on  slips  of  paper,  and  said  slips  being  rolled  up  and 
put  into  a  box  or  open  vessel!,  that  some  person  by  each  division 
appointed  and  chosen  shall  draw  out  of  such  box  or  vessell  one  of  said 
sUpB,  and  that  the  turn  of  duty  for  such  divisions  shall  be  settled 
agreeable  to  the  natural  order  of  the  figure  the  person  by  them 
appointed  shall  happen  to  draw.  And  that  thereupon  the  soldiers  of 
each  division  shall  immediately  proceed  to  settle  their  several  turns 
of  duty  in  manner  following,  viz :  That  a  number  of  figures  from  1 
and  upwards,  equal  to  the  number  of  persons  soldiers  in  such  division, 
shall  be  fairly  wrote  on  slips  of  paper,  which  shall  in  the  presence  of

the  commission  officers  of  such  company  be  rolled  up  and  put  into  a 
box  or  open  vessell ;  and  thereupon  each  soldier  shall  then  and  there 
openly  and  publickly  draw  out  of  such  box  or  vessell  one  of  said 
papers  and  the  order  in  which  each  soldier  shall  be  entered  in  the 
muster-roll  of  such  company  shall  be  determined  by  the  number  he 
shall  so  draw,  that  is  to  say,  the  soldier  who  draws  the  figure  1  shall 
be  first  entered,  and  so  in  succession  agreeable  to  the  natural  order  of 
the  figures  they  shall  respectively  draw. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  person  that  shall  hereafter 
arrive  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  or  otherwise  become  liable  to  do 
duty  in  any  military  company,  his  name  shall  be  entered  at  the  end  of 
the  muster-roll  of  such  company  and  his  turn  of  duty  take  placie 
accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  any  draught  or  detachment 
shall  hereafter  be  first  ordered  to  be  made  from  any  company  of  the 
militia  or  any  company  to  be  formed  by  virtue  of  this  act  that  the 
same  shall  be  made  of  such  persons  as  are  and  shall  be  first  named  and 
set  down  in  the  muster-roll  of  the  same,  and  so  in  succession  from 
time  to  time  until  every  soldier  in  such  company  shall  have  taken  his 
turn  in  service.  Always  provided,  that  when  any  detachment  or 
draught  is  to  be  made  for  any  service  to  be  performed  out  of  this  State 
no  person  in  the  alarm  list  of  the  age  of  fifty  years  or  upwards  shall 
be  detached  for  the  same  but  shall  for  that  time  be  passed  by,  and 
shall  be  detached  and  put  upon  the  first  service  thence  afterwards  to 
be  performed  within  this  State.  Provided  also,  that  if  any  soldier 
shall  be  sick  and  unfit  for  duty,  or  absent  at  sea  or  on  a  journey  at  the 
time  of  his  turn  of  service,  he  shall  be  drafted  and  take  his  turn  of 
service  upon  the  next  draft  after  he  shall  recover  his  health  and  be  fit 
for  duty  or  shall  return  into  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  any  non-commission 
officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  detached  and  ordered  into  service  by 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  refuse  to  muster  and  march  upon  the  same 
and  shall  not  procure  some  fit  person  to  serve  in  his  stead,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  that  town  to  which  he  belongs  to  procure 
or  hire  a  fit  and  able  person  to  perform  such  service,  for  which  pur- 
pose the  fines  inflicted  by  this  or  any  former  act  and  ordered  to  be 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  or  so  much  of  the  same  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, may  be  drawn  out  and  appropriated  for  that  use. 

And  whereas  the  method  of  recovering  the  fines  and  forfeitures 
inflicted  by  former  acts  for  regulating  the  militia  upon  such  persons 
as  refuse  or  neglect  to  muster  and  march  with  the  companies  to  which 
they  belong  when  duly  ordered  and  for  other  breaches  of  the  same  are 
found  to  be  inconvenient. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  when  any 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  any  breach  of  said  former  acts  or  of  this  act  by 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  march  when  legally  ordered,  or  by  deserting 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  other  breach  whereby  a  fine  or  penalty  is  forfeited 
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to  any  public  treasury,  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  the  com- 
pany to  which  such  offending  person  belongs  shall  as  soon  as  may  be 
make  a  report  and  return  in  writing  of  the  name  of  such  person  and 
the  offence  of  which  he  is  guilty  subscribed  with  his  name  and  office 
to,  and  the  same  lodge  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the 
county  to  which  such  person  belongs,  and  such  clerk  shall  from  time 
to  time  as  soon  as  may  be  certify  the  judge  of  such  court  of  the  num- 
ber of  such  returns  and  the  names  of  the  persons  against  whom,  and 
said  judge  is  directed  to  take  care,  that  such  persons  be  brought  to 
tryall  before  the  then  setting  or  next  session  of  such  court,  and  in  case 
such  court  be  not  then  sitting  or  speedily  to  be  holden,  such  judge 
shall  appoint  and  call  a  special  court  for  the  tryal  of  such  persons  and 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  clerk  and  direct  him  to  summon 
a  jury  to  attend,  and  shall  also  direct  the  State  Attorney  of  such 
county  to  enquire  after  and  receive  such  reports  so  lodged  and  prepare 
the  process  against  such  persons,  and  such  court  at  either  of  their 
sessions  as  aforesaid  shall  proceed  to  take  cognizance  of  such  offences, 
hear  and  try  the  same  ;  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  found  and 
adjudged  by  such  court  for  any  of  the  offences  aforesaid  shall  belong 
to  the  treasury  of  the  town  in  which  such  person  did  reside  at  the 
time  of  incurring  the  same,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  execution  shall 
be  awarded  accordingly,  and  the  sum  to  be  collected  for  such  fine  made 
payable  to  the  treasurer  of  such  town ;  and  such  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enquire  after  and  receive  the  same. 

And  it  is  further  enacted.  That  on  such  tryal  the  report  or  return 
of  such  officer  subscribed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  admitted  and  allowed ' 
as  legal  evidence  against  such  offender;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  such  captain  or  command- 
ing officer  shall  neglect  to  make  such  report  or  return  by  the  space  of 
one  month  after  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  such  officer  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  or  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for  the  use  of  the 
town  to  which  he  belongs,  and  the  like  sum  for  every  month  he  shall 
neglect  the  same,  unless  he  can  satisfy  the  court  or  justice  to  whom 
he  may  be  complained  of  that  it  was  not  a  careless  or  wilfuU  neglect. 
And  all  informing  officers  are  directed  and  specially  impowered  to 
make  presentment  of  such  officer  who  shall  be  guilty  of  neglecting 
his  duty  as  aforesaid. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Monopolies  and  Oppression  by  excessive  and  xinreasonable 
Prices  for  many  of  the  Necessaries  and  Conveniences  of  Life. 

Whereas  the  rapid  and  exorbitant  rise  upon  the  necessaries  and 
conveniences  of  life  in  this  day  of  public  calamity  and  distress  is 
chiefly  occasioned  by  monopolizers,  the  great  pest  of  society,  who  pre- 
fer their  own  private  gain  to  the  interest  and  safety  of  their  country, 
and  which  if  not  prevented  threatens  the  ruin  and  destruction  of  the 
State,  and  the  committees  from  the  several  States  of  New  England 
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have  recammended  that  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life  be  limited 
as  hereinafter  affixed : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Itepre%entative%^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  for 
the  future  the  rates  and  prices  hereafter  enumerated  be  affixed  and 
settled  within  the  State  in  manner  following,  viz :  Farming  labour 
in  the  summer  season  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  and  four  pence 
per  diem^  and  so  in  the  usual  proportion  at  other  seasons  of  the  year, 
and  the  labour  of  mechanicks  and  tradesmen  and  other  labour  to  be 
computed  according  to  the  wages  and  customs  that  have  heretofore 
been  adopted  and  practiced  in  the  different  parts  of  this  State  com- 
pared with  farming  labour.  Good  merchantable  wheat  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  price  of  six  shillings  per  bushell.  Good  merchantable  rye 
shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushell.  Good 
merchantable  indian  corn  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  per  bushell. 
Good  merchantable  wool  two  shillings  per  pound.  Pork  from  five  to 
seven  score  3irf  per  pound,  from  seven  to  ten  Sid  per  pound,  and  all 
above  ten  score  3|rf.  Grass-fed  beef  of  the  best  quality  not  to  exceed 
24«.  per  hundred  weight,  and  so  in  that  proportion  for  stall-fed  beef, 
and  likewise  beef  of  an  inferior  quality.  Raw  Hides  shall  not  exceed 
8d.  per  pound.  Good  well  tanned  sole  leather  shall  not  exceed  one 
shilling  and  five  pence  per  pound.  Good  merchantable  salt  shall  not 
exceed  ten  shillings  per  bushell.  Good  merchantable  West  India 
rum  shall  not  exceed  6«.  8d,  per  gallon  per  hogshead,  seven  shillings 
and  eight  pence  for  the  single  gallon,  and  2«.  per  quart,  and  so  in  like 
proportion  for  the  smaller  quantities  according  to  the  accustomed 
usages  for  retailing,  save  allowing  one  penny  per  gallon  for  every  ten 
miles  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  by  land-carriage  from  the  first  port 
of  delivery  for  the  cost,  risque  and  charge  of  carrying  the  same.  New 
England  rum  of  the  best  quality  shall  not  exceed  3«.  10  per  gallon 
per  hogshead,  4«.  per  gallon  by  the  barrell,  and  4«.  6  by  the  single 
gallon,  at  the  ports  and  places  where  the  same  shall  be  first  distilled 
exclusive  of  the  cask,  and  so  in  like  proportion  for  smaller  quantities 
according  to  the  old  and  accustomed  usages  for  retailing  small  quan- 
tities, save  allowing  one  penny  per  gallon  for  every  ten  miles  the 
same  shall  be  conveyed  by  land-carriage  from  the  place  of  distillery 
for  the  cost,  charge  and  risque  of  carrying  the  same.  Best  Musco- 
vado sugar  shall  not  exceed  54«.  per  hundred  weight  per  hogshead, 
60«.  by  the  single  hundred  weight,  and  8d,  per  pound,  at  the  first  port 
of  delivery,  allowing  nine  pence  per  hundred  weight  for  every  ten 
miles  land  carriage  the  same  may  be  conveyed  from  the  said  first  port 
of  delivery,  to  defray  the  expencc  of  carrying  the  same.  Molasses  of 
the  best  quality  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  and  four  pence  per 
gallon  by  the  hogshead,  8s.  8  per  gallon  by  the  barrell,  and  4«.  by  the 
single  gallon  at  the  first  port  of  delivery,  allowing  one  penny  per. gal- 
lon for  every  ten  miles  land  carriage  the  same  may  be  conveyed  from 
the  first  port  of  delivery,  to  defray  the  expence  of  carrying  the  same, 
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making  the  accustomed  and  usual  allowances  for  molasses  of  an  in- 
ferior quality.  American  manufactured  cheese  shall  not  exceed  6(2. 
per  pound.  Butter  of  the  best  quality  shall  not  exceed  lOd.  per 
pound.  Pease  shall  not  exceed  8«.  per  bushell.  Beans  of  the  best 
quality  shall  not  exceed  6«.  per  bushell.  Potatoes  commonly  called 
Spanish  potatoes,  of  the  best  sort,  shall  not  in  the  fall  of  the  year  ex- 
ceed Is.  4d.  per  bushell,  and  not  at  any  other  season  of  the  year  exceed 
2s.  per  bushell.  Men's  good  yam  stockings  shall  not  exceed  6s.  per 
pair,  and  in  such  proportion  to  those  of  an  inferior  quality.  Men's 
neat  leather  shoes  of  the  best  common  sort  shall  not  exceed  8s.  per 
pair,  and  other  shoes  in  proportion  according  to  their  quality.  Salted 
pork  by  the  barrell  220  pound  weight  in  a  barrell  shall  not  exceed 
JE4  4  0  per  barrell.  Cotton  shall  not  exceed  Ss.  per  pound  by  the 
bag  and  8s.  8  by  the  single  pound.  Good  oats  shall  not  exceed  2s. 
per  bushell.  Good  well  dressed  merchantable  flax  shall  not  exceed 
lOd.  per  pound.  Good  coffee  shall  not  exceed  Is.  id.  per  pound. 
Gk>od  tryed  tallow  shall  not  exceed  7^^.  per  pound.  Good  yard  wide 
tow  cloth  shall  not  exceed  2s.  3d.  per  yard,  and  so  in  proportion  ac- 
cording to  its  quality.  Coarse  linnens  to  be  computed  after  the  rate 
of  tow  cloth,  allowing  therefor  the  reasonable  worth.  Good  yard 
wide  striped  flannels  shall  not  exceed  Ss.  6d.  per  yard,  and  o(;her 
flannels  in  proportion  according  to  their  widths  and  qualities,  and 
other  woolen  cloths  in  like  proportion. 

And  whereas  considering  that  goods  in  general  imported  have  of 
late  owing  to  the  unbounded  avarice  of  some  persons  been  sold  by 
wholesale  at  the  exorbitant  advance  of  five  and  six  hundred  per  cent. 
from  the  prime  cost,  and  retailed  out  at  the  unreasonable  profit  of 
forty  and  fifty  per  cent,  or  more,  in  addition  thereto,  which  has  been 
the  occasion  of  great  oppression  especially  to  the  poor  consumer  ;  and 
considering  that  notwithstanding  the  great  risque  of  a  voyage  to  and 
from  Europe,  the  high  rate  of  insurance,  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
articles  suitable  for  the  market,  the  loss  upon  those  exported,  the  in- 
creased expences  and  length  of  the  voyage,  and  the  real  necessity  of 
importing  many  commodities  from  thence  :  Wherefore,  to  correct  and 
rectify  such  exorbitances,  and  yet  to  allow  the  importer  a  reasonable 
profit,  and  also  to  act  in  conformity  with  the  other  New  England 
States  in  this  particular. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  price  of 
European  goods  which  have  been  or  shall  be  imported,  as  also  all  such 
goods  which  have  been  or  shall  be  brought  into  this  State  in  any  prize 
vessell,  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates,  viz:  Woolen  goods, 
coarse  linnens,  duck,  ticklenburghs  and  oznabrigs,  shall  not  be  ^old 
by  wholesale  at  an  higher  rate  than  in  proportion  of  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  pounds  sterling  for  what  cost  one  hundred  pounds  ster- 
ling in  Europe,  and  not  any  other  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  im- 
ported from  thence  ^r  brought  into  any  port  in  this  State  in  any  prize 
vessell  shall  be  sold  at  wholesale  at  an  higher  rate  than  in  the  propor- 
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tion  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  sterling  for  what  cost  one 
hundred  pounds  sterling  in  Europe,  excepting  warlike  and  military 
stores,  the  prices  of  which  need  not  be  limited ;  and  the  retailers  of 
such  goods  shall  not  sell  them  at  an  higher  advance  than  20  per  cerU. 
upon  the  wholesale  price. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  whoso- 
ever shall  contract  or  receive  for  labour,  or  vend,  sell  or  receive  for  any 
of  the  above  enumerated  articles  more  than  at  the  above  rate  or  price 
thereto  affixed,  or  for  others  not  enumerated  in  an  unreasonable  dis- 
proportion thereto,  the  extraordinary  risque  and  other  special  circum- 
stances considered,  shall  incur  the  following  penalties  and  forfeitures, 
viz :  For  any  and  every  article  or  articles  sold  at  or  under  the  price 
of  twenty  shillings  a  penalty  of  twenty  shillings,  and  for  each  and 
every  article  or  articles  sold  at  an  higher  price  than  twenty  shillings 
a  penalty  of  the  price  at  which  they  may  be  sold,  which  fines  and 
forfeitures  shall  be  recovered  by  action,  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in 
any  court  proper  to  try  the  same.  And  the  selectmen,  committees  of 
inspection,  constables  and  grand-jurors  of  the  several  towns,  and  each 
or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  directed  and  especially  required  strictly 
to  enquire  into  and  due  presentment  make  of  all  breaches  of  this  act. 

And  that  the  act  or  law  of  this  State  entituled  An  act  for  punish- 
ing and  preventing  of  oppression,  also  an  act  made  and  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  their  session  at  Hartford  in  May 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1776,  entituled  An  act  in  alteration  of  the  act 
entituled  An  act  for  punishing  and  preventing  oppression,  and  also  an 
act  made  and  passed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  special  sessions  in 
Hartford  in  November  last,  entituled  An  act  to  prevent  monopolies 
and  oppression  by  excessive  and  unreasonable  prices  for  many  of  the 
necessaries  and  conveniences  of  life,  be  repealed,  and  they  are  hereby 
respectively  repealed  and  made  void. 

An  Act  for  repeaUnff  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  prescrlblngr  an  Oath  of  Fidel- 
ity to  this  State. 

Whereas  previous  to  the  taking  of  the  oath  prescribed  in  and  by 
said  act  it  will  be  necessary  and  proper  to  revise  and  amend  many  of 
the  laws  and  statutes  heretofore  made  and  now  in  force  within  this 
State,  as  also  to  form  or  agree  to  some  general  regulations  that  may 
be  proposed  for  the  well  being  and  safety  of  this  and  the  other  United 
States  of  America  and  for  the  maintaining  the  independency  of  the 
same,  which  in  the  present  situation  of  public  affairs  cannot  be  con- 
veniently attended  to, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Q-ovemor,  Council  and  Representor 
tives,  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  said  act  and  every  part  thereof  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 
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An  Act  for  stating'  the  Fees  of  the  several  County  Courts  and  of  the  respective 

OfQcers  concerned  in  the  Tryals  of  Causes  relating  to  Prizes 

or  Captures  brought  into  this  State. 

JBe  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the 
chief  judge  and  the  other  justices,  the  attorney  for  the  State,  the 
clerk  and  sheriff,  the  jurors,  constables  and  other  oflScers  of  the  said 
respective  county  courts  in  this  State  that  shall  take  cognizance  of 
and  hear,  try  or  determine  any  cause  or  action  relating  to  the  capture 
of  any  vessell,  cargo  and  appurtenances  taken  and  brought  into  this 
State  by  any  ship  or  vessell  of  war,  privateer,  letter  of  marque  and 
reprizal,  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  America  or  to  any  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  several  States,  shall  have  and  receive  the  several 
fees  and  allowances  as  is  hereafter  set  and  affixed  in  the  following 
table,  viz :

An  Act  for  seciirinfir  Boats  and  other  smaU  Craft  and  for  preventinsr  aii7  Persons 
groing  out  of  any  Harbour,  River  or  Creek  with  such  Cfraft  without  uoenoe. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Coiirt  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samcj  That  no 
person  or  persons  shall  under  any  pretences  whatever  depart  from 
any  port,  harbour,  bay,  creek,  river,  or  any  other  place  whatever 
within  this  State  in  any  boat,  skiff,  canoe  or  any  other  small  craft, 
without  liberty  in  writing  first  had  and  obtained  from  one  or  more  of 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  from  whence  such  person  or  persons  would 
depart. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  and  resolved,  That  the  selectmen  belong- 
ing to  the  several  towns  on  the  sea  coast  within  this  State  be  and 
they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  cause  said  small  craft 
belonging  to  their  respective  towns  to  be  drawn  up  in  some  convenient 
place  or  places  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet,  who  are  to  take  such 
measures  properly  to  secure  them  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
may  require. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid y  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  whatever  shall  presume  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act  to  depart  from  any  port,  harbour,  bay,  creek, 
river  or  any  other  place  on  the  sea  coast,  in  any  such  boat,  skiff, 
canoe  or  other  small  craft  as  aforesaid,  without  such  liberty  first  had 
and  obtained  of  the  selectmen  or  any  one  of  them  as  aforesaid,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  one  assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace  pay  a  fine  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  where 
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such  coDYiction  shall  be  had,  according  to  the  nature  and  circum 
gtances  of  the  offence,  not  exceeding  forty  shillings. 

Whereas  the  article  of  Salt  is  much  wanted  in  this  State  and  the 
importation  thereof  is  rendered  extremely  difficult  and  uncertain,  it  is 
judged  necessary  that  due  encouragement  should  be  offered  to  the 
manufacture  thereof  within  this  State, 

It  {%  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assernbly^  That  a  bounty  of  two 
shillings  shall  be  paid  ouf  of  the  public  treasury  of  this  State  upon 
each  bushell  of  good  merchantable  salt  that  shall  be  manufactured  out 
of  sea  or  natural  salt  water  within  this  State  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1777,  and  before  the  first  day  of  January,  A.D.  1779; 
which  bounty  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  one  shilling  bounty  offered  by 
this  Assembly  in  October  last  to  the  manufacturer  of  salt  as  aforesaid ; 
and  the  maker  of  such  salt  producing  a  certificate  under  the  hands  of 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  where  the  salt  was  manufactured  of  the 
quantity  so  made  shall  receive  said  bounty,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  respective  manufacturers  accordingly : 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  or  persons  within  this  State 
shall  take  advantage  of  this  resolve  and  also  of  the  respective  premi- 
ums they  are  or  may  be  entituled  to  by  virtue  of  a  resolve  of  this 
Assembly  passed  in  their  sessions  in  May  last  granting  a  particular 
premium  to  the  respective  manufacturers  of  the  four  first  five  hundred 
bushells  of  salt  in  this  State. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  receive 
a  certificate  of  the  said  selectmen  for  any  salt  by  him  or  them  so 
manufactured  as  aforesaid  till  he  or  they  have  taken  the  following 
oath  before  some  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  viz : 

You  A,  B,  do  swear  by  the  ever  living  God,  that  the  salt  by  you 
now  exhibited  was  manufactured  by  you  since  the  first  day  of  January 
A.D.  1777,  out  of  sea  or  natural  salt  water  within  this  State^  and  that 
you  have  not  received  any  bounty  or  premium  or  any  certificate  for  the 
salt  by  you  now  exhibited  to  us  or  any  part  thereof:     So  help  you  God. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  licencinff  and  reffulatinfir 

Houses  of  Public  Entertainment  or  Taverns  cmd  for  suppressing 

unlicenced  Houses. 

Whereas  there  is  great  complaint  that  innholders,  taverners  and 
common  victuallers  in  this  State  demand  of  travellers,  waggon  or 
other  carriage  drivers  unreasonable  and  extraordinary  prices  for 
victuals,  forage,  liquors  and  refreshments. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tiveSy  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  civil  authority,  selectmen,  constables  and  grand-jurors,  of 
the  several  towns  in  this  State  at  their  meeting  to  be  holden  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  annually  according  to  law,  or  at  such  other 
time  a«  they  shall  appoint,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enquire  into  the  prices  demanded  and  received  by  such 
taverners  and  victuallers  in  their  respective  towns  for  any  of  the  articles 
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aforesaid,  and  to  consider,  regulate,  limit  and  state  a  reasonable  sum 
and  price,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  which  may  be 
demanded  and  taken  by  such  taverner  or  victualler  for  any  of  the  said 
articles.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  civil  authority,  selectmen 
&c.,  to  make  out  and  deliver  such  taverner  and  victualler  a  state  and 
list  of  the  prices  by  them  regulated  and  limited  as  aforesaid,  which 
list  or  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  set  and  kept  by  such  taverner  or  victu- 
aller in  fair  view  on  the  walls  of  the  bar  or  most  frequented  room  of 
such  house. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  authority,  selectmen,  consta- 
bles and  grand-jurors  be  and  they  are  directed  at  such  meetings 
and  on  all  proper  occasions,  to  exert  their  utmost  endeavours  and 
influence  with  such  taverners  and  others  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  for  regulating  such  taverns  or  licensed  houses  and  all 
other  laws  of  this  State  for  suppressing  vice,  immorality  and  oppres- 
sion, and  not  to  nominate  any  person  for  taverners  or  innholders  who 
have  not  carefully  observed  the  laws  respecting  them,  and  who  are 
not  persons  of  sober  and  virtuous  conversation. 

Aud  he  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  such  innholder,  taverner  or 
common  victualler,  having  received  such  state  and  list  of  prices  as 
aforesaid  or  due  notice  thereof,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  conform 
thereto  and  to  the  directions  of  this  act,  or  shall  demand  and  receive 
more  for  any  such  article  or  thing  than  is  stated  and  limited  as  afore- 
said, such  person  so  offending  on  conviction  before  any  assistant  or 
justice  of  the  peace  of  such  town  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  nor  less  than  three  shillings  for  each  offence,  one  half  to 
him  who  shall  complain  and  prosecute  to  effect,  if  a  common  informer, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  town  treasury;  and  when  the  complaint 
shall  be  by  an  informing  officer  the  whole  penalty  shall  belong  to  the 
town  treasury.  And  all  informing  officers  are  required  to  make  pre- 
sentment of  all  breaches  of  this  act. 

Whereas  it  is  apprehended  the  distilling  of  spirituous  liquors  from 
grain  will  occasion  a  scarcity  of  bread  in  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  no 
person  or  persons  whatsoever  within  this  State  shall  distill  any  spirit- 
uous liquor  of  any  kind  from  wheat,  rye  or  indian  corn,  at  any  time 
before  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  May  next,  excepting  such  grain 
as  is  already  so  far  in  the  works  as  to  render  the  same  unfit  for  bread, 
on  penalty  that  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach 
of  this  act  and  duly  convicted  thereof  before  any  court  proper  to  try 
the  same  shall  forfeit  fourfold  the  value  of  such  grain  so  distilled ; 
one  half  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  in  which  such  offence  is  com- 
mitted, and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  shall  prosecute  the  same 
to  effect  if  presented  by  a  common  informer.  And  all  informing 
ofiicers  are  hereby  directed  to  make  due  presentment  of  all  breaches 
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of  this  act,  in  which  case  and  on  conviction  the  whole  forfeiture  afore- 
said shall  belong  and  be  paid  unto  such  town  treasury  as  aforesaid. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  by  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  that  the  public  treasury  thereof  is  at  present  nearly  exhausted, 
and  that  there  are  pressing  demands  for  large  sums  of  money,  particu- 
larly to  pay  the  additional  premiums  of  ten  pounds  granted  by  this 
Assembly  to  the  soldiers  inlisting  into  either  of  the  eight  continental 
battalions  now  raising  in  this  State,  and  said  demands  cannot  be 
otherwise  satisfied. 

It  is  therefore  enacted  and  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  authorized  and  directed  forth- 
with to  make  and  execute  notes  or  bills  under  his  hand  and  office  to 
the  amount  of  sixty  thousand  pounds  in  the  whole  in  equal  sums  of 
ten  pounds  each,  payable  to  the  possessor  or  bearer  at  or  before  the 
end  of  three  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  an- 
num^ and  to  bear  date  on  the  day  and  year  the  same  shall  be  issued 
and  paid  out  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  according  to 
law ;  the  said  notes  to  be  made  in  the  same  manner  and  of  the  same 
form  and  tenor  with  the  notes  ordered  to  be  issued  by  said  Treasurer 
in  and  by  an  act  passed  by  this  Assembly  in  their  present  session, 
entituled  An  act  for  establishing  a  loan  office  in  this  State,  exclusive 
of  those  latter  words  in  said  form,  viz :  Having  received  said  principal 
sum  of  A.  B,  for  the  use  of  said  State.  And  the  said  notes  shall  be 
registered  and  the  Treasurer  chargeable  therewith  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  in  and  by  said  act  is  provided. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  and  ordered^  That  said  Treasurer  pay 
and  deliver  out  said  notes  to  the  officers  of  said  eight  battalions  in 
lieu  of  bills  of  credit  of  this  or  continental  emission,  according  to  the 
regular  drafts  which  are  or  may  be  made  on  him  or  in  discharge  of 
other  proper  and  lawfull  orders. 

And  it  is  further  resolved  and  enacted  by  this  Assembly^  Thiat  the 
possessor  or  bearer  of  such  notes  shall  be  entituled  to  receive  out  of 
the  treasury  of  this  State  the  sum  and  sums  therein  promised  at  or 
before  the  expiration  of  the  period  therein  set  and  limited  according 
to  the  orders  and  directions  of  this  Assembly. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  and  enacted^  That  any  person  altering, 
forging  or  counterfeiting  any  of  said  notes,  or  aiding  or  assisting 
therein,  or  uttering  the  same  knowing  the  same  to  be  so  altered  &c. 
shall  incur  and  suffer  the  same  pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  by 
said  act  is  provided  against  altering,  forging  or  counterfeiting  any  of 
the  notes  therein  mentioned,  or  uttering  the  same  knowing  them  to 
be  so  altered  &c.  as  in  said  act  is  mentioned. 

Always  provided^  That  the  said  sum  of  sixty  thousand  pounds 
ordered  by  this  act  to  be  issued  in  notes  by  said  Treasurer  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  so  much  and '  considered  and  computed  as  part  of  the  sum 
ordered  and  directed  by  said  act  to  be  loaned  and  borrowed ;  anything 
in  said  act  for  establishing  said  loan  office  notwithstanding. 
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Whereas  the  GommissionerB  of  the  four  New  England  States  have 
lately  taken  into  consideration  the  importance  of  speedily  raising  and 
compleating  their  several  quotas  of  the  continental  army,  and  have 

S'udged  it  reasonable  to  give  a  liberal  encouragement  to  such  as  shall 
reely  and  speedily  undertake  in  this  service  for  the  defence  of  them- 
selves and  country  against  the  most  grievous  and  lasting  oppression, 
not  doubting  but  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  our  ri[gh]teous  cause  we 
may  be  able  to  repel  the  invasion  of  our  enemies  and  secure  the  rights 
and  liberties  of  America,  have  therefore  unanimously  agreed  upon  the 
following  bounties  and  encouragements,  viz;  That  each  non-commis- 
sioned officer  and  soldier  shall  have  and  receive  ten  pounds  in  addition 
to  the  premium  given  by  the  Hon^''*'  Congress,  and  also  one  good 
blanket  annually  or  in  lieu  thereof  three  dollars,  and  that  they  shall 
be  supplied  while  in  camp  with  all  the  articles  of  cloathing  and  re- 
freshments which  they  may  want  at  the  prime  cost  in  the  several 
States  without  any  addition  for  expence  of  transportation. 

ThU  Assembly  taking  the  matters  aforesaid  into  consideration  and 
fvilling  to  give  reasonable  and  sufficient  encouragement  to  all  able  volun- 
tiers  to  engage  in  this  most  important  service  have  and  do  therefore  re- 
solve^ order  and  grants  That  all  able-bodied  eifective  non-commission 
officers  and  soldiers,  who  have  already  or  shall  speedily  inlist  into 
either  of  the  eight  battalions  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in  October 
last  to  be  raised  in  this  State,  for  the  term  of  the  present  war,  or  for 
the  term  of  three  years  from  their  inlistment  unless  sooner  discharged, 
shall  be  entituled  to  and  shall  have  and  receive  the  said  additional 
premium  of  ten  pounds  and  all  the  other  encouragements  before  men- 
tioned in  addition  to  the  premium,  wages  and  encouragement  offered 
and  given  by  said  Hon^^'  Continental  Congress. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  all  who  have  already  or  shall  in- 
list into  either  of  the  four  battalions  ordered  by  this  Assembly  in 
November  last  to  be  raised  untill  the  15^*'  of  March  next  may  have 
free  liberty  to  inlist  into  either  of  said  eight  battalions  and  shall  be 
entituled  to  the  same  premiums  and  every  encouragement  aforesaid, 
the  forty  shillings  premium  allowed  for  inlisting  into  said  four  bat- 
talions being  considered  as  parcell  of  said  additional  ten  pounds 
bounty  and  deducted  therefrom,  saving  and  allowing  out  of  said  de- 
duction at  the  rate  of  six  pence  }^er  diem  for  every  day  he  or  they 
shall  have  been  inlisted  into  either  of  said  four  battalions.  The 
aforesaid  premiums  and  encouragement  are  considered  by  this  Assem- 
bly and  the  New  England  States  equal  to  the  utmost  reasonable  wish 
of  any  friend  to  his  country. 

An  Act  for  grantinfir  a  Bounty  to  the  Militia  and  statlngr  their  Washes  when 
caUed  into  actual  Service. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  whenever 
the  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  called  into  service  for  any  time  less 
than  two  months  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  be  allowed  and  paid  the 
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game  wages  and  rations  that  those  of  equal  rank  in  the  continental 
army  are  allowed  and  paid. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  and  resolved^  That  when  said  militia 
shall  be  called  out  as  aforesaid  for  a  term  more  than  two  and  not  ex- 
ceeding four  months,  that  then  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers  be  paid  a  boxmty  of  twenty  shillings ;  and  when  the  term  of 
their  service  as  aforesaid  shall  amount  to  five  and  shall  not  exceed 
six  months,  that  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  be  paid  a 
bounty  of  forty  shillings,  in  either  case  over  and  above  the  contin- 
ental pay  and  rations :  Provided  always,  that  they  voluntarily  inlist 
themselves  into  such  services,  otherwise  that  they  have  and  receive  the 
continental  wages  and  rations  only,  without  any  bounty  as  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  raising  and  supplying  the  continental  army  with  the 
quota  assigned  to  this  State  requires  our  utmost  exertion  and  not 
having  moneys  from  the  Continental  Congress  in  any  measure  ade- 
quate for  that  purpose ;  and  whereas  by  order  of  the  Congress  a  loan 
office  is  established  in  each  of  the  United  States  to  receive  in  such 
monies  as  may  be  offered  for  loan,  and  John  Lawrence,  Esq%  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State,  is  appointed  Commissioner  to  superintend 
such  loan  office,  to  receive  in  such  monies  as  may  be  offered  here,  but 
the  proper  certificates  are  not  received  by  him  by  which  he  may  be 
enabled  to  secure  such  persons  who  may  lodge  the  same : 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved^  That  the  said  John  Lawrence,  Esq^,  be 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed  immediately  to  issue  out  his 
proclamation  giving  notice  to  all  persons  disposed  to  bring  in  such 
moneys  as  they  may  be  inclined  and  lodge  the  same  in  his  loan  office 
aforesaid,  and  thereupon  to  give  his  receipt  in  behalf  of  this  State  for 
such  moneys  he  shall  so  receive  therein,  promising  and  assuring  such 
person  or  persons  so  lodging  their  moneys  respectively  to  produce  to 
him  or  them  such  continental  certificates  or  assurances  as  by  them 
ordered,  otherwise  that  this  State  will  stand  liable  and  accountable 
to  each  and  every  person  for  the  respective  sums  by  him  or  them 
lodged  as  aforesaid  with  the  interest  thereon  according  to  and  by  the 
time  limited  by  the  resolve  of  Congress.  And  the  said  John  Lawrence, 
Esq%  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  out  and  deliver  such  sum  or  sums  of  the 
moneys  so  lodged  as  aforesaid  according  to  the  orders  of  this  Assem- 
bly or  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  from  time  to  time,  for 
which  the  said  John  Lawrence,  Esq",  shall  be  fully  indemnifyed  by  this 
State.     The  form  of  which  security  shall  be  as  follows,  viz  ; 

Received  of  A,  B,  of  H,  in  the  State  of  the  sum  of 

hy  him  lodged  in  this  office  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  in  America^ 
for  which  I  do  hereby  promise  and  engage  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  to  procure  and  deliver  to  him  the  said  A.  B,  within  a 
reasonable  time  a  continental  certificate  for  the  same  sum  securing  the 
payment  thereof  within  three  years  from  the  date  hereof  and  the  interest 
thereof  at  four  per  cent,  annually  according  to  the  resolve  of  Congress 
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thereon  passed  the  third  day  of  October^  1776,  or  on  failure  thereof  to 
pay  unto  the  said  A.  B,  said  sum  by  him  lodged  as  aforesaid  within 
three  years  from  the  date  hereof  and  the  interest  thereof  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  cent,  annually  till  the  principal  be  paid.  Dated  at  Hartford 
this  day  of  A.D.  177  . 

Resohed  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  wages  of  the  militia  officers 
and  soldiers  that  have  marched  from  time  to  time  for  the  relief  of  any 
place  within  this  State  shall  while  on  their  march  or  in  actual  service 
be  allowed  after  the  same  rate  that  the  troops  stationed  upon  the  sea 
coast  the  current  year  had  and  do  receive  by  order  of  this  Assembly, 
and  that  they  shall  each  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sum  of  one  shilling 
and  six  pence  per  day  while  mustering  or  on  their  march  to  and  from 
the  place  of  their  destination  in  lieu  of  all  expence  for  their  own  sup- 
port excepting  only  when  they  receive  public  provision;  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  adjust  the  pay-rolls  and 
accounts  of  such  expences  attending  such  marches  accordingly ;  and 
the  commanding  officers  at  the  several  places  of  their  destination  and 
selectmen  of  the  several  towns  who  have  or  shall  deliver  out  of  the 
public  stores  to  such  militia  companies  any  accoutrements  or  quanti- 
ties of  powder  and  ball  shall  forthwith  lodge  the  receipts  taken  there- 
for, or  other  proper  evidence  of  the  same,  with  the  Pay-Table,  who 
shall  in  case  said  accoutrements,  powder  and  ball  are  not  returned  or 
paid  for  to  the  acceptance  of  said  commanding  officei^  or  selectmen 
or  inevitably  lost,  appearing  by  certificate  from  them,  deduct  the 
value  thereof  from  the  sum  found  due  to  such  company,  and  the  said 
selectmen  shall  receive  such  sum  so  deducted  out  of  the  public  treas- 
ury by  order  drawn  therefor  by  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  or  the 
same  quantity  again  out  of  any  of  the  public  stores  belonging  to  this 
State  upon  application  by  them  made  therefor. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  are  informed  that  our  enemies  are  endeav- 
ouring to  penetrate  through  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  Pensylvania  are  roused 
and  animated  and  collecting  to  join  General  Washington  with  resolu- 
tion to  resist  them ;  that  General  Lee  is  following  the  enemy  with  a 
large  body,  and  fair  and  hopefull  prospect  presents  itself  of  cutting 
ojff  and  destroying  them  between  two  fires,  in  case  General  Lee  could 
be  suddenly  reinforced,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  spirit  rising  in  this 
and  all  the  United  States  to  exert  themselves  to  put  a  stop  once  and 
forever  to  the  cruel  ravages  of  our  unnatural  foes :  This  Assembly, 
ardently  desirous  to  cherish  and  promote  the  spirit  and  zeal  that 
seems  to  be  exerting  itself  and  increasing,  do  therefore  earnestly  move, 
call  upon  and  invite  any  and  all  able-bodied  men  in  the  State  on  the 
west  of  Connecticut  River,  chearfuUy  to  spring  forward  and  offer 
themselves  for  the  service  of  their  country  on  this  great  occasion,  and 
that  such  voluntiers  forthwith  form  themselves  into  companies  and 
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enroll  their  names,  from  forty-five  to  sixty  men  each  company,  and 
immediately  choose  their  own  officers  for  such  companies,  that  is,  one 
captain,  one  lieutenant  and  one  ensign,  and  march  forward  toward 
Peekskill  with  all  possible  expedition,  and  the  officers  shall  receive 
their  commissions  on  the  road  from  some  of  the  field  officers.  They 
are  to  carry  as  much  provision  as  they  can  conveniently,  and  shall 
receive  of  their  captains  to  the  amount  of  twenty  shillings  each  to 
assist  them  on  their  march,  and  shall  have  the  same  generous  pay 
and  wages  as  have  been  given  by  this  Assembly.  They  shall  be 
formed  into  several  battalions  under  the  most  generous-spirited  and 
humane  field  officers,  headed  by  a  brigadier  general  of  the  same  dis- 
position, and  lead  to  the  relief  of  their  country ;  and  there  is  great  hope 
that  a  speedy  exertion  will  be  crowned  with  happy  and  glorious  suc^ 
cess.  They  shall  not  be  holden  more  than  two  months,  unless  their 
own  zeal,  ardor  and  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  the  army 
and  love  for  their  country  shall  incline  them  to  continue  longer  in  the 
service,  and  it  is  hoped  they  may  be  released  much  earlier.  Sufficient 
provision  will  be  made  for  their  subsistance  on  their  march,  and  they 
may  be  much  and  generally  sheltered  in  houses  &c.  in  the  Jersies. 
And  may  the  God  of  armies  inspire  the  good  people  with  zeal  and 
resolution  on  this  most  interesting  and  hopefuU  occasion. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  field  officers  of  the  voluntiers 
now  proposed  to  be  raised  jor  the  relief  of  General  Washington's 
army  shall  be  appointed  out  of  the  officers  to  be  chosen  by  said  com- 
panies of  voluntiers,  and  also  a  brigadier  will  be  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  if  a  sufficient  number  to  form  a  brigade  shall  appear;  and 
in  the  mean  time  Messrs.  Jesse  Root,  John  Canfield,  Tapping  Reaves, 
Lynd  Lord,  Hezekiah  Sabin  jun',  Mark  Leavenworth  of  New  Haven, 
John  Davenport,  Thaddeus  Burr,  Daniel  Everit  jun*",  John  Lewiss, 
Oliver  Elsworth,  Maj'Nathanipl  Brown,  Capt. David  Landon  of  Guilford, 
Capt.  Nathan  Hecox,  Justus  Buck  Esq%  Mr.  Eliakim  Hall  jun%  Capt. 
Thomas  Porter,  Mr.  Cyprian  Collins,  Colo.  Seth  Smith,  Capt.  Dan 
Towner,  Mr.  Dudley  Pettibone  and  Mr.  Ezra  Starr,  are  appointed  a 
committee  severally  to  carry  out  into  the  several  parts  of  this  State 
west  of  the  river  the  resolve  now  past  respecting  them  and  endeavour 
to  rouse  and  animate  the  people  to  rise  and  exert  themselves  with  the 
greatest  expedition,  and  to  cherish  and  propagate  the  spirit  of  zeal 
and  ardor  that  appears  to  be  rising  on  the  present  interesting  occasion, 
and  to  set  on  foot  and  promote  with  all  expedition  such  undertaking 
and  inlistment  in  the  various  parts.  And  all  friends  of  their  country 
are  earnestly  exhorted  to  lend  every  aid  in  their  power  to  said  commit- 
tee or  any  of  them  to  promote  this  great  and  good  design.  And  said 
committee  are  to  make  report  of  what  they  find  and  do  in  as  short  a 
time  as  possible  to  this  Assembly  in  their  present  session. 

We  the  subscribers  have  and  do  voluntarily  engage  and  undertake 
to  march  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  relief  and  succour  of  the  contin- 
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ental  army  under  the  command  of  General  Washington  and  under  such 
officers  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  company  to  which  we  shall  belong, 
and  are  not  to  be  holden  in  said  service  more  than  two  months  unless 
the  same  ardor  and  love  of  our  country  which  prompts  our  undertak- 
ing shall  incline  us  to  continue  longer,  and  to  be  under  the  encourage- 
ment given  by  the  General  Assembly  at  Midletown  in  December  1776.

An  Act  for  eetabllshizigr  a  Loan  OfBLoe  In  this  State. 

Whereas  the  exigences  of  this  State  and  the  public  require  a  con- 
siderable supply  of  the  treasury  for  paying  the  additional  bounty  to 
our  quota  of  the  continental  troops  raised  and  raising  in  this  State 
and  for  other  important  purposes  for  which  it  is  apprehended  adequate 
provision  is  not  otherwise  made, 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  and  resolved  by  the  Governor,  Council  and 
Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  account  of  the  credit  of  this 
State  and  for  their  use,  to  borrow  and  receive  of  any  person  or  persons 
belonging  to  this  State  a  sum  of  money  or  bills  of  credit  emitted  by 
order  of  the  Continental  Congress  or  this  Assembly  to  the  amount 
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and  not  exceeding  eighty  thonsand  pounds ;  and  said  Treasurer  is  not 
to  receive  any  sum  in  less  quantity  than  ten  pounds  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  his  promissory  note  and  notes  therefor  payable  at  or 
before  the  end  of  three  years  from  the  date  with  an  annual  interest  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annum,  according  to  the  form  and 
tenor  hereafter  in  this  act  directed.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
possessor  or  receiver  of  such  notes  to  exhibit  the  same  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Pay-Table  that  the  same  may  be  properly  registered ;  and 
the  said  committee  are  directed  to  take  an  account  and  register  of 
the  date  of  such  note,  the  sum  and  name  of  the  pr<Hnisee  therein 
mentioned ;  and  said  committee  or  either  of  them  shall  endorse  and 
sign  the  same  as  having  been  exhibited  and  duly  registered,  which 
endorsement  shall  authenticate  such  note  and  entitule  the  possessor 
or  bearer  to  the  sum  therein  promised  and  in  manner  as  aforesaid.

lery men  or  matrosses  so  much  and  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  in 
their  station  and  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  be,  and  when

not  incompatible  with  that  service  to  do  such  other  duty  of  soldiers  as 
shall  be  reasonably  required  of  them  by  their  officers  or  the  commander 
on  the  station ;  the  two  above  companies  to  be  stationed  at  New  Lon- 
don. That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  two  other  companys  of 
the  same  number  of  officers  and  men  of  the  same  denominations  and 
for  the  same  purposes  as  the  two  above  companys,  and  to  be  stationed 
and  do  duty  as  aforesaid  at  Groton.  That  there  be  also  raised  as 
aforesaid  one  company  of  thirty  men  including  officers,  one  captain, 
one  lieutenant  and  two  Serjeants,  to  be  stationed  at  the  fort  at  Ston- 
ington.  That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  one  company  of  fifty 
men  including  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  and  one 
lieutenant  fire-worker,  two  Serjeants  and  two  corporals,  to  do  the  duty 
of  artillery  men  or  matrosses  and  such  other  dutys  as  shall  be  required 
of  them  as  aforesaid,  and  said  company  to  be  stationed  at  New  Haven. 

And  it  18  also  resolvedj  That  the  cannon  now  at  the  fort  or  battery 
at  a  place  called  Black  Rock  in  said  New  Haven  be  removed  into  said 
town  and  properly  placed  for  the  defence  of  the  same.  That  there  be 
also  raised  as  aforesaid  fifteen  men  under  the  command  of  one  ensign 
and  one  serjeant  to  be  stationed  at  Lyme,  as  was  ordered  the  last  year. 
That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  twenty  men  to  be  stationed  at 
Saybrook  for  the  assistance  of  the  inhabitants  thereof  according  to  an 
act  of  this  Assembly  in  May  last,  under  the  command  of  one  lieuten- 
ant and  one  serjeant.  That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  twenty 
men  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant  and  one  serjeant,  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  Milford.  That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  fifteen  men 
under  the  command  of  one  ensign  and  one  serjeant,  to  be  stationed  at 
Stratford.  That  there  be  also  raised  as  aforesaid  twenty  men  under 
the  command  of  a  lieutenant  and  one  serjeant,  to  be  stationed  at 
Fairfield. 

And  it  i%  also  resolved^  That  all  the  companys  ordered  by  this  act 
to  be  raised  and  stationed  at  New  London,  Groton  and  Stoningtown, 
shall  be  under  the  command  of  a  major  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. And  as  an  encouragement  for  able  bodied  and  effective  men 
freely  to  engage  in  said  service  for  the  term  and  at  either  of  the 
places  aforementioned. 

It  is  resolved  and  ordered^  That  the  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be 
entituled  to  and  have  and  receive  the  following  pay,  wages  and 
allowances,  viz  .*  A  major  ten  pounds,  a  captain  eight  pounds,  a  lieu- 
tenant £6.8.0,  Ensign  four  pounds,  serjeant  «£ 2.8.0,  corporal  «£ 2.4.0, 
drummer  and  fifer  «£  2.4.0,  private  «£  2.0.0  per  calendar  month.  And 
as  a  further  encouragement,  each  non-commission  officer  and  soldier 
who  shall  furnish  and  provide  himself  a  good  and  sufficient  blanket 
shall  have  as  a  reward  twelve  shillings  and  retain  the  blanket  at  the 
end  of  the  service,  and  such  non-commission  officer  and  soldier  who 
shall  provide  himself  a  good  fire-arm  and  bayonet,  cartouch-box  and 
accoutrements,  to  the  acceptance  of  his  chief  officer,  shall  receive  as  a 
premium  the  sum  of  ten  shillings  and  also  six  pence  per  diem  for  bil- 
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leting  money  from  their  inlisting  imtill  they  shall  be  supplyed  by  the 
public,  and  shall  receive  one  month  advanced  pay  on  their  inlisting. 
And  said  officers  are  carefully  and  diligently  to  attend  the  dutys  of 
their  respective  offices  and  places  in  their  several  places  and  posts,  for 
the  best  good,  protection  and  safety  of  the  respective  towns  and  places 
where  they  are  stationed,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  or  collected 
on  special  emergencies  for  the  relief  of  any  place  on  the  sea  coasts  of 
this  State  attacked  or  in  danger  of  being  attacked,  by  order  of  this 
Assembly  or  in  their  recess  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety. 

And  whereas  the  operations  of  our  enemies  and  the  appearances 
of  things  may  render  it  necessary  that  other  or  further  regulations  or 
provisions  be  made  for  the  defence  and  security  of  any  of  the  sea 
coasts  or  any  of  the  places  aforesaid. 

It  is  therefore  resolved^  That  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly his  Honor  the  Governor  with  the  Council  of  Safety  may  and  they 
are  authorized  to  make  other  or  further  regulations  or  provisions  as 
from  the  state  and  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  appear  to  them  ex- 
pedient and  necessary  for  the  safety  and  defence  of  any  of  the  coasts 
or  places  aforesaid. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  and  resolved^  That  the  militia  of  the 
towns  of  New  Haven  and  New  London  hold  themselves  equipped  and 
in  constant  readiness  for  the  defence  of  their  respective  towns  and  be 
liable  to  be  removed  and  called  out  as  the  necessity  of  the  case  may 
require  for  the  defence  of  any  other  place,  as  other  militia  by  law  are ; 
any  resolve  or  order  of  this  Assembly  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

We,  your  Honors  committee  appointed  to  nominate  and  arrange 
the  officers  for  the  companys  ordered  by  this  Assembly  to  be  raised 
and  stationed  on  the  sea  coasts  of  this  State  and  lay  the  same 
before  this  Assembly  for  approbation  and  establishment,  beg  leave  to 
report  it  as  our  opinion,  that  Jonathan  Wells,  Esq',  of  Hartford,  be 
appointed  a  Major  to  command  at  New  London,  Groton  and 
Stonington.

"Whereas  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  fortifications  at  New 
London,  Groton  and  Stonington  should  be  compleated  and  sufficiently 
garrisoned  for  the  defence  of  this  State, 

It  i%  thereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  one  entire  regiment 
or  battalion  including  two  companies  of  matrosses  shall  be  forthwith 
raised  by  voluntary  inlistment  and  fully  officered,  to  be  stationed  at 
the  several  places  aforesaid  or  at  such  other  places  within  this  State 
as  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  February,  1777, 
unless  sooner  discharged.  And  that  each  commission  and  non-com- 
mission officer  and  soldier  shall  have  and  receive  the  same  wages,  pay 
and  allowances  that  the  regiment  stationed  at  the  places  aforesaid  in 
the  current  year  had  and  did  receive,  that  is  to  say:  a  colonel  X16 
per  calendar  month,  a  lieutenant  colonel  £12. 0.  0,  major  £10.  0.  0,  a 
captain  £8.0.0,  lieutenant  £5.  8.  0,  ensign  £4.  0.  0,  serjeant  £2.  8.  0, 
corporal,  drummer  and  fifer,  each  £2.  4.  0,  and  private  soldier  £2.  0.  0 
per  calendar  month.  And  each  able-bodied  effective  non-commission 
officer  and  soldier  engaging  in  said  service  shall  have  and  receive  as  a 
premium  and  encouragement  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  and  a  further 
premium  of  twenty-two  shillings  for  finding  and  providing  a  good 
sufficient  fire-arm  and  accoutrements  and  a  good  blanket  and  knap- 
sack to  the  acceptance  of  his  captain,  and  in  proportion  for  suoh  arti- 
cles thereof  as  he  shall  find ;  and  the  blanket  to  be  his  own  property; 
and  shall  all  be  entituled  to  receive  one  months  advance  pay  on 
their  engaging  in  said  service;  and  they  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
same  rules,  regulations  and  mode  of  discipline  that  the  battalions 
raised  for  continental  service  are  liable  to. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Saiety  are  desired  and  impowered  to  give  orders  for  the 
immediate  raising  of  said  battalion,  including  said  two  companies  of 
matrosses,  as  to  them  shall  appear  most  conducive  for  the  best  good 
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and  security  of  this  State,  and  that  they  do  also  appoint  all  the  neces- 
sary and  proper  officers  for  said  battalion  and  matross  companies,  and 
direct  and  order  them  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  judge  proper 
and  expedient,  and  state  the  pay  and  wages  of  such  matross  officers 
as  are  not  particularly  stated  in  this  bill. 

And  whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  present  sessions  resolved  and 
ordered  that  several  companies  should  be  raised  for  the  defence  and 
to  be  stationed  at  the  several  places  aforesaid,  which  appears  to  be 
inadequate  and  not  sufficient  to  answer  the  ends  designed  thereby, 

It  18  therefore  resolved^  That  the  aforesaid  resolves,  so  far  as  the 
same  have  relation  to  the  raising  or  stationing  the  companies  therein 
mentioned  at  the  places  aforesaid,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed 
and  made  void ;  anything  therein  contained  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  one  regiment,  to  consist  of  the 
same  number  as  the  continental  regiments,  be  forthwith  raised  in  and 
kept  for  the  defence  of  this  State,  to  continue  during  the  continuance 
of  the  present  war,  to  be  regulated,  officered  and  appointed  as  shall 
be  further  agreed  and  determined  by  this  Assembly ;  and  that  Colo. 
Ely  be  ordered  to  march  his  regiment  immediately  to  New  London, 
there  to  continue  till  further  orders ;  and  that  in  the  meantime  orders 
be  .issued  to  raise  and  draft  without  delay  one  fourth  part  of  the  mili- 
tia of  the  third,  eighth,  twelfth,  twentieth  and  twenty-first  regiments 
of  this  State,  to  be  marched  and  placed  at  or  about  New  London  for 
the  defence  and  safety  of  this  State  untill  such  regiment  can  be 
raised  or  other  proper  measures  taken  for  our  defence,  and  not  to  be 
holden  more  than  two  months. 

Whereas  a  large  body  of  troops  of  the  British  army  defended  by  a 
strong  fleet  have  taken  possession  of  the  island  of  Rhode  Island  and 
threaten  an  invasion  of  some  of  the  adjoining  States  of  New  England; 
and  whereas  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  and  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  have  proposed  that  committees  from  the  States  of  New  England 
meet  at  Providence  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  as  soon  as  may  be  to 
consult  for  their  immediate  defence  and  safety;  and  whereas  from 
the  operations  of  war  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey  a  free  communica- 
tion with  the  Congress  is  in  some  measure  interrupted  and  the  General 
and  army  of  the  United  States  are  employed  in  their  defence  against 
the  common  enemy, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Richard  Law, 
Nathaniel  Wales  jun^  and  Titus  Hosmer,  Esquires,  be  and  they  are 
appointed  a  committee  on  behalf  of  this  State  to  meet  the  committees 
of  the  other  States  of  New  England  at  Providence  in  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  or  at  any  other  place  where  they  may  convene,  on  the 
28d  day  of  December  instant,  or  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  consult  with 
them  of  the  expediency  of  raising  and  appointing  an  army  for  the 
more  immediate  defence  of  the  New  England  [States]  against  the 
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threatned  invasion  as  well  as  for  the  more  general  defence  in  the 
common  cause,  and  of  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  sup- 
port the  credit  of  our  currencies,  to  prevent  oppressing  the  soldiers 
and  inhabitants  by  extravagant  prices,  and  in  general  of  every  measure 
to  expedite  the  raising  and  appointing  an  army,  or  necessary  for  com- 
mon defence,  and  to  make  report  to  this  Assembly,  or  in  the  recess 
thereof  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  of  whatever 
they  may  judge  fit  to  be  done,  for  approbation,  and  that  suitable  meas- 
ures may  be  pursued  thereon,  untill  the  whole  subject  matter  be  laid 
before  the  Hon"*  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  measures 
taken  and  directions  given  by  them  thereon. 

Whereas  the  sick  and  impotent  soldiers  of  other  States  as  they 
pass  and  repass  through  this  State  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  do  often  stand  in  need  of  support  and  relief, 

JResolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  shall  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  afford  proper  and  neces- 
sary support  and  relief  to  such  sick  and  infirm  soldier  or  soldiers 
belonging  to  any  other  State  as  may  be  passing  or  repassing  through 
this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  not  able  to  provide 
for  themselves,  and  exhibit  an  account  of  the  expence  that  hath  or 
shall  accrue  therein  to  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table,  which  for 
the  future  shall  be  acknowledged  by  such  soldier  or  soldiers  under  his 
or  their  hand,  also  signifying  to  what  State  he  or  they  belong  and 
what  regiment  and  company  he  or  they  are  of  within  such  State :  pro- 
vided he  or  they  are  capable  of  giving  such  information  and  subscrib- 
ing such  acknowledgment.  And  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are 
thereupon  desired  to  adjust  said  account  of  expence  and  give  order 
for  the  payment  thereof  upon  the  Treasurer  and  charge  the  same  to 
the  State  to  which  said  sick  and  unable  soldier  belongs  or  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  order  that  it  may  be  repaid. 

An  Act  in  Alteration  of  the  Fare  of  Parkers  Ferry  over  Mystick  River. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
Creneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  the  fare  over  Parkers  Ferry  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  For 
man,  horse  and  load,  three  pence ;  for  a  foot  man,  one  penny  half- 
penny ;  led  horse  one  penny  half-penny ;  ox  or  other  neat  kine  two 
pence  half  penny;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Whereas  several  regiments  of  militia  in  this  State  by  order  of  this 
Assembly  in  October  last  marched  to  Stamford,  Greenwich  <fec.  and 
put  themselves  under  the  command  of  Maj^  General  Wooster,  and 
have  faithfully  served  in  defence  of  their  country  in  a  tedious  and  ex- 
pensive season,  some  of  whom  have  probably  sustained  cost  occasioned 
by  sickness  on  the  road  returning  home  <fec. 
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Therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  be  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  and  allow  all  such  reason- 
able sums  for  such  cost  of  sickness  on  the  road  according  to  resolve 
of  this  Assembly  in  October  last  in  favour  of  the  militia  and  new  levies; 
and  all  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  who  marched  in 
obedience  to  said  orders  and  shall  produce  a  proper  discharge  or  that 
were  permitted  to  return  on  furlow  or  by  reason  of  sickness,  shall  be 
allowed  twenty  shillings  each  for  their  extraordinary  expences,  and 
the  heirs  and  representatives  of  such  as  dyed  in  said  service  be  enti- 
tuled  to  the  twenty  shillings  premium  as  well  as  such  who  were  dis- 
charged over  and  above  the  wages  and  mileage  allowed  by  the  Hon"* 
Continental  Congress,  and  that  the  commanding  officers  of  the  regi- 
ments aforesaid  return  the  names  of  such  persons  in  their  respective 
regiments  as  are  returned  deserters  from  said  service  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  Pay-Table,  to  enable  them  to  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  stores  of  medicine  &c.  now 
deposited  in  Stamford  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Philip  Turner  be  removed 
in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  town  of  Danbury  at  the  said  doctor's  dis- 
cretion with  the  best  advice  he  can  obtain  both  as  to  the  time  and 
manner  of  such  removal,  and  that  the  sum  of  £500.0.0  be  advanced 
out  of  the  public  treasury  to  the  said  Doct'  Turner,  by  him  to  be 
improved  in  his  present  department  as  he  shall  find  occasion,  being 
accountable  therefor ;  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  draw  an  order  in  his  favour  accordingly. 

Whereas  by  a  resolve  of  this  Assembly  heretofore  made,  the 
Treasurer  has  been  directed  to  receive  continental  bills  in  lieu  of  the 
bills  emitted  by  this  State  ordered  to  be  collected  by  a  tax  granted 
for  the  purpose  of  a  sinking  fund,  which  said  continental  bills  will  not 
fully  answer  the  purposes  of  a  sinking  fund :  Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, That  the  Treasurer  shall  issue  and  pay  out  said  continental  bills 
received  as  aforesaid  in  payment  of  such  orders  as  shall  be  duly  drawn 
upon  him  by  order  of  this  Assembly,  and  that  the  Treasurer  shall 
from  time  to  time  issue  his  own  promissory  notes  at  4  per  cent,  inter- 
est for  the  redemption  of  the  bills  emitted  by  this  Assembly  in  April 
1775,  as  the  same  become  redeemable,  unless  he  shall  have  sufficient 
sum  in  his  hands  of  silver  aifd  gold  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  said 
bills  according  to  the  form  and  further  directions  that  shall  be  given 
by  this  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Secretary  do  forthwith  make 
out  an  attested  copy  of  an  act  passed  during  the  sessions  of  this 
Assembly,  respecting  taverners  and  for  stating  the  price  of  victuals, 
refreshments,  &c.  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  printed. 

Whereas  it  is  stipulated  and  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
the  New  England  States  that  this  State  furnish  and  send  as  its  quota

of  the  army  proposed  for  the  defence  of  Providence  &c.  against  the 
British  forces  now  in  possession  of  NewPort  the  number  of  1092 
troops :  Wherefore,  in  order  to  supply  said  quota, 

Besolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  by  the 
advice  of  his  Committee  of  Safety  be  impowered  and  directed  to  send  for- 
ward Colo.  Ely's  battallion  and  make  up  the  remainder  or  any  deficiency 
that  may  happen  of  said  number  so  agreed  to  be  sent  as  aforesaid  in 
such  manner  and  out  of  such  troops  ks  they  shall  think  best  and  in 
the  speediest  way  to  effect  the  same. 

The  report  of  Messrs.  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Richard  Law,  Nathaniel 
Wales,  j'  and  Titus  Hosmer,  Esq",  a  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  at  their  present  sessions  to  meet  the  committees  of  the  rest 
of  the  States  of  New  England  at  Providence  in  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  to  confer  with  them  on  the  expediency  of  raising  and  appoint- 
ing an  army,  for  the  more  immediate  defence  of  the  New  Ehigland 
States  &c.  as  well  as  for  the  more  general  defence  in  the  common  cause 
and  of  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  support  the  credit  of 
our  currency,  &c.,  which  report  under  the  hands  of  said  committee 
dated  the  fourth  of  January,  1777,  and  exhibited  to  this  Assembly,  is 
accepted  and  approved  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  write  to  the  Hon^^*  Continental  Congress  lay- 
ing before  them  the  reason,  occasion  and  necessity  of  the  meeting  of 
the  several  committees  from  the  New  England  States  at  Providence 
in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  proceedings 
of  said  committees. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  an  Embargo  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  laid  on  all  privateers  and  on  all  shipping  whatever  except  con- 
tinental vessells  and  armed  vessells  belonging  to  the  respective  States 
on  permission  being  first  had  and  obtained  from  his  Honor  the  Gov« 
emor  and  his  Committee  of  Safety  to  depart. 

And  provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  resolved.  That  his  Honor  the 
Governor  with  the  advice  of  his  said  committee  may  at  any  time  per- 
mit such  vessels  to  sail  as  they  may  judge  necessary  to  import  such 
medicines  and  other  necessaries  as  they  may  think  wanted  for  the 
good  of  the  State. 

Said  embargo  to  continue  till  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  May 
next.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  of  his  said  committee  may  suspend  the  same  within  said  time 
if  found  requisite.  And  the  Governor  is  desired  to  issue  a  proclama- 
tion accordingly. 

Whereas  the  articles  of  tanned  leather  and  shoes  are  become 
scarce  and  greatly  wanted  by  the  inhabitants  of  this  State, 
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Mesolved  hy  this  AsBembly,  That  an  Embargo  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  laid  upon  the  exportation  of  tanned  leather  and  shoes,  either 
by  land  or  water,  out  of  this  State  untill  the  rising  of  this  Assembly 
in  May  next,  under  the  regulations,  pains  and  penalties  contained  in 
an  act  of  this  Assembly  made  and  passed  in  November  last,  entituled 
An  act  to  enable  the  Governor  to  lay  an  embargo  and  for  rendering 
the  same  when  laid  effectual.  And  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired 
to  issue  his  proclamation  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  field  officers  of  the  four  bat- 
talions lately  ordered  to  be  raised  for  the  continental  service  immedi- 
ately and  without  delay  apply  themselves  to  the  business  of  raising 
their  respective  battalions,  that  they  take  especial  care  to  see  that  all 
the  inlisting  officers  under  them  are  properly  encouraged  and  stimu- 
lated to  proceed  in  said  business,  and  that  as  soon  as  the  number  of 
twenty  in  a  company,  as  mentioned  in  said  act,  are  raised,  to  order 
them  to  march  and  rendezvous  at  Horse  Neck  and  give  intelligence 
thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  in  that  quarter  and  wait  his  further 
orders  and  proceed  accordingly.  And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be 
immediately  sent  to  each  field  officer  in  the  said  four  battalions. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  by  a  resolve  at  their  sessions  in  June  last 
required  the  selectmeu  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  to  collect  the 
lead  in  their  respective  towns  for  the  use  of  this  State  and  return  an 
account  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  and  as  the  said 
selectmen  have  in  many  instances  neglected  their  duty  in  the  premises, 
and  as  it  is  necessary  for  the  safety  of  this  State  that  every  prepara- 
tion for  defence  be  speedily  made. 

Therefore^  be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representor 
tives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  selectmen  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  shall  forthwith 
collect  the  lead  in  their  respective  towns  according  to  said  resolve  and 
procure  the  same  to  be  cast  into  bullets  of  suitable  and  various  sizes, 
and  those  who  have  already  collected  the  lead  in  their  towns  accord- 
ing to  said  resolve  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  cast  into  bullets  as 
aforesaid  and  return  an  account  of  the  cost  and  charge  thereof  with 
the  weight  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table,  which  commit- 
tee are  directed  to  give  proper  orders  upon  the  Treasurer  for  payment 
of  the  same.  And  if  the  selectmen  of  any  town  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  collect  the  lead  in  their  respective  towns,  cast  the  same  into 
bullets  as  aforesaid,  and  render  their  account  thereof  to  the  said 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  by  the  first  day  of  March  next,  such  select- 
men for  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall  forfeit  and  incur  a  penalty  of 
five  pounds,  and  also  a  further  penalty  of  twenty  shillings  for  each 
and  every  week  after  the  said  first  day  of  March  in  which  they  shall 
so  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  their  duty  required  by  the  resolve 
aforesaid  and  by  this  act,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  to  be  recov- 
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ered  by  action,  bill,  plaint,  or  information,  in  any  court  proper  to  hear 
and  determine  the  same.  And  the  selectmen  in  the  several  towns  in 
this  State  are  hereby  required  and  directed  forthwith  to  apply  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor  for  proper  orders  on  the  powder  makers  or  others 
for  such  quantity  s  of  gun-powder  as  will  be  suflBcient  to  compleat 
their  town  stores  according  to  law,  and  see  the  same  properly  placed 
in  their  respective  towns  for  public  use. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  June  last  resolved  that 
the  committee  appointed  to  procure  arms  for  this  State  should  dis- 
tribute them  to  the  several  towns  in  proportion  to  their  list,  and  it 
being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  said  resolve  has  not  been 
fully  carried  into  execution:  Therefore,  it  is  resolved,  that  said  com- 
mittee lay  before  this  Assembly  in  May  next  an  account  how  far  and 
in  what  manner  said  resolve  has  been  comply ed  with,  and  also  an 
account  of  the  number  of  fire-arms  by  them  then  procured  and  where 
they  are,  that  they  may  be  disposed  of  and  used  as  the  exigencies  of 
the  State  may  require. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
do  as  soon  as  may  be  call  upon  all  such  officers  as  received  monies 
out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  troops 
called  the  New  Levies  ordered  to  be  raised  by  this  Assembly  in  May 
and  June  last,  and  see  that  they  render  their  account  thereof.  And 
such  officers  are  directed  forthwith  upon  notice  had  to  apply  to  said 
committee  and  settle  their  several  accounts  accordingly ;  and  the  said 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  to  make  report  in  the  premises  to  the 
next  session  of  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  that  the  prisoners  of  this  and  other 
American  States  who  have  unhappily  fallen  into  hands  of  the  enemy 
in  the  last  campaign  have  been  treated  with  great  severity  and  have 
suffered  extreme  hardship  and  distress  by  hunger,  cold  and  naked- 
ness, and  many  thereby  reduced  to  sickness,  and  the  sick  crowded  in 
heaps,  neglected  and  left  to  dye  for  want  of  medicine  or  any  reasona- 
ble care :  in  order  therefore  to  obtain  the  truth  and  certainty  of  facts 
relating  thereto. 

It  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  present  members  thereof 
immediately  on  their  return  call  upon  such  honest  and  intelligent  offi- 
cers and  persons  within  any  of  their  towns  as  they  may  think  neces- 
sary, who  may  have  returned  from  such  imprisonment,  and  carefully 
and  cautiously  examine  them  concerning  the  treatment  said  prisoners 
had  and  met  with  and  their  sufferings  and  deaths  during  such  impris- 
onment, and  take  their  account  and  narrative  thereof  in  writing  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  properly  attested  and  sworn  to,  and  the  same 
transmit  as  soon  as  possible  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  that  such  use 
may  be  made  thereof  as  may  appear  reasonable  and  proper  and  tend- 
ing to  prevent  the  like  injustice  and  cruelty  in  future. 
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And  it  i%  further  resolved^  That  the  committee  and  commissary 
appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  take  care  of  and  provide  for  prisoners 
taken  from  the  enemy  and  sent  into  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  state  a  just  account  of  the  numbers  of  such  prisoners  under 
their  care  as  near  as  may  [be,]  how  and  in  what  manner  they  were 
kept,  treated,  provided  for  and  supported,  and  also  of  the  conduct  and 
behaviour  of  such  prisoners,  and  the  same  attest  and  certify  under 
oath  before  lawfuU  authority,  and  if  they  shall  find  proper  and  need- 
full,  in  order  to  ascertain  any  of  the  matters  or  facts  as  aforesaid,  to 
call  upon  and  take  the  testimony  of  any  creditable  person  or  persons 
acquainted  with  anything  material  in  the  premises  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  attested  and  certifyed  as  aforesaid,  and  the  whole  transmit  as 
soon  as  may  be  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  to  the  end  and  for  purpose 
as  aforesaid. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  Capt.  Eliakim  Hall  and  Doct*^ 
Amos  Mead  be  a  committee  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  Assembly 
to  repair  immediately  to  the  posts  where  the  troops  of  this  State  are 
stationed  east  of  Hudsons  River  or  to  the  most  important  of  them, 
and  to  exert  their  utmost  influence  to  induce  the  officers  and  soldiers 
whose  term  is  nearly  expired  to  continue  in  the  service  for  the  defence 
of  those  posts  a  little  longer  and  untill  their  places  can  be  supplyed,to 
let  them  know  the  measures  pursuing  by  this  Assembly  for  that  pur- 
pose by  raising  four  battalions  and  the  progress  made  therein  and 
by  encouraging  other  volunteers,  and  the  great  probability  there  is 
that  their  places  may  be  very  speedily  filled,  to  set  before  them  the 
very  dangerous  consequences  of  leaving  those  posts  exposed  to  the 
ravages  of  a  watchful!  enemy,  and  to  assure  them  also  that  this 
Assembly  will  make  them  a  reasonable  allowance  for  such  continuance 
over  and  above  their  present  wages,  and  in  general  by  all  lawfull 
means  in  their  power  excite  and  engage  them  not  to  quit  the  service 
of  their  country  in  this  critical  moment,  nor  leave  the  important 
stores  and  magazines  prepared  for  future  operations  exposed  to  be 
seized  and  plundered,  which  would  be  an  irreparable  loss  and  much 
retard  if  not  utterly  defeat  our  future  operations ;  and  also  as  it  may 
fall  in  their  way  call  upon  any  officer  of  the  said  four  battalions  and 
charge  them  in  the  name  of  this  Assembly  to  hasten  the  raising  their 
men  and  forthwith  to  march  to  their  proper  stations ;  and  of  what 
they  shall  do  in  the  premises  to  make  report  in  due  and  proper 
season.* 


*The  following  is  their  report,  omitting  the  preliminary  paragraph:  — 
That  in  pursuance  of  your  Honors'  directions,  on  the  23d  of  instant  December 
we  set  out  and  with  all  possible  diligence  pursued  our  journey  towards  the  army; 
and  on  our  way  we  call'd  on  all  the  officers  of  the  4  battalions  and  in  the  name  of 
the  Gten'  Assembly  commanded  them  to  hasten  the  raising  the  men,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  to  march,  according  to  the  order  of  his  Honor  the  Governor  to  their  stations; 
and  in  the  evening  of  the  24th  instant,  on  the  road  between  Fairfield  and  Norwalk, 
we  met  the  Hon****  Maj'  Gen'  Spencer,  to  whom  we  communicated  the  subject  mat-

Whereas  the  period  for  the  continuance  of  the  troops  raised  the 
last  year  for  garrisoning  the  fort  at  New  London  is  nearly  arrived, 
and  least  the  new  ones  proposed  to  be  raised  for  that  department 
should  fail  of  being  raised  seasonably  and  so  the  forts  and  stores  be 
lost  and  the  towns  of  New  London  and  Groton  be  ravaged, 

Hesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  Samuel  Mott  and  Capt. 
William  Ledyard  and  Capt.  John  Deshon  be  a  committee  to  repair 
immediately  to  New  London  to  apply  to  Maj^  Wells  and  the  other 
commanding  oflScers  serving  in  that  department  to  use  their  influence 
with  the  men  now  in  service  at  New  London  and  Groton  to  continue 
in  service  some  time  longer  untill  new  forces  can  be  raised  to  supply 
their  places ;  and  said  committee  to  use  their  influence  with  the  offi- 
cers appointed  at  this  Assembly  to  raise  companies  for  that  service  to 
raise  them  with  as  grea)^  dispatch  as  possible;  and  also  said  commit- 
tee to  make  enquiry  about  the  military  stores  belonging  to  this  and 
the  United  States  stored  at  New  London,  and  if  not  properly  secured 
to  see  that  they  are  removed  to  some  more  secure  place  or  places  and 
make  report  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  as  soon  as  possible. 

ter  of  our  commission,  upon  which  Gen'  Spencer  informed  us  that  we  were  too  late 
to  make  application  to  the  troops  who  had  been  station'd  at  Peekskill  and  North- 
castle,  for  that  he  had  given  orders  to  Gen'  Wadsworth  to  dismiss  the  whole  of  his 
brigade  the  next  morning  and  that  there  was  no  possibility  of  making  any  proposals 
to  any  of  the  troops  of  this  State  except  those  under  the  command  of  Gen'  Wooster 
at  the  Sawpits.  Pursuant  to  which  intelligence  we  prosecuted  our  journey  directly 
to  Gen>  Wooster  at  the  Sawpits  and  there  shewed  him  the  resolution  of  your  Honors 
and  conversed  with  him  upon  the  subject  matter  thereof;  and  on  motion  the  general 
sent  for  all  the  field  officers  of  his  corps  to  attend  immediately  at  headquarters.  The 
general  informed  us  that  he  had  fully  wrote  his  Honor  by  express  that  morning, 
therein  acquainting  him  that  he  had  used  the  utmost  of  his  influence  to  and  had 
engaged  them  to  stay  untill  Monday  the  80th  instant.  The  field  officers  immediately 
came  to  the  general's  quarters,  to  whom  we  communicated  our  orders,  who  all 
shewed  the  greatest  readiness  to  assist  us  by  exerting  their  influence  in  their  several 
regiments  to  induce  them  to  comply  with  your  Honors'  request,  and  agreeable  to 
orders  by  the  general  issued  for  that  purpose  to  the  several  regiments  there  under 
his  command  they  were  paraded,  and  the  general  with  the  field  officers  attended, 
when  we  acquainted  them  with  your  Honors'  resolution  and  the  same  being  read  to 
them  we  then  address'd  them  with  all  the  arguments  we  were  master  of,  to  stimulate 
them  into  a  compliance,  in  which  we  were  ably  assisted  by  the  Rev**  Mr.  Waterman 
and  also  in  a  sensible  and  soldier-like  manner  by  the  general  himself,  when,  to  try 
their  minds,  the  general  proposed  to  them  to  shew  their  complyance  by  raising  their 
firelocks,  in  which  the  great  part  appeared  to  consent,  except  the  regiment  of  horse  and 
but  few  of  them  consented  to  tarry  —  their  reasons  for  noncompliance  we  afterwards 
learned  from  Maj'  Starr  and  his  officers  were  that  they  had  rec'd  no  pay  for  the  sum- 
mer or  this  campaign,  that  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  purchasing  all  the  oats 
for  their  horses  with  their  own  money,  that  their  money  was  expended,  that  for 
want  of  a  sutler,  or  a  commissary,  to  attend  them  they  had  been  much  imposed 
upon.  The  officers  of  the  other  regiments  told  us  that  the  complaints  among  their 
men  were  similar  as  to  the  pay  and  want  of  a  commissary.  We  farther  take  leave 
to  mention  to  your  Honors  that  antecedent  to  our  arrival  at  the  Sawpits,  Gen'  Woos- 
ter had  ordered  10  companies  of  the  9th  Reg^  of  militia  immediately  to  march  in  for 
the  support  and  defence  of  the  lines  there  untill  other  troops  should  arrive,  which 
was  immediately  complyed  with  by  Col.  Mead  and  the  necessary  orders  issued  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

All  which  is  submitted  by  your  Honors  obed*  humble  serv*»

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Whereas  the  i^egiment  raised  by  order  of  this  Assembly  in  May 
last  under  the  command  of  Colo.  Andrew  Ward  was  originally  designed 
to  have  been  stationed  at  Boston,  and  it  being  apprehended  their  ser- 
vice would  be  less  diflScult  than  that  of  those  raised  for  the  northern 
and  New  York  departments,  and  on  that  account  had  a  less  premium 
granted  them  than  the  other  troops,  but  the  public  service  requiring 
it,  said  regiment  has  been  sent  to  and  done  duty  with  the  other  troops 
in  the  New  York  department,  where  they  are  yet  serving,  and  by  their 
inlistment  are  holden  till  May  next;  and  whereas  they  are  also  desti- 
tute of  sufficient  and  warm  cloathing  for  the  winter  season  and  at 
great  distance  from  their  home  &c.  as  is  also  represented  and  moved 
in  their  behalf  by  the  colonel  of  said  regiment,* 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly ^ThdA,  all  the  non-commission 
officers  and  soldiers  of  said  regiment  who  shall  faithfully  serve  out 
their  term  or  shall  be  hereafter  regularly  discharged,  shall  be  allowed 
and  receive  a  premium  of  thirty  shillings  in  addition  to  the  sum  they 
were  entituled  to  on  their  inlistment. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  desired  to  request  his  Excellency  General  Washington  to 
furnish  said  regiment  with  all  necessary  and  comfortable  cloathing 
out  of  the  continental  store  as  soon  as  may  be ;  and  in  case  he  shall 
not  be  able,  that  [he]  would,  if  consistent  with  the  public  safety,  per- 
mit said  regiment  to  return  to  a  post  east  of  Hudson's  River  as  near 
as  may  be  to  this  State,  that  they  may  be  better  enabled  to  obtain 
necessary  cloathing  from  their  friends  or  otherwise. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Joseph  Hopkins  and  Samuel 
Bisop  jun%  Esq",  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  with 
full  power  to  purchase  at  the  most  reasonable  terms  for  the  use  of 
this  State  a  certain  fifty-acre  lot,  called  Wadsworth's  Grant,  situate  in 
the  town  of  Salisbury,  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  take  a  deed  thereof 
to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this  State.  But  if  the  owner  of  said 
lot  refuseth  to  dispose  of  the  same,  then  said  committee  are  directed 
to  agree  with  the  owner  for  and  purchase  the  wood  now  growing 
thereon  at  such  sum  as  they  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable.  And 
the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  hereby  ordered  to  draw  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said in  favour  of  said  committee  appointed  as  aforesaid,  for  which 
they  shall  i-ender  and  settle  their  accounts  with  said  Pay-Table. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  there  are  sundry 
old  useless  cannon  now  in  the  towns  of  New  London,  Saybrook  Ac, 
which  will  be  of  service  to  work  up  into  bar-iron  &c.:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  Nathaniel  Shaw  jun'  and  Doct"^  Samuel  Field  be  and

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they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  inspect  said  cannon  and  to 
sell  such  of  them  as  shall  be  unfit  for  further  service  to  any  person  who 
shall  appear  to  purchase  the  same,  and  to  render  their  account  &c. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  of  New  Haven,  that  flags  of  truce  from  the  enemy  are  fre- 
quently passing  in  the  harbour  of  that  town  for  the  purpose  of 
exchanging  prisoners ;  and  whereas  it  is  represented  provisions  and 
intelligence  may  be  conveyed  to  Long  Island  by  persons  inimical  to 
this  State,  especially  in  the  defenceless  situation  of  that  harbour  on 
account  of  the  removal  of  the  cannon  from  the  fort, 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  Thomson  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  replace  three  cannon, 
the  property  of  said  town,  in  the  fort  abovementioned,  and  also  at  the 
direction  of  the  said  Colonel  Thomson  to  cause  a  suflScient  number  of 
men  of  his  company  to  be  stationed  there  for.  the  purpose  of  managing 
said  cannon  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require ;  and  that  no 
flag  of  truce,  vessell  or  water  carriage  of  any  kind  be  permitted  by  the 
commander  of  said  fort  to  pass  without  express  licence  from  some 
proper  authority.

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  John  Avery  jun'  of  Preston  be 
and  he  is  hereby  appointed  in  addition  to  the  committee  appointed  to 
procure  and  purchase  fire-arms  in  this  State  agreeable  to  the  acts  and 
resolves  of  this  Assembly  heretofore  made. 

Whereas  there  is  in  the  care  of  the  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  to  improve  the  furnace  at  Midletown  five  thousand  one 
hundred  and  forty  weight  of  lead,  which  with  all  the  other  lead  in 
this  State  ought  to  be  forthwith  prepared  in  the  best  manner  for  the 
use  and  safety  of  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  said  committee  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  procure  the  lead  in  their  care  to  be  cast  into  bullets 
of  suitable  and  various  sizes  and  see  the  same  properly  stored,  and 
return  an  account  of  the  weight  thereof  to  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  by  the  first  day  of  March  next ;  and  the  said  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  are  hereby  directed  to  transmit  an  account  of  the  same  with  a 
particular  account  of  the  quantity  of  bullets  which  shall  be  returned 
to  them  by  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  as  soon  as 
may  be  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  who  with  his  Council  of  Safety  are 
requested  to  make  an  equal  distribution  of  such  bullets  to  the  several 
towns  according  to  their  lists,  and  publish  or  give  notice  thereof,  so 
that  each  town  may  find  and  obtain  their  proportion  thereof. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Capt.  Samuel  Russell  of  Midle*» 
town  be  and  he  is  added  to  and  appointed  one  of  the  committee  to

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procure  lead  for  the  use  of  this  State  and  to  carry  on  and  work  the- 
lead  mine  in  said  Midletown  for  that  purpose. 

Whereas  the  article  of  cannon  is  of  great  importance  and  indispen* 
sablj  necessary  in  warlike  preparations  for  offence  or  defence  and 
much  of  ours  has  in  the  last  campaign  fallen  into  the  hands  of  our 
enemies  so  as  to  render  them  scarce  and  this  State  is  also  applyed  to- 
by the  Hon**^®  Continental  Congress  for  a  large  number  to  be  sent  to 
the  northern  forts  and  for  the  ships,  and  they  are  also  greatly  needed 
for  our  more  immediate  defence,  and  there  appears  no  way  to  obtain 
them  but  by  our  foundery  at  Salisbury,  and  there  is  danger  that  the 
furnace  there  will  soon  be  blown  out  and  stopped  unless  effectual 
measures  are  immediately  taken  to  continue  the  blast  and  the  manu- 
facturing and  casting  of  cannon  as  long  as  possible :  Theref ore, 

Hesolved  by  this  Assembli/j  That  Mr.  Benjamin  Henshaw  be  and 
he  is  hereby  appointed  and  directed  to  repair  forthwith  to  Salisbury 
and  apply  to  Colo.  Joshua  Porter,  manager  of  said  foundery,  and  afford, 
him  all  the  assistance  in  his  power,  to  enquire  into  the  circumstances 
of  said  furnace  and  foundery,  and  to  see  what  is  necessary  to  be  done, 
and  use  his  utmost  endeavour  in  conjunction  with  said  Porter  to- 
remove  every  difficulty  and  obstruction  in  the  way  of  continuing 
said  furnace  in  blast  and  assist  in  providing  as  soon  as  may  be 
needfull  all  necessary  workmen,  materials  and  implements  of  every 
kind  requisite  for  carrying  on  said  business;  and  they  are  to  leave 
nothing  practicable  and  reasonable  unattempted  to  promote,  carry  on 
and  continue  the  casting  of  cannon  there  of  such  size  and  dimensions^ 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety;  and  to  continue  there  as  long  as  shall  appear 
needfull,  and  to  make  report  of  what  he  shall  find  and  do  to  this  Assem- 
bly in  their  present  session  or  in  their  recess  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Saiety. 

Whereas  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  the  safety  and  defence^ 
of  this  and  the  United  States  of  America,  that  the  foundery  of  cannon 
should  be  continued  at  Salisbury,  and  in  order  thereto  that  some 
proper  persons  should  be  appointed  to  procure  and  furnish  wood  and 
coal  and  other  materials  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  Joshua  Porter  be  and  he  is 
hereby  appointed  to  continue  to  take  the  care  and  oversight  of  carry- 
ing on  and  directing  the  casting  of  said  cannon  and  of  forwarding  the 
same  as  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  from  to  time  direct 
him. 

And  that  said  furnace  may  be  supplyed  with  wood  and  coal  in  the 
most  effectual  manner, 

It  is  further  resolved^  That  Mr.  Benjamin  Henshaw,  Mr.  Hezekiah 
Pitch  and  Mr.  Lott  Norton  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  with  full 
power  to  take  the  wood  standing  upon  a  certain  fifty  acre  lot  in  sioid 
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Salisbury  now  or  lately  the  property  of  James  Wadsworth,  Esq^  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  cut  and  measured  and 
also  to  be  apprized  by  two  or  three  indifferent  men  under  oath  and 
pay  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  the  full  sum  at  which  the  same  shall 
be  apprized  as  aforesaid.  And  said  committee  are  also  further 
directed  to  take  the  whole  care  and  charge  of  procuring  and  furnish- 
ing wood  and  coal  and  deliver  the  same  at  said  furnace,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  employ  all  necessary  wood-cutters,  colliers,  teams  and  car- 
ters, and  other  necessary  materials,  in  said  town  of  Salisbury  or  any 
of  the  neighboring  towns,  and  keep  clear  entries  of  their  doings  and 
settle  and  render  their  account  with  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table, 
who  are  directed  to  give  orders  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  monies 
necessary  to  enable  said  gentlemen  to  execute  the  business  of  their 
said  appointment. 

Whereas  Colo.  Joshua  Porter  was  by  this  Assembly  in  their  present 
sessions  appointed  to  superintend  the  cannon-f  oundery  at  Salisbury  and 
Messrs.  Hezekiah  Pitch  and  Lott  Norton  were  appointed  to  procure 
coal,  oar,  &c.  for  said  foundery,  which  is  found  to  be  inexpedient  and 
not  so  likely  to  answer  the  good  purpose  designed,  and  it  is  of  import- 
ance that  every  possible  measure  should  be  adopted  by  this  Assembly 
to  carry  on  said  foundery, 

Therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  Colo.  Joshua  Porter, 
Messrs.  Benjamin  Henshaw  and  William  Whiting  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a  committee,  or  any  two  of  them,  with  full  power 
and  authority  effectually  to  prosecute  the  casting  of  cannon  &c.  at 
said  foundery  for  the  use  of  this  State,  and  also  to  purchase  such 
quantities  of  rum,  salt  &c.  as  they  shall  judge  profitable  to  enable 
tiiem  in  the  best  manner  to  execute  said  purpose,  the  profits  of  the 
sale  thereof  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  this  State ;  and  also  a 
sufiicient  number  of  blankets  for  the  use  of  the  workmen ;  and  that 
the  Pay-Table  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  a  sum  sufiicient  for  said 
purpose. 

And  it  is  further  resolvedy  That  the  said  Colonel  Joshua  Porter 
and  Mr.  Lott  Norton  be  directed  to  state  and  exhibit  a  just  and  fair 
account  of  the  avails  of  said  foundery  while  they  improved  it  for  their 
own  particular  use  and  benefit,  together  with  the  reasons  of  their  im- 
proving it,  to  this  Assembly  at  their  present  sessions. 

Whereas  there  are  various  representations  of  the  state  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  cannon-foundery  at  Salisbury  and  several  steps 
have  been  taken  by  this  Assembly  for  pursuing  that  business  through 
the  present  winter  season,  and  finding  difficulties  yet  attending  the 
management  thereof  and  may  from  time  [to  time]  arise,  which  this 
Assembly  not  having  time  and  as  it  may  be  not  opportunity  to  adjust : 

Resolved  therefore  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  further  conduct, 
management  and  direction  of  said  foundery  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
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referred  to  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  who  are 
authorized  and  impowered  to  consider,  regulate  and  give  all  necessary 
orders  and  directions  concerning  the  same  and  appoint  any  suitable 
person  or  persons  to  oversee,  conduct  and  carry  on  said  business  from 
time  to  time  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  as  occasion  shall  require : 
always  subject  to  the  control  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  the  troops  that 
marched  under  the  command  of  General  Wooster  in  the  year  1775, 
and  also  that  Colo.  Ward's  and  Waterbury's  regiments  that  marched  to 
New  York  in  the  year  1776,  were  billeted  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the 
towns  of  Norwalk,  Stamford  and  Greenwich  in  their  said  march,  and 
that  the  said  inhabitants  have  applyed  to  Samuel  Squire,  Esq*^,  com- 
missary for  this  State,  to  pay  the  accounts  &c.  for  billeting  said  troops, 
and  said  Squire  has  entirely  neglected  to  pay  said  accounts  though 
often  desired:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Squire  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  required  forthwith  to  receive  the  afore- 
said accounts  for  billeting  said  troops  and  exhibit  them  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pay-Table  for  adjustment,  and  procure  an  order  on  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  such  sums  as  shall  be  found  due  on  said  accounts 
and  pay  the  same  to  said  inhabitants  in  satisfaction  of  their  respective 
demands. 

Resolved  by  this  Assemblt/j  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
employ  couriers  and  affix  their  stages,  according  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Hon^^®  Committee  of  the  States  of  New  England  at  their 
meeting  in  Providence,  December,  1776. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
draw  orders  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  battalion  or  several  battalions  of  voluntiers  now  called  upon  to 
march  in  the  defence  of  their  country  for  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall 
be  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  advance  to  each  non-commission  officer 
and  soldier  the  sum  of  forty  shillings  (including  the  sum  ordered  to 
be  advanced  them  by  a  former  resolve  of  this  Assembly)  to  assist 
them  on  their  march :  to  render  their  account  of  the  same. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  the  keeping  and  confin- 
ing such  prisoners  in  the  goal  of  the  county  of  Hartford  is  attended 
with  great  difficulty,  by  reason  of  their  intercourse  with  inimical  per- 
sons from  without,  whereby  sundry  escapes  have  happened  and  great 
disadvantage  as  well  as  expence  has  accrued  to  this  State, 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  a  proper  guard,  not 
to  exceed  the  number  of  fourteen  men  under  the  command  of  one 
ensign  conmiandant  and  one  Serjeant,  the  number  to  be  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table, 
be  inlisted  and  engaged  to  keep  guard  at  and  about  said  prison  for 
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Buch  term  as  they  shall  find  and  judge  to  be  necessary;  and  such 
guard  shall  carefully  and  diligently  attend  the  duty  assigned  them  by 
said  sheriff  and  committee,  and  obey  the  orders  of  said  commandant 
on  pain  of  forfeiting  their  pay  and  wages  and  such  other  punishment 
as  this  Assembly  shall  think  just  and  reasonable.  And  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  such  guard  shall  be  exempted  from  any  other  military 
duty  and  allowed  during  the  time  of  their  service  such  pay  and  wages 
as  ihe  said  sheriff  and  committee  shall  agree  upon  and  to  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety ;  and  the  ensign  of  said  guard 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  and  com« 
missioned  by  his  Honor. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
authorized  and  desired  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in 
favour  of  Lieut.  Colo.  Elisha  Sheldon,  commandant  of  a  regiment  of 
cavalry  ordered  td  be  raised  by  the  Hon^^*  Congress,  for  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  pounds  money  of  this  State,  being  in  compliance  with 
the  request  of  his  Excellency  General  Washington  to  said  Governor, 
by  his  letter  dated  December  16^^,  1776,  to  furnish  him,  said  Sheldon, 
with  what  money  he  may  want  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  all  proprietors  of  powder-mills 
within  this  State  shall  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  to 
make,  execute  and  lodge  with  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  at  or  before 
the  first  day  of  March  next  a  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  the 
Governor  and  Company  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds, 
L.  money,  conditioned  that  such  proprietor  or  proprietors  shall  account 
to  said  Governor  and  Company  for  all  the  saltpetre  being  the  property 
of  said  State  which  he  or  they  shall  receive  to  manufacture  into  gun- 
powder for  their  use;  and  if  any  such  proprietor  shall  neglect  to 
comply  with  this  order  and  injunction  he  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  be 
amerced  by  and  at  the  discretion  of  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  by  Capt.  Oliver  Han- 
chett  who  commanded  a  company  under  General  Arnold  against  Que- 
beck  in  December  last,  that  after  he  and  several  of  his  officers  and 
soldiers  were  captivated  in  the  attack  then  made  upon  that  city,  one 
James  Knowles,  the  ensign  of  said  company  applied  to  the  general 
and  pay-master  in  the  northern  department  and  drew  the  whole  of  the 
pay  and  wages  due  to  said  company ;  that  the  said  Knowles  instead  of 
doing  justice  to  the  said  company  hath  squandered  and  imbezzled  their 
said  monies  and  refused  to  do  them  justice  therein;  that  he  is  now 
gone  off  to  engage  in  privateering  and  is  insolvent  and  said  company 
are  like  to  be  greatly  wronged  and  defrauded,  and  thereby  a  great 
discouragement  brought  upon  the  service  of  the  United  States : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  with  full  power  to  enquire  into  the 
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several  matters  complained  of,  and  find  what  and  how  much  there  is 
due  to  said  company  for  wages  and  allowances  while  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  and  how  far  they  received  of  the  said  Knowles,  and 
make  report  thereon  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  that  in  the 
meantime  the  said  committee  apply  to  Maj'  General  Spencer  at  Provi- 
dence, or  any  other  civil  or  military  authority  in  any  of  the  United 
States,  and  request  and  obtain  if  it  may  be  that  the  said  Knowles  be 
apprehended  and  returned  into  this  State  and  held  to  answer  to  the 
matters  alledged  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  report  of  a  committee  on  the  memorial  of  Maj'  Ebenezer 
Backus  in  behalf  of  himself  and  the  offioers  and  privates  under  his 
command  in  the  corps  of  light-horse  lately  employed  in  the  contin- 
ental service,  Ac. 

Resolved  by  this  AsBembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  desired  to  transmit  to  the  Hon**^®  Continental  Congress  a 
copy  of  said  memorial  with  a  copy  of  his  Excellency  General  Wash- 
ington's request  by  virtue  of  which  the  light-horse  under  the  command 
of  said  Backus  was  sent  from  this  State  and  the  General's  correspond- 
ence on  said  subject  together  with  a  copy  of  the  General's  dismission 
to  said  Maj"^  Backus  and  his  corps,  requesting  said  Congress  to  settle 
and  determine  the  pay  and  allowances  the  said  Maj'^  Backus  and  his 
corps  should  receive  for  their  said  services ;  and  the  Delegates  of  this 
State  are  hereby  instructed  to  forward  this  application  and  transmit 
a  return  as  soon  as  possible.

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Andrew  Adams,  Esq',  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Probate  for  the  district  of  Litchfield,  untill  the  first  of  ^\me 
next,  in  the  the  room  of  Reuben  Smith,  Esq%  resigned. 
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This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Watrous,  Esq%  to  be  Judge  of 
Probate  for  the  district  of  East  Haddam  untill  the  first  day  of  June 
next,  in  the  room  of  Daniel  Brainard,  Esq',  deceased. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Samuel  Gordon  Surveyor  of  Lands 
irithin  and  for  the  county  of  Westmoreland. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Elihu  Marvin  to  be  Surveyor  of  Lands 
ior  the  county  of  Hartford. 

Whereas  the  exigencies  of  this  State  and  the  public  require  a  con- 
siderable supply  of  the  treasury, 

It  IB  therefore  resolved  hy  thii  Assemblt/,  That  a  tax  of  four  pence 
on  the  pound  on  the  general  list  of  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  State  brought  into  this  Assembly  in  October,  1776, 
Tdth  the  additions,  be  laid  and  collected  as  soon  as  possible,  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  this  State  at  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  May  next; 
:and  the  Treasurer  is  ordered  forthwith  to  send  out  his  warrants 
accordingly,  therein  also  directing  the  constables  not  to  enforce  the 
collection  immediately  on  such  as  are  not  now  of  sufiicient  ability  to 
discharge  the  same. 

Whereas  upon  the  memorial  of  Mathew  Talcott,  Esq%  and  others, 
preferred  to  this  Assembly  in  May,  1772,  praying  that  buoys  and 
marks  might  be  erected  in  Connecticut  River  pointing  out  the  shoals 
and  bars,  so  that  the  navigation  in  said  river  might  be  rendered  more 
«afe ;  and  as  it  was  resolved  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty  to  set 
up  and  carry  on  a  lottery  or  lotterys  amounting  to  such  a  sum  as  by 
drawing  at  least  ten  per  cent  out  of  each  prize  the  whole  might  raise 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  pounds,  and  the  managers 
to  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  prize  tickets  signed  by  them :  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  raised  by  said  lottery  to  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  a  committee  or  company  that  should  thereafter  be 
appointed  for  carrying  said  design  into  execution,  and  thirty-seven 
pounds  thereof  to  Capt.  Abner  Parker ;  and  Matthew  Talcott,  Esq% 
Bichard  Alsop  and  John  Chenevard  of  Hartford,  and  Ebenezer  Hum- 
mer of  Glastonbury  and  Silas  Dean  of  Weathersfield  were  appointed 
managers  of  said  lottery :  And  whereas  upon  another  memorial  of  the 
said  Mathew  Talcott,  Esq',  and  others,  at  Hartford  in  May,  1773, 
shewing  that  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  pounds 
would  be  too  small  to  attain  the  ends  in  said  act  proposed,  this 
Assembly  did  resolve  that  the  said  memorialists  should  have  liberty 
to  set  up  and  carry  on  a  lottery  or  lotteries  amounting  to  such  sum  as 
by  drawing  at  least  ten  per  cent  out  of  each  prize  or  out  of  the  whole 
may  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven  pounds,  and  that 
the  same  persons  named  as  managers  in  said  former  act  be  managers 
of  this  lottery,  subject  to  the  same  restrictions,  regulations  and  pro- 
visions in  said  former  act  contained  and  provided, 
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Mesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Doct'  John  Dickinson  and  Colo. 
Thomas  Belding  be  a  committee  with  full  powers  to  receive  of  said 
managers  the  sums  raised  by  said  lottery  into  their  hands  and  the  same 
safely  keep  in  their  hands  untill  further  orders  from  this  Assembly, 
and  also  to  receive,  adjust  and  settle  the  accounts  of  said  managers 
respecting  said  lottery,  and  make  report  to  this  or  some  future  session 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  motion  and  representation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  first 
society  in  the  town  of  Glastonbury  made  to  this  Assembly  in  June 
last,  shewing  that  a  division  of  the  military  company  in  said  town 
was  necessary  and  would  be  of  public  conveniency  and  utility,  and 
tend  to  promote  peace  among  said  inhabitants,  whereupon  a  com- 
mittee was  then  appointed  to  repair  to  said  society,  view  the  cir- 
cumstances and  situation  of  said  military  company  and  the  limita 
thereof,  and  hear  all  parties  concerned,  and  make  report  thereon  Ac. ; 
and  said  committee  having  now  reported  it  as  their  opinion  that  said 
military  company  ought  to  be  divided  by  certain  lines  and  limits  &c* 
which  report  is  accepted  and  approved  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  said  military  company  shall  and 
the  same  is  hereby  divided  into  two  distinct  military  companys  by  the 
following  lines  and  limits,  to  wit:  By  a  line  to  begin  at  the  highway 
in  Main  street  running  through  said  society  eastward  in  the  line 
dividing  between  the  late  Capt.  Jonathan  Hale's,  deceased,  land  and 
the  land  now  in  the  possession  of  Gideon  Hale  to  the  bounds  of  the 
society  of  Eastbury,  and  to  run  westward  from  said  highway  or  main 
street  in  the  line  dividing  between  Gideon  Hale's  and  David  Hale's 
land  to  Connecticut  River;  and  all  those  living  north  of  said  line  shall 
be  and  remain  one  separate  distinct  military  company  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  the  third  military  company  in  the  sixth  regi- 
ment of  militia;  and  all  those  living  on  the  south  of  said  line  shall  be 
and  remain  one  distinct  separate  military  company  and  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  the  seventh  military  company  in  the  sixth  reg- 
iment of  militia  in  this  State.  And  whereas  that  part  of  said  com- 
pany on  the  north  of  said  line  have  already  made  choice  of  their 
officers,  it  is  therefore  resolved,  that  said  choice  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  approved,  and  the  colonel  of  said  regiment  is  hereby  directed 
to  cause  proper  warning  to  be  given  to  lead  that  part  of  said  company 
on  the  south  of  said  line  to  the  choice  of  commission  officers,  and 
make  return  thereof  as  soon  as  may  be  to  this  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  upon  information  made  hj 
Samuel  Abbott,  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  20'^  regiment  of  militia  with- 
in this  State,  that  Jacob  Perkins,  captain  of  the  first  military  company 
in  said  regiment,  and  Samuel  Wheat,  captain  of  the  second  company 
of  militia  in  said  regiment,  did  altogether  refuse  to  obey  an  order  of 
his  Honor  the  Governor  and  the  subsequent  order  of  their  said  colonel 
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requiring  them  respectively  to  muster  and  march  their  several  compa- 
nies for  the  service  and  defence  of  this  State, 

It  18  therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Secretary  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  a  warrant  directed 
to  some  proper  officer,  requiring  him  forthwith  to  arrest  the  bodies  of 
the  aforesaid  Jacob  Perkins  and  Samuel  Wheat  and  them  have  forth- 
with before  this  Assembly  at  their  present  or  next  sessions,  to  answer 
to  the  matters  contained  in  said  information  and  to  be  dealt  with 
thereon  as  to  law  and  justice  appertains. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  since  the  foregoing  resolve  have  received 
satisfactory  information  from  Lieut.  Colo.  Abbott  that  the  within 
named  Jacob  Perkins  and  Samuel  Wheat  have  acknowledged  their 
fault  in  disobeying  or  rather  hesitating  and  delaying  draughting  the 
fourth  part  of  the  militia  in  their  respective  companies  according  to 
order  to  them  given  and  have  since  complied  with  their  orders,  declar- 
ing themselves  sorry  for  their  fault  and  imprudence  and  that  they  are 
now  ready  on  all  occasions  to  defend  their  country  with  their  lives 
and  fortunes :  Whereupon  this  Assembly,  ready  to  forgive,  have  and 
do  hereby  revoke  the  aforesaid  resolve,  and  order  all  proceedings 
against  the  said  Perkins  and  Wheat  to  cease  and  be  discontinued. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Erastus  Wolcott,  Esq',  colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment of  troops  stationed  at  New  London  and  the  sea  coast  in  the 
year  1776,  praying  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to 
make  some  allowance  for  paying  of  the  companies  in  said  regiment 
with  twenty  shillings  premium  to  the  soldiers  that  inlisted  after  the 
second  of  July,  1776,  without  any  deduction  from  their  wages  &c.,  as 
per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  allow  twenty  shillings 
premium  to  each  man  not  being  in  the  matross  companies  that  inlisted 
after  the  2^  day  of  July,  1776,  into  the  companies  of  said  regiment 
raised  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  and  that  said 
committee  allow  the  wages  in  full  to  all  the  men  in  said  regiment  that 
did  not  supply  themselves  with  arms,  without  deducting  anything 
therefrom  on  that  account. 

Whereas  the  seventh  military  company  in  the  sixth  regiment  in 
this  State  have  refused  to  proceed  to  the  choice  of  officers  for  said 
company  agreeable  to  an  order  of  this  Assembly  issued  for  that  pur- 
pose :  It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Secretary  do 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  issue  a  warrant  directed  to 
some  proper  officer  to  summon  said  military  company  and  each  of 
them  to  appear  before  this  Assembly  at  their  present  or  next  sessions, 
to  answer  for  their  disobedience  in  the  premises  and  to  be  further 
dealt  with  as  shall  appear  fit  and  right  thereon. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Wells,  Esq',  of  Glastonbury, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  preferred  his  memorial  to  the  Gren- 
eral  Assembly  in  March,  1775,  therein  alledging  that  by  reason  of 
great  losses  and  misfortunes  he  is  greatly  embarrassed  in  his  person 
and  estate,  praying  for  relief  &c.,  on  which  said  Assembly  by  a  resolve 
did  exempt  the  person  and  estate  of  the  memorialist  from  arrests  un- 
till  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  in  May  then  next,  that  he  and  his  cred- 
itors might  prefer  their  petition  for  a  special  act  of  insolvency ;  that 
the  state  of  public  affairs  hath  been  such  ever  since  that  no  business  of 
that  nature  hath  since  been  transacted,  and  that  the  General  Assembly 
in  May  last,  did  revive  and  continue  said  protection  untill  the  rising 
of  the  Assembly  in  October  then  next;  and  praying  that  the  same 
may  be  renewed  and  continued  untill  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  ia 
May  next:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  person  and  estate  of 
the  said  Jonathan  Wells,  Esq',  shall  and  the  same  is  hereby  protected 
from  arrest  and  attachments  untill  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  May 
next,  and  his  body  during  said  time  shall  be  exempted  from  imprison- 
ment for  any  debt,  and  that  he  shall  not  in  the  meantime  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  part  of  his  estate  either  real  or  personal,  and  that  he  and 
his  creditors  have  liberty  to  prefer  their  petition  to  said  Assembly  ia 
May  next,  that  what  is  right  may  be  done  in  the  premises. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ezra  Hawley  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the- 
town  of  Stratford,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are  exposed 
to  the  depredations  of  the  enemy  &c, ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  sta- 
tion a  guard  of  twenty-five  men  at  NewPield  Harbour  in  said  Strat- 
ford, as  per  memorial  dated  January  14***,  1777:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  a  guard  of  twenty-five  men  be  stationed  at  said  New- 
Pield Harbour  under  the  command  of  one  lieutenant  and  two  Ser- 
jeants, and  that  they  have  an  order  to  receive  at  the  foundery  at 
Salisbury  two  cannon,  four-pojinders,  to  be  mounted  on  proper  carriages,, 
with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  shot  and  also  an  order  for  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  powder,  and  that  Mr.  Aaron  Hawley  be  and  he  is  appointed 
Lieutenant  to  command  said  party. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Richardson  of  Lebanon,  a  soldier  ia 
Capt.  Clark's  company  in  Colo.  Sage's  regiment,  shewing  to  this- 
Assembly  that  he  was  taken  sick  in  New  York  whilst  on  service,  and 
from  thence  removed  by  order  of  authority  to  recover  his  health, 
which  is  not  yet  accomplished ;  that  he  was  returned  as  a  deserter 
because  not  able  to  return  to  service  before  the  term  of  inlistment  was- 
expired,  whereby  he  is  deprived  of  his  wages  and  has  lost  the  cost  of 
his  sickness  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to- 
receive  and  adjust  an  account  of  the  wages  of  the  memorialist 
and  allow  him  what  is  due  thereon,  taking  care  that  he  account  for 
his  arms  &c.,  together  with  the  reasonable  expence  of  his  sickaesa- 
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and  his  marching  money  untill  he  returned  home,  and  charge  the- 
'same  to  the  continent. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Belding  and  Abraham  Gillett,  sol- 
diers in  the  company  of  Capt.  Abraham  Pettibone  and  Major  Simeon 
Strong's  regiment  lately  in  the  service  of  this  State  in  the  army  at  New 
York  representing  the  necessity  they  were  under  of  returning  home  by 
means  of  sickness,  with  the  permission  of  their  captain,  only  without 
a  regular  discharge,  and  of  t^eir  continuing  unfit  for  duty  long  after  the^ 
discharge  of  said  regiment;  praying  that  their  wages  may  be  granted 
them  from  the  time  of  their  march  till  their  return  home,  which  hith* 
erto  they  have  not  received  in  whole  or  in  part;  as  per  memorial  on 
file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  upon  application  of  the 
memorialists  to  adjust  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  memorial,  and  in 
favour  of  the  memorialists  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  sum  or 
sums  as  shall  be  found  justly  due  to  each  of  them,  respectively,  for 
their  wages  and  pay  for  the  aforesaid  term  untill  they  severally 
returned  home. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  McKey  of  Norwalk,  shewing  to  thi& 
Assembly  that  before  the  superior  court  of  this  State  held  at  Fairfield 
on  the  25^^  day  of  June  last  he,  the  said  memorialist,  was  adjudged 
guilty  of  being  inimical  to  the  united  American  States,  and  thereupon 
was  sentenced  by  said  superior  court  to  be  confined  in  the  common 
goal  in  Litchfield  for  the  space  of  one  year ;  that  in  pursuance  thereof 
was  committed  to  said  goal,  where  he  still  remains;  that  he  was 
induced  to  commit  the  facts  alledged  against  him  from  the  artful! 
endeavors  of  sundry  persons  unfriendly  to  the  liberties  of  the  Ameri* 
can  States,  representing  terror  <&c. ;  that  said  memorialist  is  sensible 
of  his  folly,  has  retracted,  is  now  friendly  to  the  liberties  of  these 
States  and  determined  to  behave  and  conduct  himself  accordingly; 
praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  said  memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby  ordfred  to  be 
removed  from  the  goal  in  which  he  is  now  confined  to  the  town  of 
East  Haddam  in  this  State,  there  [to]  remain  under  the  inspection^ 
care  and  direction  of  the  selectmen  of  said  town  of  East  Haddam 
untill  the  further  order  of  this  Assembly  be  given  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Timothy  Cheeney,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  in  consequence  of  an  order  from  the  Captain  General  of  this 
State  he  marched  in  the  month  of  August  last  with  the  company  of 
militia  under  his  command  to  the  relief  of  the  continental  army  then 
in  New  York ;  that  after  his  arrival  at  New  York  aforesaid  he  was 
directed  by  his  Honor  the  Governor,  signifyed  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belonged,  that  it  was  necessary  he 
should  be  released  from  said  service  that  he  might  make  granulating 
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sieves  for  the  purpose  of  making  powder  4&c. ;  that  he  accordingly  did  re- 
turn home  by  permit  &c.  and  was  in  said  service  the  space  of  three  weeks, 
and  that  his  name  was  omitted  to  be  inserted  in  the  pay-roll  made  up  for 
said  company,  and  so  without  any  fault  of  his  he  has  lost  the  wages 
and  allowances  justly  his  due  &c. ;  praying  that  allowance  may  be 
made  him  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  be  directed  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  receive  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  allowances  and 
wages  that  may  appear  due  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they 
shall  find  to  be  due  thereon  to  the  memorialist  and  charge  the  same 
to  the  continental  accounts. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jacob  Ely  of  Lyme,  shewing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  he  was  a  listed  soldier  in  Capt.  Bingham's  company  in  the 
regiment  under  the  command  of  Colo.  Selden  in  the  continental  army 
in  the  last  campaign ;  that  he  faithfully  served  therein  till  by  reason 
of  sickness  on  the  ninth  of  December  last  he  was  properly  discharged, 
but  by  mistake  was  returned  a  deserter  and  thereby  prevented  from 
his  wages,  to  the  distress  of  his  family,  4&c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file 
Ac. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  wages  due  to 
said  Jacob  Ely  to  the  time  of  his  discharge  aforesaid,  he  accounting 
for  his  arms,  and  that  they  give  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Moses  Hide  of  Lebanon,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  on  the  17^^  day  of  August  last  he  marched  in  and  with 
a  company  of  militia  or  voluntiers  whereof  Walter  Hide  of  said  Leba- 
non was  captain,  since,  deceased,  to  New  York  by  order  of  the  Captain 
General  of  this  State,  and  that  he  faithfully  discharged  his  duty  as  a 
soldier  untill  the  12^^  day  of  September  following,  at  which  time  said 
captain  being  sick  he,  said  memorialist,  by  order  attended  said  captain 
to  the  town  of  Greenwich  and  untill  he  dyed  there,  which  was  the 
18^^  of  said  September,  and  then  being  sick  himself  and  at  a  great 
distance  from  the  regiment  to  which  he  belonged  and  unable  to  apply 
to  the  commanding  officer  for  a  regular  discharge,  set  forth  for  and 
returned  home  on  the  22^  of  the  same  month,  and  continued  sick  and 
weak  for  and  untill  after  said  regiment  was  dismissed  and  returned 
home,  but  that  for  want  of  such  discharge  from  the  commanding 
officer  he,  the  said  Moses,  has  not  nor  could  draw  any  pay  with  said 
company,  and  praying  to  have  such  allowance  of  wages  and  marching 
money  as  other  soldiers  had  and  received  for  the  time  said  petitioner 
was  80  in  service ;  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  Moses  Hide  be  allowed  his  pay  for  wages  and  marching 
money  as  a  soldier  in  said  company  for  the  time  he  was  in  service 
as  aforesaid ;  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  im powered  to 
adjust  and  allow  the  same  and  order  payment  thereof  from  the  treas- 
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urj  accordingly  upon  application  to  them  made  and  charge  the  same 
to  the  continent. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elizabeth  Thrall,  administratrix  on  the 
estate  of  Timothy  Thrall  late  of  Windsor,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  memorialist  together  with  Josiah  Bissell,  Esq% 
were  by  this  Assembly  in  November  last  appointed  to  sell  so  much  of 
the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  would  raise  the  sum  of  ^236.  7.  5, 
&C.J  and  that  since  said  appointment  the  said  Josiah  has  deceas'd, 
Baid  business  not  being  accomplished ;  praying  for  relief  &c. :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  Josiah  AUyn  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
and  fully  impowered  together  with  the  memorialist,  to  sell  so  much  of 
the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  Timothy  Thrall  as  will  be  sufficient  to 
raise  said  simi  aforesaid  <&c.,  with  the  same  powers  and  under  the 
same  regulations  as  directed  in  said  resolve  of  Assembly  in  November 
last. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Daniel  Hide  of  Lebanon,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  on  the  17*^  day  of  August  last  he,  being  a  drummer,, 
marched  in  and  with  a  company  of  voluntiers  whereof  Walter  Hide  of 
said  Lebanon,  late  deceas'd,  was  captain,  to  New  York  by  order  of  the 
Capt.  General  of  this  State,  and  that  he  faithfully  discharged  his  duty 
as  a  drummer  untill  the  12'^  day  of  September  following,  at  which 
time  said  captain  being  sick  he,  the  said  Daniel,  by  order  attended 
said  captain  to  the  town  of  Greenwich  and  there  continued  untill  the 
death  of  said  captain,  which  was  the  18th  of  said  September,  and  then 
being  sick  himself  and  at  a  great  distance  from  the  regiment  to  which 
he  belonged  and  unable  to  apply  to  the  commanding  officer  for  a  reg- 
ular discharge,  set  forth  for  and  returned  home  by  the  22**  of  the 
same  month,  and  continued  sick  and  weak  untill  after  said  regiment 
was  dismissed  and  returned  home,  but  that  for  want  of  such  discharge 
from  the  commanding  officer  he,  the  said  Daniel,  has  not  nor  could 
draw  any  pay  with  said  company ;  and  praying  to  have  such  allowance 
of  wages  and  marching  money  as  other  drummers  were  allowed  for 
the  time  said  petitioner  was  so  in  service;  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Therefore,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Daniel  Hide  be 
allowed  his  pay  for  wages  and  marching  money  as  other  drummers 
for  the  time  he  was  in  said  service  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  are  impowered  to  adjust  and  allow  the  same  and  order 
payment  thereof  from  the  treasury  accordingly  upon  application  to 
them  made,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  continent. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Hartland  by  their  representa- 
tives, Phineas  Kingsbury  and  Joseph  Wilder,  shewing  that  Mr.  Uriel 
Holmes,  who  was  their  collector  legally  chosen  to  collect  a  rate  of  two 
pence  upon  the  acre  upon  the  lands  of  said  Hartland  granted  by  this 
Assembly  in  May  last,  is  in  the  army,  and  by  reason  thereof  has  not 
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nor  can  collect  said  tax,  and  that  said  town  at  their  legal  meeting  on 
the  12^^  day  of  December,  1776,  made  choice  of  Eleazer  Ensign  to 
collect  said  rates  or  tax  in  the  room  of  said  Holmes ;  praying  that 
said  Ensign  be  impowered  to  collect  said  tax  pursuant  to  said  choice ; 
as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Eleazer  Ensign  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  collect  said  twopenny 
tax  in  the  room  of  said  Holmes,  and  that  he  be  accountable  therefor 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  collectors  of  rates  are. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Crane,  Jehiel  Everts  and  Elisha 
Crane,  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Killingworth,  praying  for  liberty  ta 
sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  Sylvanus  Kelcey,  an  impotent  per- 
son belonging  to  said  Killingworth  under  the  care  of  the  selectmen  of 
said  town,  as  shall  raise  the  sum  of  £28.  15.  6  and  the  charges  of 
sale,for  the  payment  of  ^614  18  6  due  for  his  pass'd  support,  £S  17  0 
due  for  sundry  taxes,  and  £5  0  0  for  his  future  suport;  as  per  memo- 
rial on  j&le:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Mr.  Aaron  Kelcey  of 
said  Killingworth  hath  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  given  to  him 
to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Silvanus  as  will 
raise  the  sum  of  £23  15  6,  L.  money,  and  the  incident  charges  of 
such  sale;  taking  the  advice  of  the  selectmen  therein;  and  tho 
money  so  raised  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  said  selectmen,  to  be  by 
them  applied  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  to  render  their  account 
thereof  when  required. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benedict  Arnold,  of  New  Haven  in  the 
county  of  New  Haven,  for  himself  and  the  rest  of  the  heirs  of  the 
estate  of  Samuel  Mansfield  late  of  said  New  Haven,  deceas'd,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  said  Mansfield  was  in  his  life  time  indebted  to 
one  James  Waugh,  of  London  in  the  island  of  Great  Britain,  by  note 
bearing  date  December  10***,  1768,  for  the  sum  of  £12  4i  6,  sterling; 
and  said  note  was  in  said  Mansfield's  life  time  put  in  suit  and  judg- 
ment was  had  and  obtained  thereon  against  said  Mansfield,  which  ex- 
ecution was  never  satisfyed  but  run  out  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
who  had  said  execution,  and  that  judgment  and  execution  has  been 
obtained  against  said  sheriff  for  not  collecting  the  sums  due  on  said 
execution,  which  execution  is  now  in  force  and  said  sheriff  is  liable  to 
pay  the  sums  due  on  said  execution;  and  praying  this  Assembly,  aa 
said  Waugh  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  island  of  Great  Britain,  to  order 
that  all  further  prosecution  on  any  of  said  executions  be  staid  till  the 
further  order  of  this  Assembly ;  as  per  memorial  dated  January  8*^ 
1777:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  all  further  proceedings  in  law 
or  equity  on  the  aforesaid  executions  be  suspended  and  staid  till  the 
further  order  of  this  Assembly;  and  all  officers  and  other  persons 
concerned  are  to  take  notice  of  this  resolve  and  conform  thereto. 
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Whereas  the  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Eillingworth 
in  the  county  of  New  London  have  represented  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  several  officers  by  law  appointed  to  make  choice  of  suitable  per- 
sons for  tavern-keepers,  taking  into  consideration  the  necessity  of 
increasing  the  number  of  tavern-keepers  in  the  town  of  Killingworth 
for  the  reception  and  comfortable  supply  of  soldiers  and  others  who 
travel  on  occasion  of  our  present  troubles,  at  their  meeting  on  the  6^^ 
day  of  January  instant  made  choice  of  Messrs.  Samuel  Crane  and 
Hiel  Buell  to  keep  houses  of  entertainment;  and  as  there  will  not  be 
any' county  court  holden  in  the  county  of  New  London  where  licences 
may  be  issued  soon  enough  to  answer  the  ends  for  which  they  were 
chosen,  praying  that  they  may  be  licensed  accordingly,  as  per  memorial 
on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Samuel  Crane  and 
Hiel  Buell  be  and  they  are  hereby  licensed  and  authorized  to  keep 
houses  of  public  entertainment  within  the  town  of  Killingworth  from 
the  16^^  day  of  January,  1777,  untill  licence  may  be  had  and  obtained 
from  the  county  court  to  be  holden  at  New  London  in  June  next. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Anthony  Judd  of  Pannington,  a  soldier 
belonging  to  the  company  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  John 
Lankton  of  said  town,  shewing  that  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  his 
Honor  the  Governor  he  did  on  the  16***  day  of  August  last  set  out  on 
his  march  to  join  the  continental  army  then  at  New  York ;  that  he 
was  immediately  taken  sick  and  rendered  unfit  for  duty  on  his  arrival 
at  that  place ;  that  his  extream  weakness  rendered  it  unsafe  for  him  to 
take  benefit  of  general  orders  for  the  discharge  of  the  sick  when  he 
might  have  obtained  it;  that  he  was  afterwards  unhappily  refused  a 
discharge  upon  the  arrival  of  a  friend  to  assist  him  in  his  return ; 
that  urged  by  necessity  he  did  however  commit  himself  to  the  care  of 
his  friend,  by  whose  assistance  he  arrived  home  on  the  26*^  of  Sep- 
tember last;  that  he  continued  sick  long  after  his  regiment  was  dis- 
charged ;  and  praying  for  his  wages,  mileage  and  expences  of  sickness 
during  the  term  of  his  service,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  tha*  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  on  proper  application  to  them  made 
by  the  memorialist,  to  liquidate  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  his  wages, 
mileage  and  cost  of  sickness  from  the  said  IS**"  day  of  August  till  his 
return  home,  he  accounting  for  his  arms  &c.,  and  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  such  sum  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  to  him  accordingly. 

Upon  the  information  of  Samuel  Chapman,  Esq%  colonel  of  the 
twenty-second  regiment  of  militia  in  this  State,  representing  to  this 
Assembly  that  after  said  regiment  per  order  marched  for  the  relief 
and  aid  of  the  continental  army  in  August  last,  one  Paul  Blogget,  a 
captain  of  a  company  in  said  regiment,  in  September  last  while  in 
said  service  presumed  to  forge  a  paper  purporting  a  discharge  to  him- 
self, with  the  name,  of  General  Wadsworth  set  to  the  same,  by  and 
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under  pretence  of  which  said  Blogget  attempted  to  cross  Harlem 
River  in  a  secret  and  clandestine  manner,  with  a  view  to  desert  said 
service,  in  which  he  was  disgraced  and  rendered  himself  unworthy  of 
any  further  command  in  said  regiment  &c. ;  as  per  complaint  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Secretary  is  directed  and  author- 
ized to  issue  a  warrant  for  arresting  the  body  of  him,  the  said  Blog- 
gett,  and  cause  him  to  be  brought  before  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State  in  its  next  session,  to  answer  to  the  matters  aforesaid  and 
be  dealt  with  therein  as  to  law  and  justice  appertains. 

On  the  memorial  of  Ezra  Bevin  of  Chatham,  administrator  on  the 
estate  of  Henry  Goodale  late  of  said  Chatham,  deceas'd,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  said  estate, 
together  with  some  allowance  to  the  widow,  surmount  the  moveable 
part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £41  17  11,  and  thereupon  prays  for 
liberty  to  sell  lands  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialist have  liberty,  and  liberty  is  hereby  given  him,  to  sell  so  much 
of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as  will  procure  the  aforesaid 
sum  of  £41  17  11  together  with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  such 
sale ;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
Midletown  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Morse  of  Preston,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  was  a  soldier  in  Colo.  Huntington's  regiment  the 
year  past  and  was  discharged  in  July  last  by  General  Spencer,  since 
which  he  has  been  at  great  cost  in  coming  home  and  in  time  of  sick- 
ness &c.;  praying  that  the  same  may  be  paid  to  him,  as  per  memorial 
on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  to  grant  to  the  memorialist  the 
sum  of  thirteen  shillings  and  sixpence,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  him  on  said  memorial;  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the 
same  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  pay 
to  Major  Ebenezer  Backus  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  pounds,  to  be 
by  him  used  in  paying  the  troops  of  light  horse  who  marched  under 
his  command  in  September  last  to  the  relief  of  General  Washington's 
army  at  New  York,  and  to  the  troops  of  such  horse  who  marched 
again  under  his  command  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  in  December 
last  by  order  of  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  on  the 
appearance  of  the  enemy's  fleet  and  army  which  have  since  invaded 
and  possessed  themselves  of  Rhode  Island.  And  said  Backus  is 
ordered  to  pay  out  the  same  to  the  horsemen  who  marched  to  each 
and  either  of  said  places  as  aforesaid  in  proper  and  just  proportion : 
said  sum  to  be  accounted  for  on  settlement  of  the  account  and  pay- 
roll of  said  troops  on  each  of  said  marches  and  their  several  services 
as  aforesaid ;  which  account  and  rolls  he  is  directed  to  make  out  and 
exhibit  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  as  soon  as  may  be,  that  the 
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same  may  be  adjusted  and  settled  according  to  such  rule  as  may  be 
given  by  Congress  and  the  amount  charged  and  obtained  from  the 
continental  treasury :  he,  said  Backus,  first  giving  bond  with  sufficient 
surety  to  be  taken  by  said  Committee  of  Pay -Table  in  manner  and 
form  as  usual  for  pay-masters  in  similar  cases. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jacob  Beach  of  Goshen,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  since  the  repeal  of  the  late  law  granting  a  premium 
for  destroying  wolves  they  have  increased  and  done  much  damage  by 
killing  sheep  in  said  Goshen,  and  consequently  he  having  expended 
considerable  in  time  and  money  for  that  purpose  hath  since  the  first 
day  of  May  last  taken,  killed  and  destroyed  three  grown  wolves  in  said 
Goshen ;  praying  for  such  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  him  out  of  the 
public  treasury  of  this  State  as  he  would  have  been  entituled  to  receive 
had  said  act  never  been  repealed ;  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  to  receive  the 
sum  of  twelve  pounds  lawfuU  money,  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Ward  jun"^  of  Midletown  in  the 
county  of  Hartford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  belonged  to 
and  marched  with  the  militia  to  New  York  by  order  of  the  Governor 
in  August  last,  and  that  while  there  he  was  badly  wounded  by  a  flash 
of  lightning  striking  a  house  in  which  he  was  &c. ;  and  that  he  has 
been  at  the  expence  of  £12  9  1,  for  doctoring  &c.;  praying  for  relief 
Ac,  as  by  memorial  on  file  dated  the  25**"  day  of  December,  1776, 
may  appear:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  out 
of  the  public  treasury  the  sum  of  £12  9  1  unto  him  the  said  Stephen 
Ward  jun';  and  the  Treasurer  is  ordered  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Glastonbury, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  inhabitants  in  legal  town-meeting 
voted  to  repair  the  highways  in  said  town  by  a  tax  on  the  polls  and 
rateable  estate  of  said  inhabitants ;  praying  for  such  liberty,  as  per 
memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  and  author- 
ity be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  Glas- 
tonbury to  tax  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  within  said  town  to  raise 
such  sums  of  money  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  necessary 
and  sufficient  to  repair  all  public  highways  within  said  township  and 
annually,  or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall  require,  by  the  select- 
men or  a  committee  by  said  town  appointed  for  that  purpose,  divide 
the  highways  in  said  township  into  particular  districts  and  assign  to 
each  surveyor  a  certain  proportion  thereof  to  be  repaired  and  main- 
tained under  his  special  care,  oversight  and  direction,  who  shall  in 
the  most  convenient  and  proper  season  give  notice  at  least  three  days 
beforehand  to  all  the  inhabitants  living  within  his  peculiar  district 
who  are  or  may  be  taxed  for  that  purpose  to  attend,  undertake  and 
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carry  on  the  needful!  repairs  of  the  highways  in  such  district,  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  he  shall  specially  direct ;  and  in  case  such  inhab- 
itants or  any  of  them  so  warned  as  aforesaid  shall  refuse  or  neglect  a 
punctual  compliance  therewith,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Burveyors 
respectively  to  hire  and  employ  proper  persons  to  effect  such  necessary 
repairs  in  due  season  and  shall  take  and  make  out  a  particular  and 
fair  account  of  all  such  services  of  such  particular  persons  in  repair- 
ing said  highways  according  to  orders  and  to  his  acceptance  and  the 
same  present  and  certify  to  said  selectmen  to  be  by  them  adjusted 
and  orders  for  payment  drawn  on  the  treasurer  of  said  town. 

And  it  18  further  resolved,  That  this  liberty  and  authority  shall  be 
and  remain  to  said  town  of  Glastonbury  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly;  and  if  the  said  town  shall  not  grant  and  raise  money 
sufficient  to  defray  the  expence  of  repairing  the  highways  therein,  then 
and  in  that  case  said  highways  shall  be  further  and  sufficiently 
repaired  by  force  and  directions  of  the  general  laws  of  this  State 
respecting  the  repairs  of  highways;  anything  in  this  act  notwith- 
standing. 

•Upon  the  memorial  of  Jedidiah  Strong,  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Litchfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  said  inhabit- 
ants in  legal  town-mieeting  authorized  and  instructed  him  to  make 
application  for  liberty  and  authority  for  said  inhabitants  to  tax  them- 
selves for  the  purpose  of  repairing  highways  in  said  Litchfield ;  pray- 
ing for  such  liberty  Ac.  as  per  memorial  on  file : 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  liberty  and  authority  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  Litchfield  to  tax  the 
polls  and  rateable  estate  within  said  town  to  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  necessary  and  sufficient 
to  repair  all  public  highways  within  said  t/Ownship,  and  annually  or 
from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require  by  the  selectmen  or  a  com- 
mittee by  said  town  appointed  for  that  purpose  divide  the  highways  in 
said  township  into  particular  districts  and  assign  to  each  surveyor  a 
certain  proportion  thereof  to  be  repaired  and  maintained  under  his 
special  care,  oversight  and  direction,  who  shall  in  the  most  convenient 
and  proper  season  give  notice  at  least  three  days  beforehand  to  all  the 
inhabitants  living  within  his  peculiar  district  who  are  or  may  be  taxed 
for  that  purpose  to  attend,  undertake  and  carry  on  the  needfuU  repairs 
of  the  highways  in  such  district  in  such  way  and  manner  as  he  shall 
specially  direct;  and  in  case  such  inhabitants  or  any  of  them  so 
warned  as  aforesaid  shall  refuse  or  neglect  a  punctual  compliance 
therewith,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  surveyors  respectively  to  hire 
and  employ  proper  persons  to  effect  such  necessary  repairs  in  due 
season,  and  shall  take  and  make  out  a  particular  and  fair  account  of 
all  such  services  of  such  particular  persons  in  repairing  said  highways 
according  to  orders  and  to  his  acceptance  and  the  same  present  and 
certify  to  said  selectmen  to  be  by  them  adjusted  and  orders  for  pay- 
ment drawn  on  the  treasurer  of  said  town. 
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And  it  i$  further  resolved^  That  this  liberty  and  authority  shall 
be  and  remain  to  said  town  of  Litchfield  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly ;  and  if  said  town  shall  not  grant  and  raise  money  sufficient 
to  defray  the  expences  of  repairing  the  highways  therein,  then  and  in 
that  case  said  highways  shall  be  further  and  sufficiently  repaired  by 
force  and  directions  of  the  general  laws  of  this  State  respecting  the 
repairs  of  highways ;  anything  in  this  act  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Mathew  Pickerton  and  James  Pickerton, 
both  of  Londonderry  in  the  State  of  New  Hamshire,  shewing  that  they 
have  for  a  long  time  carryed  on  the  linen  manufacture  and  disposed

Ebenezer  Hall  of  Fairfield  was  brought  before  his  Honor  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety  by  virtue  of  a  precept  from  the  civil  authority,  select- 
men and  committee  of  inspection  of  the  town  of  Fairfield,  as  being  a  person 
dangerous  and  inimical  to  this  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  being 
so  adjudged  by  said  civil  authority  &c.  he  was  sent  here  that  the  place  of 
his  confinement  might  be  determined  &c.  The  said  Hall  being  fully 
instructed  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  in  the  nature  of  the  dispute  between 
Great  Britain  and  these  States  and  of  the  measures  that  have  been  taken  by 
the  Colonies,  and  by  this  in  particular,  to  prevent  any  rupture  or  disaffection 
between  this  and  the  mother  country  long  before  the  commencement  of  any 
hostilities,  declared  himself  fully  convinced  of  the  justice  of  the  American 
cause,  that  he  never  before  was  acquainted  with  the  state  of  the  dispute  or 
the  measures  that  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  shedding  of  blood  &c.,  and 
that  he  at  present  has  wholly  altered  his  mind  and  is  clearly  and  heartily  of 
opinion  that  the  Americans  have  good  right  to  take  up  arms  as  they  have 
done  and  to  fight  in  their  own  defence  against  the  attempts  of  Great  Britain 
to  enslave  or  subjugate  these  States. 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved,  That  the  said  Hall  shall  be  permitted  to  return 
to  his  family  at  Fairfield,  there  to  remain  in  his  own  business,  upon  his  giv- 
ing bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds, 
with  condition  that  if  the  said  Hall  shall  well  and  truly  return  to  said  Fair- 
field and  Stratford  and  dwell  and  abide  within  and  not  depart  out  of  the 
limits  of  said  towns  of  Fairfield  and  Stratford,  and  shall  do  or  say  nothing  in 
prejudice  of  the  interest,  or  rights  of  this  or  any  of  the  rest  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  shall  not  hold  any  correspondence  with  or  give  any 
intelligence  to  the  enemies  of  the  said  States,  and  shall  repair  to  any  place 
hereafter  assigned  by  the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety  of  said  State 
upon  requisition,  then  said  bond  to  be  void,  or  else  to  remain  in  full  force 
and  virtue.     Bond  taken  Jan^  22^,  1777. 

Capt.  Isaac  Tomlinson  of  Woodbury  was  sent  here  by  the  civil  authority, 
selectmen  and  committee  of  inspection  in  said  town  of  Woodbury,  as  being 
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a  person  dangerous  and  inimical  to  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  being  so  adjudged  by  said  civil  authority  &c.  he  was  sent  here 
that  the  place  of  his  confinement  might  be  determined  &c.  And  now  the 
said  Tomlinson,  being  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  better  instructed  than 
ever  before  in  the  nature  of  the  dispute  between  Great  Britain  and  these 
States  and  of  the  measures  that  have  been  taken  by  the  Colonies,  and 
by  this  in  particular,  to  prevent  any  rupture  or  disaffection  between  this 
and  the  mother  country  long  before  the  commencement  of  any  hostilities, 
declared  before  this  Council  that  he  never  before  so  well  understood  the 
state  of  the  dispute  or  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  the  shedding  of  blood 
&c.,  and  that  he  has  no  inclination  to  injure  the  rights  of  these  States  or 
interrupt  the  measures  taken  to  defend  the  same  by  any  means  whatever. 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  the  Governor  and  Council  aforesaid,  That  the 
said  Tomlinson  be  and  he  is  hereby  permitted  to  return  to  his  family  at 
Woodbury  and  to  remain  in  his  own  business  within  the  limits  of  the  towns 
of  Woodbury  and  Derby,  upon  his  giving  bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds,  with  condition  that  if  the  said 
Tomlinson  shall  well  and  truly  return  to  said  Woodbury  and  Derby  and 
there  dwell  and  abide  within  and  not  depart  out  of  the  limits  of  said  towns 
of  Woodbury  and  Derby,  and  shall  do  or  say  nothing  in  prejudice  of  the 
interest  or  rights  of  this  or  any  of  the  rest  of  the  (Jnited  States  of  America, 
and  shall  not  hold  any  correspondence  with  or  give  any  intelligence  to  the 
enemies  of  said  States,  and  shall  repair  to  any  place  hereafter  assigned  by 
the  Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety  of  said  State  upon  requisition,  then 
said  bond  to  be  void,  or  else  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Board  by  the  committee  of  inspection 
for  the  town  of  Durham,  that  Mr.  Ralph  Isaacs  of  New  Haven,  a  person 
adjudged  inimical  to  the  rights  and  cause  of  America,  having  been  by  order 
of  the  General  Assembly  removed  from  said  town  on  account  of  his  inimi- 
cal disposition  and  is  now  by  order  resident  in  said  town  of  Durham,  that 
they  apprehend  great  inconveniences  will  arise,  and  much  in  the  minds  of 
the  friends  of  the  American  cause,  by  his  being  at  large  in  said  town  and 
suffered  to  retail  rum  &c.;  praying  that  he  may  be  confined  within  certain 
limits  in  said  Durham  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Boards  That  James  Wadsworth  jun'",  Esq',  Messrs.  Israel 
Camp,  James  Arnold,  Elnathan  Camp,  Phineas  Spelman,  Daniel  Hall,  and 
Stephen  Norton,  committee  of  inspection  for  said  town  of  Durham,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  appointed  a  committee  to  have  the  conduct 
and  oversight  of  said  Isaacs  and  to  propose,  assign  and  limit  the  bounds  and 
extent  within  which  in  their  opinion  said  Isaacs  reasonably  ought  to  be  cir- 
cumscribed and  kept,  and  the  same  properly  point  out,  describe  and  certify 
under  their  hands  to  his  Honor  and  this  Board  as  soon  as  may  be  for  their 
consideration  and  establishment,  and  in  the  mean  time  acquaint  the  said 
Isaacs  with  the  limits  assigned  by  them  as  aforesaid  to  which  he.  said 
Isaacs,  is  strictly  to  conform  and  carefully  abide  within  the  same  untill  the 
same  may  be  considered  by  this  Board ;  and  said  Isaaes  to  have  no  inter- 
course with  the  inhabitants  of  said  Durham  more  than  is  necessary  for  the 
support  of  himself  and  family  on  the  penalties  which  may  follow.

be  just  and  right  and  tending  to  promote  the  publick  peace  and  the  defence 
and  safety  of  this  and  the  United  States. 

Capt.  Asa  Kinne,  Capt.  Ebenezer  Moseley  and  Capt.  Benajah  Lefiingwell 
are  appointed  to  be  Captains  of  companies  to  serve  in  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  &c.  untill  the  first  day  of  April  next  according  to  the  agreement  of 
the  Convention  of  committees  from  the  N.  England  States  lately  held  at 
Providence  and  ratified  by  the  Assembly  of  this  State.

Ralph  Watson,  a  tory  from  the  northward  who  has  been  in  the  keeping 
of  the  committee  of  Preston,  is  permitted  to  return  home  to  Allenton  on  his 
parole  not  to  do  or  say  against  the  interest  of  the  American  States,  and  to 
return  again  in  case  the  committee  of  the  place  where  he  belongs  sees  cause 
to  order  him  back.

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  in  their  sessions  at  Middle- 
town  by  adjournment  on  the  19**"  day  of  December  last,  did  resolve  that 
1092  men  should  be  raised  in  this  State  and  sent  to  join  the  army  at  Provi- 
dence under  the  command  of  Major  General  Spencer,  as  the  quota  of  this 
State  in  the  same,  and  did  desire  and  impower  the  Governor  and  Committee 
of  Safety  to  carry  said  resolve  into  execution  :  And  whereas  the  Governor 
and  Committee  of  Safety  have  resolved,  in  pursuance  of  said  resolve  of 
Assembly,  to  raise  three  companies  of  militia  to  serve  untill  the  first. day  of 
April  next  by  voluntary  inlistment,  and  that  they  shall  have  and  receive  the 
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same  wages  and  allowance  as  the  continental  troops  do  receive,  and  also  a 
bounty  of  twenty  shillings  to  each  non-commission 'd  ofiBcer  and  soldier,  and  a 
premium  of  four  shillings  for  arms  and  accoutrements  and  three  shillings  for 
a  blanket,  and  liave  appointed  you,  the  said  Ebenezer  Mosely,  Esq"",  Captain 
of  one  of  said  companies :  These  are,  therefore,  to  authorize  and  command 
you  to  inlist  a  company  of  able-bodied  effective  men  for  the  service  afore- 
said, consisting  of  four  Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one  drummer  and  one  fifer, 
and  seventy-six  privates,  as  soon  as  may  be  by  beat  of  (Jram  or  otherwise. 
And  I  do  hereby,  on  behalf  of  this  State,  promise  and  engage  that  they 
shall  have  and  receive  the  encouragements  above  mentioned. 

Given  under  my  hand  in  Lebanon  this  27**^  day  of  January,  A.D.  1777. 

The  above  is  a  record  of  the  orders  given  and  signed  by  his  Honor  the 
Governor.  The  same  orders  being  also  given  to  the  other  captains  appoint- 
ed for  said  service,  and  the  resolves  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety 
refen-ed  to  in  the  foregoing  orders  were  passed  this  27*^  day  of  January, 
1777,  and  wholly  contained  in  said  orders.

An  order  was  given  to  the  committee  of  prisoners  at  Mansfield  to  take  a 
bond  of  John  Sanford,  (a  person  confined  in  Mansfield,  an  enemy  to  this 
country.)  for  one  thousand  pound,  conditioned  that  whereas  the  said  John 
Sanford  is  found  guilty  of  being  inimical  and  dangerous  to  this  and  the  rest 
of  the  United  States  of  America  and  ordered  to  be  removed  and  sent  to  the 
Governor  and  Committee  of  Safety  to  have  his  place  of  residence  assigned, 
and  hath  for  some  lime  resided  in  Mansfield  according  to  said  order,  and 
now   moving  for  liberty  to  return  to  Reading  for  the  settlement  of  his 
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mother's  estate,  and  promising  his  good  behaviour :  Now  if  the  said  John 
Sanford  shall  well  and  truly  return  to  said  Reading,  dwell  and  abide  within 
and  not  depart  out  of  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  shall  do  nor  say  nothing 
in  prejudice  of  the  interest  or  rights  of  this  or  any  of  the  rest  of  the  United 
States  of  America  or  any  of  the  measures  pursuing  by  them  for  their  defence,

ent caution  that  no  deceit  be  practiced  under  colour  of  such  licence  by  any 
persons  concerned  or  who  may  endeavor  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
to  devise  or  execute  any  mischief  to  these  States.  This  authority  to  con- 
tinue during  the  term  of  six  weeks,  and  that  due  return  be  made  to  this 
Board  of  the  proceedings  thereon.

Whereas  his  Excellency  Gen*  Washington,  by  his  letter  to  his  Honor  the 
Governor  of  the  10**"  instant,  hath  signified  that  he  finds  it  impossible  to 
keep  the  small  pox  from  spreading  through  the  army,  and  that  he  has  there- 
fore determined,  upon  the  most  mature  deliberation,  to  inoculate  all  the  new 
troops  that  have  not  had  that  disorder,  and  that  he  hath  given  directions  that 
Brigadier  Gen'  Parsons  superintend  the  inoculation  of  the  continental  troops 
in  this  State,  taking  it  for  granted  that  we  should  have  no  objection  to  so 
salutary  a  measure,  upon  which  depends  not  only  the  lives  of  all  the  men 
who  have  not  had  the  small  pox  but  also  the  health  of  the  whole  army:  And 
whereas  it  appears  to  this  Board  that  the  measure  proposed  by  his  Excellency 
the  General  is  salutary  and  necessary,  and  that  from  the  advanced  season  of 
the  year  and  the  near  approach  of  the  time  when  the  army  must  take  the 
field  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  same  be  carried  into  execution 
without  the  least  delay,  and  that  the  time  that  must  necessarily  be  lost  should 
the  General  Assembly  be  called  to  deliberate  upon  and  regulate  the  same 
would  probably  expose  the  United  States  to  inconvenience  and  danger  for 
want  of  these  troops  seasonably  in  the  field:  Therefore,  altho  it  would  be 
most  agreeable  to  this  Board  to  refer  matters  of  so  high  consequence  to  the 
determination  of  the  General  Assembly,  yet  from  the  necessity  of  the 
case  and  as  it  appears  to  this  Board  to  be  well  within  the  powers  vested  in 
them  by  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly, 

Resolved^  ordered  and  recommended y  That  the  new  raised  troops  in  this 
State  for  continental  service  be  inoculated  with  the  small  pox  as  soon  as 
possible.

soldiers  in  such  hospitals,  and  that  he  give  orders  that  proper  guards  and 
sentries  be  placed  round  such  hospitals,  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  com- 
munication with  the  persons  infected  from  without  and  to  prevent  any  in- 
fected soldier  from  wandering  out  of  such  hospital  to  expose  ^e  inhabitants, 
and  alBO  that  such  soldiers  when  convalescent  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
purified  from  such  infection,  both  in  their  persons  and  clothes:  all  without 
expense  to  this  State. 

Also  voted  and  resolved,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  which 
such  hospitals  shall  be  be  and  they  are  directed,  upon  the  request  of  Gen* 
Parsons,  to  afford  him  every  necessary  aid  and  assistance  in  the  premises 
and  to  take  the  utmost  care  that  the  small  pox  be  not  spread  from  such 
hospitals;  and  that  to  this  purpose  they  make  such  rules  and  orders  for  the 
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government  and  regulation  of  such  hospitals  as  they  are  enabled  to  do 
respecting  the  small  pox  or  other  infectious  sickness  by  the  statute  of  this 
State  providing  in  case  of  sickness,  imder  the  pains  and  penalties  in  said  act 
contained. 

That  the  families  of  such  persons  as  shall  let  out 
their  houses  as  hospitals  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  may  be  inoculated  therein 
with  the  soldiers  aforesaid. 

That  Gten^  Parsons  be  directed  to  report  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor  what  progress  he  shall  make  in  the  business  aforesaid 
from  time  to  time,  that  any  further  orders  may  be  given  and  measures  taken 
to  render  the  inoculation  of  said  troops  safe  and  effectual.

Whereas  the  terms  of  service  of  the  militia  at  the  forts  in  New  London 
and  Qroton  is  nearly  expired  :  Voted  and  resolved,  that  one  4***  part  of 
the  3''  and  eighth  regiments  of  militia  in  this  State  be  draughted  and 
formed  into  companies  and  officered  with  one  captain,  one  lieutenant  and 
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one  ensign,  to  be  appointed  by  the  field  officers  of  those  regiments  from 
among  the  officers  now  in  commission,  and  equipped  with  blankets  and  with 
their  arms  and  accoutrements,  and  where  it  may  appear  that  any  soldiers 
have  not  arms  they  shall  be  equipped  with  such  as  are  at  New  London  and 
Groton  belonging  to  the  publick.  Those  draughted  from  the  third  regiment 
to  be  formed  and  officered  for  one  company,  and  those  from  the  eighth  regi- 
ment in  two  companies. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  company  of  Veteran  Guards  in  the 
20***  regiment  of  militia  be  augmented  to  sixty-four  privates  by  a  draught 
from  the  other  companies  in  that  regiment  exclusive  of  the  Light  Infantry, 
and  be  under  the  officers  of  the  Veteran  Guards  and  equipped  as  aforesaid, 
which  companies  so  draughted,  formed  and  equipped,  are  to  be  forthwith 
marched  to  said  forts :  those  from  the  third  and  twentieth  regiments  to  gar- 
rison the  fortification  and  posts  at  and  near  New  London,  and  those  from 
the  eighth  regiment  in  like  manner  to  the  forts  at  and  near  Groton;  and  all 
serving  both  at  New  London  and  Groton  to  be  under  the  command  of  Major 
Nathan  Gallup  untill  the  1 5*^  day  of  April  next  unless  sooner  discharged. 
And  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  desired  to  issue  his  orders  accordingly. 

John  Mills  is  appointed  to  be  Captain  of  a  company  in  Col.  Swift *s  bat- 
talion in  continental  service.

The  forepart 
of  the  day  was  chiefly  spent  in  delivering  to  them  a  speech  and  belt  &c.  and 
in  receiving  their  answer  &c.

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ufactored  here  and  given  as  a  specimen  of  American  workmanship.  A  letter 
from  a  great  house  in  France  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  offering  supplies, 
was  also  communicated  to  them,  and  they  appeared  greatly  pleased.

His  Honor  the  Governor  wrote  to  the  Committee  of  War  in  the  State  of 
the  Massachusets  Bay  to  supply  Gen*  Parsons  or  order  with  proper  medicine 
for  the  purpose  of  inoculation. 

A  letter  came  in  from  Capt.  Seth  Harding,  requesting  some  advice, 
whether  to  allow  one  Cornelius  Dunham  of  the  brig  Defence,  who  was 
wounded  in  their  fight  in  Boston  Bay  and  was  at  home  lame  in  time  of  a 
cruise  made  afterwards,  his  share  of  prize  money  and  his  wages  whilst  dis- 
abled to  serve  by  reason  of  his  woxmd;  to  which  an  answer  was  given  that 
no  reason  appears  to  this  Board  against  it. 

This  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  slow  progress  made  in  filling  up 
the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State  and  the  vast  importance 
of  their  being  immediately  compleated  and  of  every  possible  exertion  for  that 
purpose,  as  from  the  present  appearance  it  is  more  than  probable  that  should 
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these  United  States  freely  exert  themselves  at  this  time  and  for  a  few 
months  to  come,  the  unnatural  war  we  are  engaged  in  might  be  brought  Uy 
a  happy  close  and  peace  and  rest  be  restored  to  our  country;  and  consider- 
ing the  many  advantages  we  have  (by  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence) 
gained  over  our  enemies  there  appears  the  greatest  encouragement  to  exert 
ourselves  most  chearfuUy  in  the  defence  of  our  just  rights  and  privileges, 
and  in  filling  up  said  battalions  for  that  purpose  :  Therefore,  to  promote  the 
same, 

It  is  voted  and  resolved  by  this  Board,  To  ascertain  the  quota  or  proportion 
of  each  town  to  compleat  said  battalions,  and  that  said  towns  be  certified 
thereof,  and  that  the  civil  authority,  selectmen  and  military  oflBcers,  and  all 
friends  to  the  liberties  of  mankind,  be  requested  and  exhorted  to  exert  them- 
selves to  their  utmost,  and  that  immediately,  as  they  regard  the  welfare  and 
salvation  of  their  country,  in  incouraging  and  procuring  the  quotas  of  their 
respective  towns  to  engage  in  said  service,  to  promote  and  encourage  such 
inlitment:  And  least  any  should  be  embarrassed  by  the  prospect  of  leaving 
their  families  without  a  security  of  their  being  properly  provided  for,  it  is 
earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  towns  in  this  State  to  engage  and 
promise  such  soldiers  as  shall  undertake  in  said  service  and  not  have  time 
and  opportunity  to  lay  out  their  money  and  make  proper  provision  for  their 
families,  (such  as  have  any,)  that  their  said  famiUes  on  their  reasonable  re- 
quest shall  be  supplied  in  their  absence  with  necessaries  at  the  prices  stated 
by  law,  and  that  each  town  severally  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose 
to  see  them  provided  for  and  supplied  accordingly  on  such  soldiers  lodging 
or  from  time  to  time  remitting  money  to  said  committee  for  that  purpose, 
and  without  any  additional  expence;  and  the  necessary  expence  attend- 
ing the  same  to  be  bom  by  such  towns  respectively  ;  and  that  the  several 
towns  in  this  State,  on  proper  notice  to  be  given  by  the  selectmen,  meet 
together  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  order  to  agree  upon  this  regulation  and  to 
appoint  committees  accordingly  and  also  to  agree  and  firmly  unite  among 
themselves  strictly  to  adhere  to  the  law  regulating  prices,  and  to  use  their 
joint  and  several  influence  to  support  and  maintain  the  same  as  a  very  im- 
portant and  necessary  regulation  for  the  support  of  the  army  and  preventing 
every  measure  artfully  taken  for  oppressing  the  poor,  which  the  Hon*'  •  Con- 
tinental Congress  have  also  taken  to  recommend  to  all  the  other  United 
States  ;  and  also  to  exert  themselves  to  have  their  quotas  of  the  continental 
army  immediately  compleated. 

Since  the  personal  security,  liberty  and  happiness  of  every  individual  is 
deeply  concerned,  and  freedom  or  bondage  to  be  secured  and  entailed  to  all 
posterity  by  the  issue  of  the  present  struggle,  and  every  one  in  their  several 
capacities  are  called  to  a  vigorous  exertion  for  the  defence  and  security  of 
their  country,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to  her  virtuous  sons  voluntarily 
and  without  delay  to  offer  themselves  for  the  service  of  God  and  their 
country  in  this  righteous  cause,  thereby  also  to  prevent  the  disagreeable 
necessity  of  the  frequent  rotation  of  the  men  from  the  militia,  whereby  the 
husbandry  and  manufactures  are  so  much  injured. 

And  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  advised  and  desired  to  issue  this  order.

Considered  and  pass'd  the  following  Resolve,  viz : 

Whereas  a  number  of  blankets  were  collected  by  virtue  of  an  order  and 
resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  in  June  last,  for  the  use  of 
the  public,  and  the  same  are  now  wanted  for  the  continental  soldiers, 

It  is  therefore  resolved  and  ordered.  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  who  collected  and  had  the  care  of  such  blankets  be  and  they  are  here- 
by directed  to  deliver  for  the  use  of  the  continental  soldiers  of  their  respec- 
tive towns  all  such  blankets  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  in  this 
State  or  colonels  of  the  battalions  to  which  such  soldiers  respectively  belong, 
or  to  their  order,  taking  receipts  therefor. 

And  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  are  also  ordered  and  directed  to 
enquire  dilligently  after  and  immediately  collect  all  firearms,  accoutrements 
and  blankets  belonging  to  their  towns  or  the  public  within  such  towns,  which 
have  been  delivered  to  soldiers  on  short  marches  and  tours  of  duty  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  duly  apprized,  where  the  prizes

By  the  Honourable  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Esquire,  Captain-General,  Gov- 
ei:nor,  and  Commander  in  Chief,  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety. 
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To  Esq;  Colonel,  or  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 

Regiment  of  Militia  in  said  State,  Greeting: 

Whereas  T  have  received  a  requisition  from  his  Excellency  General 
Washington,  dated  the  6th  of  March  instant,  pressing  and  earnestly  calling 
for  one  more  exertion  of  the  public  spirit  of  this  State,  by  another  supply  of 
two  thousand  militia  to  be  immediately  sent  to  Peck's-Kill,  there  to  wait 
further  orders,  and  to  continue  in  service  six  weeks  after  their  arrival  there: 
And  said  requisition  being  grounded  on  reasons  of  very  great,  interesting, 
and  irresistable  weight  and  importance,  and  such  as  will  justify  itself  to 
every  friend  of  his  country,  of  every  rank  and  order,  though  the  particular 
reasons  and  design  cannot  with  propriety  be  at  present  communicated. 

And  having  taken  said  requisition  into  serious  consideration,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  my  Council  of  Safety,  judge  the  same  to  be  of  too  great 
and  interesting  a  nature  to  be  neglected  or  delayed  —  the  strange  and  un- 
happy delay  of  filling  up  our  quota  of  the  Continental  army,  and  expiration 
of  the  term  of  our  four  battalions,  rendering  the  measure  indispensibly 
necessary. 

And  although  this  Board  are  by  no  means  unmindful  of  the  difficulties 
which  may  be  occasioned  by  calling  off  so  many  men  at  this  season  ;  yet 
considering  the  unspeakable  importance  of  the  cause  ;  that  the  burden  lies 
equally  on  all  our  sister  States  ;  that  the  contest  in  all  probability  must  be 
short,  if  we  are  not  wanting  to  ourselves,  and  might  have  been  finished  be- 
fore this  time,  If  our  exertions  had  been  equal  to  the  strength  which  God 
has  given  us  for  defence  ;  that  the  blessings  we  contend  for,  are  what  the 
great  God  had  bestowed  upon  us,  and  which  we  have  reason  to  think  he 
will  continue  to  our  faithful  endeavours  ;  that  the  present  and  future  gen- 
erations will  be  fixed  in  the  best  and  highest  civil  or  religious  liberty,  or 
bound  by  the  most  galling  yoke  of  wretched  slavery  and  misery,  according 
to  our  conduct  and  exertions  for  a  very  short  time  ;  and  that  in  the  highest 
probability,  were  the  Continental  army  once  filled,  we  should  have  no  further 
occasion  to  call  for  the  militia,  but  by  the  blessing  of  God  Almighty  should 
with  them  be  able  to  make  an  effectual  stand  against  all  the  efforts  of  our 
unnatural  enemies,  and  have  the  fairest  prospect  of  a  speedy  and  happy  ter- 
mination of  the  present  dispute.  In  these  circumstances,  it  is  most  natural 
and  reasonable  to  expect  that  no  friend  to  his  country,  will  grudge  or  think 
much  of  such  and  so  short  an  exertion  as  is  now  required. 

Therefore,  you  are  commanded  on  sight  hereof,  forthwith  to  cause  to 
be  drawn  and  detached  out  of  the  regiment  under  your  command,  in  pro- 
portion from  the  several  companies  and  rolls,  to  the  number  of 
in  the  whole,  unless  the  said  number  of  men  or  part  thereof  shall  imme- 
diately, on  being  collected  according  to  orders  by  you  to  be  given,  turn  out 
and  voluntarily  offer  themselves  for  this  necessary  service,  which  they  are 
earnestly  called  upon  and  invited  to  do  ;  in  which  case  you  are  not  to  de- 
tach, or  only  such  number  as  shall  be  wanting  of  volunteer :  And  such 
men  are  to  supply  themselves,  as  far  as  possible,  with  arms,  accoutrements, 
and  blankets,  and  if  any  should  be  necessarily  deficient,  the  Authority,  or 
Select-men,  or  both,  in  the  said  towns,  are  called  upon  and  required  to  exert 
their  utmost  efforts,  by  impresses  or  otherwise,  to  supply  such  deficiency  ; 
and  all  persons  holding  or  possessing  any  arms,  or  other  necessaries,  which 
they  have  not  an  almost  certain  prospect  of  wanting  for  immediate  defence, 
before  they  can  be  returned,  are  called    upon  to  turn   them  out  freely  and

without  hesitation,  for  this  sudden,  important  service  ;  and  justice  will  be 
done  them  in  this  and  every  respect :  The  said  men  are  to  be  formed  into 
companies,  by  the  field  officers  of  the  regiments  to  which  they  belong,  in  the 
most  convenient  manner,  to  consist  of  each  as  near  as  may  be, 

exclusive  of  commission-officers,  and  to  march  to  said  Peck's  Kill  without 
delay,  and  under  the  command  of  such  present  militia  commission -officers 
as  shall  be  selected  by  said  field-officers,  viz.  one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants, 
and  one  Ensign,  for  each  company,  and  the  usual  number  of  non -commission 
officers,  and  to  be  in  three  regiments,  to  be  formed  of  equal  numbers  of  the 
most  convenient  companies,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  under  such  field-officers  as 
shall  be  selected  and  appointed  by  this  Board  :  And  all  to  have  the  pay, 
wages,  and  billetting  allowance  as  the  Continental  army  —  and  any  of  them 
have  free  liberty  to  inlist  into  said  army.  And  least  any  should  apprehend 
danger  of  taking  the  small-pox.  they  are  hereby  informed,  that  I  have  the 
strongest  assurance  from  his  Excellency  General  Washington,  that  should 
there  be  the  least  danger  of  their  taking  it,  none  who  have  not  had  it  shall 
march  further  than  Peck's  Kill,  where  there  is  no  danger  of  it. 

And  if  any  desire  to  have  some  pay  advanced  before  they  march,  the 
several  Captains  may  receive  of  the  Treasury  at  the  rate  of  twenty  shillings 
for  each  man,  for  that  purpose.  But  for  expedition  sake  the  Captains  and 
officers  or  others,  are  desired  to  advance  the  same,  and  on  proper  evidence 
the  same  shall  be  repaid.

A  Resolve  and  Proclamation. 
Whereas  notwithstanding  the  encouragement  given  by  the  Honourable 
Continental  Congress,  and  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  and  the 
generous  exertions  of  the  towns  and  of  individuals  in  said  State,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  ACTS  and  doings  of  said  Assembly  and  this  Board,  to  raise- 
and  furnish  our  quota  of  the  Continental  army:  For  the  great  and  unspeak- 
ably important  purposes  of  defending  all  our  property^  our  lives,  and  all  the 
privileges,  which  render  life  desirable,  and  secure  any  of  its  blessings  to 

POSTEBITT. 

The  said  quota  or  proportion  of  said  army  is  not  yet  compleated  in  this 
State,  and  the  time  swiftly  approaches  and  is  almost  arrived,  when  without 
more  vigorous  and  successful  efforts  all  is  lost  ;  there  is  therefore  no  more 
time  to  spare;  while  the  great  laws  of  reason,  virtue  and  self  preservation, 
call  aloud  for  universal  attention  to  this  great  object,  of  far  greater  import- 
ance than  any  other  temporal  concern.  It  is  therefore  once  more,  most  press- 
ingly  and  earnestly  recommended  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  to  use  every 
influence  and  exertion,  immediately  to  fill  up  the  quota  of  the  respective 
towns,  and  forthwith  to  engage  in  this  so  greatly  important  and  necessary 
service,  which  cannot  be  longer  neglected,  without  the  most  imminent  haz- 
ard of  ruin  and  destruction  to  this  State  and  Continent,  and  unless  the  said 
army  be  immediately  filled,  constant  rotations  of  the  Militia  and  Husband 
men  must  be  called  off,  which  would  afford  the  dismal,  certain  prospect  of 
being  devoured  by  famine.  It  is  then  in  every  view  the  duty  and  interest 
of  all,  to  exert  themselves  to  promote  and  encourage  this  great  and  good 
work,  and  of  a  sufficient  number  of  able  and  effective  men  forthwith  to  uir- 
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dertake  for  defence  of  their  country,  and  on  the  reasonable  and  generous 
rewards  and  encouragements  offered  them.  And  they  have  great  reason  to 
rely  upon  the  protection  and  blessing  of  God  Almighty,  and  to  put  their 
trust  in  him  for  success  in  this  our  righteous  cause,  though  for  our  manifold 
sins  He  is  pleased  to  suffer  us  to  labour  under  so  many  delays  and  difficul- 
ties. But  the  voice  and  tokens  of  his  providence  now  seem  clearly  to  point 
out  that  longer  delay  would  be  fatal  and  destructive  to  ourselves  and  all 
succeeding  generations:  And  as  some  are  absolutely  necessary  at  home  for 
many  great  purposes,  as  well  as  to  afford  necessaries  for  the  subsistanoe  of 
those  abroad;  it  is  high  time  and  highly  necessary  that  each  should  take 
their  several  stations,  and  that  every  exertion  to  which  God  has  enabled  us, 
should  be  made,  as  we  would  do  our  duty  to  Him  and  save  ourselves  and 
country,  and  avoid  the  keenest  remorse  and  anguish  for  having  neglected 
any  means  in  our  power  to  preserve  and  transmit  to  our  children,  the  most 
precious  privileges  that  ever  any  people  were  blessed  with. 

Therefore  as  a  most  reasonable,  just  and  necessary  measure,  in  the 
present  situation  of  our  public  affairs,  it  is  resolved,  recommended  and 
ordered,  by  this  Board,  that  the  commission  officers  of  every  company  in 
«ach  town,  and  field  officers  residing  therein,  do  immediately,  and  within 
one  day  after  receiving  this  order,  or  as  soon  as  possible,  meet  together,  and 
find  how  many  are  wanting  and  deficient  in  each  town  of  their  quota  of  said 
army,  according  to  the  stating  thereof  lately  made  and  sent  out,  and  there- 
upon the  commission  and  field  officers  within  such  towns  shall  immediately 
divide  and  class  all  the  men  of  each  company,  within  the  same,  into  as  many 
«qual  numbers  or  classes  as  there  are  deficiencies  in  such  towns;  in  which 
classing,  such  officers  shall  include  all  persons  formed,  or  to  be  formed  by 
law,  into  Alarm  companies;  and  use  their  best  discretion;  and  such  classes 
shall  be  entered  and  enrolled;  and  all  such  companies  shall  be  convened  by 
order  of  the  chief  officer  thereof,  and  be  by  said  officers  &c.  called  upon,  and 
earnestly  invited,  freely  to  inlist  into  said  army;  and  be  also  notified  of  such 
division  and  classing,  and  each  of  such  divisions  called  upon  to  turn  out, 
furnish  or  inlist  one  able  man  into  some  company  of  our  eight  battalions. 
And  in  case  any  such  division  or  class  shall,  by  the  space  of  three  days,  fail 
or  neglect  to  inlist.  or  procure  one  such  man  to  be  inlisted  as  aforesaid;  and 
to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Captain,  or  chief  officer  of  the  company  to 
which  he  did  belong,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  Captain,  or  chief 
officer  of  such  company,  with  the  advice  of  his  Subalterns;  and  he  is  hereby 
required,  without  further  order,  to  draft  and  detach  one  suitable  and  able 
man  from  each  of  said  divisions,  who  shall  be  joined  to  the  nearest  and 
most  convenient  company  in  any  of  said  eight  battalions  where  he  may  be 
needed,  and  equipped  and  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  the  inlisted 
soldiers  —  and  march  with  them  for  the  same  services;  and  to  be  held 
therein  until  the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner  discharged  —  to 
which  discharge  he  or  they  shall  be  entitled  by  lot,  as  fast  as  his  or  their 
place  can  be  supplied  by  voluntary  inlistments  into  the  Continental  army 
from  the  town  to  which  he  or  they  belong,  or  upon  his  or  their  procuring 
another  fit  person  to  take  his  or  their  place;  and  all  such  detached  persons 
shall  have  the  same  wages  and  rations  as  the  Continental  soldiers;  and  the 
detaching  officer  shall  give  immediate  notice  of  the  name  of  the  person  so 
detached,  to  the  Captain  of  the  next  Continental  company,  which  may  not 
have  its  compliment  of  men,  or  his  next  officer  to  be  come  at;  who  will  be 
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authorized  to  take  such  detached  person  or  persons  into  said  company;  and 
every  such  detached  person  who  shall  go  into  the  service,  and  continue  for 
the  term  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  at  the  end  thereof  a  bounty  of  thbke 
POUNDS,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  shorter  term,  provided  he  shall  volun- 
tarily engage  in  said  service  (before  marching)  until  the  said  first  day  of 
January  next;  and  all  such  persons  shall  return  the  arms,  blankets  and 
accoutrements,  which  may  be  supplied  them,  at  the  end  of  the  service,  unless 
lost  without  the  default  of  the  bearer.  And  if  any  persons  so  detached  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  march  in,  and  perform  said  service,  they  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  in  manner  as  provided  by  a  law  of  this  State,  passed  in 
December  last,  and  thereupon  will  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  into  such  com- 
pany as  aforesaid ;  and  such  penalty  shall  be  applied  to  procure  a  fit  person 
to  inlist  into  the  Continental  army,  or  to  take  the  place  of  such  person  so 
declining  and  incurring  said  penalty  according  to  the  provision  of  said  law. 
And  all  such  ofiBcers  are  to  make  return  of  their  doings,  by  virtue  of  this 
Resolve,  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  in  their  recess  to  his  Honour  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  of  Safety.

Whereas  this  State  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  in  Americ^v 
are  become  Free  and  Independent  States  and  have  by  the  unanimous 
declaration  of  their  Delegates  in  the  Continental  Congress  assembled 
published  to  all  the  world  such  their  freedom  and  independence. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  oflBcers  civil  and  military, 
and  freemen  of  this  State,  shall  take  the  following  oath,  viz : 

You  A.  B.  do  swear  by  the  name  of  the  ever  living  God  that  you 
will  be  true  and  faithfoUl  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  as  a  free  and  in- 
dependent  State,  and  in  all  things  do  your  duty  as  a  good  andfaithfull 
subject  of  the  said  State  in  supporting  the  rights,  liberties  and  privileges 
of  the  same :     So  help  you  God. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  when 
said  oath  shall  be  administered  to  any  of  the  people  called  Quakers,, 
it  shall  be  by  way  of  affirmation ;  and  that  no  person  shall  execute 
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any  office  civil  or  military,  or  give  their  vote  or  suffrage  for  the  same, 
after  the  firat  day  of  September  next,  unless  such  person  shall  have 
first  taken  said  oath,  if  thereto  required  by  proper  authority.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  authority  administering  such  oath,  to  give  a 
certificate  thereof,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  same 
hath  been  administered  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  town-clerk's  office  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  names  of  freemen  are  enrolled.  Provided 
nevertheless,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  per- 
son under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  hath  a  right  by  law,  from 
voting  for  the  choice  of  military  officers. 

An  Act  prescriblne  the  Form  of  an  Oath  to  be  taken  by  the  Freemen  of  this 
State,  and  ^r  ei\joininff  the  Same  on  the  proper  Sulz^octa  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  for 
the  future  the  following  form  of  an  oath  be  and  it  is  hereby  estab- 
lished to  be  taken  and  administered  to  the  freemen  of  this  State,  viz  : 

You  A,  B,  being  by  the  providence  of  God  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State  of  Connecticut,  do  swear  by  the  name  of  the  ever-living  God,  that 
you  will  be  true  and  faithfull  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this 
State  and  the  constitution'nnd  government  thereof  as  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent State;  and  whensoever  you  shall  be  called  to  give  your  vote  or 
suffrage  t^mching  any  matter  which  concerns  this  State,  you  shall  give 
it  as  in  your  conscience  you  shall  judge  will  conduce  to  the  best  good  of 
the  same,  mthout  respect  of  persons  or  favour  of  any  man :  So  help 
you  God. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  free- 
man within  this  State  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  election  of  any 
of  the  officers  of  government  untill  he  has  taken  the  aforesaid  oath  in 
open  freeman's  meeting  in  the  town  where  he  dwells,  the  said  oath  to 
be  administered  by  an  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  the 
names  of  the  freemen  enrolled ;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  where  the  neces- 
sity of  the  case  may  require  it,  said  oath  may  be  administered  by  the 
town-clerk  or  one  of  the  selectmen. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  act  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  May  last,  entituled  An  act  in  alteration  of  an  act  enti- 
tuled  an  act  prescribing  and  establishing  the  forms  of  oaths  in  this 
Colony,  so  far  only  as  the  same  respects  the  form  of  an  oath  for  free- 
men, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  made  void ;  and  that 
when  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  the  people  called  Quakers,  it  shall 
be  by  way  of  solemn  affirmation. 

An  Act  to  prevent  Tralterone  Ck>n8piracie8  aerainflt  this  and  the  United  States 

of  America. 

Whereas  many  persons  inimical  to  this  and  the  United  States  of 
America  do  wander  from  place  to  place  with  intent  to  spy  out  the 
state  of  the  Colonies,  form  traiterous  conspiracies  against  the  State,

and  give  intelligence  to  the  enemies  thereof,  to  the  great  danger  and 
prejudice  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  State :     Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  liepresentativeSj  in 
General  Court'  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  no 
person  or  persons  in  any  character  or  capacity  whatever,  except 
persons  well  known  and  esteemed  to  be  f riendlyHo  said  States,  military 
commission  officers  on  their  march  to  or  from  the  army  or  in  defence 
of  this  or  the  said  United  States,  and  soldiers  in  company  with  and 
under  the  command  of  such  officers,  shall  be  allowed  to  travel  or  pass 
from  town  to  town  without  a  proper  permit  signed  by  some  Assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace,  general  or  field  officer,  selectman  or  committee 
of  inspection,  certifying  where  the  bearer  belongs,  the  place  to  which 
he  is  to  travel,  and  that  he  is  reputed  friendly  to  the  United  States. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  every  Assistant  and  justice  of  the  peace,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized,  to  examine  and  seize  every  suspected  person 
travelling  within  this  State ;  and  all  general  and  field  officers,  and  all 
other  military  officers  of  the  army  or  militia  of  every  rank  and  order 
within  this  State,  and  every  selectman,  committee  of  inspection, 
constable  and  grand  juryman,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
examine  every  suspected  person  travelling  in  this  State,  that  shall 
come  to  their  knowledge;  and  if  such  person  shall  not  produce  a 
proper  certificate,  or  otherwise  satisfy  such  officer  that  he  or  she  is 
friendly  to  this  and  the  other  United  States,  such  officer  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  with  or  without  a  warrant  to  apprehend  such 
suspected  person  and  cause  him  or  her  to  appear  before  the  next 
Assistaut  or  justice  of  the  peace.  And  all  persons  are  hereby  required 
to  afford  all  necessary  assistance  therein,  (if  required  by  such 
officer,)  under  the  same  penalties  as  by  law  is  provided  for  refusing 
to  assist  sheriffs  and  constables  in  the  execution  of  their  office.  And 
if  such  suspected  person  apprehended  by  any  Assistant  or  other 
officer  shall  not  produce  a  proper  certificate  or  satisfy  such  authority 
that  he  is  friendly  to  this  and  the  United  States  of  America,  such 
authority  is  hereby  authorized  to  bind  him  or  her  to  his  or  her  good 
behaviour  or  to  commit  him  or  her  to  goal,  there  to  remain  untill  de- 
livered by  due  order  of  law  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require. 
And  such  Assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  are  hereby  authorized  to 
tax  all  necessary  cost  occasioned  by  such  examination  and  grant 
execution  thereon. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  for  apprehending  and  securing 

such  Inimical  Persons  as  shaU  be  deemed  and  adUudgred 

dangerous  to  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Bepresentatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
persons  confined  by  force  of  said  act,  or  by  order  of  this  Assembly  or 
by  his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  may  at  all  times 
be  taken  in  execution  for  any  debt  or  rate,  notwithstanding  their 
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being  confined  in  either  of  the  ways  aforesaid :  Provided  neverthe- 
less, that  such  persons  as  soon  as  they  shall  be  discharged  from  such 
execution  shall  be  forthwith  remanded  to  the  place  where  they  were 
confined  as  aforesaid  at  the  time  of  their  being  taken  in  execution,  in 
case  the  time  for  which  they  were  so  confined  shall  not  then  have 
expired. 

An  Act  for  adoptingr  and  affixingr  the  Stilei  Title  or  Appellation  of  the  Governor 
and  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  State  for  the  Time  beingT' 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  HepresentativeSj  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  the  stile,  title  or  appellation  of  the  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  this  State  for  the  time  being  shall  be  His  Excel- 
lency ;  and  all  public  oflBcers  and  others  within  this  State  in  their 
addresses  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  are  to 
conform  themselves  accordingly. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor ,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
whenever  it  shall  happen  that  the  judge  of  either  of  the  respective 
county  courts  shall  be  absent  out  of  this  State,  or  be  by  sickness  or 
otherwise  unable  to  attend  the  duty  of  said  office,  in  that  case  the 
first  of  the  justices  of  the  quorum  in  said  county  who  shall  be  able  to 
attend  thereon  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  authorities 
in  every  matter  or  thing  necessary  for  the  purpose,  as  the  judge  of 
said  court  by  law  hath ;  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  State  entitled  An  Act  for  makingr  the  Town 
of  Westmoreland  in  this  State  into  a  distinct  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Mepresentatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all 
the  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  who 
before  the  making  said  act  had  rendered  judgments  in  any  cases 
whereof  execution  yet  remains  to  be  done,  may  and  shall,  as  the  case 
may  require,  grant  executions  on  such  judgments  as  fully  as  though 
they  had  remained  justices  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of 
Litchfield,  to  which  they  belonged  at  the  time  of  rendering  said  judg- 
ments. And  that  all  actions  commenced  and  yet  depending  and 
undetermined  in  the  county  of  Litchfield  wherein  there  has  been  no 
interlocutory  judgment,  and  where  both  the  parties  belong  to  the 
county  of  Westmoreland,  may  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  and  entered 
in  the  clerk's  office  in  the  county  court  in  the  county  of  Westmore- 
land; and  the  county  court  in  said  county  of  Westmoreland  are 
hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  take  cognizance  thereof  and 
proceed  thereon  as  though  the  same  had  been  originally  commenced 
before  said  Westmoreland  countv  court. 
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An  Act  In  ftirther  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  formlncr  and  Fefirulatingr 

the  Militia  and  for  the  Encoviraerement  of  Military  Skill  for  the 

better  Defence  of  this  Colony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  SepresentativeSj  in 
General  Court  assembled ^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the 
major  generals,  or  either  of  them,  within  this  State  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  impowered  and  authorized,  with  or  without  orders  of  the 
Captain  General  or  Commander  in  Chief,  if  occasion  shall  require 
upon  any  alarm  or  invasion,  or  notice  of  the  appearance  of  an  enemy 
either  by  sea  or  land,  to  assemble  in  martial  array  and  put  in  warlike 
posture  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  brigades  or  regiments  of  militia 
of  any  denomination  within  this  State  or  any  parts  of  them,  which 
he  may  think  needfuU,  and  the  same  to  order,  lead,  conduct  or 
employ,  for  assisting,  succouring  or  relieving  any  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  United  States,  forts,  towns  or  places,  attacked  by  an  enemy  or 
in  danger  thereof,  as  well  out  of  the  limits  of  this  State  as  within 
the  same,  as  the  exigency  and  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  require, 
for  the  safety  and  defence  of  this  and  the  neighbouring  governments, 
in  like  manner  as  colonels  and  chief  oflScers  of  regiments  are  by  law 
enabled  to  do  within  their  respective  regiments ;  and  they  are  to  send 
intelligence  to  the  Captain  General,  and  attend  and  observe  such 
directions  and  orders  as  he  or  they  may  receive  from  him :  And  the 
brigadiers  general  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  within 
their  respective  brigades  and  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  on  like 
occasions,  and  shall  give  intelligence  to  either  of  said  major  generals, 
and  act  according  to  such  orders  as  they  shall  receive  from  him  or 
the  Captain  General  or  Commander  in  Chief,  and  such  major  general 
shall  communicate  such  intelligence  to  the  Captain  General  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  and  receive  his  orders  for  his  further  conduct. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  supercede  or  alter  the  power  of  the  several  colonels  or  commanders 
of  regiments,  to  call  forth  and  assemble  their  regiments  in-manner  and 
for  the  purpose  as  mentioned  and  directed  by  law,  giving  intelligence 
to  the  Captain  General  or  Commander  in  Chief  or  to  the  next  major 
general  or  brigadier  general,  and  to  obey  such  further  orders  as  he  or 
they  may  receive  from  any  superior  oflScer :  such  major  or  brigadier 
general  to  communicate  any  intelligence  they  may  receive  from  such 
colonels  or  commanding  officers  to  the  Captain  General  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  and  attend  such  orders  as  he  or  they  may  receive 
from  him. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  Alteration  of  an  Act  of  [this]  State  entltuled  An  Act 

to  prevent  Monopolies  and  Oppression  by  excessive  and  imreasonable 

Prices  for  many  of  the  Necessaries  and  Conveniencies  of  Life. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives ^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  for 
the  future  the  price  of  pork  weighing  eight  score  or  under  shall  not 
exceed  three  pence  half-penny,  from  eight  to  ten  score  not  to  exceed 
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three  pence  three  farthings,  and  all  above  ten  score  not  to  exceed  four 
pence  per  pound ;  good  West  India  rum  not  to  exceed  eight  shillings 
per  gallon  per  hogshead,  nine  shillings  and  sixpence  per  single  gallon, 
and  two  shillings  and  sixpence  per  quart,  and  so  in  like  proportion 
for  less  quantities  according  to  the  accustomed  usages  for  retailing 
small  quantities,  with  the  other  allowances  as  stated  by  said  act; 
New  England  rum  not  to  exceed  five  shillings  per  gallon  per  hogs- 
head, five  and  sixpence  per  gallon  by  the  barrell,  six  shillings  per 
single  gallon,  and  one  shilling  and  sixpence  per  quart,  and  so  in  like 
proportion  for  smaller  quantities,  with  the  allowance  according  to  said 
act ;  best  Muscovado  sugar  not  to  exceed  three  pounds  six  shillings 
per  hundred  per  hogshead,  three  pounds  twelve  shillings  by  single 
hundred  weight,  and  ten  pence  per  pound  at  the  first  port  of  delivery, 
with  allowance  for  transportation  according  to  said  act;  Ameri- 
can manufactured  cheese  of  the  best  quality  in  each  year  in  which 
the  game  is  made  and  untill  the  first  day  of  March  next  following, 
not  to  exceed  sixpence  per  pound,  and  after  that  time  seven  pence 
half-penny ;  best  neat  leather  shoes  not  to  exceed  eight  shillings  and 
sixpence  per  pair ;  salted  pork  per  barrell  of  the  quantity  stated  in 
said  act  not  to  exceed  four  pounds  twelve  shillings ;  good  yard-wide 
tow  cloth  not  to  exceed  two  shillings  and  ninepence  per  yard,  and  so 
in  proportion  according  to  its  quality;  rye  shall  not  exceed  four 
shillings  per  bushell;  wheat  flour  not  to  exceed  twenty  shillings  per 
hundred,  gross  weight;  molasses  not  to  exceed  four  shillings  and 
sixpence  per  gallon  per  hogshead,  and  five  shillings  and  threepence 
per  single  gallon  at  the  first  port  of  delivery,  with  allowance  according 
to  said  act. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  said 
act,  so  far  only  as  it  respects  the  price  of  salt  and  beef,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  if  any 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  the  breach  of  this  act,  in  any  part  thereof, 
he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  prosecution  and,  on  conviction,  to  the 
same  pains  and  penalties  as  in  said  former  act  is  provided. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  Currency  of  any  Paper  BUls  in  this  State  except  those 
emitted  by  this  Assembly  or  by  Order  of  the  United  States. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  October  last  passed  an 
act  establishing  the  currency  of  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  the 
United  States  of  America  and  those  emitted  by  this  Assembly,  and 
made  them  a  legal  tender  in  all  payments  within  the  same,  which 
bills  together  with  the  silver  and  gold  passing  within  this  State  afford 
a  sufficient  medium  of  trade,  and  the  circulation  of  paper  bills  emitted 
by  any  other  of  the  States  has  a  natural  tendency  to  depreciate  the 
continental  bills:     Which  to  prevent. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qovemor^  Council  and  ItepresentativeSy  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samcy  That  from 
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and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  A.D.  1777,  no  person  within  this 
State  shall  receive  any  paper  bills  in  payment  for  any  article  of  com- 
merce, or  for  any  debt  or  demand  whatsoever,  except  the  bills  emitted 
by  this  or  the  United  States,  on  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  and  paying  to 
the  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  such  payment  shall  be  made  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  and  not  less  than  forty  shillings,  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  shall  appear,  to  be  determined  by  the  court 
before  whom  the  complaint  shall  be  made  and  prosecuted. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  ^  That  whoever  shall  prosecute  any  breach 
of  this  act  to  effect  before  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  shall  be 
entituled  to  one  half  the  penalty  that  shall  be  so  recovered  with  his  just 
costs,  the  other  half  of  the  penalty  to  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury 
where  the  prosecution  shall  be  made  if  judgment  is  obtained  at  the 
county  or  superior  court ;  if  judgment  is  obtained  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  then  said  half  of  said  fine  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town  where  said  tryal  is  had. 

An  Act  for  exemptlxiflr  those  Persons  in  this  State  oommonly  stUed  Separates 

frora  Tckzes  for  the  Support  of  the  established  Mmistry  and 

buildingr  and  repairingr  Meeting-Houses. 

Whereas  there  are  some  churches  in  this  State  of  persons  profess- 
ing themselves  to  be  strict  congregationalists,  who  notwithstanding 
have  separated  from  the  churches  and  congregations  established  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  are  yet  liable  to  pay  taxes  for  supporting 
the  ministry,  building  and  repairing  meeting-houses  for  the  use  of  the 
established  churches. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Q-ovemor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  all 
such  persons  as  profess  themselves  to  be  strict  congregationalists  but 
have  nevertheless  separated  as  aforesaid  from  the  churches  and  con- 
gregations established  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  are  situated  so 
near  to  any  church  of  such  separatists  where  there  is  a  minister  or- 
dained and  abiding,  performing  divine  service,  and  where  the  ordi- 
nances and  sacraments  of  the  gospel  are  regularly  and  at  stated  times 
administered,  that  he  or  they  can  and  do  constantly  attend  divine 
and  public  worship  in  and  with  such  church,  and  contribute  his  or 
their  reasonable  proportion  to  support  and  maintain  the  same  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  such  church  shall  esteem  most  reasonable  and 
just,  and  on  such  person  or  persons  producing  a  certificate  from  such 
church  of  his  constant  and  uniform  attendance  with  such  church  in 
their  seasons  of  divine  worship  and  of  his  or  their  contributing  their 
proportion  for  support  of  the  ministry  thereof  and  their  places  of 
worship  for  the  time  being  as  judged  reasonable  by  such  church,  he 
or  they  shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  tax  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  ministry  or  building  and  repairing  meeting-houses  for  the 
established  churches  in  this  State,  so  long  as  he  or  they  continue  thus 
to  do;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
And  every  person  claiming  the  benefit  of  this  act  shall  be  disqualified 
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to  vote  in  any  society  meeting,  save  only  for  granting  taxes  for  the 
support  of  schools  and  for  the  establishment  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  schools  and  the  education  of  children  in  them.  Provided  also, 
that  the  names  of  all  such  persons  who  shall  attend  public  worship 
with  such  separate  church  and  congregation  and  otherwise  qualify 
themselves  to  take  the  benefit  of  this  act,  be  by  the  church  with  whom 
they  claim  to  attend  transmitted  to  and  lodged  with  the  clerk  of  the 
society  wherein  such  person  dwells  some  time  in  the  month  of  October 
annually,  with  a  certificate  underwritten,  signed  and  attested  by  the 
minister,  elder  or  deacon  of  such  church,  that  such  persons  therein 
named  have  attended  their  meetings  and  done  their  part  and  propor- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  ministry  and  worship  in  the  judgment  of 
the  major  part  of  the  church  with  whom  such  persons  separating  as 
aforesaid  claim  to  have  attended,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  this 
act. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  churches  and  congrega- 
tions of  separatists  as  aforesaid  shall  have  and  enjoy  full  liberty  to  use 
and  exercise  the  same  powers  and  privileges  for  the  maintaining  and 
supporting  their  respective  ministers,  building  and  repairing  meeting- 
houses for  divine  worship,  as  the  ecclesiastical  societies  established  by 
the  laws  of  this  State  have  and  do  enjoy  and  exercise;  and  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  may  commence,  warn  and  hold  their  meetings, 
and  direct  their  proceedings  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall  re- 
quire for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

An  Act  In  ftirther  Addition  to  the  Law  entitled  An  Act  providingr  in  Case  of 

Sickness. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Hepresentatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  no 
person  shall  hereafter  within  the  limits  of  any  town  in  this  State  re- 
ceive, give  or  communicate  the  infection  of  the  small-pox  by  way  of 
inoculation,  or  in  any  such  like  method,  without  first  obtaining  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  major  part  of  the  civil  authority  and  of  the  selectmen 
of  such  town  approving  of  and  permitting  the  same;  nor  shall  any 
person  be  aiding  or  assisting  therein  without  such  liberty  first  obtained 
as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen 
in  any  town  in  this  Colony  shall  not  grant  permission  for  the  small- 
pox to  be  communicated  by  inoculation  untill  the  approbation  of  such 
town  be  first  had  and  obtained  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voters 
assembled  in  legal  town  meeting,  excepting  it  be  unto  persons  belong- 
ing unto  the  continental  army,  officers  or  soldiers,  and  also  in  such 
case  where  any  person  shall  make  it  appear  fully  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  authority  and  selectmen,  that  he  or  she  hath  been  involun- 
tarily exposed  to  take  the  infection,  and  probably  hath  thereby  taken 
and  received  the  same  in  the  natural  way. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  civil  authority  and 
selectmen  shall  grant  liberty  and  permission  to  inoculate  as  aforesaid. 
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they  are  directed  and  required  to  assign  the  place,  house  or  houses, 
where  it  shall  be  carried  on,  and  the  infected  persons  shall  be  kept ; 
and  to  appoint  or  approve  of  the  nurses  or  tenders  employed,  give 
orders  respecting  the  time  the  persons  infected,  their  nurses  and 
tenders  shall  continue  in  the  places  appointed,  and  also  respecting 
their  cleansing  and  coming  out,  and  such  other  orders  and  directions 
as  shall  be  judged  most  expedient  for  preserving  the  inhabitants  from 
taking  the  infection ;  for  which  service  a  meet  recompence  shall  be 
paid  by  those  concerned,  or  some  of  them,  to  said  authority  and  select- 
men. That  in  case  any  person  shall  presume  voluntarily  to  receive, 
take,  give  or  communicate  the  small-pox  directly  or  indirectly,  con- 
trary to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  or  be  aiding  or  assist- 
ing therein,  such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  for  every  such  offence.  And  any 
person  who  shall  transgress  any  of  the  rules  or  orders  made  or  given 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  such  transgressor  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  town  where  the  offence  shall  be  committed  the 
fium  of  eight  pounds:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  all  such  persons 
and  all  others  shall  be  subjected  to  and  under  the  regulations  of  the 
law  aforesaid,  entitled  An  act  providing  in  case  of  sickness,  in  every 
case  wherein  other  or  different  provision  is  not  herein  made  concern- 
ing the  same.  And  whenever  any  person  shall  be  brought  to  tryal 
for  the  breach  of  this  act  in  communicating  or  receiving  the  small- 
pox, aiding  or  assisting  therein,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  and  ad- 
judged guilty  thereof,  although  the  complainant  shall  not  be  able  to 
produce  any  other  proof  than  to  render  it  probable ;  unless  such  per- 
son shall  make  oath  before  the  court  before  whom  such  person  is  on 
tryal,  that  he  or  she  have  not  voluntarily,  directly  or  indirectly,  given 
or  received  said  infection,  either  by  inoculation  or  any  way  or  means 
whatsoever;  which  oath  the  said  court  are  hereby  impowered  to  ad- 
minister. And  all  informing  officers  are  hereby  impowered  and  re- 
quired to  inform  against  all  and  every  person  and  persons  who  shall 
transgress  this  act  or  any  rules  and  orders  made  in  pursuance  of 
this  act. 

Aiid  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  statute  made  and  passed  by 
this  Assembly  in  May,  1761,  entituled  An  act  in  further  addition  to 
the  law  entitled  An  act  providing  in  case  of  sickness,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed. 

An  Act  for  revlvlnfir  and  continulngr  an  Act  of  this  Aseembly  made  and  passed 

at  the  Sessions  of  this  Assembly  in  December  last  for  preventing 

the  DlstiUingr  of  Spirituous  Liquors  ft*om  Orain. 

Whereas  said  act  was  to  continue  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  this 
Assembly  and  no  longer. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  said  act  be  revived,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  and  shall 
continue  and  be  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  October 
next. 
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Articles,  Rules  and  Beffulations  for  preservinfir  Order,  Good  Qovemment  and 

Discipline  among;  the  Militia  and  other  Forces  of  this  State  when  called 

to  actual  Service  for  the  Defence  and  Security  of  the  Same. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oovemor^  Council  and  Representatives ,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
following  articles  shall  be  observed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid : 

Section  1st. 

Art.  1.  All  oflScers,  non-commissioned  oflScers  and  soldiers,  when 
the  safety  and  good  of  the  service  permits,  shall  with  decency  and 
reverence  attend  divine  service  at  the  place  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, on  penalty  of  being  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  martial  mulct  of 
the  whole  of  his  or  their  wages  for  one  day  respectively. 

Art.  2.  Any  oflBcers,  non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  who 
shall  use  any  unlawfuU  oath  or  execration  shall  incur  the  penalty  ex- 
pressed in  the  first  article. 

Art.  3.  Any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall 
behave  himself  with  contempt  or  disrespect  towards  the  general  or  gen- 
erals or  commander  in  chief,  or  shall  speak  words  tending  to  his  or  their 
hurt  or  dishonour,  or  shall  begin,  excite,  cause  or  join  in  any  mutiny 
or  sedition  in  the  regiment,  troop,  company,  garrison,  party,  post, 
detachment  or  guard,  to  which  he  belongs,  or  in  any  other  corps  or 
party  of  the  militia  or  forces  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  or 
shall  not  use  his  utmost  endeavours  to  suppress  any  mutiny  or  sedi- 
tion where  he  is  present,  or  knowing  of  any  mutiny  or  intended 
mutiny  shall  delay  to  give  information  to  the  commanding  officer, 
-such  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  suffer  such 
punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence, 
by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  4.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  strike  his  superior  officer, 
or  shall  draw  or  offer  to  draw  or  lift  up  any  weapon  or  offer  any  vio- 
lence against  him,  being  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  or  shall  disobey 
his  lawfuU  commands,  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall  be  in- 
flicted, according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence,  by  the  sentence  of  a 
court  martial. 

Art.  5.  Any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  desert 
or,  without  leave  of  his  commanding  officer,  absent  himself  from  the 
troop,  company  or  party  to  which  he  belongs,  shall  be  punished  ac- 
cording to  the  nature  of  his  offence  by  the  judgment  of  a  court 
martial. 

Art.  6.  Any  officer  or  soldier  being  convicted  of  advising  or 
encouraging  any  other  officer  or  soldier  to  desert  shall  suffer  such 
punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court 
martial. 

Art.  7.  All  officers  shall  have  right  to  quell  quarrels,  frays  and 
disorders,  though  in  any  other  corps,  and  to  order  in  arrest  or  con- 
finement the  persons  concerned ;  and  whosoever  shall  offer  any  vio- 
lence to  such  officer,  though  of  an  inferior  rank,  shall  be  punished  at 
the  discretion  of  a  court  martial. 
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Art.  8.  All  challengers,  duellers  and  seconds,  and  all  who  shall 
aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  nature  of  his 
offence  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  war  by  the  judgment  of  a  court 
martial. 

Art.  9.  Any  officer  oY  soldier  who  shall  use  any  reproachfuU  or 
provoking  speeches  or  gestures  to  another,  or  shall  behave  disorderly 
or  use  any  menacing  words  or  contemptuous  carriage  in  presence  of  a 
court  martial,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence. 

Art.  10.  Any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  ia 
camp,  garrison,  quarters,  or  on  a  march,  offer  any  violence  to  any 
inhabitant,  or  commit  any  outrage  on  him  or  his  goods,  or  shall 
plunder  any  house  or  other  building,  or  any  field,  garden  or  lot,  of 
any  effects,  or  shall  kill,  wound  or  destroy  any  cattle,  sheep,  hogs,, 
fowls,  or  any  other  creature  belonging  to  any  of  the  good  people  of 
this  State,  or  shall  by  threatning  or  otherwise  force  or  compel  any  of 
the  inhabitants  to  loan,  give  or  sell,  any  horse,  carriage,  victuals, 
liquor,  entertainment,  or  any  other  thing,  shall  be  punished,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  his  ofifence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  martial, 
and  reparation  shall  be  made  to  the  party  injured  by  paying  him  the 
wages  due  to  the  offender,  or  by  delivering  him  over  to  the  civil 
authority  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  law  of  the  land  as  the  case 
may  require;  and  any  officer  who. shall  command  on  a  march  or  m 
camp,  garrison  or  quarters,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  see  justice 
done  herein,  shall  on  proof  thereof  before  a  general  court  martial  be 
cashiered  and  otherwise  suffer  such  penalties  as  such  offender  ought 
to  have  done. 

Art.  11.  No  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  be  found 
One  mile  from  camp  without  leave  in  writing  from  his  superior  officer : 
No  officer  or  soldier  shall  lie  out  of  his  camp  or  quarters  without  leave 
from  his  commanding  officer:  All  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers  shall  at  retreat-beating  retire  to  their  quarters :  All  officers,, 
non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  shall  at  the  times  prefixed  by 
the  commanding  officer  immediately  repair  to  the  parade,  alarm  post, 
or  other  place  of  rendezvous,  and  there  shall  remain  untill  duly  dis-^ 
missed  or  relieved ;  any  who  shall  offend  herein  shall  be  punished, 
according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  court 
martial. 

Art.  12.  Any  commissioned  officer  found  drunk  on  guard  or 
other  duty  under  arms  shall  be  cashiered:  Any  non-commissioned 
officer  or  soldier  so  offending  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall' 
be  inflicted  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  13.  Any  centinel  found  sleeping  on  his  post,  or  who  shall 
leave  it  before  relieved,  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  court  mar- 
tial shall  order. 

Art.  14.  Any  person  who  shall  designedly  make  a  false  alarm, 
or  any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  without  urgent  necessity  leave  his 
platoon  or  division,  shall  be  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  his- 
offence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  martial. 
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Art.  15.  Any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  who 
shall  leave  his  post  in  time  of  an  engagement,  to  go  in  search  of 
plunder,  shall  suiter  such  punishment  as  a  general  court  martial  shall 
inflict. 

Art.  16.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  by  his  influence  cause 
or  excite  the  officers  or  soldiers  of  any  post,  to  compel  the  command- 
ing officer  of  any  post  or  garrison  to  give  it  up  to  the  enemy  or  to 
abandon  it,  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  general 
court  martial  shall  inflict. 

Art.  17.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  make  known  the  parole 
or  countersign  to  any  who  is  not  entitled  to  receive  it,  or  shall  give  a 
false  parole  or  watch-word  to  any  who  are  entitled  to  receive  it,  shall 
suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  general  court  martial 
shall  inflict. 

Art.  18.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  relieve  the  enemy 
with  money,  victuals,  or  arms  or  ammunition,  or  shall  knowingly 
harbour  or  protect  an  enemy,  or  shall  hold  a  correspondence  with  or 
give  intelligence  to  the  enemy,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  shall 
suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  general  court  martial 
shall  inflict. 

Art.  19.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  in  time  of  ap  engagement 
shall  traitorously  and  evidently  be  aiming  to  decoy  or  betray  any 
corps,  party  or  detachment,  into  the  hands  and  power  of  the  enemy, 
shall  suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  general  court  mar- 
tial shall  inflict. 

Art.  20.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  shamefully  abandon 
any  post  committed  to  his  charge,,  or  endeavour  by  words  to  induce 
others  to  do  the  like  in  time  of  an  engagement,  shall  suffer  death  or 
such  other  punishment  as  a  general  court  martial  shall  inflict. 

Art.  21.  No  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  sell,  waste, 
destroy  or  embezzle  any  arms,  ammunition  or  other  warlike  stores 
belonging  to  and  delivered  to  him  for  the  service  of  this  State,  on 
pain  of  being  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence  and 
being  mulct  of  his  pay  to  the  value  of  the  thing  so  sold  or  wasted,  by 
the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  22.  All  crimes  not  capital,  and  all  disorders  and  neglects 
which  officers  and  soldiers  may  be  guilty  of  to  the  prejudice  of  good 
order  and  military  discipline,  though  not  mentioned  in  these  articles, 
are  to  be  punished  by  courts  martial  according  to  the  nature  and 
degree  of  [the]  offence. 

Section  2d. 

Art.  1.  All  general  courts  martial  and  for  the  tryal  of  capital 
offences  shall  be  appointed  by  the  captain  general,  the  lieutenant  gen- 
eral, or  a  major  general  or  a  brigadier  general  commanding  in  a 
separate  post  of  this  State  for  the  time  being,  and  the  names  and  rank 
of^the  members  be  included  in  such  appointment. 

Art.  2.     Every  general   court  martial  shall  consist  of  thirteen 
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members,  the  senior  in  rank  to  be  president,  who  shall  not  be  under 
the  rank  of  a  colonel. 

Art.  3.  All  courts  martial  not  general  shall  be  appointed  and  the 
members  named  bj  the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment 
to  which  the  offender  who  is  to  be  tryed  belongs. 

Art.  4.  The  sentence  of  any  court  martial  shall  not  be  put  in 
execution  untill  the  same  be  approved,  and  the  execution  ordered  by 
him  who  appointed  the  said  court,  and  no  sentence  for  a  capital 
offence  shall  be  put  in  execution  without  being  first  laid  before  the 
captain  general  for  the  time  being  and  by  him  approved  of. 

Art.  6.  All  the  members  of  a  court  martial  shall  behave  with 
decency  and  calmness,  and  shall  begin  with  the  youngest  in  rank  to 
give  their  opinions. 

Art.  6.  All  regimental  courts  martial  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, unless  in  cases  where  not  more  than  three  can  be  had :  all  shall 
be  commissioned  officers. 

Art.  7.  No  field  officer  shall  be  tryed  but  by  a  general  court  mar- 
tial ;  nor  in  those  cases  shall  any  member  be  below  the  degree  of  a 
captain. 

Art.  8.  No  regimental  court  martial  shall  sentence  any  prisoner 
to  receive  a  greater  punishment  for  one  offence  than  thirty-nine  stripes. 

Art.  9.  All  offenders  who  are  confined  shall  have  their  tryal  as 
soon  as  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the  situation  of  the  service  will 
admit ;  and  the  crime  shall  be  given  in  in  writing  before  the  relieving 
of  the  guard. 

Art.  10.  Every  officer  commanding  the  guard  where  an  officer  is 
committed  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  report  the  prisoner  and  the 
crime  he  is  charged  with  to  tiie  commanding  officer  of  the  post,  that 
speedy  justice  may  be  done. 

Art.  11.  All  suttlers  and  others  who  keep  with  the  troops  in  ser- 
vice shall  be  subject  to  these  rules  and  regulations. 

Art.  12.  Any  officer  who  shall  make  a  false  return  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  more  pay,  provisions  or  stores  than  is  justly  due  to 
any  officers  or  men  which  are  in  service,  shall  on  conviction  thereof 
be  cashiered  and  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  military  commis- 
sion thereafter  in  this  State,  and  shall  also  be  holden  to  reimburse 
any  money  or  other  articles  drawn  by  virtue  of  such  false  return. 

Art.  13.  All  members  sitting  in  courts  martial  shall  be  sworn  by 
the  president,  and  the  president  shall  himself  be  sworn  by  the  officer 
next  in  rank  in  said  court :  The  oath  to  be  taken  previous  to  their 
proceeding  to  the  tryal  of  any  offender  in  form  following,  viz : 

You  A.  B.  swear  that  you  will  well  and  truly  try  and  impartially 
determine  the  cause  of  the  prisoner  now  to  be  tryed  according  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  preserving  order,  good  government  and  dis- 
cipline among  the  militia  and  other  forces  of  this  State  when  called 
to  actual  service  for  the  defence  and  security  of  the  same :  So  help 
you  God. 
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Art.  14.  All  persons  called  to  give  evidence  in  any  case  before  a 
court  martial  who  shall  refuse  to  give  evidence  shall  be  punished  for 
such  refusal  at  the  discretion  of  such  court  martial.  The  oath  to  be 
administred  in  the  form  following,  viz : 

You  swear  that  the  evidence  you  shall  give  in  the  case  now  in 
hearing  shall  be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth : 
So  help  you  God. 

In  Congress,  April  29*^  1777. 

Hesolvedj  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  forthwith 
to  order  the  sums  advanced  by  them  for  recuiting  the  continental 
battalions  raised  by  the  said  States,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
officers  receiving  the  same,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  paymasters  of 
such  battalions,  and  that  the  said  paymasters  be  respectively  required 
to  call  such  officers  to  account  therefor,  who  shall  produce  certificates 
from  the  muster-master  or  deputy  muster-master-general,  specifying 
the  number  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers ;  and  also  of 
officers  of  the  light  horse,  the  number  of  horses  and  arms  and  equip- 
age belonging  to  their  respective  regiments,  companies  or  troops, 
together  with  such  other  vouchers  as  shall  be  necessary  to  prove  the 
sums  expended  for  these  articles,  the  subsistence  of  the  troops  before 
their  joining  the  army,  the  loss  of  money  by  death  or  desertions  of 
non-conmiissioned  officers  and  soldiers  before  muster,  or  other  neces- 
sary expences.  And  it  is  further  recommended  to  the  said  States, 
that  they  order  the  regimental  paymasters  to  report  to  them  the  set- 
tlement of  the  said  accounts,  together  with  the  vouchers  to  be  pro- 
duced when  confirmed,  by  the  said  States  to  the  Treasury  Board  on 
adjustment  of  their  accounts.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  said 
States,  if  any  of  the  regimental  paymasters  shall  neglect  to  obey  their 
directions  as  aforesaid,  to  order  their  names  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
commander  in  chief  of  the  department,  who  shall  thereupon  remove 
from  office  such  delinquent  paymasters,  and  supply  their  places  with 
such  others  as  he  shall  think  qualifyed  therefor.  That  if  any  officer 
shall  not  within  one  month  after  application  for  that  purpose  render 
such  account,  the  regimental  paymaster  requiring  the  same  shall 
make  report  thereof  to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  department,, 
who  shall  order  a  court  martial  on  such  officer,  and  also  on  such  other 
officer  or  officers  as  shall  be  guilty  of  embezzling  the  public  money, 
and  the  fact  being  ascertained  by  their  report,  shall  immediately  cause 
him  to  be  cashiered  and  a  copy  of  the  report  delivered  to  the  regimental 
paymaster, to  be  transmitted  to  the  State  to  which  he  belongs,  that  such 
State  may  give  proper  orders  for  compelling  the  delinquent  officer  to 
account  in  a  court  of  justice.  That  duplicate  accounts  of  all  monies 
advanced  by  Congress,  by  general  officers,  and  by  the  paymaster  and 
deputy  paymasters  general,  for  recruiting  continental  battalions,  be 
transmitted  by  the  Treasury  Board,  such  general  officers  and  pay- 
master and  deputy  paymaster  general  respectively,  to  the  commissioners- 
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of  accounts  for  the  army  in  the  northern  and  middle  departments, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  respective  regimental  paymasters, 
to  enable  them  to  call  the  oflBcers  chargeable  with  such  money  to 
account  in  the  manner  before  directed ;  and  the  said  regimental  pay- 
masters shall  transmit  to  the  respective  commissioners  aforesaid  the 
settlement  of  such  accounts  with  the  vouchers,  who  shall  report  to  the 
Treasury  Office  those  which  are  approved  of  by  them,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed witii  the  regimental  paymaster  neglecting  to  obey  their  directions 
herein,  and  officers  not  accounting  for  the  monies  by  them  received  as 
aforesaid,  in  the  manner  proposed  to  be  pursued  by  the  States  in 
[consequence  of]  the  preceding  resolve.  That  the  general  officers, 
paymaster  and  deputy  paymasters  general,  respectively,  be  also  directed 
to  transmit  to  the  Treasury  Office  duplicate  accounts  of  all  monies 
advanced  by  them  for  recruiting  continental  battalions  as  aforesaid. 
That  all  regimental  paymasters  be  directed  to  apply  to  the  respective 
commissioners  for  accounts  of  the  sums  advanced  to  their  officers  as 
aforesaid.  That  all  commissioners  of  claims  or  accounts  be  impowered 
to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  to  persons  examined  by  them  in 
the  execution  of  their  office. 

Extract  from  the  minutes,  Charles  Thomson  Seer*''. 
Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  of  the 
Hon^*^  Continental  Congress,  bearing  date  April  29*^,  1777,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  carefully  and  punctually  performed 
and  complied  with,  so  far  as  to  this  State  appertains ;  and  all  officers 
and  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern  belonging  to  this  State  are 
hereby  required  and  enjoined  to  take  notice  of  and  pay  the  most  care- 
full  and  exact  obedience  to  the  said  resolves  of  said  Congress  in  every 
particular  to  them  respectively  appertaining,  upon  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  being  dealt  with  according  to  the  directions  therein  con- 
tained, and  to  such  other  and  further  penalty  as  to  this  Assembly 
shall  appear  fit  and  just  according  to  the  nature  and  demerit  of  such 
offence  or  neglect. 

An  Act  for  raisinfir  and  compleatins  the  Quota  of  the  Oontinental  Army  to  be 

ralaea  in  thla  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-overnor,  Council  and  Representatives^  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  any  two 
men  belonging  to  this  State,  and  not  of  the  continental  army,  who 
shall  procure  an  able-bodied  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist  into  either  of 
the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State,  for  the  term  of 
three  years  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  exempted  from  actual  service, 
and  from  all  drafts  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  so  procure 
such  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist,  such  soldier  however  te  be  accounted 
as  part  of  the  quota  of  the  town  to  which  such  soldier  belonged  at  the 
time  of  his  being  so  procured  untill  their  quota  is  compleated,  after- 
wards te  be  accounted  as  part  of  the  quota  of  that  town  by  whose  in- 
habitants he  may  be  hired  and  procured  to  inlist. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  said  J:)attalion8  shall  not 
be  compleated  by  the  26'*'  day  of  May  instant,  the  captains  or  com- 
'  inanding  officers  of  the  militia  alarm  list  and  independent  companies, 
which  have  not  already  furnished  their  proportion  of  soldiers  for  said 
battalions,  shall  convene  their  respective  companies  at  the  usual  place 
of  parade  on  said  day  and  shall  then  and  there  detach  to  serve  in  one 
of  the  most  convenient  companies  in  said  battalions,  untill  the  first  day 
of  January  next  unless  sooner  discharged,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  a  Resolve  and  Proclamation  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety, 
bearing  date  the  12**^  day  of  April  last,  one  man  from  each  of  the 
classes  heretofore  made  in  pursuance  of  said  resolve  and  proclama- 
tion, which  have  not  already  procured  a  recruit  to  inlist  into  some  one 
of  said  battalions.  And  in  case  persons  so  detached,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  go  into  said  service,  said  officers  shall  con- 
tinue  to  detach  successively  from  the  class  to  which  the  person 
detached  and  neglecting  or  refusing  to  go  into  said  service  belongs, 
untill  they  shall  either  detach  one  from  such  class  who  will  agree  to 
go  into  said  service,  or  untill  they  shall  have  detached  every  man  in 
such  class,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penalties  that  persons  drafted  and  neglecting  to  march 
are  subjected  to  by  a  statute  law  of  this  State  entituled  An  act  in 
further  addition  to  an  act  entituled  [an  act]  for  furnishing  and  regu- 
lating the  militia  and  for  the  encouragement  of  military  skill  for  the 
better  defence  of  this  State,  and  be  proceeded  against  according  to 
the  directions  of  said  statute  :  Provided  however,  that  no  person  who 
has  been  already  detached  by  virtue  of  the  said  proclamation  shall  be 
liable  to  be  drafted  by  force  of  this  clause. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  by  drafting  as  aforesaid  said 
officers  shall  not  be  able  to  procure  one  man  from  each  of  said  classes 
to  go  into  said  service,  said  officers  of  said  respective  companies  shall 
thereupon  immediately  proceed  to  detach  from  their  respective  com- 
panies to  serve  in  said  battalions  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next 
siich  a  number  of  able-bodied  effective  men  as  is  proportioned  to  the 
number  of  classes  belonging  to  said  companies,  which  have  not  pro- 
vided their  men,  and  shall  certify  the  names  of  the  persons  so  drafted 
to  the  next  commission  officers  of  any  of  said  battalions,  who  is  author- 
ized to  take  and  cause  him  or  them  to  join  and  serve  in  such  battalions 
untill  the  first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner  discharged  as  afore- 
said. And  the  penalty  which  he  or  they  shall  have  been  subjected  to 
by  said  proclamation  or  this  act  shall  be  remitted  to  him  or  them. 
And  in  case  the  person  or  persons  in  either  of  the  ways  aforesaid 
drafted  shall  thereupon  voluntarily  engage  in  either  of  the  said 
battalions  for  said  term,  he  or  they  shall  at  the  expiration  thereof  be 
entituled  to  a  premium  of  three  pounds,  and  if  sooner  discharged  to 
such  part  of  said  sum  as  is  proportionable  to  the  time  for  which  he 
shall  have  served :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  in  actual 
service  on  the  16^^  of  May  instant  or  belonging  to  any  class  who  shall 
have  furnished  or  procured  a  man  for  said  service  in  either  of  said 
16 
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battalions,  or  hath  contributed  a  part  or  proportion  thereto,  shall  be 
subjected  to  such  draft;  anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  drafted  in  manner 
aforesaid,  of  any  other  in  their  stead,  shall  inlist  into  any  of  said 
battalions  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  during  the  war,  the  finea 
arising  by  virtue  of  said  proclamation  and  this  act  within  the  town  to 
which  he  or  they  belong  shall  be  distributed  to  such  person  or  persona 
equally :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  not  more  than  twenty  pounds 
shall  be  distributed  to  one  man. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  man  so  drafted  as  aforesaid 
who  shall  thereupon  inlist  into  any  of  the  continental  battalions  rais- 
ing in  this  State  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  during  the  war,  and 
shall  be  accepted  in  said  service,  shall  be  entituled  to  the  continental 
and  state  premiums,  cloathing,  wages  and  allowances. 

Whereas  the  exigencies  of  this  State  and  the  publick  require  a 
considerable  supply  of  the  treasury. 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  a  tax  of  twelve  pence 
on  the  pound  on  the  general  list  of  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  in- 
habitants of  this  State  brought  into  this  Assembly  in  October,  1776, 
with  the  additions,  be  laid,  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  thi& 
State  at  or  before  the  29th  day  of  December  next;  and  the  Treasurer 
is  ordered  to  send  out  his  warrants  accordingly. 

And  for  a  temporary  relief  in  the  present  exigency ^  it  is  further 
resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  borrow  or  issue  his  notes  on  inter- 
est for  such  sums  as  there  may  be  immediate  occasion  for,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  seventy-two  thousand  pounds  in  the  whole,  payable 
at  said  Treasurer's  office  in  continental  bills  or  bills  of  this  State,  at 
or  before  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  date,  with  interest  at  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  untill  paid,  or  untill  publick  notice  shall  be 
given  by  said  Treasurer  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  that  he  is 
ready  to  pay  the  same ;  and  none  of  such  notes  shall  be  issued  for  a 
less  sum  than  thirty  pounds,  and  that  the  moneys  due  to  this  State  be 
collected  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  for  the  more  effectual  defence 
of  this  State  on  the  sea  coasts  and  frontiers,  and  to  prevent  incursions 
and  depredations  of  the  enemy,  there  be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary 
inlistment  two  battalions,  to  consist  of  7^8  men  in  each  battalion  in- 
cluding officers,  in  which  two  battalions  shall  be  computed  the  troops 
that  are  already  ordered  to  be  raised  and  stationed  in  the  several 
parts  of  this  State  on  the  sea  coast.  That  said  two  battalions  be  con- 
tinued in  service  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  the  General  Assembly  or  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety.  That  all  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
who  shall  inlist  into  either  of  said  battalions  by  the  15th  day  of  July

next,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  a  premium  of  six  pounds,  L.  money, 
they  providing  themselves  with  good  and  sufficient  arms,  accoutre- 
ments, blankets  and  knapsacks;  and  such  non-commission  officers 
and  soldiers  shall  have  the  same  wages  and  allowances  for  subsistance 
as  is  by  Congress  allowed  to  the  continental  army :  Provided,  that 
if  said  two  battalions  shall  not  be  filled  up  by  the  said  15th  day  of 
July,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  his 
Council  of  Safety  to  discharge  so  many  of  the  commission  officers  as 
are  supernumerary  in  proportion  to  the  privates,  according  to  the  rule 
lately  adopted  and  established  by  Congress ;  and  such  officers  shall  be 
allowed  wages  to  the  time  of  their  discharge. 

Whereas  by  reason  of  the  great  scarcity  of  salt,  the  inhabitants  of 
this  State  are  reduced  to  great  distress,  and  likely  to  be  reduced  to 
greater  if  some  effectual  measures  are  not  come  into  to  prevent  it, 

Therefore  it  is  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  are  desired  and  enabled  to  take  the 
matter  into  their  consideration  and  concert  a  proper  plan  for  the  man- 
ufacturing salt  within  this  State  and  carry  the  same  into  execution; 
and  also  for  the  importation  of  salt :  all  at  the  cost  and  risque  of  this 
State. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  militia  officers  holding  com- 
missions in  this  State  bearing  date  before  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence within  this  State  be  directed  to  deliver  their  commissions  to  the 
colonel  or  chief  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  such  of- 
ficers respectively  belong,*  and  shall  receive  new  commissions  which 
shall  be  made  out  agreeable  to  the  form  lately  directed  by  this  Assem- 
bly and  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  and  for  the  offices  they  sus- 
tained by  their  former  commissions  in  the  respective  companies  to 
which  they  belong.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  colonel  or  com- 
manding officer  of  the  several  regiments  in  this  State  to  apply  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor  for  new  commissions  for  all  such  officers  within 
their  respective  regiments  and  receive  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  of- 
ficers upon  their  returning  their  former  commissions,  which  shall  be 
lodged  with  his  Honor  the  Governor.  And  the  rank  of  such  officers 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby  but  be  determined  by  the  date  of  said 
former  commissions.  And  his  Honor  the  Governor  is  hereby  impow- 
ered  and  desired  to  make  out  commissions  for  all  such  officers  accord- 
ingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  there  be  a  company  of  Rangers, 
of  ninety  men  officers  included,  immediately  raised  by  voluntary  in- 
listment  within  this  State  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  other  United 
States,  to  continue  in  service  till  the  first  day  of  January  A.  D.  1778. 
And  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  shall  receive  a  bounty

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of  three  pounds  lawfull  money,  he  furnishing  himself  with  cloaths, 
arms,  accoutrements,  one  blanket  and  knapsack,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  pay,  wages  and  allowances,  as  are  allowed  by  Congress  to  the 
continental  troops ;  and  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules 
and  directions  of  his  Honor  the  Governor  or  any  other  their  superior 
officers. 

Arid  be  it  further  resolved^  That  Silvanus  Mead  be  a  Captain  to 
command  said  company  of  rangers,  Silvanus  Marshall  be  First  Lieu- 
tenant, Jehiel  Mead  Second  Lieutenant,  and  Jesse  Hait  Ensign  of  said 
company,  and  that  they  be  commissioned  accordingly. 

Besolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  the  commissions  for  the  officers 
in  the  company  of  rangers  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  State  bear  date 
the  ninth  day  of  May  instant. 

Upon  the  subject  matter  of  a  letter  from  General  Sylliman  to  his 
Honor  the  Governor,  communicated  to  this  Assembly,  representing 
that  one  Mr.  Wood,  a  surgeon's  mate  belonging  to  the  enemy,  had 
been  sent  to  Fairfield  with  a  design  to  procure  leave  to  attend  the  en- 
emies sick  and  wounded  at  Danbury,  and  proposing  in  the  name  of 
Mr.  Loring,  commissary  of  prisoners  of  war,  an  exchange  to  be  made. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  it  be  recommended  to  his  Honor 
the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety,  on  consideration  of  the  matter, 
to  permit  the  said  Wood  to  proceed  in  his  intended  business  or  not  as 
to  them  shall  seem  most  expedient,  and  to  take  such  measures  for  the 
proposed  exchange  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  necessary  to  effect 
the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  General  Erastus  Wolcott,  Capt. 
Ephraim  Pease,  Capt.  Dudley  Wright,  Doct'  John  Dickinson,  Mr. 
Asahel  Holcomb,  Capt.  John  Phelps,  General  James  Wadsworth,  Mr. 
Joseph  Hopkins,  Colo.  Jonathan  Fitch,  Colo.  Samuel  Abbott,  Mr. 
Hezekiah  Lane,  Capt.  Robert  Fairchild,  Mr.  Thaddeus  Burr,  Mr.  Eb- 
enezer  Hyde  jun%  Capt.  Jabez  Huntington,  Mr.  Nathan  Frink,  Capt. 
Elisha  Child,  Colo.  Ebenezer  Norton,  Major  Elijah  Abell,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Mumford,  Mr.  Miles  Beach,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
a  committee  for  procuring  fire-arms  and  gun-locks,  and  that  the  same 
powers  and  authority  heretofore  given  to  a  former  committee  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  revived  and  given  to  said  committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  executing  the  aforesaid  trust ;  and  said  committee  are  directed 
to  exert  their  utmost  endeavours  to  effect  the  manufacture  of  good 
fire-arms  and  gun-locks ;  and  said  committee  are  to  make  report  of 
their  doings  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  same  premiums  and  encour- 
agements shall  be  given  to  the  manufacturers  of  fire-arms  and  gun- 
locks,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  hath  been  heretofore 
given  and  allowed,  untill  the  first  day  of  June  next. 
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And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  Mr.  Elihu  Clark,  Maj'  Nath^ 
Brown,  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  Capt.  Lemuel  Stoughton,  Mr.  Isaac  Doo- 
little,  Mr.  Joseph  Hopkins,  Mr.  Samuel  Noyes,  Mr.  John  Raymond, 
Capt.  Daniel  Judson,  Capt.  Jabez  Huntington,  Mr.  Elnathan  Walker, 
Mr.  Edmund  Beach,  and  Capt.  Mathew  Gillett,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  severally  appointed  Inspectors,  to  examine  and  approve  of  all 
such  fire-arms  and  locks  as  shall  be  made  within  this  State ;  and  none 
of  said  arms  shall  be  received  or  paid  for  by  said  committee  for  the 
use  of  this  State  or  any  premium  allowed  thereon  to  any  manufacturer 
untill  examination  and  due  proof  has  been  made  of  such  arms  by  said 
inspector  or  inspectors  and  a  proper  certificate  given  thereof  under 
his  or  their  hands  that  the  same  are  good,  well  wrought,  sufficiently 
strong  and  substantial. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  non-commission  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  brigade  of  militia  that  lately  marched  to  Peekskill  un- 
der the  command  of  Brigadier  General  Erastus  Wolcott  be  allowed  a 
premium  of  twenty  shillings  each;  and  that  the  commission  officers 
in  said  brigade  that  were  found  to  be  supernumerary  and  greater  than 
is  allowed  by  a  late  resolve  of  Congress,  and  were  dismist  in  conse- 
quence thereof,  be  paid  their  wages ;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
are  directed  to  settle  with  them  accordingly  and  charge  the  same  to 
the  continent,  and  that  said  General  Wolcott  take  care  that  the  pay 
abstracts  are  duly  made  according  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  Congress 
and  authenticated  in  proper  form,  and  appoint  some  suitable  person  at 
the  expence  of  this  State  to  anply  to  General  Washington  for  the  pay 
of  said  brigade. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly y  That  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
several  regiments  of  militia,  new  levies,  and  troop  of  horse  that  have 
been  out  the  year  past  at  the  request  of  the  General,  and  who  have 
applyed  to  the  General  for  pay  and  failed  of  receiving  the  same  with- 
out any  neglect  or  fault  of  theirs,  exhibit  their  accounts  of  their  after 
expence  in  procuring  pay  for  their  regiments  &c.  to  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table,  who  are  to  adjust  said  accounts  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
for  payment  of  what  shall  be  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  account  of  the  continent. 

On  consideration  of  a  letter  from  his  Excellency  General  Wash- 
ington of  the  seventh  of  April  last  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  and 
laid  before  this  Assembly,  wherein  the  General  declines  giving  orders 
for  payment  of  the  10th  regiment  of  this  State,  on  account  of  the 
great  disproportion  of  officers  to  soldiers  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  desired 
to  write  a  letter  to  his  Excellency  the  General,  stating  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  that  regiment  and  requesting  of  the  General  pay- 
ment for  the  regiment  for  the  officers  according  to  the  ranks  in  which 
they  stood  by  their  military  commissions. 
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Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  several  persons, 
who  have  been  employed  to  make  fire-arms  for  this  State  for  the  im- 
mediate security  and  defence  of  the  country  and  to  be  made  use  of  in 
actual  service  against  the  enemy,  have  through  unskilfulness  or  neg- 
lect made  and  put  off  and  imposed  on  this  State  poor  deficient  arms, 
totally  unfit  for  service,  whereby  the  lives  of  many  of  our  soldiery 
who  were  furnished  with  them  have  been  greatly  exposed  and  the 
whole  country  endangered :  And  whereas  a  fraud  and  breach  of  trust 
of  this  kind  is  attended  with  great  aggravation  and  productive  of  the 
most  fatal  mischiefs  to  the  public,  it  loudly  calls  for  the  attention  of 
this  Assembly, 

Therefore^  resolved^  That  Colo.  Samuel  Talcott,  Colo.  John  Ches- 
ter, and  Maj""  Roger  Newberry,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  to  inquire  into  all  such  high-handed  fraud  and  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  reasonable  suspicion  thereof  by  information  or  oth- 
erwise, said  committee  are  fully  impowered  to  call  before  them  any 
and  every  such  gun-smith  who  have  been  employed  to  make  arms  for 
this  State,  of  whom  they  may  be  informed  of  any  misdemeanor  afore- 
said, and  all  such  witnesses  and  evidence  they  think  proper;  and  on 
the  whole  to  take  every  proper  method  to  discover  the  frauds  afore- 
said and  the  person  or  persons  concerned  therein,  and  thereof  make 
report  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  this  or  their  next  ses- 
sions. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  oflScers  and  soldiers  belong- 
ing to  the  State  of  Connecticut  who  were  engaged  in  the  continental 
army  in  the  year  1776,  be  and  they  hereby  are  entituled  to  the  same 
provision  and  allowance  for  their  losses,  expences  &c.,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  has  been  heretofore  granted 
and  allowed  in  the  premises  in  all  respects  to  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  the  new  levies  and  militia;  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
are  hereby  directed  to  receive  and  adjust  their  accounts  and  draw  or- 
ders for  the  same  accordingly. 

This  Assembly  taking  into  consideration  the  resolve  of  the  Hon'' '* 
Continental  Congress  of  the  26th  day  of  August,  1776,  which  said  re- 
solve is  in  the  words  following : 

"  Whereas  in  the  course  of  the  present  war  some  commissioned 
officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  army  or  navy,  as  also 
private  soldiers,  marines  and  seamen,  may  lose  a  limb  or  be  otherwise 
so  disabled  as  to  prevent  their  serving  in  the  army  or  navy  or  getting 
their  livelihood,  and  may  stand  in  need  of  relief. 

Resolved^  That  every  commissioned  officer,  non-commissioned  of- 
ficer and  private  soldier,  who  shall  lose  a  limb  in  any  engagement,  or 
be  so  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  of  America  as  to 
render  him  incapable  afterwards  of  getting  a  livelihood,  shall  receive 
during  his  life  or  the  continuance  of  such  disability  the'  one-half  of  his 
monthly  pay  from  and  after  the  time  his  pay  as  an  officer  or  soldier 
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ceases,  to  be  paid  by  the  committee  as  hereafter  mentioned :  That  ev- 
ery commander  of  every  ship  of  war  or  armed  vessell,  commissioned 
officer,  warrant  officer,  marine  or  seaman,  belonging  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  who  shall  lose  a  limb  in  any  engagement  in  which 
no  prize  shall  be  taken,  and  be  therein  otherwise  so  disabled  as  to  be 
rendered  incapable  of  getting  a  livelihood,  shall  receive,  during  his  life 
or  the  continuance  of  such  disabilfky,  the  one-half  of  his  monthly  pay 
from  and  after  the  time  that  his  pay  as  an  officer,  or  marine  or  sea- 
man, ceases,  to  be  paid  as  hereafter  mentioned.  But  in  case  a  prize 
shall  be  taken  at  the  time  such  loss  of  limb  or  other  disability  shall 
happen,  then  such  sum  as  he  may  receive  out  of  the  neat  profits  of 
such  prize  before  a  dividend  is  made  of  the  same,  agreeable  to  former 
orders  of  Congress,  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  his  half  pay  and 
computed  accordingly:  That  every  commissioned  officer,  non-com- 
missioned officer  and  private  soldier  in  the  army,  and  every  com 
mander,  commissioned  officer,  warrant  officer,  marine  or  seaman,  of 
any  of  the  ships  of  war  or  armed  vessels  belonging  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  who  shall  be  wounded  in  any  engagement  so  as  to 
be  rendered  incapable  of  serving  in  the  army  or  navy,  though  not  to- 
tally disabled  from  getting  a  livelihood,  shall  receive  such  monthly 
sum  towards  his  subsistance  as  shall  be  judged  adequate  by  the  As- 
sembly or  other  representative  body  of  the  State  where  he  belongs  or 
resides,  upon  application  to  them  for  that  purpose,  provided  the  same 
doth  not  exceed  his  half  pay.  Provided,  that  no  commission  officer 
and  private  soldier  in  the  army,  commander,  commission  officer,  war- 
rant officer,  marine  or  seaman,  of  any  of  the  ships  of  war  or  armed 
vessels  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  America,  who  shall  be 
wounded  or  disabled  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  intituled  to  his  half  pay  or 
other  allowance,  unless  he  produce  to  the  committee  or  officer  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  same  in  the  State  where  he  resides  or  belongs, 
or  to  the  Assembly  or  Legislative  Body  of  such  State,  a  certificate 
from  the  commanding  officer,  who  was  in  the  same  engagement  in 
which  he  was  so  wounded,  or  in  case  of  his  death  from  some  other  of 
ficer  of  the  same  corps,  and  the  surgeon  that  attended  him,  or  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  commander  of  the  ship  of  war  or  armed  vessell  en- 
gaged in  the  action,  in  which  any  officer,  marine  or  seaman,  received 
his  wound,  and  from  the  surgeon  who  attended  him,  of  the  name  of 
the  person  so  wounded,  his  office,  rank,  department,  regiment,  com 
pany,  ship  of  war  or  armed  vessell,  to  which  he  belonged,  his  office 
and  rank  therein,  the  nature  of  his  wound,  and  in  what  action  or  en- 
gagement he  received  it.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  As- 
semblies or  Legislative  Bodies  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  ap- 
point some  person  or  persons  in  their  respective  States,  who  shall  re- 
ceive and  examine  all  such  certificates  as  may  be  presented  to  them, 
and  register  the  same  in  a  book,  and  also  what  support  is  adjudged  by 
the  Assembly  or  Legislative  Body  of  their  State  to  those  whose  case 
requires  but  a  partial  support,  and  also  of  the  payment  from  time  to 
time  of  every  half  pay  and  other  allowance,  and  of  the  death  of  such 
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disabled  person,  or  ceasing  of  such  allowance,  and  shall  make  a  fair 
and  regular  report  of  the  same  quarterly  to  the  Secretary  of  Congress 
or  Board  of  War,  where  a  separate  record  shall  be  kept  of  the  same. 
That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Assemblies  or  Legislative  Bodies  of 
the  several  States,  to  cause  payment  to  be  made  of  all  such  half  pay 
or  other  allowances  as  shall  be  adjudged  due  to  the  persons  afore- 
named on  account  of  the  United  States :  Provided  that  all  such  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  that  may  be  entituled  to  the  aforesaid  pension,  and 
are  found  to  be  capable  of  doing  of  guard  or  garrison  duty  shall  be 
formed  in  a  corps  of  mvalids,  and  subject  to  the  said  duty,  and  all  of- 
ficers, marines  and  seamen  of  the  navy,  who  shall  be  entituled  to  the 
pension  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  found  capable  of  doing  any  duty  on 
board  of  the  navy,  or  any  department  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  be  so 
employed." 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  appointed,  and  they  are  herelDy  appointed  and  fully 
authorized,  to  receive  and  examine  the  evidence  produced  by  such 
persons,  being  inhabitants  of  this  State,  or  others  who  have  or  here- 
after shall  serve  in  any  of  the  battalions  raised  in  this  State  for 
the  continental  service  and  who  were  at  the  time  when  they  received 
their  wounds  serving  in  any  of  the  said  battalions,  and  shall  claim  a 
pension  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  resolve  of  Congress,  and  to  grant 
the  same  to  all  such  who  shall  make  proof  in  manner  as  therein 
is  provided.  And  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  pre- 
serve the  evidence  in  all  cases  wherein  such  report  shall  be  allowed 
either  in  part  or  whole  of  his  half  pay,  by  registering  the  same 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  also  what  support  shall  be 
allowed  and  adjudged  to  such  wounded  and  disabled  person;  and 
to  make  a  regular  report  of  the  same  quarterly  to  the  Secretary 
of  Congress  or  Board  of  War,  all  in  manner  as  is  in  and  by  said 
resolve  provided  and  directed. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  all  commission  officers,  non- 
commission  officers  of  the  army  or  navy^  as  also  private  soldiers, 
marines  and  seamen,  raised  by  this  State  and  not  of  the  continental 
army  or  navy,  who  have  or  shall  be  wounded  in  any  action  so  as  to  be 
disabled  from  getting  a  livelihood,  upon  their  producing  certificates 
as  is  provided  in  the  afore-recited  resolve  of  Congress,  before  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table,  and  being  examined  and  found  true  by  said 
committee,  shall  be  entituled  to  the  same  pendon  and  support  as  is 
provided  by  said  resolve  of  Congress,  either  in  part  or  whole  of  his  or 
their  half  pay  as  the  case  shall  appear  on  proof,  and  to  be  continued 
during  his  the  said  disability  or  for  life  as  the  case  shall  happen. 
And  the  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  register 
the  same  in  a  book  together  with  the  name  of  the  person  claiming 
said  pension,  his  place  of  residence,  the  company  and  battalion^ 
or  ship  of  war  or  armed  vessell,  to  which  he  belonged  at  the  time 
of  receiving  his  wound,  and  place  where  and  time  when  he  received 
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the  same,  and  what  support  hath  been  adjudged  to  him,  all  in  manner 
as  is  provided  and  expressed  in  said  resolve  of  Congress,  and  in  the 
same  cases  and  in  no  other  than  is  therein  mentioned  and  contained. 
And  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  make  report  of 
their  doings,  so  far  as  relates  to  such  persons  who  shall  claim  any 
support  by  virtue  of  the  last  paragraph  of  this  resolve,  to  this  As- 
sembly from  time  to  time. 

Whereas  it  is  found  necessary  and  recommended  by  the  Hon^^^ 
Continental  Congress,  that  a  Commissary  of  Prisoners  of  War  should 
be  appointed  in  the  several  United  States,  etc. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  Ezekiel  Williams,  Esq',  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed  a  Commissary  of  Prisoners  within  this  State,  in 
the  room  of  Mr.  Epaphras  Bull  appointed  by  this  Assembly  in  October 
last  and  who  is  now  engaged  and  serving  as  a  captain  in  the  con- 
tinental army,  who  shall  take  care  and  provide  for  all  such  prisoners 
of  war  as  are  now  within  this  State,  or  that  hereafter  may  be  sent  to 
and  kept  within  the  same;  and  that  said  commissary  for  the  time 
being  shall  observe  all  such  rules  and  orders  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  his  Honor  the  Governor 
and  Committee  of  Safety,  or  Continental  Congress,  respecting  such 
prisoners,  for  the  due  ordering,  governing  or  providing  for  the  same, 
and  shall  make  monthly  returns  of  the  state  and  condition  of  said 
prisoners  under  his  care  to  the  Board  of  War  appointed  by  said  Con- 
gress. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
requested  to  take  such  measures  as  he  shall  think  proper,  to  pur- 
chase and  secure  for  the  use  of  this  State  a  quantity  of  lead,  said  to 
be  imported  in  a  prize  taken  and  brought  into  some  part  of  the  east- 
ward by  the  big  Fanny ^  Capt.  Whittlesey  commander. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  have  made  and  passed  at  their  present 
sessions  articles  and  regulations  for  preserving  order,  good  govern- 
ment and  discipline,  among  the  militia  and  other  forces  of  this  State 
when  called  into  actual  service :  And  for  the  more  speedy  and  effectual 
publishing  the  same,  and  that  no  one  may  plead  ignorance  thereof, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhly^  That  the  said  articles  be  immediately 
published  in  the  several  gazettes  or  news-papers  in  this  State,  and 
that  one  thousand  copies  of  said  articles  be  forthwith  printed  and  one 
of  said  printed  copies  given  to  each  field  officer  of  the  militia  in  this 
State  and  the  field  officers  of  the  two  battalions  now  ordered  to 
be  raised  in  this  State  for  the  defence  of  the  sea  coasts  and  frontiers, 
and  also  to  the  captains  or  commanding  officers  of  the  several  com- 
panies in  the  said  militia  alarm  list  and  the  said  two  battalions. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  captains  or  commanding  officers  of  the 
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respective  companies  of  alarm  lists  and  militia  rolls  to  cause  said 
articles  to  be  read  at  the  head  of  their  respective  companies  on  their 
stated  training  days.  And  when  the  militia  or  other  forces  are  called 
into  actual  service  for  the  defence  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  the  regiments  or  battalions 
of  the  said  militia  or  other  forces  raised  or  shall  hereafter  be  raised 
in  this  State,  and  the  captains  or  commanding  officers  of  the  re- 
spective companies,  to  cause  said  articles  to  be  read  at  the  head 
of  their  respective  regiments  or  companies  as  often  as  once  a  month 
during  the  time  they  shall  continue  in  service. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhli/y  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  impowered  to  devise  some 
equitable  rule  for  the  distribution  of  such  salt  as  bath  been  or  shall 
be  imported  at  the  expence  of  this  State  to  and  among  the  inhabitants 
of  the  several  towns  thereof,  in  proportion  to  tlie  number  of  inhabit- 
ants in  each  town,  and  to  take  effectual  measures  for  distributing 
said  salt  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  pay  of  the  Council  of  Safety 
shall  be  twelve  shillings  per  diem  for  each  man's  time  spent  in  that 
service,  and  four  pence  per  mile  for  travel  each  session,  they  bearing 
their  own  expences;  any  former  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly 
notwithstanding. 

,Whereas  his  Excellency  General  Washington  in  his  letter  of  the 
23**  day  of  April,  1777,  to  Brig^  General  Parsons,  laid  before  this 
Assembly,  has  recommended  that  attention  be  paid  by  this  State 
to  the  case  of  the  prisoners  from  New  York  and  the  legal  representa- 
tives of  those  who  died  during  their  captivity. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
receive,  examine  and  adjust  the  accounts  and  give  order  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  wages  as  are  due  to  any  such  prisoners  belonging 
to  this  State  or  their  legal  representatives,  from  the  time  they  were 
captured  untill  released,  and  a  reasonable  time  afterwards  for  their 
return  home,  or  untill  the  time  of  their  death.  And  that  said 
committee  take  the  affidavit  of  each  of  such  prisoners  to  his  account 
annexed,  therein  setting  forth  the  time  when  and  place  where  he  was 
captured,  when  released,  to  what  regiment  and  company  he  belonged, 
and  that  he  had  received  no  pay  or  satisfaction  from  the  United 
States  for  the  time  he  was  in  captivity.  And  also,  where  claims 
shall  be  made  by  any  legal  representatives  of  such  deceas'd  prisoners, 
said  committee  shall  take  the  affidavit  of  such  representative  to  his 
account  annexed,  therein  setting  forth  the  time  when  and  place 
where  said  deceas'd  prisoner  was  taken,  to  what  regiment  and  com- 
pany he  belonged,  and  the  time  of  his  death  according  to  the  best 
information  he  had  obtained,  and  that  he  had  received  no  pay  or 
satisfaction  from  tlie  United  States  for  the  wages  which  became  due 
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to  said  deceas'd  prisoner  between  the  day  he  was  captured  and  the 
time  of  his  death. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  said  committee  on  the  settlement 
of  such  accounts  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  thereof  and  transmit  the 
-original  to  General  Washington,  in  order  to  procure  reimbursement 
of  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the  Governor  be 
desired  to  write  by  an  express  to  the  Hon^'^®  Eepresentatives  of 
this  State  now  at  the  Continental  Congress,  requesting  them  to 
procure  all  such  evidence  as  may  be  collected  from  Colo.  Dewer 
or  any  other  quarter,  respecting  any  secret  plots  and  conspiracies 
that  may  be  in  this  State  against  this  or  any  of  the  United  States, 
either  by  receiving  of  protections  from  Lord  or  General  Howe,  or  any 
other  person,  or  being  aiding  or  assisting  in  the  distribution  of  such 
protections  in  any  other  way,  or  any  plot  or  conspiracy  whatsoever ; 
and  that  they  transmit  to  this  Assembly  or  to  his  Honor  the  Governor 
and  Committee  of  Safety  a  particular  account  thereof  by  said  express, 
or  as  soon  as  may  be. 

On  the  representation  of  Brig^  General  Silliman,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  a  flag  of  truce  has  lately  arrived  at  Norwalk 
by  permission  from  Admiral  Howe,  commander  of  the  fleet  of  our 
enemies  off  New  York,  under  protection  of  which  Daniel  Ketcham 
and  Andrew  Bennett,  two  inhabitants  of  and  owing  allegiance  to  this 
and  the  United  States,  who  had  sometime  since  deserted  and  gone 
over  to,  and  taken  part  with  the  enemy  against  their  country,  are 
come  to  said  Norwalk,  in  order  to  convey  from  said  town  and  Fairfield 
the  family  and  effects  of  Benjamin  Jarviss,  Samuel  Hitchcock,  James 
Ketchum  and  Nath^^  Williams,  who  had  also  deserted  their  country 
and  gone  over  to  the  enemy;  and  said  Brig'  General  Silliman  having 
before  signifyed  to  the  enemy  that  they  ought  to  desist  from  sending 
persons  of  that  character  to  any  part  of  this  State  under  protection  of 
a  flag;  and  said  General  Sylliman  praying  for  direction  how  to 
proceed  with  said  deserters  now  in  his  custody  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  on  consideration  of  the  uncer- 
tainty whether  General  Silliman's  letter  disapproving  the  enemy's 
sending  a  flag  by  such  persons  who  have  deserted  their  country  and 
its  cause  and  gone  from  this  State  to  join  the  army  of  our  enemy,  was 
received  before  this  flag  was  sent,  that  said  General  Silliman  is  there- 
fore to  permit  the  said  Daniel  and  others  to  return  in  the  flag. 

And  whereas  this  Assembly  judge  it  inconsistent  with  the  honor  of 
the  law  and  the  rules  and  customs  of  contending  potvers  and  unsafe  to 
permit  such  deserters  to  pass  a^id  repass  U7ider  the  protection  of  flags  of 
truce  J  do  therefore  further  resolve  and  order  ^  That  Brig.  General  Silli- 
man do  publish  and  make  known,  by  the  return  of  said  flag  or  in 
the  best  and  most  effectual  way,  that  for  the  future  no  such  deserters 
or  absconding  persons  shall  be  permitted  to   come  into  this   State 
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under  colour  or  protection  of  a  flag  of  truce,  on  the  pains  and  penal- 
ties of  being  detained  and  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  this 
State. 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  That  the  families  of  the  persons  applied 
for  shall  not  be  permitted  to  go  over  to  their  friends  within  the 
enemies  lines  unless  an  equal  number  who  have  been  captured  by 
the  enemy  of  our  inhabitants  not  under  arms  and  carried  off  be 
returned  in  exchange,  and  in  that  case  that  no  property  except 
necessary  cloathing  be  supplied  to  be  carried  with  them,  and  no  male 
person  capable  of  bearing  arms  sliall  be  permitted  to  go ;  and  said 
General  Silliman  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  negotiate 
the  matter  accordingly. 

And  it  is  further  resolved.  That  this  instance  be  not  considered  as 
a  rule  of  conduct  in  like  cases  for  the  future,  least  the  enemy  be 
encouraged  to  make  their  inhuman  incursions  into  the  country, 
captivate  and  carry  away  families  and  persons  not  under  arms, 
contrary  to  the  custom  and  usage  of  all  civilized  nations. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  directed  the  Pay-Table  to  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  wages  due  to  the  officers  and  prisoners  at  New  York 
to  be  paid  in  hard  money,  and  to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  answer 
said  draft,  in  case  sufficiency  of  hard  money  is  not  in  the  treasury  : 
Resolved  and  ordered,  that  the  Treasurer  procure  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  pounds  hard  money,  and  give  bis  obligation  in  behalf  of  this 
State  for  the  repayment  thereof  with  lawfuU  interest,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid. 

An  Act  to   exempt  the  Bodies  of  Non-commission  Officers  and  Soldiers  be- 

longlniT  to  the  Continental  Army  from  Arrests  or 

Imprisonment  on  Account  of  Debt. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representathes,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  tlie 
bodies  of  all  non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  the 
continental  army  shall  be  exempted  from  arrests  and  imprisonment 
for  or  on  account  of  any  debts  originally  due  by  contract  from  them, 
and  that  all  such  non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  as  are  now 
holden  in  execution  for  any  such  debt  be  forthwith  released  from 
confinement :  Provided  however,  that  the  estates  of  such  non-com- 
mission officers  and  soldiers  as  shall  be  discharged  from  confinement 
by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  still  be  liable  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  the 
same  execution  by  which  they  were  confined,  and  sold  and  disposed 
of  to  satisfy  such  execution  accordingly,  and  that  their  bodies  after 
they  shall  be  discharged  from  said  army,  in  case  the  execution  by 
which  they  were  confined  previous  to  the  making  this  act  are  then 
unsatisfyed,  shall  be  liable  to  be  taken  and  imprisoned  by  force  of 
said  execution. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  sundry  atrocious 
acts  of  robbery  and  theft  have  lately  been  committed  and  done  in 
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some  of  the  western  parts  of  this  State  by  some  of  the  inhabitants 
belonging  to  the  same,  whereby  the  people  who  have  been  the  un- 
happy sufferers  are  greatly  hurt  and  distressed, 

It  u  thereupon  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  several  attor- 
neys for  this  State  in  the  respective  counties  within  the  same  forth- 
with do  exert  themselves  with  the  utmost  attention  and  vigilance,  to 
enquire  into  and  prosecute  for  all  such  breaches  of  law  supposed  to 
be  done  within  this  State.  And  all  grand-jurymen,  and  other  in- 
forming officers,  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  pursue  with  great 
care  and  diligence  all  lawfuU  measures  to  recover  for  the  proper 
owners  all  such  goods  stolen  as  aforesaid,  and  discover  the  authors 
of  such  mischief,  and  to  institute  and  pursue  every  legal  prosecution 
that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  as  the  case  may  require,  that  so 
the  good  and  wholesome  laws  of  this  State  in  such  cases  made  and 
provided  be  carried  into  due  execution,  offenders  brought  to  con- 
dign punishment,  all  the  people  of  this  State  protected  in  their  rights, 
liberties  and  privileges,  and  such  mischief  prevented  for  the  future. 
And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  transmitted  to  said  attorneys  and 
also  to  the  selectmen  of  the  respective  towns  in  this  State,  who  are 
hereby  directed  to  use  their  greatest  influence  that  the  duties  re- 
quired and  referred  to  in  this  resolve  be  performed  accordingly. 
And  the  judges  of  the  superior  and  county  courts  in  this  State  are 
hereby  directed  forthwith  to  convene  such  respective  court  or  courts 
in  a  sessions  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this 
resolve  into  proper  execution  when  occasion  shall  so  require. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Hon*'^*  Mathew  Griswold,  William 
Pitkin,  Roger  Sherman,  Abraham  Davenport  and  William  Williams, 
Esq",  Messrs.  Titus  Hosmer,*  Benjamin  Payne,  General  James  Wads- 
worth,  Benjamin  Huntington,  William  Hillhouse,  Thadeus  Burr,  Na- 
thaniel Wales  jun',  Daniel  Sherman,  and  Andrew  Adams,  to  be  a 
Council  or  Committee  of  Safety,  to  assist  his  Honor  the  Governor 
when  the  Assembly  is  not  sitting,  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
order  and  direct  the  militia  and  navy  of  this  State  and  the  marches 
and  stations  of  the  troops  that  have  been  or  shall  be  inlisted  and 
assembled  for  the  special  defence  of  this  or  the  neighbouring  States, 
or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  and  to 
give  all  necessary  orders  from  time  to  time  for  furnishing  and  sup- 
plying said  militia,  troops  and  navy,  in  every  respect  and  to  every 
purpose  that  may  be  needfuU  to  render  the  defence  of  these  States 
effectual ;  with  full  power  and  authority  to  fulfill  and  execute  every 
trust  already  reposed  or  that  shall  be  reposed  by  this  Assembly  in 
his  Honor  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  aforesaid.  And  this 
Assembly  do  expect  and  desire  his  Honor  the  Governor  to  notify  and 


♦October  29th,  1777.  Mr.  Hosmer  presented  his  resignation,   which  was  ac- 
cepted.

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convene  the  whole  of  said  Council  on  all  important  occasions  and 
business  which  may  be  before  them ;  but  when  the  necessity  and 
safety  of  the  publick  may  require  greater  dispatcli  than  can  consist 
with  the  notice  and  attendance  of  the  whole,  and  on  smaller  matters, 
his  Honor  the  Governor  at  his  discretion  may  convene  a  smaller 
number,  not  less  than  five  to  be  a  quorum,  to  act  with  him  in  tiie 
matters  and  business  as  aforesaid. 

Whereas  sundry  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  some  from  ill 
advice,  others  from  inadvertence  and  mistaken  apprehensions,  have 
absconded  and  put  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  enemies 
of  this  and  the  other  States  of  America,  but  are  now  supposed  to  be 
convinced  of  their  error,  and  would  probably  return  to  their  duty 
had  they  assurance  of  protection  &c. 

It  is  thereupon  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Honor  the 
Governor  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  issue  a  proc- 
lamation assuring  pardon  of  all  treason  or  misprision  of  treason 
heretofore  done  relative  to  joining  the  enemy  as  aforesaid,  to  all  such 
of  said  inhabitants  so  absconded  as  aforesaid  as  shall  at  or  before 
the  first  day  of  August  next  ensuing  appear  in  this  State  before  an 
assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  and  take  a  proper  oath  of  allegiance 
to  be  true  and  faithfull  to  this  State,  and  shall  declare  that  they  break 
off  and  discard  all  connections  with  the  enemy,  and  that  they  will 
yield  true  and  faithfull  obedience  to  the  laws  of  this  State :  That 
each  of  said  inhabitants  so  conforming  shall  be  indemnifyed  and 
freed  from  any  prosecution  for  any  act  by  him  or  them  heretofore 
done  relative  to  aiding,  joining  or  assisting  the  enemies  of  this  State, 
and  that  every  such  person  so  long  as  they  continue  so  to  conform 
and  behave  shall  be  protected  in  their  rights  and  liberties  in  com- 
mon with  the  other  inhabitants  of  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Roger  Enos,  Esq%  to  be  Colonel  of  one 
of  the  battalions  to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  State  till  the 
first  day  of  January  next. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Peter  Curtiss,  Abel  Pettibone,  Elijali 
Robinson  and  James  Smith,  to  be  Captains  in  the  battalions  to  be 
raised  till  the  first  day  of  January  next. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Thomas  Stevens,  Jonathan  Roberts, 
Eliphalet  Chamberlin,  Edward  Payne  and  Nathaniel  West,  to  be 
First  Lieutenants  in  the  battalions  to  be  raised  till  the  first  day  of 
January  next.

them  at  the  house  of  Mr.  David  Bull  on  the  22^  of  instant  May  and 
examined  them  separately  touching  their  unfriendliness  to  the 
American  States,  and  heard  the  evidences  produced  by  the  parties ; 
that  they  found  said  persons  were  committed  for  being  highly  inimi- 
cal to  the  United  States,  and  for  refusing  to  assist  in  the  defence  of 
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the  country ;  that  on  examination  it  appeared  they  had  been  much 
under  the  influence  of  one  Nichols,*  a  designing  church  clergyman 
who  had  instilled  into  them  principles  opposite  to  the  good  of  the

sufficiently  appeared  to  have  been  committed  by  them  of  an  atrocious 
nature  against  the  States,  and  that  they  wene  indeed  grossly  ignorant 
of  the  true  grounds  of  the  present  war  with  Great.

they  will  to  the  utmost  of  their  power  defend  the  country  against  the 
British  army ;  and  that  the  said  committee  think  it  advisable  that  the 
said  persons  be  liberated  from  their  imprisonment  on  their  taking  an

L.  money,  and  the  charges  of  sale ;  taking  directions  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Stamford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Johnson,  of  Midletown,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  last  campaign  he  was  a  captain  in  Colo. 
Bradley's  battalion  and  stationed  at  Port  Lee,  and  that  the  morning 
before  said  fort  was  attacked  he  had  left  in  his  custody  thirty-six 
pounds  money  belonging  to  this  State,  which  he  received  to  pay  the 
bounty  and  advanced  pay  to  the  soldiers  of  his  company,  which  said 
money  was  left  with  his  baggage  with  two  soldiers  who  were  taken 
prisoners  and  since  deceas'd,  and  that  said  sum  is  lost ;  praying  for 
relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and 
directed  to  pass  said  sum  of  thirty-six  pounds  to  the  credit  of  the 
memorialist's  account  with  this  State,  and  to  allow  him  said  sum 
accordingly. 

On  the  memorial  of  Elias  Beckley,  administrator  on  the  estate  of 
John  Beckley  late  of  Weathersfield  deceas'd,  informing  this  Assembly 
that  on  the  second  Thursday  of  October  last  he  obtained  liberty  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State  to  sell  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said 
deceas'd  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  debts  due  from  said  estate  to  the 
amount  of  £147.  16.  2i,  L.  money,  together  with  incident  charges 
arising  on  the  sale  &c.;  and  the  said  memorialist  further  says,  that 
pursuant  to  said  grant  from  said  Assembly  he  made  sale  of  one 
piece  of  land  called  Belding  Lot,  for  £118  11  0,  being  £11  0  0  more 
than  it  was  apprized  at ;  he  also  made  sale  at  public  vendue  of 
one  other  piece  of  land  in  said  Weathersfield  containing  five  acres 
and  seventy-three  rods,  which  piece  of  land  was  apprized  at  £31  12  6, 
and  sold  for  £68  7  6,  the  whole  sum  arising  from  the  sale  of  both  said 
pieces  of  land  being  £186  18  6,  the  charges  of  sale  were  £2  9  0,  and 
that  there  remains  in  the  memorialist's  hands  a  ballance  due  to  the 
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estate  of  said  deceas'd  of  X 37  8  3 ;  and  the  memorialist  furtlier  ioforms 
that  the  last  mentioned  piece  of  land  is  so  situated  that  he  could  not  sell 
part  of  said  piece  of  land  for  more  than  one  half  of  the  value  thereof, 
he  supposing  the  whole  of  said  piece  of  land  was  not  more  than 
sufficient  to  answer  the  aforesaid  grant  of  said  Assembly  and  incident

£16  13  2  may  be  satisfy ed  from  the  said  ballance  of  £37  3  3  due 
to  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  from  sale  of  said  lands,  and  that  the 
sale  of  said  five  acres  and  73  rods  of  land  aforesaid  may  be  ratifyed 
And  confirmed,  and  that  the  remainder  of  said  money,  being  £20  10 
1,  L.  money,  may  be  divided  among  the  heirs  of  said  deceas'd,  as  per 
memorial  <fec.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  administrator 
have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  to 
pay  said  sum  of  £16  13  2,  L.  money,  out  of  the  said  sum  of  £37  3«. 
Sd.y  and  the  remaining  £20  10  1  distribute  among  the  heirs  of  said 
deceas'd ;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Hartford  therein.  And  this  Assembly  do  further  order  that  the 
sale  of  said  five  acres  and  73  rods  of  land  be  ratifyed  and  confirmed, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  ratifyed  and  confirmed. 

On  the  memorial  of  Anne  Burr  of  Parmington,  administratrix  on 
the  estate  of  Amos  Burr  late  of  said  Farmington  deceas'd,  shewing 
that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  and  arising  upon  said  estate 
together  with  allowance  of  necessaries  made  to  tlie  widow  of  said 
deceas'd  surmount  the  moveable  inventoried  part  of  said  estate  the 
sum  of  £40  8  11,  lawfuU  money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so 
much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise 
the  aforesaid  sum  of  £40  8  11,  with  incidental  charges  arising  on 
said  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
liberty  and  authority  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  said 
Anne  Burr,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  is  suffi- 
cient to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £40  8  11,  L.  money,  together  with 
incidental  charges  arising  on  said  sale ;  taking  the  advice  of  the  court 
of  probate  for  ti\e  district  of  Farmington  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ann  Clapp  of  Hartford,  administratrix  on 
the  estate  of  Elijah  Clapp  late  of  said  Hartford  deceas'd,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  her  late  husband,  the  said  Elijah,  while  living 
brought  his  petition  shewing  that  he  had  heretofore  mortgaged  his 
farm  to  Mr.  Joshua  Chandler  of  New  Haven,  that  he  did  not  pay  the 
money  by  the  time  set,  and  that  said  Chandler  had  wrongfully  pro- 
cured a  bill  in  form  to  be  pass'd  in  his  absence  foreclosing  the  equity 
of  redemption  and  had  procured  and  was  about  to  levy  an  execution 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  away  the  possession  of  his  farm,  praying  for 
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the  restoration  of  said  farm  upon  his  paying  the  mortgage  money  &c., 
which  petition  is  yet  depending  before  this  Assembly ;  praying  that 
she  might  be  admitted  to  appear  and  prosecute  said  petition  and  that 
the  same  may  be  continued,  and  that  said  execution  &c.  be  stayed,  as 
per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorial- 
ist have  liberty  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  her,  to  appear  and 
prosecute  said  petition,  and  that  the  same  be  and  is  hereby  continued 
to  the  session  of  this  Assembly  in  October  next,  and  the  said  execu- 
tion and  all  proceedings  thereon  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  to 
be  stayed  and  suspended  untill  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  October 
next. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Osborn,  of  New  Haven  in  the  county 
of  New  Haven,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  8th  day  of 
April  last  John  Wise  of  said  New  Haven,  a  constable  of  said  town,  by 
vii-tue  of  a  legal  warrant  did  impress  a  mare  from  the  memorialist  for 
the  use  of  John  Morly  Green,  an  express  on  public  business  from  his 
Excellency  General  Washington  to  Providence,  and  that  said  Wise 
did  deliver  said  mare  to  said  Green  in  obedience  to  said  warrant, 
which  mare  said  Green  was  to  return  per  post  or  deliver  to  General 
Spencer  for  the  use  of  the  continent,  and  that  said  Green  never  hath 
returned  said  mare ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  order  him  payment  for 
her :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
examine  into  and  adjust  the  value  of  said  mare  and  draw  an  order  on 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  said  memorialist  for  such  sum 
as  they  may  find  reasonably  and  justly  due  to  the  memorialist  for  said 
mare. 

On  the  memorial  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Danbury,  repre- 
senting to  this  Assembly  that  the  British  troops  in  their  late  hostile 
incursion  into  said  town  did,  under  a  pretence  of  destroying  public 
stores,  consume  with  fire  about  twenty  dwelling  houses  with  a  number 
of  stores,  barns  and  other  buildings,  and  that  the  said  enemy  on  their 
retreat  collected  and  drove  off  all  the  stock  of  cattle,  horses  and  sheep 
that  could  be  found,  and  that  said  destruction  hath  reduced  many  of 
the  wealthy  inhabitants  of  said  town  to  poverty  and  want ;  praying 
that  a  committee  may  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  and  estimate  the 
losses  of  every  individual  in  said  town  occasioned  as  aforesaid  and 
report  the  same  that  such  further  measures  may  be  taken  thereon  as 
shall  be  fit  and  proper,  and  also  compassionate  the  case  of  those  of 
said  individuals  who  cannot  subsist  without,  so  as  to  afford  some  relief, 
as  per  memorial  dated  May  8^^,  1777 : 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Mr.  Daniel  Sherman,  Colo. 
Nehemiah  Beardsley,  Capt.  Increase  Mosely  and  Mr.  Lemuel  Sanford, 
or  any  three  of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee 
to  estimate  the  losses  of  every  individual  in  said  town  of  Danbury  in 
consequence  of  the  late  hostile  incursion  of  the  British  troops  into 
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said  Danbury,  and  report  make  to  this  or  some  future  Assembly,  so 
that  the  real  loss  the  imhappy  sufferers  have  sustained  by  the  desola- 
tions and  ravages  of  our  merciless  enemies  may  thereby  be  clearlv 
known,  and  such  representation  made  thereof  and  attention  given  to 
the  condition  of  the  unfortunate  as  any  future  Assembly  may  think 
proper.* 

And  it  is  further  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Pay-Table  draw 
an  order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Danbury  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  L.  money,  to  be  em- 
ployed by  said  selectmen  in  relieving  the  distresses  of  such  persons 
who  were  sufferers  in  Danbury  as  aforesaid  who  cannot  subsist  witli- 
out  such  relief,  and  render  account  of  the  same  when  called  thereto. 

On  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Barker,  innholder  in  Lebanon  in  the 
county  of  Windham,  shewing  that  on  the  alarm  which  happened  in 
September,  1774,  relating  to  the  town  of  Bostons  being  attacked  by 
the  British  troops,  large  numbers  of  militia  men  from  East  Haddain 
and  Colchester  going  to  their  relief  called  upon  and  were  supplyed  by 
her  with  refreshments  to  the  value  of  <£4  H  4,  which  they  thought 
themselves  not  obliged  to  pay  for  and  which  she  is  not  able  to  lose; 
praying  for  relief  &c.  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  pay  out  of  the  public  treasury  to  said 
memorialist  the  sum  of  <£  4  6  4,  as  a  compensation  for  the  articles 
supplied  the  militia  men  going  for  the  relief  of  Boston  as  set  forth  in 
said  memorial,  in  consideration  of  her  needy  circumstances ;  and  that 
the  same  be  not  drawn  into  precedent  in  future. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Lieut.  Colonel  Stephen  Moulton,  represent- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  in  September  last  he  was  taken  a  prisoner 
in  the  retreat  from  New  York  and  detained  as  such  untill  some  time 
in  January  last,  that  in  order  to  support  himself  while  a  prisoaer  in 
New  York  he  was  necessitated  to  borrow  some  hard  money  of  Major 
Wells,  who  is  still  a  prisoner  in  New  York,  and  now  calls  on  the 
memorialist  to  repay  him  in  hard  money  the  sum  so  as  aforesaid  bor- 
rowed from  him ;  praying  this  Assembly  that  orders  may  be  given 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  pay  him  said  sum  in  hard  money: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  do  procure 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  procure  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  in 
hard  money,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  to  the  memorialist  by  order 
from  the  Pay-Table  in  part  of  the  wages  due  to  the  memorialist  while 
in  a  state  of  captivity ;  and  that  to  enable  said  Treasurer  to  procure 
said  sum  he  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  same  on  interest,  giving  his 
note  therefor  as  Treasurer. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Samuel  Abbott,  of  Lebanon  in  the  county  of 
Windham,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  13***  day  of    May, 


*  Their  report  is  in  Ret.  War,  viii, 
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1775,  he  voluntarily  inlisted  a  soldier  in  a  company  commanded  by 
Capt.  .James  Clark  in  a  regiment  called  General  Putnam's  regiment, 
raised  by  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  defence  of  the  same  during 
the  pleasure  [of  the]  General  Assembly,  not  exceeding  seven  months, 
and  that  soon  after  the  inlistment  of  said  petitioner  he  marched  to 
the  camp  at  Cambridge  in  the  State  of  Massachusets  Bay  and  did  join 
said  regiment,  and  did  there  continue  to  do  duty  as  a  faithfull  and

Whereupon  it  is  granted  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  petitioner  be 
entituled  to  receive  the  whole  of  his  wages  &c.  which  shall  be  found 
justly  due,  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  hereby  ordered  to 
adjust  the  same  and  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Parker,  of  Wallingford  in  the 
county  of  New  Haven,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  James  Parker, 
late  of  said  Wallingfqrd  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the 
debts  due  from  said  estate  surmount  the  inventoried  moveable  estate 
of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  .£8  19  3,  and  that  he  hath  no  assets  to 
satisfy  said  debts;  praying  this  Assembly  to  authorize  him  or  some 
other  person,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  said  deceas'd's  real  estate 
as  will  be  suflScient  to  satisfy  said  debts  and  the  charges  attending  the 
sale  of  said  estate :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
have  liberty  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of 
said  deceas'd's  real  estate  as  will  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  said  debts 
and  the  charges  attending  the  sale  of  said  estate;  taking  the  direjctions 
of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Wallingford  in  the  premises. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jedidiah  Strong,  one  of  the  selectmen  of 
Litchfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  mistake  the  grand  list 
of  said  Litchfield  in  October,  1776,  was  returned  <£1192  0  0  too  high; 
praying  for  abatement  &c.  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  impowered  and  he  is 
hereby  impowered  and  directed,  to  abate  to  said  town  of  Litchfield  the 
tax  arising  on  said  sum  of  j£1192,  on  each  respective  tax  granted  or 
to  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  on  said  list  of  1776,  taking 
care  that  the  school  money  paid  thereon  be  reducted  out  of  the  sum 
to  be  paid  out  on  the  next  list. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Trowbridge,  Thomas  Trowbridge, 
Rutherford  Trowbridge,  Daniel  Trowbridge,  and  William  Sherman, 
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all  of  New  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  before  the  lO***  day 
of  March  last  they  have  manufactured  502  bushells  of  good  salt  in  the 
town  of  New  Haven;  praying  that  they  may  receive  the  premium,  as- 
per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorial- 
ists receive  out  of  the  public  treasury  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds, 
L.  money;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Phineas  Walker  &c.,  listers  of  the  town  of 
Woodstock,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  additions  of  the  list  of 
said  town  made  up  and  sent  in  to  this  Assembly  in  May,  1776,  was  by 
a  mistake  in  the  cast  seventy  pounds  larger  than  it  ought  to  be ;  pray- 
ing the  same  may  be  abated :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  list  be  and  is  hereby  abated  the  sum  of  £70  0  0,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  is  to  conform  himself  thereto  in  sending  out 
his  warrants  for  collecting  rates  or  taxes  thereon. 

On  the  memorial  of  Aaron  Ives  of  Wallingford,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  at  the  late  alarm  at  Danbury  he  turned  out  as  a  volun- 
teer and  went  to  Compo  and  was  in  the  engagement  at  Compo  Hill 
and  there  received  a  wound  in  his  leg,  which  prevented  him  taking 
proper  care  of  his  horse  and  necessary  baggage,  and  when  he  was^ 
helped  off  from  the  field  of  battle  his  horse  was  missing  and  also  his 
saddle,  bridle,  great-coat,  blanket,  and  a  bag  with  three  days  pro- 
visions, and  was  by  said  wound  detained  six  days  before  he  came 
home,  and  that  he  has  since  found  his  horse  but  has  not  been  able  to 
find  any  other  of  the  articles  lost;  praying  for  relief  <S:c.  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay- 
Table  receive  and  adjust  the  account  for  losses  referred  to  in  said 
memorial  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  find  justly  due. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Wowes  and  others  of  the  Tunxis  tribe 
of  Indians,  shewing  that  they  are  possessed  of  a  common  and  undivided 
interest  in  certain  lands  lying  in  Farmington,  that  it  is  necessary 
for  various  purposes  specifyed  in  said  memorial  that  said  lands,  or 
part  thereof,  should  be  sold  as  occasion  should  require,  and  that  the 
sale  and  improvement  of  said  lands  is  greatly  impeded  by  their  being 
in  an  undivided  state  and  an  interest  in  common  among  the  proprie- 
tors, as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Capt. 
John  Porter  and  Messrs.  Hezekiah  Wadsworth  and  Solomon  Whitman 
jun*",  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  in  pursuance  of 
said  memorial,  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  division  and  distribution 
of  all  the  lands  lying  in  said  town  in  which  said  tribe  have  an  interest 
in  common,  having  respect  to  expences  paid  by  individuals  which 
ought  to  have  been  defrayed  by  the  tribe  at  large,  to  each  proprietor 
in  said  tribe,  and  to  make  their  report  to  this  or  some  future 
Assembly. 
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On  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Penfield  of  Wallingford  and  Isaac 
Penfield  of  Hartland,  executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
Nathaniel  Penfield  late  of  said  Wallingford  deceas'd,  representing  to- 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  exhibited  against  said 
Nathaniel's  estate  surmount  his  whole  inventoried  estate  the  sum  of 
£177  17  5,  L.  money,  and  that  they  have  no  assets  in  their  hands  to 
pay  said  sum  or  any  part  thereof;  praying  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the 
said  Nathaniel's  real  estate  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  and 
the  incident  charges  attending  said  sale  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assem> 
bly,  that  said  executors  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered,  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  so  much  of  the  said  deceas'd  Nathaniel's  real  estate  as  will 
be  sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  and  the  incident  charges  attending  such 
sale;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
New  Haven  in  the  premises. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Freeman  Judd,  Thomas  Marchant  and^ 
Joseph  Lewiss,  all  of  Waterbury,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in 
the  year  1775  they  inlisted  into  the  service  of  this  State  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Caleb  Trowbridge  of  New  Haven,  that  said  Trow- 
bridge has  drew  and  received  the  whole  of  their  wages  due  to  them 
severally  for  public  service  and  has  paid  but  part  thereof  to  each  of 
the  memorialists ;  praying  for  relief  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  examine  and  adjust  the  wages  and  allowances  of 
each  of  the  memorialists  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  what 
they  shall  find  due  to  each  of  them:  Provided  they,  the  memorialists,, 
shall  become  bound  with  sureties  to  repay  such  sums  as  they  shall 
receive,  or  parts  thereof,  as  may  afterwards  appear  to  have  been  paid 
by  said  Capt.  Trowbridge. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Mary  Kimberly,  of  Glastonbury  in  Hartford' 
county,  sole  administratrix  to  the  estate  of  John  Kimberly,  Esq%  late 
of  said  Glastonbury  deceas'd,  shewing  that  the  debts  due  from  the 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmount  the  value  of  his  personal  estate,.

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Upon  the  memorial  of  Judah  Learning  and  David  Leaming,  both 
of  Farmington  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  shewing  that  by  order  of 
the  civil  authority,  selectmen  and  committee  of  inspection  for  said 
town  they  were  committed  to  the  common  goal  in  the  county  of  Hart- 
ford for  words  and  conduct  inimical  to  the  United  States,  which  they 
imprudently  uttered  and  were  guilty  of,  being  induced  thereto  by  sup- 
posed injurious  treatment  they  have  met  with  by  losses  in  cloathing 
and  wages  which  have  never  been  indemnifyed  though  they  have 
made  assiduous  applications  therefor;  that  in  their  cool  and  deliberate 
moments  they  feel  the  highest  regard  for  their  country  and  the  liber- 
ties of  the  same  and  in  their  turn  will,  as  they  have  done,  stand  in  its 
defence ;  and  praying  that  an  enquiry  might  be  made  into  the  circum- 
stances of  their  case  and  that  equity  and  justice  might  be  done,  as  per 
memorial  on  file ;  and  upon  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
this  Assembly  to  make  enquiry  into  the  premises,  shewing  and  report- 
ing that  they  caused  due  notice  to  be  given  to  Solomon  Whitman,  Esq'", 
Timothy  Root,  selectmen,  and  Ebenezer  Hamlin  and  Simeon  Hart, 
committee  of  inspection  for  said  town,  to  appear  on  the  16^**  day  of 
instant  May  at  the  house  of  Mr.  David  Bull  in  Hartford,  to  produce 
their  allegations  against  the  said  Judah  and  David ;  that  on  examina- 
tion of  said  persons  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  no  one  appeared 
on  the  part  of  said  authority  &c.  of  Farmington ;  that  they  found  the 
material  facts  set  forth  in  the  memorial  as  above  recited  to  be  true ; 
that  the  said  Judah  and  David  appeared  very  penitent  and  were  sorry 
for  their  unworthy  behaviour  and  professed  their  willingness  to  defend 
their  country  with  their  lives  and  fortunes ;  and  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  it  was  advisable  to  release  them  from  their  said 
imprisonment:  Whereupon,  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Judali  Leaming,  and  David  Leaming,  on  their  paying  or  giving  suffi- 
cient security  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  that  have  arisen  on  their 
tryal,  commitment  and  detention  in  prison,  to  be  liberated  from  their 
said  imprisonment ;  and  the  keeper  of  the  goal  in  Hartford  is  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  to  release  said  memorialists  from  their  said 
imprisonment  on  the  aforesaid  condition  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ebenezer  Story  of  Norwich,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  there  is  need  of  an  house  of  entertainment  where  he 
lives  by  the  continental  ship-yard  in  that  town;  praying  for  liberty  to 
open  and  keep  a  tavern  there  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  said  Ebenezer  Story  hath  liberty  to  keep  a  tavern  or  house  of  enter- 
tainment at  the  place  aforesaid  the  year  ensuing,  upon  his  giving  bond 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  New  London  to  keep  and  observe  the 
laws  regulating  taverns  or  houses  of  entertainment. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Zephaniah  Whipple  of  Norwich,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  in  the  service  last  year  and  by  mistake 
was  put  under  guard  and  his  gun  taken  from  him,  of  the  price  of  £2 
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10  0,  which  by  that  means  was  lost  &c. ;  praying  to  be  allowed  for 
the  same,  Ac.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
for  said  sum  of  <£2  10  0,  in  favour  of  the  memorialist,  for  the  loss  of 
his  said  gim. 

On  the  memorial  of  Timothy  Bishop  of  Guilford,  humbly  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  wife  of  said  Timothy  Bishop  was  employed 
by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Durham  in  January  last,  to  nurse  and 
tend  two  of  the  prisoners  from  New  York  sick  with  the  small-pox  in 
said  town ;  that  after  the  recovery  of  said  prisoners,  his  said  wife  in 
cleansing  in  a  very  cold  season  was  taken  sick  with  a  severe  fever 
which  prevented  her  returning  home  for  the  space  of  three  weeks, 
which  cost  the  memorialist  for  boarding,  tending,  nursing,  doctoring 
&c.,  the  sum  of  <£8  6  4;  praying  this  Assembly  to  take  his  case  into 
their  consideration  and  order  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  to 
examine  and  adjust  said  account  of  the  charges  and  sickness,  and

York  under  the  command  of  General  Lee;  that  they  were  there 
ordered  on  board  Capt.  Selleck's  privateer  and  served  six  weeks  when 
they  were  discharged;  that  they  expected  their  wages  would  have 
been  paid  them  as  the  rest  of  said  regiment  was  allowed  and  paid  but 
were  not;  praying  for  relief  &c.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  do  adjust  the  wages  and  other  allowances 
due  to  the  memorialists  and  draw  orders  therefor  upon  the  Treasurer 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of  the  continent.

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elijah  Calkins  of  Sharon,  representing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  had  before  the  first  day  of  January  last  past 
made  and  manufactured  two  hundred  and  thirteen  pounds  and  an  half 
of  saltpetre,  and  before  that  time  apply ed  to  two  of  the  selectmen  of 
said  Sharon  to  have  the  same  inspected,  but  necessary  business  pre- 
vented the  same  untill  the  15*''  day  of  January,  1777,  when  the  same 
was  inspected  and  sent  to  the  powder-mill  at  New  Haven  for  the  use 
of  this  State,  when  the  same  was  on  reinspection  found  good  and  clean, 
but  because  the  same  was  not  inspected  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
A.  Dom.  1777,  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  could  order  payment  of 
only  one  shilling  premium  per  pound,  whereas  he  ought  to  have 
received  two  shillings  per  pound  as  a  bounty,  the  same  being  manu- 
factured before  said  first  day  of  January;  praying  for  payment  of 
£\0  13  6,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Therefore  resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  hereby  are  directed  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  pay  unto  the  said  Elijah 
Calkins  said  sum  of  <£10  13  6,  as  the  remainder  of  the  premium  due 
on  said  saltpetre  by  him  manufactured  as  aforesaid. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Bill,  of  Lebanon  in  the  county  of 
Windham,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he,  the  said  memorialist,  in 
January,  1776,  was  appointed  and  commissioned  a  lieutenant  in  the 
continental  army,  and  was  joined  to  the  company  commanded  by 
Capt.  Benjamin  Throop  of  Colo.  Burrall's  regiment  and  joined  the 
army  in  the  northern  department,  where  the  said  memorialist  contin- 
ued to  do  duty  to  good  satisfaction  untill  about  the  20'**  day  of  May 
following,  at  which  time  he  was  taken  sick  with  the  small  pox  in  the 
natural  way  at  the  River  Sorrell,  and  said  regiment  being  on  their 
march  left  said  memorialist  destitute  either  of  hospital,  physick  or 
nurse,  all  which  he  was  obliged  to  provide  for  himself  at  his  own  ex- 
pence,  which  cost  him  at  least  twelve  pounds,  L.  money,  for  which  he 
hath  received  no  pay  or  allowance  Ac. ;  praying  to  this  Assembly  for 
their  tender  consideration  on  the  premises  and  pay  for  said  expences 
&c. :  Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
be  paid  the  sum  of  twelve  pounds,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered 
to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Seely,  of  Stratford  in  Fairfield 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Israel  Seely  late  of  said 
Stratford  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and 
charges  exhibited  and  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district 
of  Fairfield  against  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmount  the  personal 
inventoried  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  X90  12  2,  L.  money, 
to  pay  which  the  said  administrator  hath  no  assets  in  his  hands; 
praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd 
as  shall  be  suflScient  to  satisfy  the  said  sum  of  £90  12  2,  together 
with  the  cost  and  charges  of  sale :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
liberty  be  granted  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
said  David  Seely,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd 
as  shall  be  suflicient  to  satisfy  said  sum  of  £90  12  2  and  the  charges 
of  sale ;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of 
Fairfield  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abigail  Spencer,  administratrix  on  the 
estate  of  Samuel  Spencer  late  of  Haddam  in  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  due 
from  said  estate  surmount  the  moveable  part  thereof  the  sum  of 
£44  11  7i,  and  thereupon  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  real  estate,  as 
per  memorial  on  file,  dated  5'*"  May,  1777 :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  memorialist  have  liberty,  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  her, 
to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  will  procure  the 
aforesaid  sum  of  £44  11  7 J  together  with  the  incident  charges  aris- 
ing on  such  sale ;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the 
district  of  Midletown  therein. 

On  the  memorial  of  Stephen  Judd,  administrator  on  the  estate  of 
Daniel  Judd  late  of  Waterbury,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
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that  the  debts  and  charges  arising  against  the  estate  of  said  deceased 
surmount  the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £38  18  7,  L. 
money ;  praying  for  authority  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  deceas'd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  sum  aforesaid  with  inci- 
dent charges,  as  appear  by  said  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  Timothy  Judd,  Esq',  of  Waterbury  aforesaid,  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate 
of  the  said  deceas'd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  £38 
13  7,  with  incident  charges  arising  thereon ;  taking  the  direction  of 
the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Woodbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Eli  Mygatt,  John  McLean  and  others,  select- 
men of  the  town  of  Danbury  in  Fairfield  county,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  the  enemy  in  their  late  incursion  into  said  Danbury 
amongst  other  things  burnt  and  destroyed  the  public  records  of  said 
town,  whereby  they  apprehend  great  damage  and  inconvenience  may 
arise  to  the  inhabitants  and  others  interested  therein  unless  some 
timely  remedy  be  provided  them ;  praying  the  attention  of  this  Assem- 
bly in  their  unhappy  case,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  en- 
quire into  the  particular  circumstances  attending  the  same :  Resolved 
by  this  Assembly,  that  Daniel  Sherman,  Colo.  Nehemiah  Beardsley, 
Capt.  Increase  Mosely  and  Mr.  Lemuel  Sanford,  or  any  three  of  them, 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  repair  to  said  Danbury  as  soon  as  may 
be,  first  notify  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  and  there  by  all  lawfull 
ways  and  means  enquire  into  and  ascertain  the  right  of  every  man, 
and  make  report  of  their  doings  in  the  premises  to  the  next  General 
Assembly  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Jonathan  Hart  against  Jerusha  Clark,  admin- 
istratrix on  the  estate  of  Mr.  Samuel  Clark  late  of  Kensington  deceas'd, 
shewing  that  he  is  imprisoned  by  said  Jerusha  on  an  execution  for 
about  £800  0  0,  L.  money ;  that  said  Samuel  and  the  petitioner  were 
in  partnership  in  trade,  out  of  which  said  execution  arose ;  that  said 
Clark  denyed  said  partnership,  and  that  the  petitioner  is  able  to  evince 
it,  and  that  upon  a  just  settlement  the  greater  part  of  said  execution 
will  be  found  not  due ;  further  representing  that  the  petitioner  is  in- 
solvent and  engaged  in  the  service ;  praying  for  an  act  of  insolvency 
Ac.  as  per  memorial  on  file  ;  and  the  petitioner  having  disclosed  upon 
oath  his  estate,  the  inventory  of  which  amounts  to  £370  11  OJ,  and 
has  made  an  assignment  thereof  in  common  form  to  Colo.  Isaac  Lee 
jun'  and  Stephen  Norton,  both  of  Parmington,  assignees  for  the  bene- 
fit of  his  creditors,  who  are  hereby  impowered  to  make  deeds  and 
other  instruments  necessary  to  execute  their  said  trust,  also  to  com- 
mence and  prosecute  unto  final  judgment  and  recovery  any  action  in 
the  law  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  the  monies  to  pay  to  the  credi- 
tors in  due  proportion  &c. :  Thereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  petitioner  be  released  from  his  imprisonment  and  be

sum  of  £288  8  2J;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  es- 
tate of  said  deceas'd  as  to  raise  said  sum  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :

Upon  the  memorial  of  Reuben  Beacher  of  New  Haven,  conservator 
of  the  person  and  estate  of  Ephraim  Morriss  of  New  Haven,  repre- 
senting that  from  the  4^^  day  of  April,  1776  to  the  4^**  day  of  April, 
1777,  he  had  expended  for  the  support  of  said  Morriss  the  sum  of  <£20 
8  1 ;  that  he  had  received  for  the  rent  of  the  land  belonging  to  said 
Morriss  the  sum  of  <£6  0  0;  praying  that  he  might  be  impowered  to 
sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Morriss  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  sum  of  £14  8  1,  being  the  ballance  due  to  him,  as  per 
memorial  on  file  appears:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
DQcmorialist  have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted 
unto  him,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  Morriss  as  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  of  £14  8  1,  together  with  the  incident 
charge  of  such  sale. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Anne  Pierpoint,  administratrix  upon  the 
estate  of  Mr.  James  Pierpoint  late  of  New  Haven  deceas'd,  represent- 
ing that  the  debts  and  charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd 
surmount  the  moveable  estate  the  sum  of  £166  3  8;  praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  together  with  the  incident  charges  of  such

Upon  the  memorial  of  Capt.  Joshua  Huntington,  the  agent  for 
building  the  continental  ^hip  in  Norwich,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
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that  he  wants  a  quantity  of  locust  timber  for  trunnels,  which  may  be 
had  on  the  farm  in  New  London  formerly  owned  by  Capt.  Oliver, 
deceas'd,  now  owned  by  one  Oliver  of  Boston,  or  Doct.  Thomas  Moffat, 
both  of  whom  are  with  the  enemies  of  these  States ;  praying  for  liberty 
to  cut  the  needfuU  quantity  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  hath  liberty  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted  to  him,  to  take  the  needfuU  quantity  of  locust  timber 
from  said  farm  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  keeping  an  account  thereof 
at  apprizal  of  the  carpenters  of  said  ship  ready  to  be  rendered  when 
properly  called  upon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benoni  Buttolph,  administrator  on  the  es- 
tate of  Jonathan  Buttolph  senior,  late  of  Symsbury  in  the  said  State, 
shewing  that  the  debts  and  charges  exhibited  against  the  estate  of  the 
said  deceased  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  the 
sum  of  £26  2  9,  L.  money,  as  per  memorial  on  file  dated  16th  of  May, 
A.  D.  1777  ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant  liberty  to  said  memorialist 
or  some  other  meet  person  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said 
deceas'd  as  may  suffice  to  pay  and  satisfy  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £26  2 
9,  L.  money,  with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale :  There- 
fore resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have  liberty  and 
is  hereby  authorized,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd 
as  shall  pay  and  satisfy  the  aforesaid  sums  with  the  incident  charges 
arising  on  said  sale  ^  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for 
the  district  of  Symsbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Ridgfield, 
representing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  enemy  in  their  late  incursion 
to  Danbury  on  their  return  passed  through  said  Ridgfield  and  burnt 
many  dwelling-houses  and  other  buildings  therein,  killed  and  carried 
off  many  of  their  cattle,  and  plundered  the  inhabitants  of  all  their 
provisions  and  much  of  their  cloathing,  whereby  such  a  number  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  Ridgfield  are  reduced  to  indigence,  poverty  and  an 
inability  to  provide  for  their  necessities  as  that  said  town  cannot  afford 
them  adequate  relief ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  take  their  case  into 
their  consideration  and  make  provision  accordingly :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  Increase  Mosely,  Daniel  Sherman,  Nehemiah  Beards- 
ley  and  Lemuel  Sanford,  Esq",  or  any  three  of  them,  be  a  committee 
to  estimate  the  losses  of  every  individual  in  said  town  of  Ridgfield  in 
consequence  of  the  hostile  measures  of  the  British  troops  in  their  lat« 
progress  through  said  town,  and  report  make  to  this  or  some  future 
Assembly,  so  that  the  real  loss  the  unhappy  sufferers  have  sustained 
])y  the  desolations  and  ravages  of  our  merciless  enemies  may  thereby 
be  clearly  known  and  such  representation  made  thereof  and  attention 
given  to  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate  as  any  future  Assembly  may 
think  proper.*

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Boughton  have 
liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  unto  her,  to  sell 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  James  Boughton  as 
shall  enable  her  to  pay  the  sum  of  £73  8  5,  with  the  incident  charges 
arising  on  such  sale ;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for 
the  district  of  Danbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thaddeus  Benedict,  of  Danbury  in  the 
county  of  Fairfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  late  incursion 
of  the  enemy  into  Danbury  his  dwelling  house  was  consumed  by  fire, 
and  that  several  of  the  houses  of  those  persons  nominated  to  keep 
public  houses  in  said  town  were  also  consumed,  by  means  of  which 
they  are  deprived  of  keeping  houses  of  entertainment,  and  that  he  had 
provided  a  convenient  house  in  the  center  of  said  town ;  praying  to 
this  Assembly  for  liberty  to  keep  a  house  of  public  entertainment,  as 
per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorial- 
ist have  liberty,  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  unto  him,  to  keep  a 
publick  house  of  entertainment  in  said  town  the  year  ensuing,  under 
the  same  restrictions  as  other  public  houses  are  kept  in  said  town. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Mary  Hoyt,  wife  of  Isaac  Hoyt  late  of  Dan- 
bury, shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  she  has  ever  been  a  true  friend 
to  tie  rights  of  her  country,  and  that  her  husband  when  the  enemy 
made  their  late  incursions  into  Danbury,  being  an  enemy  to  his  coun- 
try, went  off  and  joined  them,  by  means  of  which  he  did  justly  forfeit 
all  his  estate  both  real  and  personal,  and  that  the  selectmen  of  said  Dan- 
bury by  virtue  of  a  law  of  this  State  had  seized  all  the  personal  estate  of 
her  said  husband,  by  means  of  which  she  was  deprived  of  the  necessa- 
ries of  life ;  praying  to  this  Assembly  to  order  and  decree  that  one 
third  part  of  all  the  clear  moveable  estate  be  given  to  her,  and  the 
-use  and  improvement  of  one  third  part  of  all  the  real  estate  of  her 
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said  husband  during  her  natural  life  for  her  support,  as  per  memorial 
on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  do  have  and 
enjoy  the  free  use  and  improvement  of  one  third  part  of  all  the  real 
and  personal  estate  of  her  said  husband  during  the  pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Isaac  King,  of  Suffield  in  the  county  of 
Hartford,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Charles  Smith  late  of  said 
Suffield  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Charles  in 
his  life  time  bargained  and  agreed  with  one  Jonathan  Baker,  then  of 
Woodbury  in  the  county  of  Litchfield  now  of  Suffield  aforesaid,  to 
sell  him  a  certain  piece  of  land  in  said  Suffield  containing  eight  acres, 
bounding  north  on  Capt.  John  Norton,  east  on  Reuben  Parsons'  land, 
south  and  west  on  the  highway,  for  the  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
£112  10  0,  L.  money,  with  interest,  and  on  the  8^^  day  of  December, 
1774,  bound  himself  and  his  heirs  to  the  said  Baker  in  the  sum  of

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elnathan  Camp,  of  Durham  in  this  State, 
humbly  shewing  that  he  manufactured  out  of  materials  collected  in 
this  State  two  hundred  and  forty-one  pounds  of  good  saltpetre  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  January  last ;  that  through 
multiplicity  of  business  and  not  adverting  to  the  law  requiring  said 
saltpetre  to  be  inspected  before  the  16^^'  day  of  said  January  he  omit- 
ted getting  the  same  inspected;  that  said  saltpetre  on  the  12*^'  day 
of  February  was  inspected  and  the  oath  provided  by  law  taken  by 
said  Camp;  and  that  the  same  was  reinspected  on  the  17^''  of  Febru- 
ary aforesaid,  as  appears  per  certificate,  and  received  for  the  use  of 
this  State;  humbly  praying  that, although  he  did  not  attend  the  steps 
of  the  law  in  that  case  provided,  he  may  be  allowed  the  same  price 
and  premium  as  he  might  have  had  had  he  attended  to  said  law  on 
the  aforesaid  quantity  of  241  pounds  of  saltpetre,  and  that  the  Assem- 
bly order  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  to  draw  on  the  treasury  for  the

Upon  the  memorial  of  Elizabeth  Tomlinson,  of  Stratford  in  the 
county  of  Fairfield,  administratrix  on  the  estate  of  Capt.  Joseph  Tom- 
linson late  of  said  Stratford  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  debts  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmount  the  moveable 
estate  the  sum  of  £423  12  2,  L.  money;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell 
so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  to  raise  said  sum  &c., 
as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialist be  and  she  is  hereby  impowered,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceased  as  to  raise  said  sum  £423  12  2  with  the  inci- 
dent charges  thereon  arising;  taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Fairfield  therein.

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Crosby,  executrix  to  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  Stephen  Crosby  late  of  Killingley  deceas'd,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  she  is  chargeable  with  the  sum  of  £46  6  4,  L. 
money,  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  which  is  inevitably  lost  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  said  deceas'd,  which  was  in  the  retreat  out  of  New 
York ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant  her  in  her  said  capacity  the 
aforesaid  £46  6  4,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £46  6  4,  L.  money,  be  granted  to  said 
memorialist  in  her  said  capacity,  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  of 
this  State  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  allow  the  same  to  her  in 
the  settlement  of  the  account  of  the  deceas'd  with  this  State  accord- 
ingly. 
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On  the  memorial  of  Absalom  Stockwell,  of  Killingley  in  the  county 
of  Windham,  shewing  that  on  the  ninth  day  of  May,  1775  he  entered 
into  the  service  of  this  State  agreeable  to  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State  for  that  purpose,  and  went  to  Roxbury  or 
Cambridge  in  the  defence  of  our  just  rights  and  privileges  to  serve 
for  the  space  of  seven  months,  and  accordingly  served  faithfully  untill 
the  second  day  of  December  then  next ;  that  mistaking  his  time  of 
service  to  be  expired  sooner  than  it  really  was,  he  imprudently  left 
the  service  without  a  regular  discharge;  that  he  is  devoted  to  the 
service  of  his  country,  has  been  since  his  tour  to  Roxbury  twice  into 
the  service  and  is  ever  ready  to  contribute  everything  in  his  power  for 
his  country's  welfare,  and  praying  for  his  wages,  as  per  memorial  on 
file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  on  application  to  them 
made  by  the  said  Absalom,  to  examine  and  adjust  the  accounts  for 
the  wages  of  said  Absalom  and  in  his  favour  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
for  such  sums  as  shall  be  found  due  to  him  thereon. 

On  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Deming,  administratrix  on  the  estate 
of  Waitstill  Deming  late  of  Weathersfield  deceas'd,  representing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  exhibited  into  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Hartford  since  October  last  and  allowed  by 
said  court  for  which  no  certificate  has  ever  been  given  surmount  the 
moveable  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  £18  3  7i,  L.  money, 
and  that  said  administratrix  hath  no  assets  to  satisfy  said  debts ; 
praying  this  Assembly  to  appoint  said  memorialist  and  Aaron  Porter 
of  said  Weathersfield,  or  some  other  person,  to  make  sale  of  so  much 
of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  will  be  sufficient  to  discharge 
said  sum  of  £18  8  7i,  L.  money,  and  the  incident  charges  arising  on 
the  sale  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  and 
the  said  Aaron  Porter  be  authorized  and  impowered,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  Waitstill  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise  said 
sum  of  £18  3  7i  and  the  incident  charges  arising  on  the  sale;  taking 
the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Hartford 
therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Phineas  Gurley  of  Mansfield,  administrator 
on  the  estate  of  Israel  Gurley  late  of  Guilford  in  the  county  of  Cum- 
berland deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Israel  while 
in  life,  on  or  about  the  12**"  day  of  October,  1775,  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration sold  and  disposed  of  one  certain  messuage  in  said  Mans- 
field containing  about  seven  acres,  including  a  mansion  house  and

and  that  said  widow  is  willing,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  to 
quit  and  relinquish  all  right  of  dower  therein,  and  the  said  Eliphalet 
desirous  to  be  confirmed  in  the  title  thereto  &c.;  praying  for  power 
and  authority  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  Eliphalet 
Demick,  his  heirs  &c.,  a  good  warrantee  deed  of  the  premises  &c.,  as 
per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
have  full  power  and  authority,  and  full  power  and  authority  is  hereby 
given  to  him,  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  unto  the  said  Eliphalet 
Demick,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  a  good  deed  of  warranty  of  the 
said  lands  and  buildings,  which  shall  be  good  and  valid  in  the  law  to 
all  intents  and  purposes. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Seeley  jun%  a  prisoner  in  the  goal 
at  Hartford,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  had  for  inimical 
practices  been  sentenced  to  suffer  two  years  imprisonment  and  pay 
a  fine  of  £20  0  0 ;  that  he  had  served  the  United  States  in  the  present 
war  with  faithfulness,  and  professing  repentance  for  his  evil  conduct,, 
promising  reformation  in  future ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  liberate 
him  from  his  imprisonment  upon  his  inlisting  into  the  continental 
service,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  Joseph  Seeley  jun'  be  and  hereby  is  liberated  from  his 
imprisonment  upon  his  paying  or  securing  to  be  paid  the  cost  of  pros- 
ecution arising  against  him  and  he  inlisting  into  some  one  of  the 
battalions  raising  in  the  United  States  of  America  for  continental 
service ;  and  the  goaler  in  such  case  is  ordered  to  discharge  the  said 
Joseph  from  his  imprisonment. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abel  Clark,  of  Pomphrett  in  the  county  of 
Windham,  shewing  that  between  the  first  of  June,  1776,  and  the  first 
day  of  January,  1777,  he  had  manufactured  at  his  works  in  said  Pom-^

four  pounds  weight  of  saltpetre ;  that  through  inattention  to  the  law 
requiring  the  exhibiting,  inspecting  and  certifying  saltpetre  within  a 
limited  time  he  did  not  exhibit  said  saltpetre  till  after  the  time  of 
limitation  was  required;  that  he  did  however  afterwards  exhibit 
the  same  to  Mr.  Samuel  Sumner,  a  selectman  for  said  town,  for 
inspection,  who  weighed  the  same  and  on  examination  found  the 
same  to  be  pure,  clean  and  dry,  fit  for  the  manufacture  of  gun- 
powder, but  no  certificate  could  be  received  for  the  same  according  to 
the  letter  of  the  law,  notwithstanding  he  took  the  oath  by  law  pre- 
scribed, and  that  he  has  kept  the  same  in  his  own  custody  with  all 
possible  security  ever  since ;  and  praying  that  on  said  saltpetre  being 
reinspected,  weighed,  approved  and  certifyed  by  the  inspector  of  salt- 
petre in  Wrndham  county,  and  on  its  being  transported  to  the  powder- 
mills  in  Windham  for  the  use  of  this  State,  he  might  be  entituled  to 
the  same  bounty  and  price  for  the  same  as  others  by  law  are,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  on 
application  to  them  made  by  the  said  Abel  Clark,  and"  on  his  pro- 
ducing a  certificate  as  the  law  directs  for  said  saltpetre,  to  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  found  due,  in  favour  of 
said  Clark,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  strictly  pursued  the 
steps  of  the  law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ebenezer  Stevens  of  New  Fairfield,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  month  of  August  last  past,  when  the 
militia  were  ordered  to  New  York,  he  let  his  horse  and  saddle  go  to 
help  carry  the  baggage  of  Capt.  Beardsley's  company  to  said  New  York, 
and  that  said  horse  and  saddle  was  lost  by  inevitable  providence ; 
praying  to  this  Assembly  for  pay  for  said  horse  and  saddle,  as  per 
memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Ebenezer 
Stevens  be  allowed  out  of  the  public  treasury  for  said  horse  and  saddle 
the  sum  of  £12  10,  lawful!  money ;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is 
ordered  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

On  the  memorial  of  Joash  Hall  of  Wallingford,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  rode  on  horseback  to  the  assistance  of  the  troops  of 
this  State  that  were  pursuing  the  British  troops  in  their  retreat  from  Dan- 
l)ury,  and  that  he  rode  within  about  half  a  mile  of  where  the  action  was 
at  Compo  and  then  left  liis  horse  and  went  and  engaged  the  enemy  for 
some  time,  but  was  finally  obliged  to  retreat,  and  when  he  came  to  his 
horse  he  mounted  him  and  soon  after  said  horse  was  killed  by  a  shot 
from  the  enemy ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant  him  pay  for  said 
horse,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
Pay-Table  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  <£19  0  0,  L. 
money,  in  favour  of  the  said  Hall,  as  full  payment  and  satisfaction 
for  the  loss  of  said  horse. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Mumford,  E8q%  of  Groton,  ehewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  with  other  merchants  of  this  State  have  a 
large  quantity  of  English  goods  at  Bedford  in  the  State  of  Massachn- 
sets  Bay,  taken  by  their  privateer  called  the  Fanny  in  ai  prize  ship 
and  brought  in  there,  and  that  he  hath  a  cargo  of  salt  brought  in  and 
imported  from  the  West  Indies  at  the  same  place,  all  which  he  is 
•desirous  to  bring  into  this  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants, 
being  much  wanted  here,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  his  Honor  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  desired  to  write 
to  the  General  Assembly,  or  in  their  recess  to  the  Hon^^®  Council  of 
the  State  of  Hassachusets  Bay,  and  request  them  to  permit  the  afore- 
•said  goods  or  any  other  goods  captured,  brought  or  imported  into  the 
ports  of  that  State  by  merchants  or  ot&er  subjects  of  tiiis  State,  to 
be  transported  by  land  or  water  from  thence  into  this  State  for  the 
necessary  supply  of  the  inhabitants,  any  embargo  of  said  State  of 
Massachusets  Bay  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Lathrop,  of  Tolland  in  the  county 
of  Hartford,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  John  Peck  late  of  said 
Toland  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts,  funeral 
<;harges,  with  some  allowances  to  the  widow  of  the  said  deceas'd,  sur- 
jnount  the  moveable  inventoried  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  the  suin 
of  J&51  6  8,  L.  money,  and  that  the  whole  of  the  real  estate  of  saif^ 
-deceas'd  will  not  surmount  the  said  sum  of  <£51  5  8  more  than 
twelve  or  thirteen  pounds,  L.  money,  to  be  divided  among  six  or  seven

and  has  not  been  set  out  in  the  late  distribution  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  deceas'd ;  praying  for  liberty  to  execute  a  deed  to  said  Dimmock 
&C.J  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
said  administrator  have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby 
granted  to  him,  upon  the  said  Dimmock's  paying  the  remainder  of  the 
said  sum  of  thirty  pounds  agreeable  to  the  tenor  of  said  securities  for 
the  benefit  of  the  heirs  of  said  deceas'd,  to  make,  execute  and  deliver 
a  good  and  authentic  deed  of  warranty  to  said  Dimmock,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  agreeable  to  the  tenor  and  intention  of  the  condition  of 
the  aforesaid  bond. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  John  McEee,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  memorialist  by  the  judgment  of  the  honorable  superior  court  in 
June  last  was  convicted  of  harbouring  and  secreting  some  persons  who 
were  about  to  join  the  enemies  of  this  and  the  United  States,  and 
sentenced  to  suffer  one  years  imprisonment  and  forfeit  all  his  estate; 
that  in  consequence  of  said  judgment  he  was  committed  to  the  goal 
in  Litchfield  and  there  remained  untill  the  24^^  day  of  Feb^  last,  when 
he  was  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  removed  to  East  Hadam, 
there  to  be  confined  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  that  the  memo- 
rialist is  fully  convinced  of  the  iniquity  of  his'  conduct  and  is  now 
heartily  disposed  to  serve  this  and  the  other  States  in  supporting 
their  glorious  cause ;  praying  this  Assembly  that  he  may  be  released

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jesse  Terrill  and  Mary  Terrill,  administra- 
tors on  the  estate  of  Noah  Terrill  late  of  Woodbury  deceased,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  flie  debts  and  charges  due  from  said  estate  sur- 
mount the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  £44  5  7,  lawfull 
money,  and  praying  for  liberty  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  to  make  said  sum,  as  per  memorial  on  file  : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Jesse  Terrill  have  liberty 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as  to  make  said  sum  of  £44  5  7,  L.  money, 
with  the  incident  charges  arising  thereon;  taking  the  direction  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Woodbury  therein.

Sir :  You  being  appointed  commissary  of  supplies  and  refreshments  for  tlie 
troops  raised  in  this  State  for  the  continental  army,  you  will,  therefore,  With- 
out delay  purchase  one  good  team  or  waggon  with  horses  to  each  battalion, 
and  employ  a  faithful,  trusty  man  to  each  to  drive  and  take  care  of  the 
same,  and  them  load  with  rum,  sugar,  molasses  and  cloathing,  belonging  to 
this  State  in  the  hands  of  such  gentlemen  as  you  shall  be  directed  to  from 
time  to  time,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  transmit  and  deliver  to  you  or 
your  order  such  supplies  as  you  want  with  an  account  of  what  they  have  on 
hand  from  time  to  time,  without  further  directions  from  this  Board.  At 
present  there  is  West  India  rum  and  sugar  in  the  hands  of  Capt.  Ephraim 
Bill,  salt  in  the  hands  of  Capt.  Jabez  Perkins,  New  England  rum  and  cloath- 
ing in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Andrew  Huntington  of  Norwich,  cloathing,  rum 
and  sugar  in  the  hands  of  Capt.  Joshua  Elderkin  of  Windham,  cloathing  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Chauncey  "Whittelsey  of  Middletown,  Col.  Jonathan  Fitch 
of  New  Haven,  Capt.  Samuel  Squire  of  Fairfield,  Messrs.  David  Webb  and 
Dan^  Gray  of  Stamford,  and  Mr.  Abel  Hine  of  New  Milford  ;  and  transport 
and  secure  such  stores  in  the  safest  places  you  can  near  the  continental  army, 
using  your  prudence  in  that  respect.  And  you  will  be  assisted  by  some  per- 
son appointed  to  take  care  [of]  and  oversee  the  stores  in  about  the  camp  &;c., 
as  shall  be  needful,  as  also  an  issuing  commissary  to  each  battalion.  You 
are  also  impowered  to  impress  such  teams,  boats  kc,  as  you  shall  have  occa- 
sion for  at  any  time  to  remove  or  transport  any  stores  &c.,  and  to  employ 
such  persons  you  find  needful  to  execute  the  design  of  your  appointment ; 
and  in  cases  of  danger  and  difficulty  you  will  advise  with  the  principal  offi- 
cers of  the  army  where  you  shall  be  and  apply  to  them  for  necessary  guard 
and  protection.  You  have  power  in  all  cases  of  difficulty  to  take  such 
measures  as  you  with  the  best  advice  you  can  obtain  shall  judge  prudent,  and 
to  purchase  such  articles  as  you  find  wanting  and  can  obtain.  You  will  be 
careful  to  provide  forage  and  provender  for  your  teams,  cattle  and  horses, 
in  such  manner  as  you  find  most  needful  and  convenient.  Your  assistant  and 
issuing  commissaries  will  be  appointed  and  apply  to  you  for  their  orders. 
You  will  direct  the  issuing  commissaries  what  quantities  of  rum  &c.  to 
deliver  to  each  soldier  at  a  time,  and  how  often,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
his  captain  or  commanding  officer.  All  articles  to  be  delivered  at  the  door 
of  the  tent  or  store  and  the  receiver  to  depart  immediately,  that  others  may 
be  served  in  their  turn.  An  exact  account  of  articles  delivered  to  each  sol- 
dier to.  be  kept  and  transmitted  to  the  paymaster  of  each  regiment  respect- 
ively, to  be  deducted  out  of  the  wages  when  paid.  When  a  regiment  is 
divided,  the  divisions  must  be  supplied  by  the  issuing  commissary  of  the 
regiment  where  they  happen  to  be  and  a  separate  account  kept  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  issuing  commissary  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  division 
belongs ;  or  in  case  the  division  is  removed  to  a  place  so  distant  from  their 
own  or  any  other  regiment  that  they  cannot  be  supplied  by  their  commis- 
sary, they  must  have  some  person  specially  assigned  to  that  service,  who 
will  keep  the  account  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  regimental  commissary 
in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

You  will  keep  an  account  of  all  disbursements  and  ezpences  by  you 
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made,  as  well  as  monies  received,  and  have  the  same  in  proper  order  for 
settlement  at  proper  times. 

The  troops  now  at  Peekskill  are  in  present  want  of  supplies;  your  first 
attention  must,  therefore,  be  to  their  relief :  and  see  to  it  that  others  are 
furnished  with  necessaries  as  they  take  the  field. 

What  further  instructions,  additions  and  alterations,  are  needful  on  the 
occasion  shall  be  delivered  you  hereafter.

fire-arms  as  they  have  lost,  and  have  already  paid  in  those  cases  where  appli- 
cation has  been  made;  by  means  whereof  there  is  danger  of  double  payment 
being  made  in  many  instances  and  thereby  great  loss  happen  to  this  State; 
requesting  the  advice  of  this  Board  in  the  premises :  Resolved  by  this  Board, 
that  it  is  advisable  for  said  committee  to  suspend  all  payments  to  said  officers 
and  soldiers  for  their  wages  or  arms  until  they  can  be  fully  advised  of  the

I  am  informed 
that  the  men  that  were  on  duty  at  the  time  of  inlisting  left  their  duty  by 
leave  from  their  oflBcer  'til  the  15***  July,  which  was  rather  weakening  than 
strengthening  our  defence.  All  ought  to  remain  in  or  go  on  duty  as  soon 
as  directed.  You'l  direct  your  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Major  to  repair  to 
such  post  or  town  where  the  men  are  ordered,  to  take  the  command  in 
your  absence.  The  men  are  to  be  employed  according  to  such  orders  as 
have  been  given,  and  to  guard  and  defend  the  places  where  they  are.  Both

Fort  Trumbull  in  rotation,  leaving  there  what  are  needed  to  compleat  the 
works  at  Groton.  You  will  take  care  that  the  men  are  kept  clean  and  to 
duty,  and  when  on  fatigue  they  are  to  receive,  by  your  order  in  writiug  or 
the  order  of  the  commanding  officer  in  your  absence,  the  rum  allowed  when 
on  fatigue  duty. 

You'l  take  care  and  prevent  all  kind  of  imbezzl^ments  and  abuses  of 
arms,  ordnance  stores,  tools  and  utensils  belonging  to  the  publick.  A  keeper 
of  the  ordnance  and  military  stores  will  be  appointed  whose  duty  will  be 
pointed  out. 

The  plan  of  the  works  is  laid  out  to  which  you  will  attend,  and  when  any 
further  directions  are  needful  you  will  apply  to  this  Board  and  follow  such 
orders  as  may  be  given. 

Mr.  Edward  Hallam  is  appointed  Commissary  to  provide  for  the  men  on 
New  London  side,  Ebenezer  Ledyard,  Escf,  is  appointed  Commissary  on 
Groton  side,  Capt.  Cochran  at  Say  Brook. 

You  will  take  care  that  the  artillery  officers  and  matrosses  attend  and  do 
faithfully  their  duty,  and  from  time  to  time  give  information  and  all  need- 
ful intelligence  to  ^is  Board. 

You  will  attend  to  the  services  to  be  performed  by  every  part  of  your 
regiment,  to  see  it  duly  ordered  and  performed  and  direct  advices  to  be 
given  you;  in  case  of  the  appearance  of  an  enemy  or  an  attack  you'l  put  all 
in  proper  posture  of  defence,  and  on  every  necessary  occasion  forward  intelli- 
gence to  me  and  make  needful  alarms.  You  will  give  the  necessary  orders 
for  preventing  the  landing  of  the  enemy. 

You  will  as  soon  as  may  be  send  me  a  return  of  your  regiment  in  due 
form. 

And  you  will  attend  and  obey  all  orders  and  commands  you  may  re- 
ceive from  me  or  other  your  superior  officer.  You  are  also  to  take  care  and 
make  proper  inquiry  of  all  such  vessells,  boats  &c.  as  pass  the  fort,  and 
attend  to  the  law  and  the  orders  which  may  be  further  given  for  your  di- 
rection therein.

Orders  were  given  to  Brig'  Gen*  Douglass  as  follows,  viz  : 
State  of  Connecticut. 

By  the  Captain  General. 
To  the  Hon'  John  DouglasSj  Esq"",    Brigadier   General  of  the  fifth  brigade  of 
militia  in  this  State. 

You  are  ordered  to  call  together  the  field  oflScers  of  your  brigade,  to  con- 
sult on  the  best  and  most  expeditious  manner  of  collecting  and  marching  the 
companies  of  your  brigade  to  any  place  that  is  or  may  be  attacked. 

On  the  present  alarm  you  may  do  well  to  settle  the  oflBcers  for  each  of 
the  four  divisions  and  their  rotation.  You  must  use  your  prudence  how  the 
men  of  the  first  division  may  be  seen  to  be  well  armed  and  equipped  for  a 
march  and  disposed  so  as  to  be  in  immediate  readiness  and  yet  hindered  as 
little  as  possible  from  their  business  at  this  time.  'Tis  probable  their  march 
must  be  to  Providence.  I  hope  that  will  not  be  necessary.  You'll  soon 
receive  further  orders  if  it  should  be. 

It  will  in  the  alarm  list  appear  that  many  men  are  cripples  and  incura- 
bles, which  will  render  it  impracticable  for  them  to  march  and  perform  the 
duties  of  a  soldier.  You  are  to  examine  their  several  cases  and  circum- 
stances, and  excuse  them  as  occasion  may  require  agreeable  to  the  law  in 
that  case  provided,  taking  care  not  to  dismiss  but  hold  them  who  are  of 
ability  of  estate  to  be  well  furnished  with  arms,  ammunition  and  ready  to  do 
whatever  is  reasonable  to  promote  the  defence  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
their  country. 

No  returns  are  received  from  any  brigade  or  regiment,  by  law  directed 
to  be  done  every  two  months. 

I  shall  prepare  and  soon  send  you  blanks  for  a  return  to  begin  the  first 
of  August,  ihat  all  may  be  made  similar.  The  rank  and  file  in  the  first 
instance  of  return  is  to  be  only  such  as  are  not  gone  into  the  service  of  the 
continent  or  of  this  State.

An  Act  In  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Punishment  of 
I  Hiffh  Treason  and  other  atrocious  Crimes  agrainst  the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Q-ovemor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  no 
person  accused  of  any  of  the  crimes  mentioned  in  said  act,  who  on 
examination  before  proper  authority  shall  be  adjudged  worthy  to  be 
held  to  tryal  for  the  same,  shall  be  set  at  liberty  on  bail  but  committed 
to  prison,  there  to  remain  untill  delivered  by  due  course  of  law. 

An  Act  in  ftirther  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  State  Intituled  An  Act  for  the  Direc- 
tion of  Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  all  persons  by  law  rateable  ought  to  be  taxed  for  the  sup- 
port of  government  and  the  common  defence  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  their  estates  and  annual  incomes,  for  which  further  provision 
is  necessary  to  be  made. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-ovemor,  Council  and  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  respective  towns, 
or  other  persons  specially  appointed  by  the  town  for  that  purpose,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  be  Assessors,  who  together  with  the 
listers  shall  according  to  their  best  judgment  assess  all  traders,  trades- 
men, artificers,  attorneys  at  law,  physicians,  surgeons,  tavern-keepers, 
owners  of  mills,  iron-works,  ware-houses,  work-houses,  graziers, 
drovers,  and  others  by  law  rateable  for  their  faculty,  at  the  amount  of 
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their  clear  annual  profits,  and  add  the  same  to  their  list  of  polls  and 
rateable  estate  at  the  times  appointed  by  law ;  any  law,  usage  or  cus- 
tom to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  all  persons  shall  be  set  in 
the  list  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  for  the  monies  due  to  them  on  in- 
terest on  good  security,  deducting  what  they  pay  interest  for,  if  any 
be.  That  cattle  and  sheep  let  out  on  shares  or  on  loan  shall  be  set  in 
the  list  of  the  owner  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  on  their  just  value. 
And  persons  who  make  a  business  of  buying  and  selling  the  neces- 
saries or  conveniences  of  life  and  by  engrossing  the  same  or  other 
artificial  methods  enhance  the  prices  thereof  and  thereby  make  great 
gains  to  themselves,  the  least  dealer  in  that  way  shall  be  set  in  the 
list  fifty  pounds,  and  others  in  like  proportion  according  to  their 
gains. 

Whereas  it  is  justly  apprehended  that  the  distilling  of  brandy 
from  cyder  will  occasion  a  scarcity  of  that  drink,  so  comfortable  and 
usefuU  in  this  State,  and  in  a  great  measure  deprive  the  inhabitants, 
especially  the  poorer  sort,  of  the  benefit  and  use  of  cyder. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor j  Council  and  JRepreaentativeSj  in  Q-en^ 
eral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samej  That  no  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  within  this  State  shall  distill  any  brandy  or 
spirituous  liquor  of  any  kind  from  cyder  at  any  time  before  the  rising 
of  this  Assembly  in  May  next,  on  penalty  that  the  person  or  persons 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  breach  of  this  act  and  duly  convicted 
thereof  before  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  shall  forfeit  fourfold 
the  value  of  such  cyder  so  distilled :  one-half  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  wherein  the  ofiFence  shall  be  committed,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  person,  if  a  common  informer,  who  shall  prosecute  the  same  to 
effect ;  and  all  informing  ofiicers  are  hereby  directed  to  make  due  pre- 
sentment of  all  breaches  of  this  act,  in  which  case  the  whole  forfeiture 
shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  it 
shall  be  lawfuU  for  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns,  to  grant  licence  in  writing  under  their  hands  to  the  inhabitants 
to  distill  or  procure  to  be  distilled  small  quantities  of  cyder  to  supply 
their  own  families  with  such  spirits  only  as  are  in  their  opinion  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  their  own  use  and  consumption,  taking  care  that 
no  engrosser  or  monopolist  or  other  person  that  shall  offer  or  give  any 
extravagant  price  for  such  cyder  have  any  permission  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  anything  in  this  act  contained  notwithstanding. 

Ab  Act  for  repealingr  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  to  prevent  Monopolies  and  Op- 
pression by  excessive  and  unreasonable  Prices  of  Many  of  tne  Necessaries 
and  Conveniences  of  Life,  and  alao  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  in  Addition  to 
and  Alteration  of  an  Act  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  to  prevent  Monopo- 
lies and  Oppression  by  excessive  and  unreasonable  Prices  or  the  Necessanee 
and  Conveniences  of  Xiife. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  0-ovemor,  Council  and  JRepresentativeSf  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samCj  That  said 
acts  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  and  made  void. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  be  and  is  hereby  fully 
authorized  and  impowered  to  permit  and  allow  any  person  or  persona 
to  distil  spirituous  liquor  commonly  called  Geneva,  or  any  other  spirits 
from  wheat,  rye  or  indian  com,  for  the  use  of  the  army  or  the  inhabitants 
of  this  State,  to  be  sold  and  disposed  of  for  the  uses  aforesaid  at  such 
reasonable  price  as  shall  be  affixed  and  agreed  upon  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  Safety  with  the  person  or  persons  obtaining  such  per- 
mission or  allowance  in  manner  aforesaid  ;  and  any  person  or  persons 
obtaining  such  permission  or  allowance  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  who 
shall  conform  thereto  in  selling  the  spirits  by  them  distilled  at  the 
price  affixed  and  in  every  other  respect,  may  lawfully  set  up  and  carry 
on  the  business  of  distilling  in  manner  aforesaid,  any  law  or  resolu- 
tion of  this  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.    . 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Declaration  of  the  United 
Colonies  of  New  Hamshire,  Massachusets  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  Connec- 
ticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pensylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  made  by  their 
Delegates  in  General  Congress  assembled  at  Philadelphia  on  the 
fourtti  day  of  July,  1776,  declaring  said  Colonies  to  be  Free  and  Inde- 
pendent States,  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  records  of  this  Assembly, 
that  the  memory  thereof  may  be  preserved  to  posterity. 

In  Congress,  July  4^*^,  1776. 
ITie  Unanimous  Declaration  of  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America, 

When  in  the  course  of  human  events  it  becomes  necessary  for  one 
people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with 
another,  and  to  assume  among  the  powers  of  the  earth  the  separate 
and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nature's  God  en- 
title them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that 
they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel  them  to  a  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self  evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable 
rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness, 
that  to  secure  these  rights  governments  are  instituted  among  men, 
deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  that 
whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends  it 
is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it  and  to  institute  new 
government,  laying  its  foundation  on  such  principles  and  organizing  its 
powers  in  such  form  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their 
safety  and  happiness.  Prudence  indeed  will  dictate  that  governments 
long  established  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes ; 
and  accordingly  all  experience  hath  shewn,  that  mankind  are  most 
disposed  to  suffer  while  evils  are  sufferable  than  to  right  themselves 
by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed,  but  when  a 
long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the  same 
object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is 
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their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  ofif  such  government  and  to  pro- 
yide  new  gaards  for  their  future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient 
sufferance  of  these  Colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  con- 
strains them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  government.  The  his- 
tory of  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated  in- 
juries and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  establishment  of 
an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts  be 
submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  Laws  the  most  wholesome  and  neces- 
sary for  the  publick  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  Laws  of  inmiediate  and 
pressing  importance  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  assent 
should  be  obtained,  and  when  so  suspended  he  has  utterly  neglected 
to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  Laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
districts  of  people  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of 
representation  in  the  legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them  and  for- 
midable to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  Legislative  Bodies  at  places  unusual,  un- 
comfortable, and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public  records, 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance^  with  his 
measures. 

He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly  for  opposing 
with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected,  whereby  the  Legislative  Powers,  incapable  of  an- 
nihilation, have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise :  the 
State  remaining  in  the  meantime  exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of 
invasion  from  without  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  Population  of  these  States,  for 
that  purpose  obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners ;  re- 
fusing to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  rais- 
ing the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  land. 

He  has  obstructed  the  Administration  of  Justice  by  refusing  his 
assent  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  Judges  dependent  on  his  Will  alone  for  the  tenure  of 
their  offices  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  New  Offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms 
of  officers  to  harrass  our  people  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us  in  times  of  peace  Standing  Armies  without 
the  consent  of  our  Legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  Military  independent  of  and  superior 
to  the  Civil  Power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign 
to  our  Constitution  and  unacknowledged  by  our  Laws;  giving  his 
assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legislation: 

For  Quartering  large  bodies  of  Armed  Troops  among  us. 
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For  protecting  them  by  a  mock  tryal  from  punishment  for  any 
murthers  which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  States. 

For  cutting  ofif  our  Trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world. 

For  imposing  Taxes  on  us  without  our  consent. 

For  depriving  us  in  many  cases  of  the  benefits  of  Tryal  by  Jury. 

For  Transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tryed  for  pretended 
offences. 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  Laws  in  a  neighbouring 
Province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging 
its  boundaries  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instru- 
ment for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  Colonies. 

For  taking  away  our  Charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  Laws, 
and  altering  fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments. 

For  suspending  our  own  Legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves 
invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  pro- 
tection and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  transporting  large  armies  of  Foreign  Mercenaries 
to  compleat  the  works  of  death,  desolation  and  tyranny  already  begun, 
with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled  in  the 
most  barbarous  ages  and  totally  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized 
nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens  taken  captive  on  the  high 
seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners 
of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  Domestic  Insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has  en- 
deavoured to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless 
Lidian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished 
destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for  redress 
in  the  most  humble  terms.  Our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered 
only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince  whose  character  is  thus  marked 
by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a 
free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British  brethren. 
We  have  warned  them  from  time  to  time  of  attempts  by  their  Legis- 
lature to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have 
reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration  and  settlement 
here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnanimity, 
and  we  have  conjured  them  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred  to  dis- 
avow these  usurpations  which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  con- 
nexions and  correspondence ;  they  too  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of 
justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must  therefore  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity,  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold 
the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
24 
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in  general  Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of 
the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  Do,  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  Colonies,  solemnly  publish 
and  declare,  that  these  United  Colonies  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be 
Free  and  Independent  States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all 
allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and  that  all  political  connection 
between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is  and  ought  to  be 
totally  dissolved,  and  that  as  Free  and  Independent  States  they  have 
full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish 
commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  Independent 
States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  Declaration,  with 
a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  we  mutually 
pledge  to  each  other  our  Lives,  our  Fortunes  and  our  Sacred  Honour.

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In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  the  81»*  of  July,  1777, 

Besolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  a  proper  person  be  appointed 
within  the  limits  of  each  brigade  in  this  State,  to  recruit  men  to  fill 
up  the  regiments  raised  in  this  State  to  serve  in  the  continental  army, 
who  shall  give  bond  with  sufficient  surety  to  the  Governor  and  Com- 
pany of  this  State  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds,  lawfull  money, 
for  the  faithfuU  discharge  of  his  duty  and  rendering  just  accounts  of 
all  public  monies  that  shall  come  to  his  hands.  And  the  persons  so 
appointed  shall  have  authority  to  take  up,  receive  and  secure,  all 
deserters  from  the  army  that  shall  come  within  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  when  force  is  necessary  for  this  purpose  they  shall  apply 
to  some  commanding  officer  of  the  militia  who  shall  a£Ford  the  neces- 
sary aid ;  and  said  person  shall  receive  eight  dollars  for  every  effective 
man  by  him  inlisted  to  serve  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  and  five 
dollars  for  each  deserter  by  them  taken  up  and  secured,  in  full  for  his 
trouble  and  expence,  agreeable  to  said  resolution  of  Congress.  And  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  men  to  enter  the  said  service  they  shall  have 
liberty  at  the  time  of  their  inlistment  to  make  choice  of  the  regiment, 
troop  or  company,  in  which  they  will  serve  :  provided  such  regiment, 
troop  or  company  is  not  full,  and  if  it  is  they  may  clioose  any  other 
regiment,  troop  or  company  which  is  not  full,  which  shall  be  entered 
against  tiieir  names  and  returned  to  the  officer  appointed  to  receive 
such  recruits,  who  shall  at  the  time  they  are  sent  to  join  their  corps 
transmit  the  same  to  the  general  or  commanding  officer. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
with  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  be  authorized  and  desired  to 
appoint  convenient  places  of  rendezvous  within  this  State  for  receiving 
recruits  and  deserters,  and  give  information  thereof  to  General  Wash- 
ington, and  to  give  the  necessary  orders  for  carrying  this  resolution 
into  execution.  And  each  effective  man  who  shall  inlist  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  bounty  of  ten  pounds  from  this  State  besides  the 
allowances  made  by  Congress.  And  said  recruiting  officers  shall  be 
excused  from  other  military  service  during  their  continuance  in  said 
office.

That  the  officers  from  the  1**,  2^,  6*^,  and  one  lieutenant  from  the 
4th  brigade,  belong  to  the  first  of  said  battalions,  and  that  the  officers 
from  the  third,  fifth,  and  one  lieutenant  from  the  4^*»  brigade,  belong 
to  the  second  of  said  battalions ;  that  the  colonels  of  the  two  battalions 
nominate  and  appoint  the  necessary  staff  officers  of  their  regiments 
respectively;  that  the  commanding  officers  of  each  brigade  do  and 
shall  detach  and  appoint  the  field  officers,  captains  and  subalterns  for 
the  said  two  battalions  according  to  the  above  proportion ;  and  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  issue  his  orders  to  the  officers 
commanding  the  several  brigades  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  selectmen  of  the  respective 
towns  within  this  State  be  directed  to  provide  for  the  families  of  the 
non-conmiission  officers  and  soldiers  raised  by  this  State  for  the  con- 
tinental army  with  whatever  necessaries  such  families  may  want,  at 
the  rate  established  by  a  late  law  of  this  State  fixing  the  prices  at 
which  the  necessaries  and  convenient  articles  of  life  should  be  sold  at, 
to  the  amount  of  any  sum  such  non-commission  officer  and  soldier 
shall  deposit  in  their  hands,  not  exceeding  three  quarters  of  their 
wages,  at  the  expence  of  such  towns  wherein  the  families  of  such  non- 
commission  officers  and  soldiers  dwelt  at  the  time  of  their  inlistment 
till  the  first  day  of  December  next,  before  which  time  this  Assembly 
will  make  such  other  provisions  for  said  families  as  shall  be  equitable 
and  just ;  and  such  selectmen  are  directed  to  procure  such  necessaries 
at  the  most  reasonable  rate,  and  if  necessary  shall  apply  to  some 
Assistant  or  justice  of  peace,  who  shall  issue  a  warrant  to  impress 
such  necessaries,  the  value  whereof  shall  be  apprized  by  indifferent 
persons  appointed  by  the  authority  issuing  such  warrant,  and  there- 
upon the  price  at  which  such  necessaries  are  apprized  shall  be  paid  bj 
such  selectmen.  Provided,  that  if  any  town  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  provide  for  the  families  of  such  non-commission  officers  and 
soldiers,  such  committee  shall  have  the  same  authority  as  by  this  act 
is  given  selectmen,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  said 
families  accordingly. 
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Whereas  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  were  wounded  by 
the  British  troops  in  their  incursion  to  Danbury  in  April  last,  whereby 
they  have  been  put  to  great  expence  and  no  provisions  made  by  law 
for  payment  thereof  to  such  persons, 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  every  person  who  was  wounded 
in  any  action  with  the  British  troops  in  their  said  incursion  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State  all  his  reasonable  expenditures 
for  surgeons,  medicines,  boarding  and  nurses ;  and  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  is  hereby  directed  and  impowered  to  examine  and  adjust 
all  such  accounts  as  shall  be  presented  to  them,  and  the  same  or  such 
parts  thereof  as  they  shall  find  to  be  just  and  right  to  draw  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  payment  of  the  same. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  two  battalions  of  militia  now 
ordered  to  be  raised  in  this  act,  to  consist  of  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  men  each  including  commission  officers,  to  be  appointed 
and  to  join  and  assist  the  northern  army  of  the  United  States,  be 
raised  from  the  several  brigades  in  the  following  proportions,  viz : 
Prom  the  first  brigade  two  hundred  and  ninety-two;  from  the  second, 
two  hundred  and  forty ;  from  the  third,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one ; 
from  the  fourth,  sixty ;  from  the  fifth,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one ; 
and  from  the  sixth,  one  hundred  and  thirty  men,  exclusive  of  conmiis- 
sion  officers. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  one  half  of  the  troops  of  light- 
horse  within  this  State,  not  now  in  actual  service,  and  who  are  by 
order  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  detached 
and  held  in  readiness  to  march  at  the  shortest  notice,  do,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  march  to  and  join  the  continental  army  in  the  northern 
department  and  act  under  the  direction  of  the  commander-in-chief  of 
said  army,  and  continue  in  said  service  two  months  from  the  time  they 
join  the  army,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

Resolved^  That  one  regiment,  to  consist  of  728  men  including  offi- 
cers, be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment,  to  continue  in  ser- 
vice untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  unless  sooner  dismirt,  to  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety,  and  to  serve  in  the  northern  department  or  elsewhere  in  this 
or  the  neighbouring  States,  and  that  each  non-commission  officer  and 
soldier  who  shall  so  inlist  shall  receive  one  months  advanced  pay  and 
a  bounty  of  four  pounds  ten  shillings,  lawfuU  money,  and  if  he  pro- 
vide himself  arms  and  accoutrements  shall  be  allowed  the  further 
sum  of  fifteen  shillings,  and  also  fifteen  shillings  more  to  such  as 
provide  themselves  with  a  blanket  and  knapsack.  They  shall  also  be 
allowed  the  same  pay,  subsistance  and  refreshments,  that  are  allowed 
to  the  continental  troops  raised  in  this  State.  And  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  is  desired  to 
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issue  the  necessary  orders  for  carrying  these  resolutions  into  execu- 
tion.* 

Besolvedy  That  the  raising  the  regiment  ordered  by  this  Assembly 
to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  this  or  the  neighbouring  States  be  post- 
poned for  the  present,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety  have  power  to  give  all  necessary  orders 
for  raising  the  same  if  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  recess  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembljfy  That  his  Excellency  the  Grovernor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  write  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
respective  battalions  raised  in  this  State  to  serve  in  the  continental 
army,  and  request  them  to  cause  true  and  authentic  returns  to  be 
made  of  the  non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  inlisted  or  detached 
to  serve  in  the  nine  and  half  battalions  ordered  to  be  raised  in  this 
State,  containing  therein  their  rank,  names,  and  the  names  of  the 
towns  to  which  they  belonged,  the  time  of  their  inlistment  or  detach- 
ment, and  term  for  which  they  are  to  serve,  with  a  particular  account 
of  those  who  have  deserted  or  not  joined,  and  those  who  have  been 
hired  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  agreeable  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Congress,  and  by  whom  hired.  And  his  Excellency  is  further 
desired  to  issue  orders  to  the  several  brigadier  generals  of  the  militia 
in  this  State,  directing  them  to  give  orders  to  the  colonels  of  the 
respective  regiments  within  their  brigades,  to  cause  true  returns  to  be 
made  of  the  names  of  all  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
who  have  inlisted  or  been  detached  to  serve  in  the  continental  army, 
the  towns  and  companies  to  which  they  belonged,  those  that  have 
been  hired  and  by  whom  as  aforesaid,  and  the  names  of  those  who 
have  not  joined  their  corps,  specially  noting  those  who  have  been 
detained  by  sickness,  and  the  same  transmit  to  his  Excellency  as  soon 
as  may. 

Whereas  a  large  party  of  the  militia  have  been  ordered  by  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  to 
march  to  Peekskill  under  the  command  of  Brig'  General  Ward,  to 
reinforce  the  army  there  on  the  requisition  of  Maj'  General  Putnam 
desiring  they  might  be  sent  on  horseback  with  suitable  persons  to 
return  the  horses :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
Pay-Table  receive,  examine  and  adjust,  all  such  accounts  as  shall  be 
exhibited  to  them  for  the  hire  of  such  horses,  at  three  pence  per  mile> 
persons  employed  to  return  said  horses  at  four  shillings  per  diem  and 
expences  of  such  persons  and  horsekeeping  in  assisting  the  aforesaid 
party  in  their  march,  and  give  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  such  sums 
as  they  shall  judge  just  and  reasonable.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  forty  shillings  be  advanced  in 
part  pay  to  each  of  the  non-commission  officers  and  privates  in  the 
troops  of  light-horse  ordered  by  this  Assembly  and  now  on  their 
march  to  join  the  northern  army,  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  therefor 
accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  sum  of  three  pounds,  lawfuU 
money,  additional  bounty,  be  paid  to  each  of  the  non-commissioned 
officers  and  soldiers  in  the  company  of  rangers  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Silvanus  Mead,  ordered  to  be  raised  by  this  Assembly  in  May 
last  for  the  defence  of  this  and  the  other  United  States.

so  drafted,  not  making  a  reasonable  excuse  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
officer  who  drafted  him,  shall  be  considered  as  a  soldier  in  the  army 
for  the  time  aforesaid  and  treated  as  such;  that  those  who  shall 
march  on  horseback  be  allowed  four  pence  per  mile  out  for  each 
horse,  and  that  sufficient  carriages  to  transport  their  baggage  be  pro- 
vided for  those  who  shall  march  on  foot ;  that  they  be  supplied  with 
provisions  on  their  march,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  impowered  and  desired  to  appoint  some  suitable  per- 
son or  persons  to  furnish  such  provisions  and  carriages  accordingly ; 
that  arms  and  accoutrements  be  provided  for  those  unable  to  provide 
for  themselves  agreeable  to  the  law  in  that  case  made  and  provided ; 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  tents  and  canteens  be  provided  from  the 
several  towns,  which  the  commanding  officers  of  said  battalions  are  to 
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take  proper  measures  to  have  returned,  and  in  case  that  any  shall  h% 
lost  or  damaged  in  the  service  that  they  be  paid  for  by  the  State.

Every  one  that  loves  himself,  his  family,  his  country  and  posterity,  are 
called  on  to  exert  themselves  and  stir  up  others  in  their  several  capacities  to 
accomplish  this  desirable  end. 

Whereupon  it  is  resolved  and  ordered,  That  the  two  battalions  raised  in  this 
State  for  the  defence  of  its  sea  coasts,  frontiers  and  places  adjacent,  be  filled 
to  the  number  of  728  men  each.  oflBcers  included. 

For  the  encouragement  of  such  able-bodied  effective  men  who  shall  inlist 
themselves  into  either  of  said  battalions  agreeable  to  the  tenor  of  the  former 
inlistraents  shall  have  and  receive  a  bounty  of  four  pounds  ten  shillings, 
lawful  money,  and  receive  the  same  wages  and  subsistance  that  others  in 
those  battalions  are  intituled  to  :   they  arming,  equipping  and  furnishing 
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themselves  in  likd  manner  and  form,  and  under  the  same  regalations  that 
others  have  done  that  have  heretofore  inlisted. 

The  commandiDg  ofBcers  of  said  battalions  are  hereby  directed  to  send 
out  proper  oflScers  to  recruit  and  compleat  the  several  companies  to  their  full 
complement. 

On  the  representation  of  James  Parker,  a  prisoner  in  this  State,  that  he 
was  forced  into  the  service  of  King  George  :  Voted,  that  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  give  him  a  discharge  as  follows,  viz :

It  being  represented  to  me  that  James  rarker  of  Barnstable,  who  lately 
was  taken  by  Major  Meigs  on  Long  Island  in  the  service  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  brought  into  this  State  where  he  is  held  as  a  prisoner  of 
war  in  the  town  of  Willington,  was  forced  into  said  service  against  his  will, 
and  that  he  is  friendly  to  the  United  States,  which  appears  probably  true, 
and  the  said  Parker,  being  destitute  of  clothes  and  having  parents  in 
said  Barnstable  who  are  also  friendly  to  said  States,  requests  that  he  may 
have  liberty  to  return  to  his  said  parents.

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An  Act  In  Addition  to  the  Law  ez\)oinlnflr  an  Oath  of  Fidelity  to  this  State. 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Q-ovemorj  Council  and  Bepre%entative%j  in 
General  Court  assembledy  and  by  the  authority  of  the  aamcy  That 
no  person  within  this  State  shall  exercise  any  office,  civil  or  mil- 
itary, within  the  same,  nor  vote  in  any  town,  society  or  other  public 
meeting  appointed  by  law,  nor  plead  in  any  court  except  in  his  own 
case,  till  he  has  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State.  And  that  na 
person  after  the  first  day  of  December  next,  who  shall  be  appointed 
executor  on  any  estate,  shall  be  admitted  to  execute  that  trust  till  he 
has  taken  said  oath,  but  administration  if  necessary  shall  be  granted

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Q-ovemor^  Council  and  BepresentativeSj  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  all 
houses,  lands  and  other  real  estates,  situated  within  this  State,  not 
belonging  to  any  inhabitants  or  subjects  hereof,  or  of  any  other  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  shall  be  taken  possession  of  for  the  Gov- 
emor  and  Company  of  this  State,  and  such  of  said  estates  as  are  fit 
for  use  shall  be  leased  out  to  proper  persons  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years  for  a  reasonable  rent.  And  the  State  Attorney  in  the 
county  where  such  real  estates  are  situate  is  hereby  authoi:ized  in 
behalf  of  said  Governor  and  Company  to  transact  said  business  and 
to  commence  and  prosecute  any  action  or  suit  necessary  for  recover- 
ing possession  of  such  real  estates,  and  to  recover  damages  for  any 
trespass  or  waste  that  may  hereafter  be  committed  thereon,  and  to 
recover  and  receive  the  rents  as  they  become  due,  and  pay  all  such 
sums  as  the  said  attorney  shall  receive  for  damages  or  rents,  as  afore- 
said, into  the  treasury  of  this  State,  for  the  use  of  the  State.  And 
said  attorneys  shall  be  allowed  as  a  reward  for  their  service  three  per 
cent,  on  all  the  monies  by  them  so  received  and  paid  into  the  treasury, 
and  shall  also  be  entituled  to  the  bills  of  cost  that  may  be  recovered 
in  the  actions  they  commence  as  aforesaid.  And  said  attorneys  shall 
fix  a  time  and  place  for  letting  such  real  estates  and  give  public  notice 
thereof  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  in  this  State  three  weeks 
successively  next  before  said  time,  and  shall  lease  such  houses  and 
lands  to  the  highest  bidder,  taking  good  security  for  the  rents,  and 
that  no  waste  shall  be  made  of  the  wood,  timber  or  any  other  part  of 
the  estate. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  inhab- 
itant of  this  State  or  of  any  other  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
who  are  inimical  to  the  freedom  or  independence  of  said  States,  and 
refuse  or  neglect  to  take  the  oath  of  fidelity  prescribed  by  the  State  to 
which  he  belongs,  nor  any  alien  or  foreigner,  shall  be  capable  to  pur- 
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chase  or  transfer  any  real  estate  within  this  government  without 
special  licence  from  the  General  Assembly.  And  all  conveyances  or 
grants  or  transfers  whatever,  made  of  any  such  real  estates  by  or  to 
any  such  person  or  persons  without  such  licence  shall  be  void  and  of 
no  effect.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  in  this  State,  and  every  of  them,  to  give  notice  to  the  State 
Attorney  of  all  real  estates  in  their  towns  which  belong  to  foreigners. 

An  Act  to  enoouraere  Fair  DeaUnsr  and  to  restrain  and  punish  Sharpers  and 

Oppressors. 

Whereas  all  conspiracies  and  other  acts  to  enhance  the  prices  of 
merchandize  or  any  of  the  necessities  and  conveniences  of  life  bought 
and  sold  are  at  all  times  immoral,  oppressive  to  the  poor,  and  per- 
nicious to  the  State,  and  more  especially  so  at  the  present  time,  by 
reason  of  the  interruption  of  commerce  and  great  demand  for  many 
articles  occasioned  by  the  war : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
Q-eneral  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from 
and  after  the  twelfth  day  of  November  next  no  person  in  this  State 
shall  purchase  any  of  the  following  articles  (except  in  small  quanti- 
ties for  their  own  use  and  consumption  or  for  the  use  and  consump- 
tion of  their  families  or  immediate  dependants,  or  tradesmen  and 
artificers  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  their  trades,)  viz:  Rum, 
sugar,  molasses,  tea,  wine,  coffee,  salt,  tow  cloth  or  any  kind  of  linen 
or  woolen  cloths,  stockings,  shoes,  raw  hides,  leather,  wool,  flax,  cot- 
ton and  wool  cards,  butter,  cheese,  wheat,  rye,  Indian  corn,  beans, 
pease,  meal  or  flour  of  any  kind,  beef,  pork,  cyder,  tobacco,  neat 
cattle,  sheep  or  other  live  stock,  (except  to  keep  or  fat  on  their  own 
farms,)  unless  such  persons  first  obtain  a  licence  therefor  signed  by 
the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  town  wherein  they  dwell, 
or  a  majority  of  them  when  convened  together,  who  shall  not  grant 
such  licence  to  any  persons  but  such  as  are  known  to  be  of  good  char- 
acter for  probity,  public  spirit  and  friends  to  the  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence of  the  American  States,  and  who  shall  have  taken  the  oath  of 
fidelity  to  this  State  by  law  prescribed.  And  if  any  person  so 
licenced  shall  misbehave  in  said  business  by  selling  any  articles  at 
unreasonable  prices,  or  refusing  to  sell  them  at  reasonable  prices  for 
bills  of  credit  of  this  State  or  bills  of  the  United  States,  the  said 
authority  and  selectmen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  may  revoke 
the  licence  granted  to  such  persons  so  misbehaving  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  person  shall  sell  in  this  State  any 
of  the  articles  aforesaid  which  he  has  ingrossed  or  has  now  in  his  pos- 
session, or  which  he  may  hereafter  purchase  and  bring  in  from  any  of 
the  neighbouring  States,  without  first  obtaining  a  licence  therefor  as 
aforesaid,  or  a  permit  from  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  of  this 
Scate,  on  penalty  of  forfeiting  double  the  value  of  every  article  so 
sold,  or  suffer  six  months  imprisonment.  And  to  prevent  any  fraud 
in  regard  of  said  articles  which  shall  be  sold  by  any  such  purchaser  or 
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engrosser,  who  has  any  of  said  articles  in  his  possession,  he  shall 
before  any  such  licence  or  permit  be  given  him  make  out  a  true  list  or 
account  of  all  such  articles  which  he  has  for  sale,  and  deliver  the 
same  on  oath  to  the  authority  granting  such  licence. 

And  whereas  many  persons,  under  pretence  of  being  employed  to 
purchase  for  the  army,  have  heretofore  purchased  up  many  of  the 
articles  enumerated  in  this  act,  in  order  to  engross  them  and  sell 
them  again  at  exorbitant  prices : 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  commissary  or  assistant  com- 
missary, or  any  other  person  whatever,  authorized  to  purchase  sup- 
plies for  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  shall  purchase  any 
such  articles  in  this  State  untill  he  has  produced  his  authority  to  and 
obtained  a  certificate  thereof  from  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  or 
an  Assistant  in  this  State ;  and  any  person  who  shall  purchase  any  of 
the  articles  aforesaid  under  pretence  that  they  are  for  the  use  of  the 
army  or  navy,  who  is  not  properly  authorized  as  aforesaid,  shall  for- 
feit treble  the  value  of  the  articles  so  purchased  and  be  liable  to  be 
imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  whom  the  conviction 
is,  not  exceeding  six  months.  And  whosoever  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
breach  of  the  first  paragraph  in  this  act  by  purchasing  any  of  the 
articles  therein  mentioned  without  licence,  shall  forfeit  double  the 
value  of  the  articles  so  purchased.  And  all  forfeitures  by  virtue  of 
this  act  shall  belong  one  half  to  the  informer  who  shall  prosecute  his 
Information  to  effect  and  the  other  half  to  the  treasury  of  this  State, 
unless  the  prosecution  be  made  by  an  informing  officer,  in  which 
case  the  whole  forfeiture  shall  belong  to  the  treasury  of  the  State. 
And  it  is  enjoined  on  all  informing  officers  and  recommended  to  all 
other  persons,  to  be  vigilant  in  detecting  and  prosecuting  all  breaches 
of  this  act. 

This  act  shall  continue  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next,  and  no  longer. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  and  for  the  Alteration  of  some  Part  of  the  Law  of  this  State 

relatlner  to  Bmbareroes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oovemor^  Council  and  Bepresentatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  when 
any  person  or  persons  shall  purchase  or  procure  any  article  of  goods, 
wares,  merchandize  or  commodity  whatsoever,  from  any  other  State, 
in  order  to  transport  through  this  State,  shall  immediately  upon  his 
or  their  coming  into  this  State  apply  to  the  next  assistant  or  justice 
of  the  peace  for  a  proper  certificate  for  that  purpose.  That  upon 
such  person  or  persons  producing  sufficient  evidence  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  such  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  such  goods  <fec.  were 
procured  bona  fide  in  some  other  State  and  not  in  this,  and  that  such 
person  or  persons  so  applying  are  friendly  to  the  liberties  of  America, 
such  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  certify  the  same  accord- 
ingly by  writing  under  his  hand,  in  which  case  such  person  or  persons 
so  obtaining  such  certificate  shall  have  free  liberty  to  transport  such 
article  &c.  through  this  State  without  hindrance  or  molestation. 
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And  be  it  further  enctcted  by  the  authority  qforesaid^  That  when- 
soever any  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  shall  apply  to  an  assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace  for  liberty  to  transport  out  of  this  State  by 
land  or  water  so  much  of  their  produce,  excepting  sheep's  wool  and 
cloathing  of  every  kind,  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  purchase  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  salt  for  the  use  of  their  families  respectively,  and  that 
only ;  such  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  with  the  assistance  of 
two  or  more  of  the  selectmen  of  the  respective  towns  to  which  such 
person  or  persons  (so  applying)  belongs,  shall  consider  and  adjust  the 
quantity  of  produce  that  ought  to  be  permitted ;  and  such  assistant 
or  justice  of  the  peace  with  the  advice  of  said  selectmen  is  hereby 
directed  to  grant  such  permits  for  that  purpose  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore%aid^  That  when- 
ever a  permit  is  applied  for  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  transport  produce 
by  water,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  authority  granting  the  same  to 
require  bond  with  surety  of  the  person  or  persons  applying  for  the 
same,  to  the  amount  of  three  times  the  value  of  the  articles  of  produce 
so  permitted,  that  he  or  they  will  not  dispose  of  the  same  to  the  ene- 
mies of  this  State  but  will  apply  the  avails  thereof  for  the  purchase 
of  salt,  and  that  only. 

An  Act  In  Addition  to  and  Alteration  of  an  Act  entltuled  An  Act  ooncemlncr 
Indian,  Molatto  and  Neerro  Servants  and  Slaves. 

Whereas  it  stands  enacted  in  said  act,  that  all  slaves  set  at  liberty 
by  their  owners,  and  all  negro,  molatto  or  Spanish  Indians,  who  are 
servants  to  masters  for  time,  in  case  they  come  to  want  after  they 
shall  be  so  set  at  liberty  or  the  time  of  their  said  service  be  expired, 
shall  be  relieved  by  such  owner  or  master  respectively,  their  heirs, 
executors  or  administrators :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  BepresentativeSj  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  if 
any  master  or  owner  of  any  servant  or  slave  shall  apply  to  the  select- 
men of  the  town  to  which  he  belongs,  for  liberty  or  licence  to  emanci- 
pate or  make  free  any  such  servant  or  slave,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  selectmen  to  enquire  into  the  age,  abilities,  circumstances  and 
character  of  such  servant  or  slave,  and  if  they,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  likely  to  be  consistent  with  the  real 
advantage  of  such  servant  or  slave,  and  that  it  is  probable  that  the 
servant  or  slave  will  be  able  to  support  his  or  her  own  person,  and 
that  he  or  she  is  of  good  and  peaceable  life  and  conversation  ;  such 
selectmen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  give  to  the  owner  or  mas- 
ter of  such  servant  or  slave  a  certificate  under  their  hands  of  their 
opinion  in  the  premises,  and  that  the  master  or  owner  of  such  servant 
or  slave  h&th  liberty  to  emancipate  and  set  at  liberty  such  servant  or 
slave.  And  if  the  master  or  owner  of  any  servant  or  slave  shall 
on  receiving  such  certificate  emancipate  and  set  at  liberty  such  ser- 
vant or  slave,  he,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  shall  ^e  for- 
ever discharged  from  any  charge  or  cost  which  may  be  occasioned  by 
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maintaining  or  supporting  the  servant  or  slave  made  free  as  aforesaid; 
any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  for  prnilahlng  Persons  ffullty  of  wllftiUy  and  maUoiouslydestroyiner  Ma«a- 
azlnes  of  Stores  or  Vessels  belon^rlng  to  this  State  or  the  united  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-ovemoVj  Oouncil  and  Representatives ,  in 
General  Court  assembledj  anM  by  the  authority  of  the  samej  That 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  bum  and 
destroy,  or  attempt  or  conspire  to  bum  or  destroy  any  magazine  of 
provisions  or  of  military  or  naval  stores  belonging  to  the  United 
States  of  America  or  to  this  State ;  or  if  any  master,  officer,  seaman, 
mariner  or  other  person,  intrusted  with  the  navigation  or  care  of  any 
continental  vessell,  or  vessells  belonging  to  this  State,  shall  wilfully 
and  maliciously  bum  or  destroy,  or  attempt  or  conspire  to  bum  or 
destroy  such  vessell,  or  shall  wilfully  betray  or  voluntarily  yield  or 
deliver  any  such  vessell  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, every  such  person  and  their  aiders  or  abetters,  on  legal  conviction 
of  either  of  the  offences  aforesaid,  shall  suffer  death. 

An  Act  for  Anther  continuing  a  Law  of  this  State,  made  and  passed  Jby  the  Gen- 


eral Assembly  in  December,  1776,  for  preventinsr  the  Distilling  of  Spirii;u- 
ous  Liquors  Irom  Grain. 

B*i  it  enacted  by  the  Q-ovemor^  Council  and  Representatives,  in 

General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the 

said  aist  shall   continue  in  force  untill  the  rising  of  the  Greneral 

Assembly  in  October  next. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  to  prevent  the  01>- 
structinfir  the  Course  of  the  Fish  up  the  River  Paucatuck. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representatives ,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  no 
person  or  persons  shall  set  or  draw  any  sein  or  seins,  or  make  any 
ware  or  hedges  or  other  incumbrances  in  or  across  the  river  called 
Paucatuck  River,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  the  fish  with  seins  or 
obstructing  their  natural  course  up  said  river  at  any  place  within  this 
State  above  the  point  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Aushpook 
Point,  on  penalty  of  forfeiting  and  paying  as  a  fine  the  sum  of  thirty 
pounds,  to  be  recovered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information  ;  one  half  thereof 
shall  be  for  the  town  where  the  complainer  or  prosecutor  lives,  and 
the  other  half  to  him  who  shall  sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to 
effect,  if  by  a  common  informer,  and  if  by  a  public  informing  officer 
the  whole,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  town.  And  if  any  such 
ware  or  sein,  or  other  incumbrance,  shall  be  made  across  or  set 
in  said  river  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  same  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  common  nuisance,  and  shall  and  may  be  pulled  down,  demol- 
ished and  removed  as  such  by  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables  and  grand-jurymen  of  the 
town  adjoining  said  river  to  enquire  after  and  presentment  nmke 
of  all  breaches  of  this  act :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  nothing  in 
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this  act  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  mill-dam  from  being  kept  up  in 
the  manner  and  at  the  seasons  that  have  been  usual  on  said  river. 

Whereas  the  multitude  of  our  iniquities  have  provoked  the  right- 
eous Governor  of  the  universe  to  display  the  tokens  of  his  wrath 
against  us,  by  means  whereof  we  are  involved  in  the  calamities  of  a 
bloody  and  unnatural  war,  tending  to  introduce  prophaneness,  injus- 
tice, oppression,  and  almost  every  kind  of  vice ;  and  as  virtue  is  the 
only  foundation  of  happiness  to  a  free  people. 

It  is  therefore  resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  in  behalf  of  this  Assembly, 
earnestly  to  exhort  all  persons  of  every  rank  carefully  to  abstain  from 
oppression,  injustice,  and  every  vice,  and  to  apply  themselves  to 
industry,  economy,  and  every  moral  and  social  virtue ;  strictly  enjoin- 
ing and  requiring  men  of  every  denomination  to  be  peculiarly  carefuU 
to  yield  a  willing  and  chearfuU  obedience  to  the  laws  of  this  State ; 
and  that  all  executive  courts,  ministers  of  justice  and  informing  offi- 
cers in  their  respective  departments,  use  their  utmost  influence  in 
promoting  the  administration  of  justice  and  due  observance  of  the 
law  among  the  people,  assuring  all  orders  of  men  that  this  Assembly 
are  determined  to  remove  every  officer  of  government  who  shall  fail  of 
a  faithfuU  performance  of  his  trust ;  earnestly  recommending  to  the 
good  people  of  this  State  a  due  attention  to  the  high  obligations  they 
are  under  to  perform  the  duties  of  brotherly  kindness  and  charity,  to 
alleviate  each  others  burthens,  relieve  the  distresses  of  the  poor,  and 
that  they  discountenance  as  much  as  possible  all  persons  who  are  in 
any  way  practicing  the  detestable  vices  of  monopoly,  ingrossing  &c., 
or  who  withhold  the  conveniencies  of  life  from  sale  or  demand  exor- 
bitant prices  for  the  same,  considering  them  as  totally  unworthy  of 
election  to  any  public  office,  and  even  as  the  vilest  pests  of  society. 
And  that  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  in  their  several  societies  in  this 
State  be  directed  to  read  said  proclamation  publickly  in  their  respect- 
ive congregations. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assetnbly^  That  Roger  Sherman,  Eliphalet  Dyar, 
Samuel  Huntington,  Oliver  Wolcott,  Titus  Hosmer,  Oliver  Elsworth, 
and  Andrew  Adams,  Esq",  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Dele- 
gates to  represent  this  State  at  the  General  Congress  of  the  United 
States  in  America,  for  the  year  ensuing  and  untill  new  be  chosen  and 
arrive  in  Congress  if  sitting :  any  one  or  more  of  them  who  shall  be 
present  in  said  Congress  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered 
to  represent  this  State  in  said  Congress,  to  council  and  advise  and  re- 
solve upon  measures  necessary  to  be  taken  and  pursued  for  the 
defence,  security  and  preservation  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the 
said  United  States  and  for  their  common  safety ;  and  of  such  their 
proceedings  and  resolves  they  do  transmit  authentic  copies  from  time 
to  time  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State.

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Delegates  from  this  State 
be  instructed  to  move  tiie  Honorable  Continental  Congress  to  recom? 
mend  to  each  of  the  United  States  immediately  to  draw  in  and  sink 
their  outstanding  bills,  excepting  bills  less  than  a  dollar,  by  them 
respectively  emitted,  and  to  tax  themselves  in  a  sum,  to  be  ascertained 
and  proportioned  for  each  State  by  Congress,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
current  annual  expences  of  the  war  and  to  sink  part  of  the  continental 
bills  drawn  in,  by  taxes  and  the  continental  loan  offices,  to  lessen  the 
quantity  in  circulation,  and  to  apportion  the  whole  sum  of  continental 
bills  emitted  to  each  State,  recommending  to  them  respectively  to 
provide  sufficient  funds  for  sinking  the  same  in  a  reasonable  time. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  a  Prison  Ship  be  provided  for  the 
reception  of  the  prisoners  of  war  in  this  State,  if  a  convenient  one  can 
be  hired  or  impressed  for  a  convenient  time  at  a  reasonable  price. 
And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  authorized  and  desired,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  to  give  such  orders  therein 
as  he  shall  judge  most  expedient. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired,  and  he  is  hereby  desired,  to  address  each  of  the  United  States 
on  the  subject  of  the  circulating  medium,  and  inform  them  of  the 
resolutions  of  this  State  thereon,  and  to  correspond  with  them  on  any 
matter  of  common  concern  to  these  States. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly j  That  the  troops  of  this  State  in  Colo. 
Enos'  regiment  are  entituled  to  the  same  refreshments  as  are  allowed 
to  the  continental  troops  raised  in  this  State  while  in  continental 
service. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired,  and  he  is  hereby  desired  and  fully  impowered,  to  nominate 
and  appoint  an  Agent  in  the  State  of  Massachusets  Bay,  for  the 
purpose  of  managing  and  conducting  all  matters,  causes  and  things, 
relative  to  all  prizes,  captures  or  parts  of  captures,  taken  and  brou^t 
into  port  there  by  any  ships  or  vessels  of  war  belonging  to  this  State; 
and  that  his  Excellency  be  desired  to  impower  such  agent  to  act  and 
transact  in  the  matters  aforesaid  pursuant  to  such  orders  and  instruc- 
tions as  he  shall  receive  from  time  to  time  from  this  Assembly  or  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  his  Council  of  Safety. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  there  be  imported,  as  soon  as 
possible,  blankets  and  other  coarse  woollens  into  this  State  for  the 
use  of  the  State,  to  supply  the  continental  army,  to  the  value  of 
twenty  thousand  pounds  sterling,  from  Prance  or  elsewhere ;  and  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  are  hereby  impowered 
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1;o  carry  this  resolve  into  execution  in  such  way  and  manner  as  they 
43hall  judge  the  most  safe  and  expeditious. 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  Commissary  of  Prisoners  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  send  under  proper  guard  thirty  of  the 
prisoners  sent  from  the  State  of  New  York  which  arrived  at  Hartford 
on  the  17***  instant,  to  the  town  of  Windham,  to  be  confined  in  Wind- 
ham county  goal  under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  and  that  twenty  of  the  prisoners  sent  from  said  State  of  New 
York  at  the  time  aforesaid  be  by  said  Commissary  in  like  manner 
sent  to  the  town  of  Norwich,  to  be  confined  in  the  county  goal  in 
Norwich  under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  sheriff  of  New  London 
-county ;  and  said  sheriffs  are  required  to  receive  said  prisoners  accord- 
ingly and  to  make  necessary  provision  for  their  subsistance,  and  to 
provide  proper  guards  for  the  safe  keeping  said  prisoners  and  the 
security  of  the  inhabitants,  with  power  to  let  such  of  said  prisoners  go 
out  to  labour  as  may  be  judged  safe,  with  the  advice  and  under  such 
restrictions  as  said  sheriff  with  the  advice  of  the  selectmen  of  the 
respective  towns  to  which  said  sheriffs  belong  shall  judge  safe  and 
l>e8t. 

An  Act  for  provii 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  HepresentativeSy  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the 
respective  towns  in  this  State  shall  annually  during  the  present  war 
<2hoose  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  families  of  such 
oflScers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  their  respective  towns  with  such 
provisions  and  cloathing  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  support,  to  the 
amount  of  the  sum  of  money  as  shall  by  such  oflScer  or  soldier  be 
lodged  in  their  hands  for  th'at  purpose,  not  exceeding  the  one  half  of 
the  annual  amount  of  their  wages,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  such 
families  at  the  prices  stated  by  a  late  law  of  this  State  entituled  An 
act  to  prevent  monopolies  and  oppression  by  excessive  and  unreasona- 
ble prices  for  many  of  the  necessarys  and  conveniencies  of  life.  And 
that  in  case  said  committee  cannot  procure  such  provision  and  cloath- 
ing at  a  reasonable  price,  upon  their  or  the  major  part  of  them 
applying  to  and  representing  the  same  to  any  assistant  or  justice  of 
the  peace,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  authority  to  grant  a  warrant  to 
seize  and  impress  the  same  from  such  person  or  persons  as  can  con- 
veniently spare  the  same,  to  be  judged  by  the  committee  praying  out 
such  warrant;  who  having  impressed  any  such  article  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  apprized  by  three  indifferent  men,  one  to  be  chosen  by 
said  committee,  one  by  the  proprietor  of  such  articles,  and  one  by  the 
ofScer  who  served  said  warrant;  and  in  case  said  proprietor  shall 
neglect  to  choose  an  apprizer  the  same  shall  be  chosen  by  said  oflBcer; 
and  upon  the  payment  or  tendry  of  the  sum  at  which  said  articles 
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shall  be  apprized  to  the  owner  thereof,  the  said  officer  shall  deliver 
the  same  to  said  committee.  And  all  cost  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner 
of  such  articles  in  case  the  same  shall  not  be  apprized  at  a  greater 
sum  than  had  been  offered  by  said  committee,  and  may  by  them  be 
deducted  out  of  the  price  of  such  articles ;  otherwise  to  be  paid  by 
said  committee  and  refunded  to  them  out  of  the  town  treasury  to 
which  said  committee  belong;  and  whatever  sum  shall  be  paid  for 
any  such  article,  either  by  agreement  or  apprizement,  more  than  the 
price  stated  by  said  act  shall  be  paid  by  said  towns  respectively ;  and 
the  several  towns  shall  state  their  accounts  of  the  articles  supplied 
and  what  they  have  paid  over  and  above  the  sums  received  from  said 
non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  for  whose  families  they  have  so 
provided  and  lay  the  same  before  the  General  Assembly,  that  the  same 
may  be  examined  and  adjusted,  which  being  done  the  said  towns 
shall  be  paid  the  sums  allowed  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  afore%aidy  That  when  any 
commissary  appointed  by  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  in  continental  service  from  this 
State  with  necessarys  and  refreshments  not  supplyed  them  by  the 
Commissary  General,  shall  not  be  able  to  purchase  the  same  at  a 
reasonable  price,  upon  application  by  them  made  to  said  committees, 
shewing  where  the  same  may  be  obtained  as  aforesaid,  the  same 
method  may  be  taken  for  impressing  the  same  as  is  already  in  this 
act  provided  for  supplying  the  families  of  such  officers  and  soldiers, 
and  shall  be  delivered  them  at  the  several  prices  stated  in  the  afore- 
said act,  which  shall  be  deemed  the  prime  cost,  and  the  overplus  to  be 
paid  and  born  by  this  State ;  and  the  cost  incurred  thereby  shall  be 
paid  by  the  owner  of  such  articles  in  case  the  same  shall  not  be 
apprized  at  a  greater  sum  than  that  had  before  been  offered  by  said 
commissary,  and  may  by  him  be  deducted  out  of  the  price  of  said 
articles  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  to  be  paid  by  said  commissary  and 
refunded  to  him  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State.  And  the  officer 
serving  any  such  warrants  shall  make  return  thereof  to  the  authority 
granting  the  same,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  tax  all  the  cost  aris- 
ing thereon  and  order  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  whenever 
the  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  called  out  of  the  same  and  there  do 
military  duty,  the  non-commission  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  enti- 
tuled  to  the  same  necessaries  and  refreshments  and  at  the  same  rates 
as  those  belonging  to  this  State  in  the  continental  army  are  entituled 
to.  And  all  committees  heretofore  chosen  for  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing the  families  of  such  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  vested  with  the 
same  powers  and  be  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  committees  to 
be  chosen  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  afore^aid^  That  if  any  town 
in  this  State  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  the  particulars 
required  by  this  act,  on  complaint  thereof  and  proof  made  to  this 
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Assemblj  such  town  shall  be  liable  to  suffer  such  disabilities,  forfeit- 
ures or  penalties,  as  on  consideration  of  the  case  this  Assembly  shall 
see  fit  to  inflict.  And  the  several  State  Attorneys  are  required  to 
make  information  of  the  breaches  of  this  act  within  their  respective 
•counties  to  the  General  Assembly,  that  such  disobedient  or  negligent 
1;own  may  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  no  person  shall  be 
-chosen  by  virtue  of  this  act  a  committee  man  or  an  apprizer  untill  he 
hath  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State.  And  the  apprizers  shall 
be  under  oath  to  apprize  such  articles  as  shall  be  impressed  as  afore- 
said at  their  true  and  just  value  in  money,  and  shall  have  allowed 
them  a  reasonable  reward  for  their  service,  to  be  taxed  as  aforesaid. 

Whereas  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety 
-on  the  12*^  day  of  September,  1777,  resolved  that  each  town  in  this 
State  be  requested  to  make  provision  to  procure  immediately  one  shirt, 
or  more  if  they  see  fit,  either  linen  or  flannel,  one  hunting-shirt  or 
frock,  one  pair  of  woolen  overhalls,  one  or  two  pair  of  stockings,  and 
a  pair  of  good  shoes,  for  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier  in 
the  continental  army  belonging  to  such  town,  and  deliver  the  same  to 
Messrs.  Elijah  Hubbard  or  Royal  Flint,  superintending  commissaries 
for  this  State,  to  be  by  them  conveyed  to  the  respective  issuing  com- 
missarys  of  the  battalions  of  the  continental  army  raised  in  this  State, 
to  be  by  them  delivered  to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
raised  in  this  State  at  the  following  rates :  Shoes  at  eight  shillings 
and  six  pence  per  pair,  stockings  at  six  shillings  per  pair,  shirts, 
hunting-frocks  and  overhalls,  according  to  the  quality  in  proportion 
to  good  yard  wide  tow  cloth  at  two  shillings  and  nine  pence  per  yard, 
and  good  yard  wide  checked  or  striped  flannel  at  three  shillings  and 
fiix  pence  per  yard. 

W/iereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  every  town  in  this 
State  be  obliged  forthwith  to  comply  with  the  aforesaid  requisition : 
not  only  in  regard  to  the  number  of  soldiers  belonging  to  such  towns 
respectively,  but  also  to  make  the  same  provision  for  each  town's 
whole  quota  of  soldiers  as  stated  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  either  to  the  said  Hubbard 
or  Flint,  or  to  some  one  of  the  purchasing  commissaries  in  the  respec- 
tive counties  in  this  State,  taking  their  receipts  for  the  same,  and 
transmit  an  account  thereof  to  the  General  Assembly,  which  shall  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  stated  by  said 
Assembly.  And  in  case  said  cloathing  cannot  be  otherwise  procured, 
the  same  may  by  warrant  from  any  one  assistant  or  justice  of  peace, 
which  warrant  said  authority  are  hereby  impowered,  upon  application 
to  them  made  by  the  committees  appointed  by  said  towns  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  said  cloathing  or  for  the  supplying  the  fami- 
lies of  said  officers  and  soldiers,  to  grant,  be  impressed  from  any  per- 
sons who  can  conveniently  spare  the.  same,  to  be  adjudged  by  said 
committees ;  which  being  done,  the  same  shall  be  appraised  by  three 
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indifferent  persons  to  be  under  oath  for  that  purpose  and  who  have 
taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State:  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  owner 
of  such  articles,  one  by  said  committee,  and  one  by  the  officer  serving 
such  warrant;  and  in  case  said  owner  shall  neglect  to  choose  such 
apprizer  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  chosen  by  said  officer,  and 
the  cost  arising  upon  said  warrant  (being  first  taxed  by  the  authority 
granting  the  same)  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  said  articles,  pro- 
vided the  same  be  not  apprized  at  a  greater  sum  than  had  before  been 
offered  by  said  committee,  and  may  by  them  be  deducted  out  of  the 
price  of  said  articles,  otherwise  to  be  paid  by  said  committee  and 
charged  in  the  account  with  said  articles  and  transmitted  to  the 
Assembly  and  be  finally  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State.  And 
if  any  town  in  this  State  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  foregoing 
resolve  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next,  they  shall  be  amerced  in 
the  sum  of  twenty  pounds,  and  the  several  State  Attorneys  are  directed 
to  cause  due  prosecution  to  be  made  of  the  same  accordingly.  And 
in  case  any  persons  are  desirous  to  send  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid 
to  their  friends  in  the  continental  army  from  this  State,  they  may  put 
up  the  same  in  packages  properly  marked  and  directed,  which  shall 
be  duly  delivered  and  receipts  taken  and  payment  be  made  for  the 
same  as  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  the  quantity  above  prescribed  for 
one  single  person,  and  shall  be  accoxmted  as  part  of  said  town's  quota^ 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  for  supplying  the  militia  which, 
have  already*  marched  or  that  may  in  future  be  called  into  service 
with  tents  and  other  necessaries,  all  the  tents  that  can  be  procured  in 
this  State  be  immediately  sent  forward  to  the  militia  that  have  joined 
General  Putnam;  and  that  canteens,  kettles  or  pots,  sufficient  for 
fifteen  hundred  men,  be  provided  and  sent  forward  in  like  manner^ 
That  the  canteens,  kettles  and  pots,  be  provided  as  far  as  may  be  in 
the  western  brigades.  That  some  suitable  person  be  appointed  in 
each  brigade  to  procure  said  articles,  and  properly  mark  the  tent* 
belonging  to  each  town,  and  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  tents  and 
other  articles  provided,  and  to  what  town  or  person  they  belong,  and 
that  the  articles  so  provided  be  directly  delivered  by  the  person  who- 
procured  them  to  the  commanding  officers  of  each  regiment  of  said 
militia  now  with  them  in  equal  proportion,  and  take  his  receipt,  and 
that  such  commanding  officer  be  directed  to  appoint  some  proper  per* 
son  to  take  care  of  and  deliver  out  said  articles,  and  collect  and 
return  the  same  when  the  service  of  said  militia  shall  be  expired,  into 
the  towns  or  unto  the  particular  persons  of  whom  they  were  received, 
taking  their  receipts  therefor,  and  make  return  of  their  doings  with 
an  invoice  of  the  articles  so  returned  and  to  what  town  or  particular 
person  or  persons  belonging,  to  the  General  Assembly  or  in  their 
recess  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor ;  and  that  for  the  future  when 
the  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  called  into  service,  the  brigadier  gen- 
eral of  the  brigade  from  which  such  militia  shall  march  shall  givo 
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orders  for  the  furnishing  such  militia  with  such  teuts  and  other 
necessaries  as  they  may  want,  which  articles  so  taken  and  delivered 
shall  be  taken  care  of  and  returned  in  the  same  manner  as  is  above 
provided  for  those  now  to  be  delivered  to  the  militia  now  in  service. 
And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  in  case  any  of  said  tents  or  other 
utensils,  being  the  property  of  any  town  or  particular  person,  shall  be 
lost  or  damaged,  that  said  loss  or  damage  shall  be  paid  for  to  the 
owner  or  owners  out  of  the  public  treasury  of  this  State ;  the  same 
being  first  duly  estimated  by  judicious  disinterested  apprizers. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  great  want  of 
small  iron  pots  and  kettles  for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  this  State 
when  called  forth  in  defence  of  the  country. 

It  is  therefore  resolved^  That  his  Excellency  Governor  Trumbull, 
with  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  be  desired  and  lie  is  hereby 
desired,  and  soon  as  "may  be,  to  give  orders  to  the  managers  of  the 
furnace  at  Salisbury  to  have  without  delay  run  six  hundred  pots  or 
kettles  proper  for  camp  use,  to  be  distributed  to  the  several  brigadier 
generals  of  this  State  for  the  use  of  their  several  brigades,  according 
to  orders  to  be  received  from  his  Excellency  and  Council  of  Safety. 

Whereas  the  Hon^^®  Continental  Congress  did  resolve  that  it  be 
recommended  to  the  legislative  authority  of  this  State  to  appoint  re- 
cruiting officers  for  continental  service  and  furnish  them  with  money 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of  the 
continent : 

Resolved  by  this  AsseTnbly,  That  the  several  resolutions  of  Con- 
gress respecting  the  recruiting  service  aforesaid  be  immediately 
printed,  as  also  the  resolution  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  appointing  said  officers  in  the  several  brigades  in 
this  State ;  and  that  one  dozen  of  each  be  delivered  to  each  officer  so 
appointed ;  and  also  that  2000  inlistments  be  printed  and  delivered  to 
said  officers  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  ;  and  that  the  sum  of  £800  Os. 
Orf.,  lawfuU  money,  be  advanced  to  each  recruiting  officer  for  the  pur- 
pose mentioned  in  said  resolves  of  Congress,  and  the  Committee  of  the 
ray-Table  are  hereby  ordered  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  same 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of  the  United  States :  taking 
bond  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties  of  said  officers  for  the  f aithfuU 
discharge  of  their  duty,  and  oblige  them  to  account  as  by  said  resolu- 
tion of  Congress  is  provided. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  Increase  Mosely,  jun%  Esq%  against  John 
Hinman,  captain  of  the  11*^  military  company  in  the  13'^  regifnent  of 
militia  in  this  State,  for  disobedience  of  orders  &c.:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  said  Captain  John  Hinman  be  and  he  is  hereby 
dismissed  from  his  said  office  of  captain,  and  that  said  company  be 
led  to  a  choice  of  another  captain  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
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necessary ;  and  the  colonel  of  said  regiment  is  directed  to  give  orders 
for  the  same  accordingly ;  and  that  the  said  John  Hinman  pay  the 
cost  arisen  in  the  premises,  allowed  to  be  £9  7  1,  and  that  execution 
issue  accordingly.  Execution  granted  Nov''  1, 1777. 

Whereas  the  listers  in  a  number  of  towns  in  this  State,  by  means 
of  the  sudden  call  for  the  militia,  have  not  been  able  to  compleat  the 
lists  in  said  towns,  by  means  whereof  inconvenience  may  arise :  Which 
to  prevent. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  each  of  the  towns  in  this  State 
shall  have  and  receive  their  school  money  after  the  rate  of  forty 
shillings  on  every  thousand  pounds  of  all  the  additions  of  the  polls, 
rateable  estate  and  assessments,  that  shall  or  may  be  brought  or  re- 
turned to  the  Secretary  of  this  State  on  or  before  the  16*^  day  of  Jan- 
uary next ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  pay 
the  same  to  said  towns  accordingly. 

Whereas  complaints  have  been  exhibited  against  a  number  of  mili* 
tary  oflScers  belonging  to  this  State :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
Capt.  John  Watson,  Hezekiah  Fitch,  and  Jedidiah  Strong  and  Reuben 
Smith,  Esq'*,  be  and  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed 
a  committee  to  examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  several  military  offi- 
cers in  the  county  of  Litchfield  against  whom  complaints  have  been 
made,  and  report  make  of  what  they  find  in  the  premises  with  their 
opinion  thereon  to  this  or  some  future  Assembly. 

Whereas  the  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
their  sessions  in  May  last  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  reverend 
corporation  of  Yale  College  on  sundry  important  matters  respecting 
the  present  situation  of  said  college,  have,  among  other  things,  r^ 
ported  to  this  Assembly  that  in  their  opinion  the  education  of  youth 
in  that  important  seminary  might  be  put  upon  a  more  extensive  plan 
of  usefulness  in  sundry  respects  without  deviating  from  the  original 
design  of  its  institution,  in  which  opinion  the  committee  of  said  cor- 
poration were  agreed  and  have  applied  to  this  Assembly  requesting 
a  further  conference  on  that  subject :    Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  Abraham  Davenport  and  Samuel  Huntington,  Esq'^^  Titus  Hos- 
mer,  Samuel   Bishop,  William  Hillhouse,  Gold  Selleck   Syllymau, 
Nathaniel  Wales  jun%  and  Daniel  Sherman,  Esq",  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  such  of  the  Rev**  Corpor- 
ation as  shall  be  appointed  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  upon  the 
ways  and  means  for  concerting  a  plan  to  effect  the  above  valuable 
purposes,  and  report  make  of  the  result  of  their  conference  to  some 
future  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  to  receive  from  the  selectmen  or  corn- 
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mittees  of  the  respective  towns  in  this  State  the  accounts  of  and  for 
the  articles  of  cloathing  provided  for  the  use  of  the  non-commission 
officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  this  State  in  the  continental  army 
pursuant  to  orders  given  by  his  Excellency  and  Council  of  Safety, 
compare,  adjust  and  render  equal  the  accounts  rendered  in,  so  that 
justice  and  equity  be  done  among  the  towns,  and  that  they  draw  on 
the  Treasurer  for  payment  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  thi%  Assembly^  That  a  tax  of  twelve  pence  on  the 
pound  be  laid  on  the  list  of  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  State  given  in  in  August  last  with  the  additions  that  shall 
be  brought  in ;  and  in  order  thereto,  that  the  listers  of  the  respective 
towns  in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  ordered  to 
compleat  and  bring  in  said  list  with  the  additions  and  lodge  the  same 
with  the  Secretary  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  1778.  Said  tax 
to  be  levied  and  paid  by  the  15^^  day  of  April,  1778,  and  the  Treas- 
urer is  hereby  ordered  to  issue  his  warrants  accordingly ;  and  that 
the  clerks  of  the  respective  towns  certify  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  by  the  16'^  day  of  January  next  the  name  of  the  person  chosen 
in  the  respective  towns  to  collect  the  country  rates  for  the  year  1778. 

It  being  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  a  prize  ship  has  lately 
arrived  at  Salem  in  the  State  of  the  Massachusets  Bay,  on  board  of 
which  is  a  considerable  quantity  of  cloathing  that  may  be  suitable  for 
soldiers  and  may  likely  be  purchased  for  that  purpose ;  and  that  Maj' 
Jonathan  Otiss  of  Midletown  is  now  on  his  journey  to  Salem  and  will 
undertake  to  purchase  the  same  or  part  of  them  for  this  State: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Maj^  Jonathan  Otiss  be  and  he 
hereby  is  desired  and  authorized  to  enquire  into  the  quality  and  price 
of  said  cloathing,  and  if  found  suitable  for  the  use  of  the  soldiers  in 
the  continental  army  and  to  be  purchased  on  reasonable  terms,  that 
he  purchase  for  the  use  of  this  State  to  the  amount  of  four  thousand 
pounds,  lawfuU  money,  and  that  an  order  be  drawn  on  Samuel  Eliott 
jun%  Esq%  of  Boston,  agent  for  this  State,  to  pay  to  said  Maj^  Otiss 
in  whole  or  in  part  of  said  sum  as  occasion  may  require  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  a  bounty  or  premium  in  the  pro- 
portion of  forty  shillings  per  month  be  allowed  and  granted  to  the 
non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  light-horse  and  militia 
of  this  State  that  have  been  called  into  public  service  to  join  the  con- 
tinental army  during  the  campaign  the  summer  past,  except  such  as 
have  been  allowed  the  same  bounty  by  any  former  act  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  the  militia  and  volunteers  that 
have  lately  marched  or  are  now  on  their  march  to  the  aid  of  General 
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Putnam  near  Fishkill,  shall  be  intitaled  to  the  same  pay,  bounty  and 
refreshments,  as  the  forces  sent  on  to  Albany  last  August.  That  a 
proper  person  be  appointed  to  proceed  immediately  with  three  thousand 
pounds  to  pay  out  to  any  of  said  militia  or  volunteers  in  advancement 
as  part  of  their  pay  as  they  shall  have  occasion,  not  exceeding  twenty 
shillings  to  each  man.  That  a  quantity  of  rum  be  also  immediately 
forwarded  to  the  issuing  commissary  to  deliver  out  accordingly  for 
their  refreshments.  And  also,  that  the  person  sent  on  to  said  forces 
be  directed  to  make  the  most  speedy  return  to  the  Assembly  of  the 
nutnber,  state  and  accommodations  of  our  forces  with  General  Putnam. 
And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to  give  the  necessary 
orders  for  carrying  the  above  resolutions  into  immediate  execution. 

Whereas  it  evidently  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  the  late  Com- 
missary General  has  a  large  quantity  of  salt  and  other  stores  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  no  person  hath  yet  appeared 
properly  authorized  to  receive  them,  and  no  commissaries  of  purchases 
appointed  by  Congress  to  purchase  provisions  under  the  late  regula- 
tions in  the  Eastern  Department  have  accepted  the  trust,  and  General 
Putnam  hath  lately  sent  his  earnest  pressing  request  that  fat  cattle 
for  the  use  of  the  army  under  his  command  may  be  immediately  pur- 
chased, but  no  person  here  inclines  to  undertake  the  service  without 
the  order  of  Congress  or  this  Assembly,  they  not  being  furnished  with 
money  for  that  purpose :  And  as  there  are  considerable  quantities  of  beef 
and  pork  that  might  be  now  procured  in  this  State  for  the  use  of  the  army, 
which  will  probably  be  otherwise  disposed  of  unless  speedily  secured : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired  to  write  by  express  to  the  Hon^^®  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  acquaint  them  with  the  matters  aforesaid,  that  they  may 
take  such  measures  therein  as  they  shall  think  fit. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  commissaries  appointed  by 
this  Assembly  to  furnish  tents  for  the  use  of  the  militia  under  the 
command  of  General  Putnam  return  those  tents  to  the  towns  they 
belong  to,  and  Captain  Jabez  Huntington  is  directed  to  notify  said 
commissaries  of  this  resolve. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Mr.  James  Bull  in  the  first  brigade,  Mr. 
Elnathan  Camp  in  the  second  brigade,  Mr.  Jonathan  Deming  in  the 
third  brigade,  Mr.  William  Hawley  in  the  fourth  brigade,  Mr.  Samuel 
Gray  in  the  fifth  brigade,  and  Capt.  Lynde  Lord  in  the  sixth  brigade 
of  militia  in  this  State,  to  provide  tents,  pots  and  kettles,  canteens 
and  other  utensils,  for  the  militia  of  this  State  now  in  service  with 
the  army  under  the  command  of  Maj""  General  Putnam  and  forward 
them  immediately  to  the  chief  officers  commanding  the  militia  there, 
observing  the  rules  therein  prescribed  by  a  resolve  of  this  Assembly 
passed  in  the  present  sessions. 
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Resolved  ly  this  Assembly^  That  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Safety  be  authorized  to  appoint  proper  persons  and  give  necessary 
directions  for  purchasing  provisions  and  other  supplies  for  the  land 
and  sea  forces  of  this  State. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  notice  be  immediately  sent  to  the 
persons  appointed  in  the  several  brigades  in  this  State  ordered  to 
provide  and  send  forward  tents  and  otiier  camp  utensils  for  the  mili- 
tia of  this  State  who  have  joined  Maj'  General  Putnam,  that  it  is  xm- 
necessary  to  provide  any  articles  but  tents,  said  militia  being  already 
sufficiently  provided  with  all  the  camp  utensils  except  tents ;  and 
Capt.  Huntington  is  appointed  to  send  notice  to  the  persons  ordered 
to  provide  the  aforesaid  articles. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Lt.  Colo.  Jonathan  Wells  in  the  room 
of  Mr.  James  Bull,  who  was  appointed  in  the  first  brigade  to  provide 
and  forward  tents  aad  other  camp  utensils  for  the  use  of  the  militia 
&c.  and  hath  declined  said  office. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  General  Syllyman  against  sundry  military 
companies  and  military  officers  in  the  county  of  Fairfield  for  disobedi- 
ence &c.,  on  which  complaint  a  committee  has  been  appointed  who 
have  made  their  report  and  the  same  has  been  accepted :  Whereupon 
it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  Ezra  Kirtland,  cornet  of  a  troop 
of  horse  in  the  third  regiment  of  light-horse  in  this  State,  for  his  mis- 
behaviour be  and  he  is  hereby  cashiered  of  his  said  office,  and  that  the 
east  military  company  in  the  town  of  Bedding  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  dissolved  and  annexed  to  the  west  company  in  sajA  town,  and 
that  the  15^^  militia  company  in  the  fourth  regiment  f onnerly  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Henry  Summers  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dissolved, 
and  that  they  be  annexed  to  the  respective  military  companies  to 
which  they  heretofore  belonged,  and  that  the  said  Ezra  Kirtland  pay 
the  cost  arisen  in  the  premises,  allowed  to  be  two  pounds  one  shilling 
and  six  pence ;  and  that  Daniel  Hill  of  Reading  and  David  Hait  of 
Stamford,  two  of  the  officers  complained  of  as  aforesaid,  also  pay  the 
cost  arisen  in  the  premises  allowed  to  be  two  pounds  one  shilling  and 
six  pence  each,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of  JS6  4  6,  and 
that  execution  issue  against  them  respectively  for  the  same. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  General  Silliman  against  sundry  military 
companies  and  military  officers  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  on  which  a 
committee  has  been  appointed  who  have  made  their  report,  and  the 
same  being  accepted :  Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly  that 
the  major  of  the  third  regiment  of  light-horse  in  this  State  be  and  he 
is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  lead  the  troop  of  light-horse  in  said 
regfiment  of  light-horse  of  which  Samuel  Belden  of  Norwalk  was  some 
time  since  appointed  captain  to  the  choice  of  a  captain,  lieutenant,

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  That  Jabez  Hamlin,  Esq%  General 
Erastus  Wolcott,  General  Wadsworth,  Colo.  Joseph  Piatt  Cook,  Capt. 
Halsey,  Mr.  Wales,  Colo.  Porter  and  Mr.  Treadwell,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a  committee,  they  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  for

and  Abel  Hine,  Esq",  or  either  of  them,  be  and  they  are  appointed  a 
committee  to  receive  of  the  Treasurer  and  sign  the  same  without  fee 
or  reward  ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  to  cause  said  emission  of  bills  to  be 
forthwith  imprinted  and  deliver  them  to  said  committee  or  either  of 
them,  taking  from  them  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  to  the  amount  of 
such  imprinted  bills  said  committee  shall  receive,  and  to  keep  the  bills 
so  received  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  direct.

goal  and  afterwards  was  by  the  sheriff  of  said  Windham  county  taken 
and  brought  to  and  confined  in  said  Windham  goal  where  he  still  re- 
mains, and  it  is  now  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  said  Shepard 
has  been  guilty  of  counterfeiting  the  bills  of  credit  of  said  State  of 
New  Hamshire  and  other  crimes  and  high  handed  misdemeanors 
against  said  State,  and  that  said  Shepard  greatly  complains  of  being 
confined  in  goal  without  any  tryal ;  and  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly 
that  the  principal  crimes  that  said  Shepard  is  guilty  of  were  com- 
mitted out  of  this  State,  and  thati  t  is  dangerous  to  the  public  safety 
to  permit  said  Shepard  to  go  at  large  :  Therefore  it  is  resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Shepard  be  as  soon  as  may  be  trans- 
ported into  said  State  of  New  Hamshire  and  there  delivered  unto 
some  proper  authority,  to  be  disposed  of  and  dealt  with  as  the  laws 
of  that  State  and  the  safety  of  the  public  may  require.  And  Jabez 
Huntington,  Esq%  sheriff  of  Windham  county,  is  hereby  ordered  and 
directed  to  transport  and  deliver  the  said  Shepard  agreeable  to  this 
resolve  to  some  proper  authority  to  receive  said  Shepard  in  said  State 
of  New  Hamshire  together  with  a  copy  of  this  resolution  and  order  and 
a  copy  of  the  warrant  or  mittimus  by  which  said  Shepard  was  committed 
to  said  Windham  county  goal ;  and  the  authority  of  said  State  of  New 
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Hamshire  are  requested  to  receive  said  Shepard  at  the  hands  of  said 
sheriff,  or  of  him  by  whom  said  sheriff  shall  send  him ;  and  said  sher- 
iff is  to  make  return  of  his  doings  in  the  premises  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State.

him  under  the  care  and  government  of  the  said  Capt.  Jeremiah  Har- 
riss for  the  term  of  his  confinement.

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October,  1776,  was  taken  sick  irith  the  dysentery  and  removed  into 
the  country  for  better  accommodation  by  the  advice  of  some  officers, 
and  that  by  the  assistance  of  his  friends  was  transported  home  where 
he  remained  sick  untill  said  regiment  was  discharged,  by  which  means 
he  hath  been  returned  in  the  pay-rolls  as  a  deserter  and  cut  out  of  di 
the  wages,  expences  and  allowances ;  praying  for  relief  &c.  as  per 
memorial  on  file  <fec.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  wages  of  the  memo- 
rialist and  expences  of  sickness  while  in  service,  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  as  if  he  had  been  regularly  discharged,  and  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  what  they  find  due  and  charge  the  same  to  the  continent. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jeremiah  Rude  jun^  of  Lebanon,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  on  the  4***  day  of  July,  1776,  he  inlisted  into  a 
company  under  the  command  of  Gapt.  James  Clark  in  Colo.  Sage's 
regiment  and  marched  to  the  State  of  New  York,  where  he  did  his 
duty  faithfully  untill  the  17*^  of  September,  when  he  was  taken  sick 
and  unable  to  take  care  of  himself,  and  that  his  father  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Capt.  Clark  made  application  to  the  General  for  liberty  to  go 
home,  when  the  General  gave  liberty  for  him  to  be  conveyed  into  the 
country  Ac,  and  the  roads  being  so  crowded  that  he  could  not  be 
accommodated  and  his  said  father  conveyed  him  home,  where  he  re- 
mained sick  untill  said  regiment  was  discharged,  by  which  means  he 
was  returned  as  a  deserter  and  hath  not  received  his  wages,  expences 
&c.,  except  his  bounty  and  first  months  pay ;  praying  for  relief  Ac., as 
per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee 
of  Pay-Table  be  directed  to  adjust  the  wages,  expences  and  other 
allowances,  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  though  he  had  not  been 
returned  a  deserter,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  shall 
find  due  and  charge  the  same  to  the  continent. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  James  Nichols,  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Benjamin  Ingersol  late  of  said 
Stamford,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and 
allowances  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmoimt  the  personal 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  £18  16  6,  L.  money,  and  praying

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ozias  Marvin  of  Norwalk :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  this 
State  .£28  14,  L.  money,  in  satisfaction  for  forty-five  gallons  of  rum, 
sixty  pounds  of  dryed  beef,  eight  pounds  of  sugar,  and  twenty-four 
case  bottles,  by  him  supplied  to  the  militia  of  this  State  on  their 
march  to  Danbury  on  the  28'^  day  of  April  last,  at  the  request  of  the 
officers;  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  draw  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  for  payment  thereof.

and  about  to  embark  with  design,  as  supposed,  to  bum  the  said  tow^n  of 
Providence  and  destroy  the  frigates  lying  unarmed  there,  and  that  term  of 
the  troops  now  there  will  expire  the  !■*  of  January  next,  and  earnestly  pres- 
sing for  the  aid  which  they  alledge  is  stipulated  by  this  State  for  their 
defence  and  which  they  have  ever  stood  in  need  of,  but  at  no  time  so  much 
as  the  present  &c.,  as  per  letter  on  file. 

This  Board,  taking  into  consideration  the  aforesaid  request  and  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  are  of  opinion  and  do  resolve,  that  five  hundred

Gen*  Spencer  or  the  commander  in  chief  on  that  station,  and  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  two  months  from  and  after  their  arriving  at  the  place 
of  destination,  unless  sooner  discharged.     And  said  officers  and  men  to  be 
intitled  to  the  pay,  wages,  rations  and  encouragements  by  law  allowed,  and 
that  the  present  circumstances  of  the  case,  on  account  of  the  dearness  of  the 
necessaries  of   life,   be  laid  before  the  Hono.  General  Assembly  at  their 
approaching  session  and  be  recommended  to  their  just  and  equitable  consid- 
eration.

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An  Aot  in  Addition  to  an  Act  made  and  passed  by  this  Assembly  at  their  SessioJ 

in  AufiTUst,  1777,  entituled  An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  a  Liaw  of  this  State 

entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction  of  Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  by  said  act  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  re- 
spective towns  or  other  persons  specially  appointed  by  the  town  for 
that  purpose,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  be  assessors,  who 
together  with  the  listers  shall  according  to  their  best  judgment  assess 
all  traders,  and  others  mentioned  in  said  act,  for  their  faculties  at  the 
amount  of  their  clear  annual  profits,  and  add  the  same  to  their  list  of 
polls  and  rateable  estate  at  times  appointed  by  law :  but  if  any  person 
shall  think  [him]  oppressed  or  aggrieved  by  such  assessment,  no  way 
or  method  for  relief  is  by  law  provided,  which  may  prove  inconvenient: 

Therefore^  be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representa- 
tives^ in  Q-eneral  Court  asaembledy  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  if  any  person  shall  make  application  to  the  assessors  by  whom 
he  is  assessed  to  reconsider  such  assessment  they  may,  at  the  cost  of 
such  person,  reconsider  the  case,  and  if  on  full  hearing  they  shall  find 
such  person  is  overcharged  they  shall  make  proper  abatement  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid j  That  if  any 
person  who  shall  have  money  at  interest  more  than  he  pays  interest 
for,  or  cattle  or  sheep  let  out  on  loan,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  put 
the  same  into  his  list,  the  listers  shall  add  fourfold  to  the  list  of  such 
person  for  every  such  neglect. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  rates  and  taxes  on  the  general  list 
of  estate  for  the  year  past,  which  have  been  laid  or  shall  be  laid  on 
the  polls  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  from  this  State  engaged  and  serv- 
ing for  three  years  or  during  the  war  in  the  continental  army,  be 
abated ;  and  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  several  towns 
are  impowered  and  directed  to  abate  the  same  accordingly. 

And  be  it  further  pnacted.  That  for  the  future  the  polls  of  such 
officers  and  soldiers  be  exempted  from  the  list  during  their  contin- 
uance in  service. 

An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  an  Act  entituled  An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  the 

Law  of  this  Colony  entituled  An  Act  for  providingr  and  regru- 

latinfiT  of  Jurors  in  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-ovemor,  Comicil  and  Representatives y  in 
Q-eneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  for 
the  future  there  shall  be  annually  chosen  and  appointed  fcwenty  jury- 
men within  and  for  the  town  of  Fairfield;  and  that  there  shall.be 
annually  chosen  and  appointed  eight  jurymen  in  and  for  the  town  of 
Enfield,  Suffield  and  Bolton,  respectively,  and  six  jurymen  within  and 
for  the  town  of  Norfolk,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  and  by  said  former 
act  jurors  are  required  to  be  chosen  and  appointed. 

An  Act  enablingr  the  Civil  Authority  and  Selectmen  in  the  several  Towns  within 
this  State  to  appoint  Barrack-Masters  within  said  Towns. 

Whereas  it  may  frequently  happen  during  the  course  of  the  pres- 
ent war,  that  the  continental  troops  and  militia  within  this  State  may 
be  ordered  into  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  either  for  winter 
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quarters  or  for  defence  of  such  towns,  whereby  it  may  become  neces- 
sary that  some  suitable  person  be  appointed  in  the  respective  towns  as 
a  Barrack-Master,  to  provide  barracks  or  houses  fit  and  proper  for  the 
reception  of  such  troops : 

Therefore^  he  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Cotmeil  and  Representa- 
tiveSy  in  Creneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  whenever  any  corps  of  the  continental  forces  or  militia  within 
this  State  shall  be  properly  ordered  into  any  town  within  this  State, 
either  to  take  up  winter  quarters  or  for  the  defence  of  such  town,  the 
civil  authority  and  select  men  of  such  town,  on  application  to  them 
made  by  the  commanding  officer  of  such  corps  for  barracks  as  afore- 
said, be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  some 
proper  person  in  such  town  a  barrack-master,  to  provide  barracks  or 
houses  suitable  for  the  reception  of  such  troops,  who  shall  immediately 
take  up  such  house,  houses  or  parts  of  houses,  shops,  stores  or  other 
buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  such  troops, 
taking  the  advice  of  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  of  such  town 
therein.  And  in  case  such  buildings  cannot  be  procured  by  such  bar- 
rack-master with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  barrack-master  to  apply  to 
any  one  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  within  such  town  for  a  war- 
rant to  impress  such  house,  houses  or  other  buildings  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  grant  such 
warrant  directed  to  some  proper  officer,  commanding  him  to  impress 
such  buildings  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  return  made  of  such  warrant  to 
the  authority  who  granted  the  same  said  authority  is  impowered  and 
directed  to  tax  all  the  cost  that  shall  have  arisen  thereon. 

This  act  to  continue  in  force  till  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in 
May  next,  and  no  longer. 

Whereas  it  is  recommended  by  Congress  to  the  respective  States 
to  cause  subscriptions  to  be  opened  under  the  inspection  of  some 
suitable  person  or  persons  in  each  town  for  supplies  for  the  war 
on  loan-office  certificates,  specifying  the  names  of  the  lenders  and  the 
sum  they  are  willing  to  lend,  and  that  copies  of  such  subscription- 
papers  shall  from  time  to  time  be  delivered  to  the  respective  com- 
missioners of  the  continental  loan-offices  and  by  them  transmitted  to 
Congress:  provided  that  no  certificate  shall  issue  for  less  than  two 
hundred  dollars :  Which  recommendation  is  approved  by  this  Assem- 
bly :  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into  execution.

of  the  continental  loan  office  in  this  State  copies  of  each  subscription 
paper,  and  also  receive  such  sums  of  the  lenders,  lodge  the  same  with 
said  commissioner  of  loan  office,  for  which  they  shall  procure  loan 
office  certificates  in  favour  of  the  lenders,  and  the  same  deliver  over, 
for  which  they  shall  be  allowed  by  this  State  one  quarter  per  cent. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  several  persons  herein 
appointed  shall  be  supplied  with  printed  copies  of  the  several  resolu- 
tions of  Congress  respecting  the  continental  loan  offices. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  at  their  present  session  have 
appointed  Samuel  Bishop  jun%  Esq%  of  New  Haven,  to  open  subscrip- 
tions for  supplying  the  continental  loan  office  in  this  State,  receive  the 
monies  and  lodge  the  same  in  said  office:  Upon  his  request  to  be  re- 
leased therefrom, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  Samuel  Bishop  jun%  Esq%  be 
released  and  David  Austin,  Esq',  of  New  Haven  is  hereby  appointed 
in  his  stead. 

Whereas  it  is  important  that  the  battalions  raised  by  this  State  to 
serve  in  the  continental  army  be  speedily  filled  up,  and  the  most  just, 
equitable  and  expeditious  manner  to  compleat  the  same  will  be  for 
each  town  to  raise  the  quota  already  assigned  them  by  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  for  filling  up  said  battalions  on 
the  12^^  day  of  April  last. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  battalions  be  filled  up  by 
voluntary  inlistment  for  the  term  of  three  years,  during  the  war,  or 
untill  the  first  day  of  January  next.  That  if  a  sufficient  number  can- 
not be  inlisted  by  the  20*^**  day  of  February  next,  that  the  residue 
shall  be  raised  by  a  peremtory  detachment  of  able-bodied  effective 
men,  liable  by  law  to  do  military  duty  out  of  this  State,  from  such 
towns  as  have  not  compleated  their  quota  of  men  to  serve  in  some  of 
said  battalions  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged ;  which  number  to  be  detached  as  aforesaid  shall  be  appor- 
tioned out  among  the  several  companies  of  alarm  list  and  militia  who 
have  not  compleated  their  quota,  by  the  field  officers  of  the  re|dments 
to  which  said  companies  respectively  belong,  regard  being  had  to  the 
number  of  suitable  and  proper  persons  in  each  company  who  have  not 
contributed  their  proportion  towards  filling  up  said  battalions,  in  such 
manner  as  that  perfect  justice  may  be  done  among  said  companies  as 
near  as  possible  according  to  their  best  judgment  and  discretion,  and 
the  commanding  officers  of  said  companies  to  observe  the  same  in 
making  said  particular  detachments  so  that  equal  justice  may  be  done 
among  the  individuals  of  such  companies ;  and  in  case  any  persons 
shall  happen  to  be  injured  by  any  such  detachment,  it  shall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  such  per- 
son belongs  to  hear  and  determine  the  same,  and  to  give  order  for  a 
new  draught  or  not  as  occasion  shall  require.  And  any  soldier  who 
shall  inlist  to  serve  in  said  battalions  untill  the  first  dav  of  Januarv 
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next  shall  receive  as  a  bounty  X5  6  8,  and  be  intituled  to  the  same 
wages  and  refreshments  as  the  continental  troops  raised  by  this  State 
receive.  That  if  any  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  any  company 
shall  wilfully  neglect  to  detach  his  quota  of  men  according  to  this  act, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  pounds  for  each  man  he  shall 
neglect  to  detach  of  his  quota,  and  also  be  cashiered ;  and  the  colonel 
or  commanding  officer  of  such  regiment  shall  order  and  direct  some 
other  proper  officer  in  his  regiment  to  make  such  detachment  to  fill 
up  such  quota  wanting  until  the  same  be  compleated :  such  fine  to  be 
collected  by  warrant  from  the  brigadier  in  whose  brigade  such  officer 
neglecting  belongs,  and  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up 
said  battalions.  That  the  commanding  officers  of  companies  shall 
make  return  of  the  names  of  the  soldiers  who  shall  inlist  or  be 
detached  as  aforesaid  from  their  respective  companies,  distinguishing 
such  as  inlist  for  the  several  terms  aforesaid  or  are  detached,  as  also 
the  names  of  all  such  soldiers  as  are  now  in  the  continental  service 
with  the  town  to  which  they  belong,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
regiment  to  which  they  belong,  respectively,  by  the  first  day  of  March 
next,  which  commanding  officers  of  regimente  shall  make  return  of 
the  same  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  respective  brigades  to 
which  they  belong,  by  the  tenth  day  of  March,  who  shall  make  return 
thereof  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  by  the  20*^  day  of  March 
next.  And  it  shall  \)e  the  duty  of  the  several  recruiting  officers  in 
each  brigade,  to  furnish  themselves  with  the  returns  in  their  respect- 
ive brigades  by  applying  therefor  to  their  respective  brigadiers  or  the 
commanding  officer  in  each  regiment,  and  to  cause  said  soldiers  so  in- 
listed  or  detached  to  join  the  army  as  soon  as  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  shall  direct ;  and  such  soldier  shall  have  liberty  to  join  any 
company  in  any  battalion  he  shall  choose  that  is  not  full.  And  if  any 
soldier  detached  as  aforesaid  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  detach- 
ment voluntarily  inlist,  he  shall  receive  the  same  bounty  and  encour- 
agement as  those  who  first  inlist.  And  in  case  the  person  so  de- 
tached shall  within  ten  days  after  procure  an  able-bodied  effective 
man  to  inlist  in  his  stead,  the  person  so  inlisting  shall  receive  the 
same  bounty  and  refreshment  as  aforesaid,  and  the  person  so  procur- 
ing him  to  inlist  shall  thereupon  be  discharged.  And  all  persons  in- 
listed  or  detached  as  aforesaid  and  not  duly  discharged  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  soldiers  duly  engaged  in  the  continental  army  and  treated 
accordingly. 

This  Assembly  taking  into  consideration  an  earnest  recommenda- 
tion of  Congress  to  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  to  procure 
further  supplies  of  cloathing  for  the  comfortable  subsistance  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  respective  battalions,  and  judging  it  rea- 
sonable, just  and  nepessary,  that  the  same  should  be  complied  with  on 
the  part  of  this  State : 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  and  ordered  ly  the  Governor j  Council  and 
Representatives^  in  0-en^ral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of 
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the  %ame^  That  every  town  in  this  State,  by  their  selectmen  or  com- 
mittee appointed  for  that  purpose,  be  and  they  and  every  of  them  are 
directed  and  required  to  procure  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  within  the 
time  herein  limited,  the  several  articles  of  cloathing  for  the  use  of  the 
soldiers  of  the  continental  army  belonging  to  this  State,  that  is  to  say : 
One  hunting-shirt  or  frock,  two  linen  shirts,  two  pair  of  linen  over- 
halls,  one  pair  of  stockings  and  two  pairs  of  good  well  made  shoes, 
for  each  officer  and  soldier  of  the  quota  of  such  town  as  stated  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  in  April  last,  and  also  half  as  many 
blankets ;  all  the  said  articles  except  the  blankets  to  be  delivered  to 
either  of  the  purchasing  commissaries  in  the  respective  counties  in 
this  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  taking  their  receipt 
for  the  same,  and  the  blankets  to  be  delivered  in  like  manner  by  the 
20***  day  of  September  next.  And  said  commissaries  are  directed  to 
receive  and  safe  keep  said  cloathing,  subject  to  the  orders  of  this 
Assembly  or  in  their  recess  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety. 
And  the  said  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  in  such  recess  are 
authorized  to  order  and  send  forward  as  occasion  shall  require  the 
said  cloathing  or  any  part  thereof,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  soldiery 
as  aforesaid,  and  to  appoint  any  proper  person  or  persons  to  dispose 
and  deliver  such  articles  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  this  State  in 
said  army,  in  such  proportion  as  the  general  officers  of  this  State  com- 
manding in  said  army  shall  direct,  and  at  such  reasonable  prices  as 
shall  be  assessed  by  the  cloathier  general  or  his  deputy,  and  be  in  just 
proportion  to  the  wages  of  such  officers  and  soldiers,  and  the  surplus 
of  the  cost  to  be  charged  to  the  United  States,  and  to  take  duplicate 
receipts  for  such  articles  delivered  as  aforesaid,  one  of  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  of  this  State.  And  the  said 
towns,  or  committees  by  them  appointed  for  procuring  the  same,  are 
to  transmit  an  account  of  their  doings  and  the  expences  of  such  pur- 
chases to  the  General  Assembly,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  this  State  as  shall  be  stated  by  said  Assembly.  And  in  case 
said  cloathing  or  any  articles  thereof  cannot  be  otherwise  procured, 
the  committee  appointed  by  such  town  to  procure  the  same  shall  apply 
to  any  one  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  within  their  respective 
precincts  for  a  warrant,  which  said  authority  are  hereby  impowered 
to  grant,  for  impressing  from  any  person  or  persons  who  can  con- 
veniently spare  the  same,  to  be  adjudged  by  said  committee,  any  of 
the  articles  aforesaid,  which  being  so  impressed,  unless  the  value  be 
agreed  by  the  owner  and  said  committee,  shall  be  apprized  by  three 
indifferent  persons  to  be  under  oath  for  that  purpose,  said  persons 
being  such  as  have  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State :  one  to  be 
chosen  by  the  owner  of  such  articles,  one  by  said  committee,  and  one 
by  the  officer  serving  said  warrant ;  and  in  case  such  owner  shall 
neglect  to  choose  such  apprizer  the  same  shall  be  chosen  by  said 
officer ;  and  the  cost  arising  upon  such  warrant,  being  taxed  by  the 
authority  granting  the  same,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of 
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said  articles,  provided  the  same  be  not  apprized  at  a  greater  sum  than 
had  been  oflfered  by  said  committee,  and  may  by  them  be  deducted  out 
of  the  price  of  said  articles  and  the  remainder  be  paid  to  the  owner  in 
full,  satisfaction  for  the  same :  otherwise  said  costs  to  be  paid  by  said 
committee  and  charged  in  account  with  said  articles  and  transmitted 
therewith  to  said  Assembly,  and  shall  be  paid  as  aforesaid.  And  if 
any  town  in  this  State  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  foregoing 
resolve  by  the  time  and  times  and  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  they  and 
each  of  them  shall  be  assessed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  such  sum 
as  shall  be  judged  just  and  reasonable. 

Whereas  in  and  by  a  resolve  of  the  Hon^^"  Continental  Congress 
of  the  22"*  November,  1777,  it  is  recommended  to  the  legislatures  of 
the  respective  States  of  New  Hamshire,  Massachusets,  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania  and  Delaware,  respectively,  to  appoint  Commissioners 
to  convene  at  New  Haven  in  Connecticut  on  the  15'^  day  of  instant 
January,  in  order  to  regulate  and  ascertain  the  price  of  labour,  man- 
ufactures and  internal  produce,  and  commodities  imported  from 
foreign  parts,  military  stores  excepted,  and  also  to  regulate  the 
charges  of  innholders  &c.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  tibat  Roger 
Sherman,  William  Hillhouse,  and  Benjamin  Huntington,  Esq",  be 
and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners  on  behaU  of  this  State, 
to  meet  the  Commissioners  of  other  States  at  said  New  Haven  as  pro- 
posed, and  consult  with  them  on  the  subject  matters  of  said  resolve 
of  Congress,  and  make  report  of  whatever  they  may  judge  fit  to  be 
done  to  this  Assembly  for  approbation,  that  suitable  measures  may  be 
pursued  thereon. 

Besolved  by  this  Assembly y  That  for  the  defence  and  protection  of 
the  sea  coasts  of  this  State,  there  be  forthwith  raised  by  a  voluntary 
inlistment,  to  serve  untill  the  first  day  of  January  next  unless  sooner 
discharged,  the  several  companies  to  be  kept  and  stationed  as  follows : 
viz:  Two  companies  to  consist  of  fifty  men  each,  including  for  ofiicers 
one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  one  lieutenant 
fire-worker,  two  Serjeants  and  two  corporals,  which  companies  are  to 
do  the  duty  and  service  of  artillery  men  or  matrosses,  so  much  or  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  in  their  station  and  as  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  may  be,  and  when  not  incompatible  with  that  service  to  do  such 
other  duty  of  soldiers  as  shall  be  reasonably  required  of  them  by  their 
ofiicers  or  commander  in  the  station;  which  companies  are  to  be 
stationed  at  New  London,  Oroton  and  Stonington,  in  such  manner  as 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  his  Council  of  Safety  shall  direct. 
That  there  be  raised  one  company,  to  consist  of  twenty  men  including 
one  Serjeant  and  one  corporal  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant,  to 
be  stationed  at  Saybrook.  That  there  be  raised  one  company, 
to  consist  of    twenty-four    men    including    one    Serjeant  and  one 
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corporal  under  the  command  of  a  Ueuteuant,  to  be  stationed  at 
New  Haven.  That  there  be  raised  one  company,  to  consist  of 
twenty  men  including  one  serjeant  and  one  corporal  under  the 
command  of  a  lieutenant,  to  be  stationed  at  Milford.  That  there  be 
raised  one  company,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  men  including  one  Ser- 
jeant and  one  corporal  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant,  to  be 
stationed  at  Fairfield.  That  there  be  raised  one  company,  to  consist 
of  twenty-four  men  including  one  serjeant  and  one  corporal  under  the 
command  of  a  lieutenant,  to  be  stationed  at  Nor  walk.  That  there  be 
raised  one  company,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  men  including  one  ser- 
jeant and  one  corporal  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant,  to  be 
stationed  at  Stamford.  That  there  be  raised  one  company,  to  consist 
of  twenty-four  men  including  one  serjeant  and  one  corporal  under  the 
command  of  a  lieutenant,  to  be  stationed  at  Greenwich.  And  as  an 
encouragement  for  able-bodied  and  effective  men  freely  to  engage  in 
said  service  for  the  term  and  at  either  of  the  places  aforementioned, 
it  is  resolved  and  ordered,  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  in- 
tituled to  and  have  and  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowance  as  was 
made  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  like  service  the  last  year.  And 
as  a  further  encouragement,  each  non-commission  officer  and  soldier 
who  shall  furnish  and  provide  for  himself  a  good  and  sufficient  blanket 
shall  have  as  a  reward  twelve  shillings  and  retain  the  blanket  at  the 
end  of  the  service ;  and  such  non-commission  officer  and  soldier  who 
shall  provide  himself  a  good  fire-arm,  bayonet,  cartouch  box  and 
accoutrements,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  chief  officer,  shall  receive  as 
a  premium  the  sum  of  ten  shillings  and  also  the  sum  of  six  pence  per 
diem  for  billeting  money  from  the  time  of  inlistment  untill  he  receive 
provisions  from  the  State  and  shall  have  one  months  advanced  pay  on 
his  inlisting.  And  said  officers  are  carefully  and  diligently  to  attend 
the  duty  of  their  respective  offices  and  places  in  their  several  posts  for 
the  best  protection  of  the  respective  towns  and  places  where  they 
shall  be  stationed,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  on  any  speciri 
emergencies  for  the  relief  of  any  place  on  the  sea  coast  of  this  State, 
by  order  of  this  Assembly  or  in  their  recess  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety,  when  any  such  place  shall  be  attacked  or  in  danger 
of  being  attacked.  And  it  is  further  resolved,  that  his  Excellency  9ie 
Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  be  impowered  and  directed  to  nomi- 
nate and  appoint  the  commission  officers  of  the  respective  companies 
of  artillery  men  or  matrosses  herein  ordered  to  be  raised  for  the 
defence  of  the  sea  coasts. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly ,  That  General  Andrew  Ward  be  and  he 
is  appointed  one  of  the  committee  for  revising  the  militia  laws  of  this 
State,  in  the  room  of  General  James  Wadsworth  excused. 

Whereas  the  listers  for  the  town  of  Reading  for  the  year  1776  neg- 
lected to  send  in  to  the  Assembly  the  single  and  fourfold  addition  for 
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said  year  by  the  time  limited  by  law,  and  having  now  sent  in  the 
same  the  simple  addition  is  ^£226  15  0,  the  fourfold  is  £101  0  0,  as 
appears  by  the  return  of  the  listers  for  said  Reading  for  the  year  1775, 
now  sent  in  to  this  Assembly  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to 
send  forth  his  warrant  to  collect  the  sums  of  the  rates  arising  on  said 
sum  in  the  year  1775,  being  X326  15  0. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Andrew  Adams  Esq%  to  be  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Probate  in  the  district  of  Litchfield  during  the  absence 
of  the  Hon^'^  Oliver  Wolcott,  EsqS  out  of*  this  State,  imtill  the  first 
day  of  June  next. 

Resolved  by  tfiis  Assembly^  That  Capt.  Elisha  Lathrop,  Capt. 
Caleb  Baldwin,  and  (^olo.  Ebenezer  Norton,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  and  added  to  the  gentlemen  committee  appointed  by  this 
Assembly  at  their  session  at  Hartford  in  October  last  to  revise  the 
militia  laws  of  this  State  and  prepare  a  bill  <&c.,  and  report  the  same 
to  the  then  next  Assembly. 

Whereas  the  towns  of  New  Milford,New  Hartford  and  Willington, 
have  neglected  to  return  a  sum  total  of  the  list  of  the  poles  and  rate- 
able estate  of  said  towns  and  the  assessments  of  the  traders  and  trades- 
men &c.,  according  to  law  :  Therefore  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  towns  of  New  Milford,  New  Hartford  and  Willington  be 
doomed  by  this  Assembly  for  their  neglect  of  returning  said  list 
according  to  law.  That  the  town  of  New  Milford  be  doomed  the  sum 
of  £80774.  That  the  town  of  New  Hartford  be  doomed  the  sum  of 
£11772.  That  the  town  of  Willington  be  doomed  the  sum  of  £11315 
16  6  ;  and  that  the  several  sums  aforesaid  respectively  be  set  to  said 
towns  in  the  grand  list  for  the  year  1777;  and  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  issue  his  warrant  for 
collecting  the  rates  and  taxes  that  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  laid  on  said 
list  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  towns  accordingly. 

Whereas  the  public  records  of  the  town  of  Danbury  was  by  the 
British  troops  burnt  and  destroyed,  by  which  means  the  legal  evidence 
of  the  titles  to  the  lands  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  Danbury  is  entirely 
consumed,  and  in  order  that  justice  may  be  done  to  and  among  said 
inhabitants : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Crovemor^  Council  and  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  sam^,  That  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Danbury  shall,  within  two  months  after  the 
rising  of  this  Assembly,  legally  warn  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Danbury  that  have  a  right  by  law  to  vote  in  town  meeting,  to  meet 
at  some  day  and  place  by  them  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing 
a  committee  to  survey  and  lay  out  all  the  highways  and  lands  in  said 
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town  to  all  persons  now  in  possession  of  any  lands  in  their  own  right 
or  where  there  is  no  question  or  dispute  as  to  the  title  of  any  person  : 
and  said  committee  chosen  by  said  town  for  the  purpose  aforesaid 
shall  make  proper  surveys  of  all  the  highways,  and  also  lands  in  said 
town  to  the  several  persons  now  in  possession  where  there  is  no  dis- 
pute but  that  he  is  the  proper  owner  of  such  lands  in  possession,  and 
to  take  all  proper  methods  the  circumstances  will  admit  of  to  come 
at  the  knowledge  of  the  right  each  person  hath  to  his  lands,  and  in 
such  surveys  to  bound  out  the  lands,  mentioning  the  meets  and  bound- 
aries thereof  and  on  whom  it  is  bounded  and  what  quantity  it  con- 
tains ;  and  when  said  surveys  are  made  and  signed  by  said  committee 
and  recorded  in  the  town  records  of  said  town  and  the  same  being 
done  shall  make  a  full  and  compleat  title  of  said  land  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  and  that  attested  copys  thereof  may  be  given  in  evidence  in 
any  court  of  record  where  the  title  of  any  such  lands  may  hereafter 
be  in  question. 

Mesolved  by  thin  Assemblt/j  That  the  county  court  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Harford  that  now  stands  adjourned  to  the  first  Tuesday  of 
February  next  be  further  adjourned,  and  the  same  is  hereby  further 
adjourned,  to  the  third  Tuesday  of  said  February ;  and  all  persons 
concerned  are  to  take  notice  hereof  and  give  their  attendance  accord- 
ingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  all  the  causes  and  matters  now 
depending  in  the  superior  court  in  this  State  in  the  county  of  Wind- 
ham, which  stand  adjourned  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  instant, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  continued  to  the  stated  term 
of  the  superior  court  to  be  held  at  Windham  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
March  next,  to  be  then  and  there  heard  and  determined ;  and  that  all 
parties  concerned  take  notice  and  give  their  attendance  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  families  of  all  the  commission 
and  staff  officers  belonging  to  the  continental  army  below  the  rank  of 
brigadier  general  in  this  State  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  at  the  same  prices  as  the  non-commission  officers  and  soldiei^' 
families  are  already  provided  for,  upon  their  depositing  money  for 
that  purpose  in  proportion  as  follows,  viz :  For  a  field  officer's  family 
j624,  for  a  captain,  subaltern  or  staff  officer's  family  J618  per  annuniy 
to  be  paid  quarterly  if  required ;  and  that  the  expence  arising  there- 
from over  and  above  the  limited  prices  shall  be  paid  by  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  General  Wadsworth,  Colo.  Pitkin  and 
Colo.  Chester,  a  committee  to  receive,  examine,  adjust  and  settle,  all 
accounts  of  the  managers  of  the  lead  mine  at  Midletown  and  others, 
respecting  the  improvement  of  said  mine  for  this  State  or  by  order  of 
Assembly,  and  report  make.

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhlyy  That  hie  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  desired  to  write  Congress  on  the  peculiar  situation  and  circum- 
stances of  the  militia  oflScers  who  were  ordered  from  this  State  to  join 
Maj*^  General  Putnam  at  Fishkill  in  October  last,  and  request  pay- 
ment for  the  supernumerarys ;  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  further  desired  to  write  to  General  Putnam  likewise  to  make  a  just 
and  proper  representation  of  the  peculiar  situation  and  circumstances 
of  the  said  militia  officers  to  the  Continental  Congress. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly ^  That  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
militia  and  levies  belonging  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  now  in  actual 
service,  or  that  have  been  in  the  immediate  service  of  this  State  in 
the  year  1777,  be  and  they  are  hereby  intituled  to  the  same  provision 
and  allowance  for  their  losses,  expences  &c.,  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  regulations  as  has  been  heretofore  granted  and 
allowed  in  the  premises  in  all  respects  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of 
the  new  levies  and  militia ;  and  the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are 
hereby  directed  to  receive  and  adjust. their  accounts  and  draw  orders 
for  the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
desired  as  soon  as  may  be  to  write  to  Maj""  General  Gates,  or  other 
proper  officer  of  the  continental  army,  requesting  that  Colo.  Nixon's 
regiment,  now  ordered  to  the  town  of  Parmington  for  winter  quarters, 
be  removed  and  take  quarters  on  the  sea  coast  or  western  frontiers  of 
this  State  at  or  near  Horseneck  ;  advising  him  a  sufficient  guard  for 
securing  the  continental  stores  and  artillery  in  said  Parmington  may 
be  had  from  the  militia  of  this  State.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  liberty  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  for  the  said  Doct'  Isaac  Foster  to  set  up  and  carry  on  inocu- 
lation of  said  soldiers,  artificers  &c.,  inhabitants  of  this  State  or 
others  belonging  to  either  of  the  battalions  raised  in  this  State,  untiU 
the  25***  day  of  May  next,  in  such  place  or  places  within  the  town  of 
Woodbury  as  shall  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  civil  authority 
and  selectmen  of  said  town,  who  are  hereby  authorized,  impowered 
and  directed,  to  make  suitable  provision  for  that  purpose  accordingly, 
agreeable  to  the  directions  given  by  the  several  statutes  of  this  State 
providing  in  case  of  sickness ;  at  continental  expence,  if  thereto  re- 
quested by  said  Docf"  Poster  or  his  order ;  and  that  the  several  hos- 
pitals or  places  provided  f pr  the  purpose  aforesaid,  with  the  persons 
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who  may  be  placed  therein,  doctors,  tenders,  and  all  others  concerned 
in  said  business,  be  under  the  care,  oversight  and  direction  of  said 
civil  authority  and  selectmen,  agreeable  to  the  directions  of  the  stat- 
utes aforesaid,  who  are  hereby  specially  impowered  and  directed  to 
conform  themselves  to  the  same  accordingly. 

Mesolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  the  town  of  Union  be  and  they 
are  hereby  directed  to  make  up  and  exhibit  the  lists  of  the  polls  and 
rateable  estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  for  the  year  1778  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  in  their  sessions  in  October  next. 

Resolved    by  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  appointed,  impowered  and  directed,  to  adjust  and 
settle  all  accounts  of  moneys  received  and  expended  on  services  done 
for  this  State  by  any  person  or  persons  by  order  of  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  the  Council  of  Safety,  and  all  accounts  of  moneys 
received'on  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table's  orders,  and  to  draw  upon 
the  Treasurer  for  any  ballance  or  ballances  they  shall  find  due  on  the 
same.     And  it  is  further  resolved,  that  said  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  directed  to  call  upon  every  person  who  hath  received

either  in  prison  ships,  prisons  or  elsewhere,  as  in  his  opinion  with  the 
advice  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  shall  be 
most  for  the  safety  of  this  State,  agreeable  to  the  orders  he  has 
received  from  Congress. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly j  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  desired,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  as 
speedily  as  may  be,  to  make  every  necessary  provision  of  cloaUiing 
and  refreshments  for  the  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  this  State 
now  in  captivity  in  New  York  or  Long  Island  or  elsewhere,  and  to 
take  the  same  parental  care  of  those  belonging  to  this  State  who  may 
hereafter  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  fall  under  the  power  of  the  enemy 
from  time  to  time  as  their  necessitys  may  require. 
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JResolved  hy  this  J.8««mi^That  there  be  paid  to  Colo.  John  Pitkin 
-Ihe  sum  of  thirty  shillinge,  and  to  Cola  fllizur  Talcott  the  snm  of 
four  pounds  eighteen  shillings,  and  to  William  Wells,  Esq',  the  sum 
of  five  pounds  four  shillings,  and  to  Captain  Daniel  Skinner  the  sum 
of  three  pounds  three  shillings,  L.  money,  being  £14  15  0,  in  the  whole, 
for  their  service  in  laying  out  a  highway  through  the  towns  of  Bark- 
liemsted.  New  Hartford  and  Colebrook,  on  the  memorial  of  Richard 
Smith  and  others ;  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  session  in  October  last  appointed 
Titus  Hosmer,  Esq',  and  others  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Bev^ 
Corporation  of  Tale  College  on  sundry  important  matters  respecting 
the  present  situation  of  said  college  and  report  make  &c.,  who  hare 
not  yet  conferred  and  reported,  two  of  which  committee  are  now 
^sent:  Therefore,  this  Assembly  do  appoint  Charles  Phelps,  Elijah 
Abel,  Esq",  and  Maj'  Andrew  Adams,  m  addition  to  the  aforesaid 
committee,  with  the  same  powers  and  authoritys  given  and  committed 
to  them  in  the  premises.

praying  to  be  set  at  liberty,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved,  that 
said  Ralph  Isaacs  be  and  he  is  hereby  inlarged  and  set  at  liberty  to 
pursue  his  business  and  concerns  ;  any  former  resolve  of  Assembly 
notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Timothy  Beach,  shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  by  a  sentence  of  the  superior  court  at  Fairfield  last  February  he 
was  ordered  to  be  confined  in  Windham  county  goal  for  the  term  of 
one  year  then  next,  and  also  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  pounds,  money, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  and  cost  of  prosecution  taxed  at  £  16 
16  8  ;  in  consequence  whereof  the  memorialist  has  been  confined  to 
said  goal  ever  since  the  14*^  day  of  March  last ;  that  he  is  willing  to 
take  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  State  and  render  his  personal  service 
in  its  defence  &c.,  and  that  his  circumstances  are  low  and  his  family 
in  want  of  his  assistance  for  their  support ;  praying  to  be  discharged 
from  his  said  confinement  and  the  said  fine,  as  per  memorial  £c.: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby 
released  and  discharged  from  his  said  confinement  and  the  fine  afore- 
said, upon  his  giving  his  note  to  the  sheriff  of  Windham  county  paya- 
ble to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  costs  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Eunice  Stocking,  of  Glastonbury  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  23*^  day 
of  August  last  the  powder-mill  in  said  Glastonbury  took  fire  and  blew 
up ;  that  her  husband  George  Stocking  and  three  of  her  sons,  George 
Stocking  jun'')  Hezekiah  Stocking  and  Nathaniel  Stocking,  being  at 
work  in  said  house  received  in  the  explosion  a  fatal  shock  that  in  a 
few  hours  put  a  period  to  their  lives ;  that  the  listers  of  said  town 
thought  themselves  obliged  to  put  the  heads  of  her  said  husband  and 
three  sons  into  the  general  list  of  said  town  for  the  year  1777,  by 
which  means  she  is  liable  to  heavy  taxation ;  and  praying  for  relief,  as 
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per  memorial  on  fire :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  headft  of 
the  said  George  Stocking,  George  Stocking  ]un%  Hezekiah  Stocking 
and  Nathaniel  Stocking,  dec"*,  be  abated  and  the  same  are  hereby 
ordered  to  be  abated  out  of  the  general  list  of  said  town. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Abiather  Gamp,  of  New  Haven  in  the 
county  of  New  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  has  long 
been  confined  by  act  of  Assembly  as  a  dangerous  person,  and  that  he 
has  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  New  Haven 
are  willing  he  should  return  to  his  family :  Resolved,  that  said  Gamp 
be  permitted  to  return  to  New  Haven,  and  that  he  be  released  ft'om 
his  confinement  and  all  restraint  by  said  act. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  McGlellan,  of  Woodstock  in  the 
county  of  Windham  and  State  of  Gonnecticut,  shewing  to  this  Asdem- 
bly  that  he  commanded  a  regiment  from  this  State  in  the  expedition 
against  Rhode  Island,  and  that  no  part  of  their  wages,  mileage  or 
rations  have  yet  been  paid ;  praying  that  the  Gommittee  of  Pay-Table 
may  be  directed  to  adjust  the  accounts  of  said  regiment  and  pay  the 
same,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  impowered,  to  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  said  regiment  and  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sums  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  to  said 
regiment  for  bounty,  wages,  mileage  and  rations,  and  charge  the  same 
to  the  United  States  of  America.  And  the  several  captains  in  said 
regiment  are  hereby  appointed  pay-masters  to  their  companys.  And 
the  Gommittee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  allow  to  said  captains 
one  and  half  per  cent,  commissions  on  all  the  moneys  that  they  shall 
so  receive  and  pay  out  to  said  companys.

hay  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  to  be  spent  at  Springfield,  at  the 
price  of  seven  pound  ten  shillings  per  ton,  said  Williams  to  transport 
said  hay  to  Ware  House  Point,  to  be  paid  eighteen  shillings  per  ton 
for  freight  besides  the  charges  of  carting,  as  by  said  written  agree- 
ment, and  that  said  Williams  neglects  and  refuses  to  perform  his  con- 
tract, to  the  great  detriment  of  the  States,  as  per  memorial  on  file  : 
Resolved,  that  said  Absalom  Williams  cause  said  hay  to  be  delivered 
at  said  Ware  House  Point  or  other  place  on  the  road  as  near  and  con- 
venient to  Springfield  as  followeth,  viz :  Ten  tons  including  what  is 
already  delivered  in  this  month,  the  remainder  of  said  fifty  ton  bne 
half  in  Febi-uary  next,  the  other  half  in  March  next,  and  to  be  paid

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ephraim  Strong  &c.,  praying  that  certain 
persons  who  worship  with  the  second  society  in  Milford  may  be 
annexed  thereto  and  exempted  from  paying  taxes  to  the  first  Ac,  as 
per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  that  all  persons  who 
have  come  to  dwell  in  the  limits  of  said  first  and  second  societies  since 
the  constituting  said  second  society,  who  have  never  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  their  election,  shall  have  liberty  to  make  their  election 
at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of  May  next  by  enrolling  their  names 
with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  ;  and  that  for  the  future  all  such  who 
shall  come  to  inhabit  within  said  societies,  or  shall  come  of  age  or 
become  widows,  shall  have  liberty  to  make  their  election  to  which 
society  they  will  belong  at  any  time  within  one  year  next  after  their 
coming  to  dwell  within  the  limits  of  said  societies,  or  coming  of  age 
or  becoming  widows  as  aforesaid,  by  inroUing  their  names  as  aforesaid- 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Arlow,  a  native  of  Ireland,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  transported  himself  and  family  consisting  of  a 
wife  and  one  child  to  America  in  August,  1775,  with  a  view  to  settle 
therein  and  prosecute  the  trade  of  making  leather  breeches,  with 
which  business  alone  he  is  acquainted,  but  that  by  reason  of  the  war 
he  is  unable  to  procure  leather  or  employment  wherewith  to  subsist 
himself  and  family ;  praying  for  liberty  to  transport  himself  and  fam- 
ily and  effects  to  Ireland  by  the  way  of  New  York  or  otherwise,  as 
per  memorial :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist  have 
liberty,  and  liberty  is  hereby  granted  to  him,  at  his  own  expence  to 
transport  himself,  his  family  and  proper  effects  to  Ireland,  by  the  way 
of  New  York  or  other  port ;  any  law  of  this  State  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Nathan  Gates,  of  East  Hadam  in  the  county 
of  Hartford,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Daniel  Gates  late  of  said 
East  Hadam,  deceas'd,  representing  that  the  allowances  to  the  widow 
and  the  debts  and  charges  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  dis- 
trict of  East  Hadam  against  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmount  the 
moveable  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  £22  5  7,  money  ;  praying 
for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  to  pay

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deceas'd,  shewing  that  the  debts  and  cliarges  exhibited  and  allowed 
by  the  court  of  probate  and  a  small  allowance  made  the  widow  of  said 
deceas'd  surmount  the  moveable  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  o! 
£bl  17  3,  L.  money ;  praying  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  <£57  17  3,  with  inci- 
dent charges  of  sale  &c.;  as  per  memorial  on  file  dated  the  28^''  day

Upon  the  memorial  of  Gurdon  Wetmore,  now  a  prisoner  in  the 
common  goal  in  the  county  of  Hartford  by  sentence  of  the  superior 
court ;  praying  for  enlargement  from  his  imprisonment,  as  per  memo- 
rial on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  upon  the  said  Gnrdon 
Wetmore  taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State  and  also  becoming 
bound  with  sufficient  surety  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  this 
State  in  the  sum  of  j£600  0  0,  L.  money,  that  he  will  be  of  peaceable 
and  good  behaviour  and  will  not  do  or  say  any  thing  against  this 
State  or  the  United  States  of  America  during  the  term  that  he  was 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  by  said  superior  court,  and  that  he  will 
not  depart  without  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Midletown  but  remain 
and  continue  therein  during  the  term  aforesaid ;  that  he  thereupon  be 
and  he  is  hereby  released  and  discharged  from  said  goal,  upon  his 
paying  or  securing  to  be  paid  all  the  costs  of  his  prosecution  and 
imprisonment. 

On  the  petition  of  David  Washburn,  of  New  Milford  in  the  county 
of  Litchfield,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  a  prisoner  in

said  brig  not  with  a  design  of  taking  up  arms  against  his  country,  but 
was  ordered  on  shore  from  said  brig  after  having  gone  on  board  with 
the  aforesaid  design ;  and  praying  that  mercy  may  be  extended  to 
him  so  far  as  to  spare  his  life,  as  per  petition  on  file :  Resolved  by

ber last  be  suspended,  and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended  untill  the 
rising  of  said  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Bartholomew  Weatherill,  shewing  that  his 
father  and  relations  are  now  living  in  Great  Britain,  that  his  designs 
and  views  in  coming  to  this  country  are  like  to  be  frustrated  by  the 
present  unhappy  war;  praying  liberty  to  return  home  again  to  his 
friends,  as  per  memorial :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Bartholomew  Weatherell  upon  his  delivering  on  oath  to  Benjamin 
Payne,  Esq%  of  Hartford,  all  his  goods,  monies  and  securities  for 
monies,  who  is  hereby  appointed  to  receive  the  same  to  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  as  hereinafter  ex- 
pressed, he  the  said  Weatherell  be  and  he  is  hereby  permitted  to 
return  to  Great  Britain  by  the  way  of  France  or  the  West  Indies,  and 
to  carry  with  him  his  necessary  apparel  and  a  sum  of  money  not  ex- 
<seeding  forty  pounds,  and  to  embark  at  such  place  or  port  not  in 
possession  of  the  enemy  as  his  Excellency  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
and  direct. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Harvey,  of  Lyme  in  New  London 
-county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  John  Harvey  late  of  said  Lyme, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  due  from  said 
•deceas'd  at  the  time  of  his  death  surmounted  the  personal  estate  of 
said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  eighty  pound  four  shillings  and  two  pence, 
L.  money ;  praying  this  Assembly  to  impower  said  administrator  or 
some  other  meet  person  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  deceas'd  as  shall  raise  the  sum  of  j£80  4«.  2d.,  lawfuU  money, 
with  the  incident  charges  arising  on  said  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file 
dated  Hartford,  January  26'**,  1778  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  memorialist  be  impowered  and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  make 
sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  John  Harvey  as 
shall  raise  the  sum  of  eighty  pounds  four  shillings  and  two  pence, 
lawfuU  money,  with  incident  charges  arising  thereon ;  taking  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  probate  in  the  district  of  New  London  therein. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Lord  and  David  Morehouse  of  Fair- 
field, shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are,  each  of  them,  now  con- 
fined in  Norwich  goal  for  cost  of  prosecution ;  praying  that  they  may 
be  liberated  from  goal  on  giving  their  own  security  for  said  cost  &c., 
as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  of  New  London  be  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed 
to  take  of  said  Samuel  and  David  their  notes  of  hand  for  the  sum  or 
sums  from  each  of  them  respectively  due  for  the  cost  of  their  prosecu- 
tion and  confinement,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  and 
thereupon  permit  them  to  return  home  to  said  Fairfield,  there  to 
remain  under  the  care  and  inspection  of  the  selectmen  of  said  Fairfield. 

On  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Norwich,  by 
their  agents  Elijah  Backus  and  Elisha  Lathrop,  praying  for  the  revival 
of  one  certain  act  of  this  Assembly  passed  at  their  sessions  held  at 
Hartford  in  January,  1774,  enabling  said  inhabitants  to  raise  money 
by  way  of  a  rate  for  the  purpose  of  mending  the  highways  in  said

Wyllys'  regiment,  at  New 
York ;  that  on  or  about  the  20^"*  day  of  July  in  said  year  he  was 
ordered  on  guard  at  the  Fly  Market  in  said  city ;  that  in  consequence 
of  his  officers  orders,  accidentally  and  without  any  default  of  his  own, 
he  lost  bis  gun  apprized  at  three  pounds,  lawful!  money,  which  he  was 
never  after  able  to  find ;  that  in  the  year  1777  he  was  a  soldier  at 
Peekskill,  and  about  the  time  of  his  discharge,  on  or  about  the  first 
day  of  January  last,  his  cartouch  box  was  taken  from  him  and  lodged 
in  the  public  stores,  and  that  being  sick  he  was  unable  to  recover  his 
property,  and  praying  relief  in  the  premises  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay<-Table  be 
directed  to  adjust  the  account  of  the  memorialist  and  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  found  justly  due  in  his  favour 
accordingly.

within  the  common  goal  in  said  county,  there  to  remain  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Solomon  Buell  of  Litchfield,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  the  Danbury  expedition  in  April  last  he  was 
wounded  in  both  his  thighs  by  a  ball  from  the  enemy  ;  that  he  has  ever 
since  been  in  a  very  helpless  and  distressed  situation  and  not  likely  to 
recover ;  that  he  has  a  numerous  family  which  are  likely  to  be  reduced 
to  beggary  and  want  unless  relief  can  be  obtained  <&c.,  as  per  memorial 
on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds, 
money,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  memorialist  for  his 
relief ;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  hereby  directed  to  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  for  said  sum  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jared  Clarke  of  Saybrook,  serjeant  in  Gapt. 
Elisha  Chapman's  company  in  Colo.  Selden's  regiment,  A.D.  1776, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  means  of  sickness  he  was  neces- 
sitated to  return  home  from  the  army  near  New  York,  by  means 
whereof  he  hath  lost  his  wages  Ac;  praying  for  relief  &C.,  as  .per 
memorial  on  file  dated  10^*"  day  of  January,  1778 :  Whereupon  it  is 
resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
ihey  are  hereby  directed  to  examine  and  adjust  the  wages  due  to  said 
memorialist  and  draw  an  order  in  favour  of  said  Jared  Clarke  on  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  for  such  sum  as  shall  appear  to  be  due. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Atwater,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Benjamin  Payne  late  of  New  Haven,  deceas'd,  representing  that  the 
debts  and  charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmounted 
the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  ^£38  13  3 ;  praying  for 
liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  sum  together  with  the  charge  of  such  sale,  as  per

public  treasury:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
receive  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State  the  aforesaid  sum  of  i£  9  12  2; 
and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Aaron  Eelcy,  of  Eillingworth  in  this  State, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  a  lieutenant  in  a  regiment  of 
militia  from  said  State  commanded  by  Colonel  Thaddeus  Cook  in  ser- 
vice in  the  northern  army;  that  in  an  engagement  on  the  19^**  of 
September  last  he  received  a  wound  which  rendered  him  unfit  for

day  of  November,  1774,  gave  and  executed  to  said  Obadiah,  then  in

long  suffered  the  most  extreme  anguish  and  lost  several  inches  in 
length  of  the  bones  of  his  leg  and  the  use  of  it  almost  entirely ;  that 
he  is  possessed  of  no  estate  and  has  run  in  debt  about  the  sum  of 
ninety  pounds,  lawfuU  money,  occasioned  by  said  wound ;  and  praying 
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for  present  and  future  relief,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are 
ordered  and  directed  to  adjust  the  account  of  expence  incurred  by 
said  memorialist  in  consequence  of  his  said  wounds  and  settle  the 
same,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  shall  find  just  and 
reasonable. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Joseph  Porter,  of  Farmington  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  or  about  the  second 
day  of  January  last  his  son,  Lott  Porter,  entered  into  the  public  ser- 
vice in  Capt.  Curtiss'  company,  Colo.  Hooker's  regiment,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  West  Chester  in  the  State  of  New  York ;  that  on  or  about 
the  IS^^  day  of  said  January  in  a  rencounter  with  the  enemy  he  was 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  of  which  wounds  he  soon  dyed ;  that 
when  he  was  captivated  he  had  by  him  13  dollars  which  fell  into  the 
enemies  hands ;  and  praying  for  relief  in  the  case,  as  per  memorial 
on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table, 
upon  application  to  them  made  by  the  memorialist,  be  directed  to 
draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  the  memorialist  for 
the  said  sum  of  thirteen  dollars,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  William  Drummond,  of  Norwalk  in  the 
county  of  Fairfield,  clerk,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  a 
native  of  Great  Britain  and  is  in  a  low  and  declining  state  of  health, 
by  means  whereof  he  is  unable  to  do  any  business  whereby  he  may 
obtain  a  comfortable  support,  and  is  apprehensive  he  must  be  reduced 
to  want  unless  he  is  relieved  by  the  charity  of  the  good  people  of  this 
country,  which  he  would  wish  to  avoid  and  may  be  prevented  in  case 
he  has  liberty  to  return  to  his  connections,  friends  and  relations,  who 
are  able  to  relieve  him;  praying  for  liberty  to  go  to  New  York  in 
order  to  procure  a  passage  from  thence  to  Scotland,  and  a  permission 
to  take  with  him  some  effects,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  William  Drummond  have  liberty,  and 
liberty  is  hereby  given  him,  to  remove  from  this  State  to  the  city  of 
New  York  and  take  with  him  his  wearing  apparel,  bedding  and  books, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  passage  to  Scotland,  the  place  of  his 
nativity. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Camp  of  Durham,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  marched  the  17**"  day  of  August,  1776,  in  the  char- 
acter of  a  lieutenant  in  Capt.  Hickox's  company  in  Colo.  Baldwin's 
regiment  of  this  State ;  that  he  did  duty  therein  until  regularly  dis- 
charged and  allowed  in  the  pay  abstract  for  said  company  one  days 
pay  for  every  twenty  miles  to  return  home  and  no  more ;  that  he  was 
taken  sick  at  Stamford  on  his  return  home  and  necessarily  detained 
thereby  twenty-one  days,  and  has  not  been  allowed  or  received  any 
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pay  therefor;  praying  he  may  be  paid  his  wages  for  said  time,  amomit- 
ing  to  £8  15  7 :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
the  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  draw  in 
favour  of  the  said  Samuel  Gamp  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of 
three  pounds  fifteen  shillings  and  seven  pence  and  properly  charge 
the  United  States  for  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  or  petition  of  Ebenezer  Brown,  of  Killingley 
in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  James 
Bedway  of  said  Killingley,  late  deceas'd,  did  in  life  time,  viz :  on  the 
third  day  of  April,  1776,  for  the  consideration  of  seventy-five  pounds, 
lawfuU  money,  paid  to  said  Redway,  sign,  seal  and  deliver  to  tiie  peti-

drawn  and  the  fortunate  adventurers  duly  paid. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Nathan  Daton,  of  New  Milford  in  Litchfield 
county  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  representing  to  this  Assembly 
that  although  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  war  waged  by  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  to  establish  tyranny  over  the  American  States 
he,  the  said  Daton,  took  an  active  part  on  the  side  of  his  country,  yet 
in  the  month  of  November,  1776,  having  his  mind  from  some  disas- 
trous incidents  of  the  war  filled  with  gloomy  apprehensions  for  the 
fate  of  his  country,  sundry  of  his  acquaintance  by  the  stratagem  of 
magnifying  the  dangers  of  his  country  and  by  the  strongest  assurances 
of  the  safety  and  peace  he  might  enjoy  under  the  protection  of  the 
regulars  on  Long  Island  in  the  State  of  New  York,  deluded  and 
seduced  him,  the  said  Daton,  then  to  retire  to  said  island  then  in 
possession  of  said  enemies,  in  order  so  far  to  join  them  as  to  put  him- 
self under  their  protection,  and  that  upon  his  arrival  at  the  enemies 
head  quarters  on  said  island  for  that  purpose  only  Colo.  Delancy, 
their  commander,  tyrannically  forced  him  to  bear  arms  with  said  enemy 
under  pain  of  military  execution ;  that  however  the  latter  part  of 
November  last  he  happily  effected  his  escape  from  said  military  bond- 
age, and  on  arriving  at  said  New  Milford  was  upon  the  ninth  day  of 
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December  last  legally  arraigned  before  Samuel  Ganfield,  Esq^  a  law- 
full  justice  of  peace  in  this  State,  on  a  complaint  exhibited  against 
him  bv  Thomas  Hays,  a  grandjuryman,  for  his  criminal  conduct  in 
the  premises,  and  by  said  justice  on  mittimus  dated  the  same  ninth 
day  of  December  aforesaid  committed  to  Litchfield  county  goal,  there 
to  be  kept  till  delivered  by  due  course  of  law,  in  which  goal  he  still 
remains  accordingly.     And  the  said  Daton  expressing  a  great  sensi- 
bility of  his  folly  in  seeking  for  protection  under  tyranny,  and  deep 
contrition  for  his  criminal  conduct  in  the  premises,  humbly  imploring 
the  pardon  of  this  Assembly  therefor,  also  expressing  his  desire    of 
taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State :    Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  Nathan  Daton  shall  be  no  further  prosecuted  or  pro- 
ceeded against  on  said  complaint  exhibited  against  him  by  said  grand- 
jury-man  Hays,  nor  be  any  otherwise  indicted,  prosecuted  or  proceeded 
against,  before  any  court-martial  or  executive  courts  of  civil  law,  and 
no  otherwise  molested  or  troubled  for  or  on  account  of  the  facts  men- 
tioned in  said  complaint  of  said  Hays  relative  to  his,  the  said  Daton's, 
joining  the  enemies  of  this  State  on  said  Long  Island.     And  that  upon 
the  said  Daton's  taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State  he  shall  be 
intituled  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  common  rights  of  the  subjects  of 
this  State ;  and  also  on  paying  and  depositing  in  the  hands  of  the 
keeper  of  Litchfield  county  goal  the  whole  costs  occasioned  by  and 
arisen  consequent  upon  the  complaint  of  said  grandjuryman  Hays  he, 
the  said  Daton,  shall  by  said  keeper  be  released  and  freed  from  his 
present  confinement  aforesaid  in  said  prison. 

On  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Smith  and  Jonathan  House,  admin- 
istrators on  the  estate  of  Richard  Smith  late  of  Glastonbury,  deceased, 
for  liberty  to  sell  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of 
£57  8  6,  L.  money,  to  discharge  the  debts  due  from  the  estate  of  the 
said  deceas'd  with  incident  charges  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  have  liberty  and  it 
is  hereby  granted  to  them,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  deceas'd  as  will  raise  the  sum  of  £51  8  5,  L.  money,  to  answer 
said  debts,  together  with  incident  charges  arising  on  the  sale ;  taking 
the  advice  of  the  court  of  probates  in  the  district  of  Hartford  in  the 
sale  thereof. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Stevens,  of  Stamford  in  Fairfield 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  David  Stevens  jun'  late  of  said 
Stamford,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  du^  from 
said  estate  surmount  the  personal  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of 
X344  18  6i,  L.  money ;  praying  to  be  impowered  to  sell  real  estate 
to  raise  said  sum  &c.:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said 
Samuel  Stevens  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  sell 
real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  to  raise  said  sum  of  <£344  18  6^,  L.  money,

to  enable  him  to  pay  said  debts  and  also  the  charges  of  sale ;  taking 
direction  of  the  court  of  probates  in  the  district  of  Stamford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Solomon  Leet,  of  Guilford  in  the  county  of 
New  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  17***  day  of  June, 
1777,  the  enemies  of  the  American  States  landed  in  said  Guilford  at 
a  place  called  Sachem's  Head  and  set  fire  to  his  dwelling-house  and 
two  large  barns,  which  consumed  the  same  with  his  household  furni- 
ture and  many  other  articles,  which  he  has  since  caused  to  be  apprized 
by  three  judicious  disinterested  freeholders,  viz :  Samuel  Brown,  John 
Elliott,  and  Ebenezer  Hobson,  all  of  said  Guilford,  and  inventory 
thereof  to  be  made  under  their  hands.  And  your  memorialist,  willing 
to  preserve  the  evidence  thereof,  that  should  any  compensation  be 
made  to  such  kind  of  sufferers  he  may  probably  make  his  claim,  pray- 
ing that  the  aforesaid  inventory  may  be  lodged  among  the  files  of  this 
Assembly  in  the  Secretary's  office,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c.: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  inventory  taken  by  said  free- 
holders and  here  presented  and  amounting  to  ^£522  7  7,  be  lodged  in 
the  files  of  this  Assembly  as  prayed  for.* 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  New  Fairfield 
in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant  them 
liberty  to  make,  mend  and  repair  their  highways  by  a  rate  or  tax  at 
all  times  hereafter,  and  enable  them  to  tax  themselves  from  time  to 
time  to  defray  the  expences  of  it  <fec.,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  town  of  New  Fairfield  have 
liberty,  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  to  tax  the  polls  and  rateable  estate  of  said  inhabitants  to  raise 
such  sums  of  money  as  said  town  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  neces- 
sary and  sufficient  to  repair  all  public  highways  in  said  town ;  which 
tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts 
for  repairing  highways  in  said  town  and  be  by  such  surveyors  laid  out 
and  improved  for  the  repairing  highways  in  each  district  in  said  town. 
And  said  town  is  hereby  impowered,  by  the  selectmen  or  a  committee 
chosen  annually  or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall  require,  to 
divide  the  highways  in  said  town  into  districts,  and  to  assign  to  each 
surveyor  a  certain  proportion  of  highways  to  be  repaired  and  main- 
tained, and  to  divide  out  and  proportion  to  the  several  surveyors  of 
the  several  districts  the  money  so  raised  by  said  town  according  to 
the  quantity  or  proportion  of  roads  set  out  to  them  as  aforesaid  to  be 
repaired  and  maintained.  And  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth  warrants  to  such  surveyors  to  levy 
and  collect  such  taxes  arising  in  manner  aforesaid  within  their  respec- 
tive districts,  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  other  town  rates  are 
collected.    And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a  true  account  of

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such  money  by  him  so  collected  to  the  selectmen  of  said  town  in  a 
reasonable  time  when  theremito  required  after  the  same  becomes  pay- 
able to  said  collectors ;  and  all  surplus  of  such  money  as  shall  remain 
in  the  hands  of  such  surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  highways 
are  sufficiently  repaired  shall  be  paid  into  the  bands  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  town  for  the  time  being,  and  by  him  and  his  successor  in  said 
office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding  surveyors  of  the  several  district* 
respectively,  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  money  raised  by  said  town 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  highways  for  the  then  current  year  shall 
by  said  selectmen  or  committee  be  ordered  to  be  divided.  And  it  is 
further  resolved,  that  this  liberty  and  authority  shall  be  and  remain 
to  said  town  of  New  Fairfield  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Daniel  Brown  and  John  Parker  jun%  of  Cov- 
entry in  Windham  county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the 
month  of  May,  1776,  they  inlisted  in  the  service  of  this  State  in  the 
company  commanded  by  Gapt.  Israel  Putnam  and  with  him  marched 
to  Cambridge  and  there  served  untill  December  then  next,  and  for 
which  they  have  not  received  any  wages  and  pay  for  said  service  Ac., 
as  per  memorial  on  file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
examine,  adjust  and  allow  to  the  said  Brown  and  Parker  such  sums  of 
money  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  for  said  service,  and  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  for  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Dudley  Drake  &c.,  complaining  of  error  in 
the  judgment  of  the  superior  court  against  him  &c.  for  incest  4c.: 
Resolved,  that  the  consideration  of  this  petition  and  matters  therein 
alledged  be  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  their 
next  sessions,  and  the  execution  of  the  judgment  complained  of  there- 
in is  hereby  suspended  untill  said  petition  can  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  selectmen  of  Greenwich,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  pursuant  to  a  resolve  of  this  Assembly  in  November, 
1776,  and  a  subsequent  order  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
his  Council  of  Safety  drawn  on  the  managers  of  tiie  cannon  founderr 
at  Salisbury,  said  selectmen  procured  and  transported  from  thence  to 
Greenwich  four  cannon,  which  they  caused  to  be  well  mounted  on 
carriages  fit  for  the  defence  of  this  State,  and  being  so  mounted  pro- 
cured a  sufficient  quantity  of  powder  and  shot  for  the  same  and  also 
employed  twenty-one  men,  officer  included,  to  manage  said  cannon ; 
praying  this  Assembly  to  order  payment  of  the  expence  that  hath 
accrued  on  the  premises  and  that  the  company  do  receive  such  pay 
and  allowances  [as]  may  seem  just  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  wages  due  to  the 
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said  company,  and  draw  on  the  Treaaurer  for  what  they  shall  find 
justly  due  thereon. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Cooper,  administrator  on  the  es- 
tate of  Lieut.  Samuel  Cooper  late  of  Chatham,  deceased,  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  the  debts,  charges  and  allowances  due  from  said 
estate  surmounted  the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  ^£317 
18  11 ;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the 
said  deceas'd  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  smn  aforesaid  with  inci- 
dent charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file  appears :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  said  Thomas  Cooper  have  liberty  and  authority 
to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as  may  be  sufii- 
cient  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  <£317  18  11  with  incident  charges  aris- 
ing on  such  sale  ;  taking  the  advice  of  the^ourt  of  probate  for  the 
district  of  Midletown  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Park  Avery  jun*^  of  Groton,  collector  of 
public  taxes  for  the  year  1777,  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  at 
their  session  in  October  last,  on  the  memorial  of  Latham  Avery, 
Joseph  Bailey,  John  Deball,  Job  Tyler,  John  Philips,  Benja.  Phillips, 
and  Elijah  Phillips,  all  of  Groton,  shewing  they  were  assessed  four- 
fold by  the  listers  of  said  Groton  on  their  lists  for  the  year  1776,  it 
was  resolved  and  directed  their  fourfold  assessments  should  be  abated 
to  the  amount  of  their  single  lists,  and  the  Treasurer  directed  to 
allow  and  settle  the  same  accordingly,  on  said  town  repaying  the 
amount  of  what  school  money  they  received  from  the  Treasurer  on 
said  abatements,  but  on  said  memorialists  applying  to  the  Treasurer 
for  settlement  and  abatement  on  said  Avery,  Bailey,  Deball,  Tyler, 
and  Philips's  f  ourf  olds  find  the  listers  of  Groton  through  mistake  have 
returned  said  fourfold  assessments  to  the  Treasurer  as  single  addi- 
tions, though  on  his  rate  bill  made  and  delivered  him  by  the  town 
clerk  of  Groton  said  rates  are  inserted  as  fourfold  assessments  ;  pray- 
ing there  may  be  an  abatement  allow'd  on  said  Avery,  Bailey,  Deball, 
Tyler,  and  Philips's  lists  to  the  amount  of  £894  from  the  single  addi- 
tions returned  to  the  Treasurer  by  said  listers  of  the  town  of  Groton 
for  the  year  1776,  as  per  memorial  on  file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assemi- 
bly,  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  abate  to  the 
said  Avery,  Bailey,  Deball,  Tyler,  and  Philipss  the  sum  of  £894  0  0 
on  the  single  additions  sent  in  by  the  listers  of  Groton  for  the  year 
1776,  and  settle  and  allow  the  same  to  the  memorialists  on  his  repay- 
ing the  amount  of  school  money  the  town  of  Groton  has  received  on 
said  £894  0  0. 

Besolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  this  Assembly  be  adjourned,  to 
be  holden  at  Hartford  in  this  State  on  Thursday  the  12^^  day  of  Feb- 
ruary next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  morning,  and  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  is  desired  to  adjourn  the  same  accordingly. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Nathaniel  Boyce  and  others,  officers  and 
soldiers  in  the  fifteenth  company  of  the  tenth  regiment  of  militia  in 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  upon  the 
resignation  of  Jesse  Moss,  captain  of  said  company,  on  or  about  the 
twelfth  day  of  May,  1777,  he  received  orders  from  Thaddeus  Cook, 
Esq%  colonel  of  said  regiment,  to  lead  said  company  to  the  choice  of 
a  captain  in  the  room  of  said  Captain  Moss,  and  also  a  lieutenant  for 
said  company  ;  that  the  said  Captain  Moss  on  or  about  the  27^**  day 
of  May  legally  convened  said  company,  published  his  resignation  and 
led  them  to  the  choice  of  officers  to  fill  up  said  vacancies,  when  they

29*^,  1777 :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  aforesaid  Captain 
Jesse  Moss  be  directed  forthwith  to  make  a  new  return  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State  of  the  choice  of  the  commission  officers  of 
said  company  as  made  on  the  27"'  day  of  May,  1777. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Hawley,  of  Redding  in  the  county 
of  Fairfield,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  now  a  prisoner  in 
said  county,  held  to  answer  for  crimes  against  the  State,  and  that 
under  the  influence  of  a  belief  that  the  country  would  be  subdued  be, 
in  April  last,  left  the  country  and  went  to  the  enemy,  but  being  afte^ 
wards  perswaded  that  his  conduct  was  unjustifyable  and  on  or  about 
the  19^^  of  November  last  he  was  induced  by  the  proclamation  of  the 
Hon"'  Gen^  Putnam,  issued  the  17***  of  November,  offering  a  pardon 
to  such  as  should  return  to  their  habitation  to  return  home,  and  there- 
upon he  did  return  home  and  resign  himself  up  to  authority  and  took 
the  oath  of  fidelity,  and  praying  for  a  pardon  of  his  offence,  as  per 
memorial  on  file  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  said  Samuel  Haw- 
ley be  released  from  his  present  confinement  on  his  paying  the  costs 
of  his  prosecution,  and  that  he  be  discharged,  and  he  is  hereby  par- 
doned and  discharged  from  any  further  prosecution  for  said  offence. 

This  Assembly,  pursuant  to  a  resolve  of  the  same,  was  adjourned 
(by  proclamation)  to  be  holden  at  Hartford  in  this  State  on  Thursday 
the  12***  day  of  February  next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  morning.

Voted,  That  Brigadier  Gen^  John  Douglass  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  order  or  provide  sufficient  and  necessary  teams  and  carriage  to  transport 
the  bagage  of  the  four  companys  of  soldiers  ordered  to  be  raised  in  and 
marched  from  his  brigade  to  Providence. 

Voted,  That  Capt.  Roswel  Grant  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  provide 
sufficient  and  necessary  teams  and  carriage  to  transport  to  Providence  the 
bagage  of  the  company  ordered  to  march  there  under  his  command. 

The  aforegoing  order  on  the  committee  in  favour  of  Capt.  Roswel  Grant 
was  this  day  drawn  and  delivered  to  said  Grant,  being  for  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  pounds,  lawful  money  ;  one  hundred  for  the  use  of  his  company, 
the  other  £400  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  Brigadier  John  Douglas,  agree- 
able to  said  vote  ;  and  to  account.

And  you  are  to  encourage  and 
assure  the  men  inlisting  as  aforesaid,  that  each  such  non-commission  officer 
and  soldier  who  shall  furnish  and  provide  himself  with  a  good  blanket  shall 
receive  twelve  shillings  as  a  reward  and  retain  the  blanket  at  the  end  of  the 
service,  and  also  for  a  good  fire-arm,  bayonet,  cartouch  box  and  accoutre- 
ments to  the  acceptance  of  his  chief  officer,  the  sum  of  ten  shiUings  as  a  pre- 
mium, and  shall  receive  6  pence  per  diem  for  billeting  money  from  the  time 
of  inlistment  imtill  he  shall  receive  provisions  from  the  State,  and  shall  have 
one  months  pay  advanced  on  his  inlisting.  And  all  the  officers  and  soldiers 
shall  have  and  receive  the  same  pay,  wages  and  allowance  as  was  made  to 
officers  and  soldiers  in  the  like  service  the  last  year.

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  Mouse  of  BepresentcUives : 

It  havin£[  pleased  Providence  to  detain  me  by  Indisposition  from  a  personal 
attendance  with  you,  at  the  opening  of  the  present  sessions,  I  am  to  take  this  method 
of  addressing  you  on  the  present  important  occasion.—  The  papers  relative  to  the 
business  which  will  come  under  your  attention  accompany  this,  — and  any  letters 
under  address  to  me,  which  may  be  received  in  my  absence,  His  Honor  the  Deputy 
€k>venior  will  open  and  communicate. 

The  Articles  of  Confederation  of  the  United  States  call  first  for  your  attention, 
and  as  this  business  was  well  nigh  completed  during  your  late  Bessions,  I  hope  it 
will  be  speedily  finished. 

The  necessity  of  immediate  large  Taxation  was  next  considered,  and  I  trust  will 
now  occupy  your  serious  attention.  For  my  own  part,  I  am  more  fully  convinced 
that  this  is  the  only  effectual  an^  safe  method  of  extricating  ourselves  from  our 
present  difficulties  and  of  giving  value  to  our  currency,  and  that  this  time  is  the 
most  proper  for  adopting  this  remedy,  is  almost  self-evident.    Our  debts  must  be

paid,  and  all  men  must  allow  that  it  is  more  easy  to  pay  a  nominal  sum,  when  money 
IS  plenty  and  cheaply  earn'd,  than  when  it  is  the  scarcest,  and  consequently  the 
dearest  article. 

The  doings  of  the- Convention  at  New  Haven,  in  the  regulation  of  prices  &c., 
will  likewise  come  before  you,  and  will  demand  your  very  serious  consideration.  As 
it  is  a  matter  of  particular  concern  to  the  whole  body  of  the  people,  will  it  not  be 
advisable  to  defer  your  determination  therein,  untill  it  can  be  referred  to  and  con- 
sidered by  them  in  their  town  meetings.  At  least,  it  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  safe  to 
attempt  the  regulation  of  those  articles,  which  are  immediately  necessary  for  the 
support  of  the  army.  We  may,  it  is  true,  avail  ourselves  of  whatever  is  at  present 
on  hand — but  meantime,  if  we  affix  a  low  price  to  provisions  and  articles  of  impor- 
tation, we  shall  find  that  the  farmer  will  cease  to  till  the  ground  for  more  than  is  neces- 
sary for  his  own  subsistence  —  and  the  merchant  to  risque  his  fortune  on  a  small 
and  precarious  prospect  of  gain.  These  things  I  trust  will  be  carefully  attended  to, 
and  those  measures  adopted  which  will  best  promote  the  public  good. 

The  correcting  the  Military  Laws  I  hope  will  also  be  compleated. 

These,  I  think,  are  the  most  material  affairs  which  will  come  before  you  in  this 
sessions.  In  these,  and  any  other  matters  which  may  turn  up,  1  most  sincerely  pray 
that  you  may  be  guided  by  Divine  Wisdom  to  those  determinations  which  will  be 
most  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  people  for  whom  you  act. 

If  I  recover  my  health,  as  I  hope  to,  I  shall  attend  on  you  before  the  close  of  the 
sessions.

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An  Act  for  the  Besrulation  of  the  Prices  of  Labour.  Produce,  Maniilkcturea  and 
Commodities  within  this  State. 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  premising 
the  necessity  of  reducing  the  quantity  of  circulating  medium  in  order 
to  support  its  value,  have  recommended  to  the  several  States  in  the 
strongest  terms  to  raise  supplies  for  carrying  on  the  war  by  taxes,  to 
draw  in  and  cancel  all  the  bills  of  credit  by  them  respectively  emitted, 
small  change  under  a  dollar  excepted,  to  refrain  from  further  emis- 
sions, and  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  meet  in  three  divisions  to 
regulate  and  ascertain  the  prices  of  labour,'  manufactures,  internal 
produce,  and  commodities  imported  from  foreign  parts :  And  Com- 
missioners from  the  States  of  New  Hamshire,  Massachusets  Bay, 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
New  Jersey  and  Pensylvania,  having  met  at  New  Haven  and  agreed 
on  a  regulation  of  prices  for  said  States,  have  reported  their  doings  to 
this  Assembly,  which  report  is  accepted  and  approved :  Wherefore, 
considering  that  the  quantity  of  circulating  medium  will  be  in  some 
measure  reduced  by  the  means  aforesaid,  which  will  tend  to  facilitate 
the  reduction  of  the  present  unequal  and  exorbitant  prices  of  articles 
and  put  a  stop  to  that  growing  and  alarming  evil,  which  is  not  only 
big  with  the  greatest  injustice  to  the  respective  States  and  to  the  in- 
dividuals thereof  but  threatens  the  dissolution  of  our  armies  and  the 
ruin  of  the  States,  unless  timely  prevented  by  a  vigorous  exertion  of 
the  several  States  in  carrying  into  execution  the  system  of  regulations 
recommended  by  Congress  as  aforesaid : 

Be  it  enacted   by  the  O-ovemoVj  Council  and  BepresentativeSy  in 
General  Court  assemblecly  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from 
and  after  the  twentieth  day  of  March  next,  the  several  kinds  and 
articles  of  labour,  manufactures,  internal  produce,  and  commoditiea 
imported  from  foreign  parts,  herein  enuiperated  and  described,  shall 
not  in  this  State  exceed  the  rates  or  prices  at  which  they  are  stated  in 
this  act,  viz :  That  the  various  kinds  of  labour  of  farmers,  mechanicks 
and  others  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  advance 
on  the  prices  which  they  were  respectively  at  in  the  same  places  in 
this  State  in  the  various  seasons  of  the  year  1774.     Good  merchanta- 
ble wheat,  peas  and  white  beans,  nine  shillings  and  nine  pence  per 
bushell ;  rye  or  rye  meal  six  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushell ;  oats 
three  shillings  per  bushell ;  good  merchantable  wheat  flour  twenty- 
seven  shillings  per  hundred  ;  Indian  corn  four  shillings  and  six  pence 
per  bushell;  pork  well  fatted  weighing  from  one  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  per  hog  five  pence  half  penny  per  pound ; 
from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  pounds  per  hog,  six  pence 
per  pound ;  ditto  weighing  more  than  two  hundred  pounds  per  hog, 
six  pence  halfpenny  per  pound;  American  made  cheese  of  the  best 
quality  nine  pence  per.  pound ;  best  grass-fed  beef  hide  and  tallow 
thirty-five  shillings  per  hundred  pounds  neet ;  best  stall-fed  beef  with 
ihe  hide  and  tallow  forty-eight  shillings  per  hundred  nett,  and  so 
iu;^ue  proportion  for  beef  of  inferior  quality ;  good  butter  per  firkin 
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or  cask  one  shilling  iand  three  pence  per  pound,  fresh  butter  bj  the 
smaller  quantity  one  shilling  and  four  pence  per  pound ;  raw  hides 
four  pence  halfpenny  per  pound ;  good  well  twned  soal  leather  per 
pound  two  shillings ;  skins  and  all  kinds  of  curried  leather  in  due 
proportion ;  mens  good  neat  leather  shoes  common  sort  twelve  shillings 
a  pair ;  best  calfskin  ditto  fifteen  shillings ;  womens  and  childrens 
shoes  to  be  in  usual  and  due  proportion  to  the  price  of  mens  shoes ; 
bloomery  iron  at  the  place  of  manufacture  forty-eight  pounds  per  ton 
and  in  proportion  for  a  less  quantity ;  refined  iron  fifty-six  pounds  per 
ton  and  in  proportion  for  a  less  quantity ;  pig  iron  eighteen  pounds 
per  ton ;  best  American  manufactured  steel  fit  for  edged  tools  two 
shillings  per  pound,  common  steel  made  in  America  one  shilling  and 
four  pence  per  pound,  with  addition  of  the  cost  of  land  carriage  of  the 
iron  with  which  the  steel  is  made,  if  any  be  ;  good  West  India  rum 
by  the  wholesale  eighteen  shillings  per  gallon ;  molasses  nine  shillings 
per  gallon ;   best  muscovado  sugar  ten  pounds  per  hundred  groce 
weight,  and  all  other  sugars  in  usual  proportion  according  to  quality ; 
coffee  not  exceeding  four  shillings  and  six  pence  per  pound  by  the 
hundred;  good  whiskey  seven  shillings  per  gallon;  New  England 
rum,  Geneva  brandy,  and  other  distilled  spirits  not  before  enumerated, 
not  to  exceed  twelve  shillings  per  gallon ;  that  there  may  be  allowed 
the  cost  of  transportation  or  carriage  of  any  of  the  articles  before 
enumerated  from  the  place  of  their  growth,  manufacture  or  the  first 
port  of  delivery  in  this  or  any  other  of  the  United  States  to  the  place 
of  sale,  not  exceeding  the  rate  hereinafter  stated  for  land  carriage  in 
addition  to  the  prices  to  them  affixed  as  aforesaid.     That  the  price  of 
team  work  or  any  kind  of  transportation  by  land  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence  for  the  carriage  \)f  twenty  hundred 
neet  weight  per  mile,  including  all  expences  attending  the  same.   That 
no  kinds  of  American  manufactures  and  internal  produce,  not  partic- 
ularly enumerated  in  this  act,  shall  be  estimated  or  sold  at  prices  ex- 
ceeding seventy-five  per  cent,  advance  on  the  prices  they  were  usually 
sold  at  in  the  several  parts  of  this  State  in  the  year  1774.     That  the 
price  of  hemp,  flax,  sheeps  wool,  woolen  and  linnen  cloaths,  stockings, 
felt  hats,  wire  and  wool  cards,  manufactured  in  America,  shall  not  be 
sold  at  more  than  double  the  price  they  were  at  in  the  several  parts 
of  the  State  in  the  year  1774.     That  salt  manufactured  in  this  State 
at  the  place  where  made  shall  not  exceed  twenty-seven  shillings  per 
bushell.    That  no  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  imported  from  foreign 
parts  and  brought  into  this  State  by  capture  or  otherwise,  not  herein 
particularly  enumerated  and  stated,  shall  exceed  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
continental  currency  for  each  shilling  sterling  prime  cost  of  such  goods 
in  Europe  or  other  foreign  places  where  the  same  are  purchased,  ex- 
clusive of  all  other  charges  when  sold  from  the  importer  or  captors, 
excepting  only  the  following  articles,  viz :    All  kinds  of  woolen  and 
linnen  goods  and  checks  suitable  for  the  army,  broad  cloths  not  ex- 
ceeding seven  shillings  sterling  per  yard,  and  other  woolen  cloths  in 
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that  proportion  in  value,  Hollands  and  cheeks  of  all  kinds  not  to  ex- 
ceed two  shillings  per  yard  prime  cost  in  Europe,  drugs  and  medicines, 
duck  of  all  kinds,  cordage,  tin  plates,  copperas,  alam,  files,  brimstone, 
felt  hats,  nails,  window  glass,  salt,  wire,  steel,  wool  and  cotton  cards, 
naval  and  military  stores.  That  all  woolen  cloths,  blankets,  linens, 
shoes,  stockings,  hats  and  other  articles  of  cloathing  suitable  for  the 
army  heretofore  imported,  which  are  or  shall  be  seized  and  taken  by 
order  of  authority  for  the  use  of  the  army,  shall  be  estimated  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  continental  currency  for  each  shilling  sterling  prime 
cost  of  such  goods  in  Europe,  with  the  addition  of  the  stated  allow- 
ance for  land  carriage,  if  any  there  be,  to  the  place  where  taken ;  and 
in  pase  the  prime  cost  of  any  goods  imported  from  foreign  parts  can- 
not be  ascertained,  the  same  shall  be  estimated  by  the  judgment  of 
two  skillfull,  judicious  and  disinterested  men  under  oath.  And  all 
venders  of  impoi*ted  articles  shall  produce  an  authentic  invoice  of  the 
prime  cost,  made  agreeable  to  the  real  cost  of  the  goods  at  the  foreign 
port  where  purchased,  or  if  that  cannot  be  done  according  to  an  esti- 
mate made  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  any  vender  of  such  goods  is  on 
tryal  on  a  complaint  for  selling  the  same  above  the  stated  price  he 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  thereof  unless  he  can  shew  by  such  authentic 
invoice  or  other  sufficient  evidence  he  is  not  guilty.  That  no  traders, 
retailers  or  venders  of  foreign  goods,  wares  or  merchandizes,  shall  be 
allowed  more  than  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  advance  upon 
the  price  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  are  or  shall  be  first  sold 
at  by  the  importer  or  captor,  agreeable  to  this  act,  with  addition  only 
of  the  cost  and  charges  of  transporting  them  from  the  first  port  of 
delivery  in  this  or  a  neighbouring  State  to  the  place  where  the  same 
shall  be  sold  and  delivered  by  retail,  not  exceeding  the  price  stated  in 
this  act  for  land  carriage.  That  no  innholder  in  this  State  shall 
receive  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  advance  on  the  wholesale  price  of  any 
liquors  or  any  foreign  articles  herein  stated  and  by  them  sold  in  small 
quantities,  with  additions  only  of  the  stated  allowance  for  land 
carriage,  if  any  be,  nor  for  any  other  articles  of  entertainment,  refresh- 
ment or  forage,  more  than  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  advance 
upon  the  price  the  same  were  at  in  the  same  places  in  the  year  1774. 
And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  prices  of  labour,  charges  of  inn- 
holders,  and  the  prices  of  such  articles  of  American  produce  and  man- 
ufacture as  are  not  particularly  enumerated  and  stated  in  this  act, 
shall  be  ascertained  by  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  respec- 
tive towns  in  this  State  according  to  the  rates  or  proportion  in  this 
act  prescribed,  who  shall  make  a  list  of  such  articles  with  their  prices 
affixed  and  lodge  the  same  with  the  town-clerk  by  the  20th  of  March 
next ;  or  if  not  compleated  by  that  time  as  soon  aiter  as  may  be ;  and 
no  person  or  persons  shall  receive  more  for  any  such  article  or  articles 
than  shall  be  affixed  to  them  as  aforesaid.  And  whosoever  shall  ask, 
demand,  contract  for,  or  receive  for  labour  or  any  of  the  articles 
enumerated  or  described  in  this  act  more  than  at  the  rate  or  prices  at 
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which  they  are  stated,  either  in  bills  of  credit  of  this  or  the  United 
States  or  bj  way  of  barter  or  exchange,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
article  for  which  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  is  received  or 
contracted  to  be  received  a  penalty  of  forty  shillings,  and  for  every 
article  for  which  a  greater  sum  is  received  or  contracted  to  be  received 
a  penalty  equal  to  the  whole  price  contracted  for  or  received  for  such 
labour  done  or  article  sold  contrary  to  this  act  as  aforesaid,  to  be 
recovered  by  bill,  plaint,  or  information.  And  any  person  who  shall 
be  convicted  before  the  county  court  and  is  unable  to  pay  said  penalty 
the  court  may  dispose  of  such  person  in  service  on  board  any  armed 
vessell  belonging  to  this  State,  or  in  any  regiment  or  company  raised 
for  the  defence  of  this  State,  for  a  time  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  and 
every  person  convicted  of  the  breach  of  this  act  shall  thenceforth  be 
incapable  of  bearing  any  office,  civil  or  military,  in  this  State,  or  of 
prosecuting  or  maintaining  any  suit  at  law  or  of  taking  out  any 
executions. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  person  resident  in  this  State  shall 
commence  or  maintain  any  suit  either  in  law  or  equity  in  any  court 
or  before  any  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  this  State  after  the 
twentieth  day  of  March  next  during  the  conti\)uance  of  this  act,  unless 
and  untill  he  shall  take  the  following  oath  before  lawf uU  authority,  viz  : 

You  swear  by  the  everliving  Qod,  that  you  have  not  wittingly  and 
willingly  received  or  contracted  to  receive  for  any  labour  done  or  article 
Bold  by  you  or  any  other  person  in  your  behalf  and  with  your  l^owU 
edge  and  consent,  since  the  20th  of  March,  1778,  uoithin  this  State, 
more  than  at  the  rate  or  price  at  which  the  same  is  stated  by  a  law  of 
this  State  entituled  An  act  for  the  regulation  of  the  prices  of  labour, 
produce,  manufactures  and  commodities  within  this  State:  So  help 
you  God. 

And  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  writ  or  pro- 
cess or  annexed  thereto  by  the  authority  granting  the  same,  and 
every  writ  or  process  granted  without  such  certificate  shall  abate. 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  who  shall  have  been  guilty 
of  the  breach  of  this  act,  against  whom  no  prosecution  hath  been 
instituted,  will  and  do  render  an  account  under  oath  before  the  county 
court  or  an  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  all  that  he  shall  have 
taken  for  any  labour  done  or  commodity  sold  over  and  above  the 
stated  price,  and  pay  double  the  amount  of  such  surplus  to  said  au- 
thority, the  one  half  or  moiety  thereof  to  the  person  or  party  injured 
and  the  other  half  to  be  disposed  of  as  hereafter  in  this  act  is  pro- 
vided, for  the  use  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  same  being  certi- 
fyed  on  any  writ  in  favour  of  such  person,  the  same  shall  be  valid, 
anything  before  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  all 
sums  of  money  received  for  fines  or  forfeitures  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
on  conviction  or  confession  before  the  county  court  shall  belong  to 
the  county  treasury  in  the  same  county,  but  if  the  conviction  or  con- 
fession be  before  an  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  the  forfeiture 
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shall  belong  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  in  which  the  conviction  or 
confession  is  had,  unless  the  same  be  recovered  at  the  suit  of  the 
common  informer,  who  on  prosecuting  the  same  to  effect  shall  be  en- 
tituled  to  the  whole  penalty.  And  whenever  any  person  shall  be 
brought  to  tryal  for  the  breach  of  this  act  in  receiving  for  labour  or 
articles  sold  more  than  the  stated  price,  such  person  shall  be  deemed 
and  adjudged  guilty  thereof,  although  the  complainant  shall  not  be 
able  to  produce  any  other  proof  than  to  render  it  probable,  unless 
such  person  shall  make  oath  before  the  court  before  whom  such  per- 
son is  on  tryal,  that  he  or  she  hath  not  been  guilty  of  the  facts 
charged  against  him  or  her  in  the  complaint  or  information,  which 
oath  such  court  is  hereby  impowered  to  administer.  And  all  inform- 
ing officers  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  diligent  en- 
quiry after  and  give  information  of  all  breaches  of  this  act  which 
shall  come  to  their  knowledge.  And  all  goods  and  commodities  that 
shall  after  the  20th  of  March  next  be  impressed  and  taken  for  the 
use  of  this  State  or  the  United  States  agreeable  to  any  laws  hereto- 
fore made  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  price  stated  in  this  act,  anything 
in  said  former  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Provided  never- 
theless, that  nothing  in  ^is  act  shall  extend  to  hinder  or  prevent  bai^ 
tering  or  exchanging  between  neighbours  according  to  the  usages  and 
customs  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  in  the  year  1774,  for  their 
own  families  use  and  consumption  only. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  a  Law  of  this  State  entituled  An  Act  for  the  Direction  of 
Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  it  may  frequently  happen  that  the  listers  in  the  several 
towns  in  this  State  by  mistake  may  miscast  the  lists  of  their  respective 
towns,  whereby  repeated  applications  are  made  to  this  Assembly: 
Which  to  prevent, 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  JRepresentatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  when- 
ever it  shall  so  happen  that  the  listers  in  any  town  in  this  State  shall 
inadvertently  miscast  the  lists  of  such  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  listers  to  certify  the  same  under  their  hand  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State,  specifying  the  amount  of  the  sums  so  miscast ;  and  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  abate  said  sums  oat 
of  or  add  them  to  the  general  list  of  such  town  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  shall  require. 

An  Act  more  effectuaUy  to  prevent  Ulicit  Trade. 

Whereas  sundry  ill-minded  persons  have  and  do  continue  to  carry 
on  a  clandestine  trade  and  commerce  with  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  to  the  great  danger  of  the  liberties  and  safety  of 
the  good  people  of  these  States :  Which  to  prevent ; 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Representative^^  in 
General  Court  aaaembledj  and  by  the  authority  of  the  eame,  That  no 
person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  at  any  time  pass  or  go  from  any 
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place  or  town  in  this  State  to  Long  Island  or  any  other  island  or 
place  in  the  possession  of  or  under  the  controul  of  the  enemy,  untill  he 
or  they  shall  first  obtain  a  licence  or  permit  therefor  in  writing  under 
the  hands  of  the  selectmen  of  such  town  where  he  or  they  shall  go 
from,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  one  assistant  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  on  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds,  lawiiill  money,  to  be  re* 
covered  by  bill,  plaint  or  information.  And  if  on  conviction  before 
any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  such  delinquent  shall  refuse  or  be 
unable  to  pay  said  fine  or  penalty,  said  delinquent  shall  by  such  court 
be  bound  over  to  serve  in  any  company  raised  for  the  defence  of  this 
State  or  on  board  any  ship  or  vessell  of  war  belonging  to  this  or  the 
United  States  without  any  bounty  or  wages,  or  be  confined  in  goal,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  before  whom  such  conviction  is  had,  for 
any  term,  not  exceeding  one  year. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  selectmen  and  civil  author- 
ity shall  not  give  such  licence  or  permit  to  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  untill  he  or  they  become  bound  with  sufiicient  surety  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  the  penal  sum  of  four  hundred  pounds, 
and  lodge  the  same  with  such  authority,  with  conditions  that  he  or 
they  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  carry  with  them  any  money, 
wares,  goods  or  merchandize  whatsoever,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  any  trade  or  commerce  with  the  enemy  or  with  any  person  or  per- 
sons whiitsoever  on  any  of  tiie  said  islands  or  places  within  the  ene- 
mies lines  or  possession,  and  that  he  or  they  shall  not  by  any  way  or 
means  whatever  purchase  or  buy  any  such  wares,  goods  or  merchan- 
dize, at  or  on  any  of  the  islands  or  places  within  the  enemies  lines 
aforesaid,  or  import  the  same  into  this  or  any  of  the  United  States 
during  the  present  war. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qforeaaid,  That  when 
any  wares,  goods  or  merchandize  shall  be  found  in  this  State  im- 
ported from  Long  Island  or  any  other  of  the  aforesaid  islands  or 
places  within  the  enemies  lines  contrary  to  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
forfeit  to  the  finder,  and  whoever  shall  find  the  same  may  apply  to 
some  assistant  or  justice  of  the  peace,  who,  on  the  application  of  such 
finder  and  his  giving  sufficient  bond  for  prosecution,  are  hereby  im- 
powered  and  directed  to  grant  out  a  writ  or  warrant  directed  to  some 
proper  officer  to  seize  the  same  and  them  keep  in  safe  custody  untill 
released  by  due  order  of  law ;  and  said  finder  may  and  shall  libel 
the  same  and  proceed  to  tryal  in  and  before  the  maritime  coui*t  in 
such  county  where  such  goods  are  found,  in  the  same  manner  as  by 
law  is  provided  in  case  of  captures  taken  from  the  enemy  on  the 
sea  ;  and  if  any  such  goods  are  taken  in  the  Sound  going  from  this 
State  to  Long  Island  or  any  other  island  or  place  within  the  enemies 
lines,  or  coming  from  any  of  the  said  islands  or  places  contrary  to 
this  act,  they  shall  be  deemed  lawfuU  prizes  to  the  captors,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  be  libelled  and  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  other  captures  taken  from  the  enemy. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  avthority  afore%axd^  That  the 
selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  some  one  assistant  or  justice 
of  the  peace  for  their  respective  counties,  at  their  discretion  to 
hawl  up  or  otherwise  secure  any  vessell,  boat,  skiff  or  other  water- 
craft,  which  they  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  is  intended  to  be  im- 
proved for  carrying  on  any  of  the  evil  practices  forbidden  in  this 
act :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  prevent 
any  friendly  refugee  from  the  islands  aforesaid  resident  in  this  State 
from  bringing  over  any  of  his  or  their  effects  left  on  said  islands,  or 
the  produce  of  their  lands  or  farms  thereon,  having  first  procured  a 
licence  or  permit  from  the  selectmen  and  civil  authority  as  aforesaid  for 
that  purpose. 

Whereas  by  a  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  22d  of  November 
last,  it  is  recommended  to  this  State  to  raise  in  the  course  of  the 
current  year  by  taxes  for  the  uses  of  the  United  States  for  the  sup- 
plys  of  the  present  war  the  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
which  sum  is  not  to  be  considered  as  the  proportion  of  this  State,  but 
when  raised  and  paid  in  to  be  placed  to  its  credit  bearing  an  interest 
of  six  'per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  time  of  payment  untill  the  re- 
spective quotas  shall  be  finally  ascertained  and  adjusted  by  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  agreeable  to  the  confederation  hereafter 
to  be  adopted  and  ratifyed  by  said  States  ;  which  recommendation  is 
approved  by  this  Assembly :  And  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into 
execution. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governory  Council  and  RepresentativeSj  in 
O-eneral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  aame^  That  a  tax 
of  one  shilling  on  the  pound  be  laid  on  the  list  of  polls  and  rateable 
estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  given  in  for  the  year  1777,  with 
the  additions,  to  be  levied  and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  first  day 
of  June  next ;  and  that  a  further  tax  of  one  shilling  on  the  pound  be 
laid  on  said  list  as  aforesaid,  to  be  levied  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
by  the  first  day  of  November  next;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
ordered  to  issue  his  warrants  accordingly.  Provided  nevertheless, 
that  for  the  relief  of  the  indigent,  who  may  be  unable  to  pay  their 
proportion  of  said  taxes,  the  civil  authority  and  selectmen  in  the  sev- 
eral towns  are  authorized  and  directed  to  abate  either  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  rates  of  such  of  the  .inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns 
as  they  shall  judge  stand  in  most  need  of  such  abatement,  to  the 
amount  of  one-twentieth  part  of  such  town's  quota  of  said  taxes,  and 
lodge  a  list  of  such  abatements  with  the  town  clerk  and  deliver  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  collector,  and  the  collectors  shall  be  allowed  credit  for 
said  abatement  in  their  settlement  with  the  Treasurer.  And  the 
Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
the  amount  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  out  of  money  that  shall 
be  brought  into  the  treasury  by  said  taxes,  and  debit  the  same  to  the 
account  of  the  United  States. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordered^  That  the  Treasurer  shall 
forthwith  issue  bis  warrants  for  collecting  both  the  aforesaid  taxes ; 
and  the  collectors  upon  receipt  thereof  shall  make  up  both  said  rates, 
that  any  persons  who  may  choose  to  pay  their  proportion  both  at 
once  may  have  opportunity. 

Whereas  by  a  resolution  of  Congress  of  the  22**  of  November  last 
it  is  recommended  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States  to  refrain 
from  further  emissions  of  bills  of  credit,  and  where  there  is  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  continental  bills  of  credit  for  the  purposes  of  a  circulating 
medium,  forthwith  to  call  in  by  loans  or  taxes  and  to  cancel  the  paper 
money,  small  bills  for  change  under  a  dollar  excepted,  which  such 
State  has  already  emitted,  and  provide  for  the  future  support  of  gov- 
ernment by  taxes  to  be  levied  within  the  year,  or  such  other  expedients 
as  may  produce  a  competent  supply ;  which  recommendation  is  ap- 
proved: Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Governor ,  Council  and  Representative%^  in  Q-en- 
eral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  none  of 
the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
State,  except  bills  under  the  value  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  current  in 
any  payment,  trade  or  dealing  in  this  State,  after  the  twentieth  day  of 
March  next,  except  in  the  State  treasury  or  in  payment  of  public 
taxes ;  nor  shall  any  of  said  bills  be  received  into  the  treasury  after 
the  first  day  of  July  next,  except  from  persons  in  the  army  or  others 
who  reside  or  are  absent  out  of  this  State  and  have  not  opportunity  to 
bring  in  the  same  by  that  time,  upon  proof  thereof  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Treasurer,  the  same  may  be  received  by  him  at  any  time  before 
the  first  day  of  November  next,  and  not  afterward.  That  the  possess- 
ors of  said  bills,  on  delivering  them  into  the  treasury  within  the  time 
limited  as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  of  the  Treasurer  his  promissory 
notes,  or  bills  emitted  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  in  exchange 
therefor  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  such  notes  pay- 
able at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  the  date  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum^  of  like  form  and  tenor  of  those  issued 
by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  last :  the  amount  of  the  notes 
to  be  so  issued  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand 
pounds,  nor  any  of  them  to  be  for  a  sum  less  than  ten  pounds. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  made  and  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  holden 

at  Hartford  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  1777,  entituled  An  Act 

for  raising*  and  compleatinff  the  Quota  of  the  Continental 

Army  to  be  raised  in  this  State. 

Whereas  in  and  by  said  act  it  is  provided  and  enacted  that  any 
two  men  belonging  to  this  State  and  not  of  the  continental  army,  who 
shall  procure  an  able-bodied  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist  into  either  of 
the  continental  battalions  to  be  raised  in  this  State  for  the  term  of 
three  years  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  exempted  from  actual  service, 
md  from  all  drafts  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  so  procure 
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such  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist :  And  whereas  it  is  represented  to 
this  Assembly  that  sundry  persons  in  this  State  have  thereupon  in  a 
fraudulent  manner  presumed  to  procure  to  inlist  prisoners  of  war  be- 
longing to  the  British  fleet  or  army  and  stationed  within  this  State : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Repre%entativeBy  in 
General  Court  asaembledy  and  by  the  authority  of  the  samcy  That  no 
person  whatsoever  shall  be  so  exempted  on  account  of  any  soldier  or 
recruit  hereafter  procured  to  be  inlisted,  untill  he  shall  procure  from 
and  under  the  hand  of  some  proper  recruiting  officer  a  duplicate  writ'- 
ten  certificate,  specifying  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  the  soldier  or 
recruit  so  inlisted,  the  time  of  his  inlistment,  the  term  of  time  for 
which  he  is  inlisted,  and  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  each  person 
procuring  such  soldier  or  recruit  to  inlist,  nor  untill  such  certificate 
shall  be  delivered  to  and  lodged  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
military  company  to  which  such  exempted  person  belongs,  nor  in  any 
instance  where  any  recruit  procured  to  inlist  shall  appear  to  have  been 
at  the  time  of  such  inlistment  a  prisoner  of  war  or  belonging  to  the 
British  army  or  navy ;  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

The  Articles  of  Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union  proposed  by 
Congress  to  be  entered  into  by  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America 
being  laid  before  this  Assembly  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  were 
read  and  maturely  considered :  Whereupon, 

Mesolvedj  as  the  opinion  of  this  Assembly^  That  said  articles  in 
general  appear  to  be  well  adapted  to  cement  and  preserve  the  union  of 
said  States,  to  secure  their  freedom  and  independence  and  promote 
their  general  welfare :  but  that  with  some  amendments  they  may  be 
rendered  more  perfect,  equitable  and  satisfactory.  Wherefore  the 
Delegates  of  this  State  are  hereby  instructed  to  propose  to  the  consid- 
eration of  Congress  the  following  amendments,  viz : 

1.  That  in  the  eighth  Article,  as  a  rule  for  determining  each 
State's  proportion  of  the  common  expence,  instead  of  the  value  of  the 
lands,  buildings  &c.,  as  expressed  in  said  Article,  be  inserted  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  each  State;  this  being  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Assembly  a  more  certain,  equitable  and  practicable  rule  than  the 
other.  Trade  and  manufactures,  which  employ  and  support  great 
numbers  of  inhabitants,  being  sources  of  wealth  to  a  State  as  well  as 
the  produce  of  lands ;  besides  it  will  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossi- 
ble, to  obtain  such  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  lands  and  buildings 
in  the  United  States  as  would  do  justice  or  give  satisfaction  to  the 
several  States. 

2.  That  next  after  the  fifth  paragraph  in  the  9th  Article  be 
inserted  the  following  clause,  viz :  Provided,  that  no  land  army  shall 
be  kept  up  by  the  United  States  in  time  of  peace,  nor  any  officers  or 
pensioners  kept  in  pay  by  them  who  are  not  in  actual  service,  except 
such  as  are  or  may  be   rendered  unable  to  support  themselves  by 
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wounds  received  in  battle  in  the  Bervice  of  said  States,  agreeable  to  the 
provision  already  made  by  a  resolution  of  Congress. 

The  foregoing  amendments  being  agreed  to  in  substance  may  be 
made  in  such  manner  and  form  as  Congress  shall  think  proper. 

And  whereas  other  amendments  may  be  proposed  by  some  of  the 
other  States,  and  it  being  highly  expedient  for  the  welfare  and  secu- 
rity of  the  said  States  that  the  Articles  of  Confederation  be  finally 
concluded  and  ratifyed  as  soon  as  possible :  Therefore, 

Eeiolvedy  That  the  Delegates  of  this  State  who  shall  be  present  in 
Congress  be  and  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  impowered  in  be- 
half of  this  State,  to  agree  to  and  ratify  the  said  Articles  of  Confeder- 
ation with  such  amendments,  if  any  be,  as  by  them  in  conjunction 
with  the  Delegates  of  the  other  States  in  Congress  shall  be  thought 
proper. 

An  Act  ft>r  raisliMr  two  Bricrades  for  the  Defence  of  this  State. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Mepresentativei^  in 
Greneral  Court  Ofsembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  there 
be  forthwith  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment  six  battalions,  to  be  held  in 
constant  readiness  to  march  upon  the  shortest  notice  upon  any  tour  of 
duty  wherever  the  militia  of  this  State  are  liable  to  be  called ;  which 
battalions  shall  consist  of  eight  company s  each,  and  each  company  of 
ninety  men  including  officers,  each  of  the  field  officers  to  command  a 
company ;  each  company  (except  the  field  officers)  to  be  commanded 
by  one  captain,  and  every  company  to  have  two  lieutenants  and  one 
ensign,  four  Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one  drum  and  one  fife ;  each 
battalion  to  be  commanded  by  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant-colonel  and 
one  major,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
State,  which  said  field  officers  of  each  battalion  shall  nominate  all  the 
commissioned  and  staff  officers  of  said  battalions  out  of  such  as  have 
borne  like  commissions,  and  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor; 
and  there  shall  be  appointed  to  each  battalion  one  adjutant,  one  quar- 
ter-master, one  surgeon,  a  serjeant-major  and  quartermaster-serjeant. 
Which  said  battalions  shall  be  formed  into  two  brigades,  each  to  be 
under  the  command  of  a  brigadier  general  to  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly.  And  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers 
who  shall  inlist  into  the  said  battalions  and  furnish  themselves  with  a 
good  gun  and  bayonet,  cartouch-box,  blanket  and  knapsack,  shall  be 
allowed  as  a  premium  therefor,  viz :  ten  shillings  for  a  gun  and  bay- 
onet, two  shillings  for  a  cartouch-box,  sixteen  shillings  for  a  blanket, 
and  two  shillings  for  a  knapsack.  And  the  said  brigadier  generals 
shall  each  have  power  to  appoint  a  brigade  major  to  each  brigade ; 
and  each  able-bodied  and  effective  private  who  shall  inlist  and 
furnish  himself  as  aforesaid  shall  be  entituled  to  a  bounty  of  three 
pounds  ten  shillings,  exclusive  of  what  is  before  allowed,  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  per  kalendar  month  during  his  con- 
tinuance in  said  battalion  when  they  are  not  upon  duty,  and  all  com- 
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missioned,  non-commissioned  and  staff  ojQScers  in  said  battalion  shall 
receive  half  pay  when  they  are  not  upon  duty.  And  whenever  they 
shall  be  called  into  actual  service  both  officers  and  soldiers  shall  be 
entituled  to  the  same  pay,  wages  and  rations,  as  the  continental 
troops  raised  in  this  State  have ;  and  if  called  and  while  serving  out 
of  this  State,  to  the  same  refreshments  on  the  same  terms  as  said  con- 
tinental troops,  and  their  polls  shall  be  exempted  from  all  taxes  dur- 
ing their  continuance  in  said  battalions. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  avihority  aforesaid,  That  said 
battalions  shall  be  kept  up  untill  the  first  day  of  March,  1779,  unless 
sooner  discharged ;  and  each  of  said  companies  shall  be  called  out  for 
military  exercise  once  in  every  fifteen  days,  and  said  battalions  shall 
be  called  out  for  regimental  exercise  three  times  in  a  year,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  colonel,  and  shall  receive  the  same  wages  and  rations 
when  called  out  as  aforesaid  as  when  in  actual  service:  Provided 
nevertheless,  that  said  battalions  nor  any  detachment  therefrom  shall 
be  continued  in  actual  service  more  than  three  months  at  any  one 
time,  to  be  computed  from  the  time  they  shall  arrive  at  the  place  of 
their  destination ;  and  the  said  battalions  shall  be  under  the  articles, 
rules  and  regulations  formed  by  this  State  for  preserving  order, 
good  government  and  discipline  among  the  militia  of  this  State 
when  called  into  actual  service.  And  said  regiments  shall  be 
furnished  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  cartridges,  which  shall  be 
lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  to 
be  by  him  delivered  out  at  his  discretion  as  occasion  may  require ; 
and  each  regiment  with  one  ammunition  waggon,  which  shall  be 
always  in  readiness  for  use ;  and  when  occasion  requires  each  com* 
pany  shall  be  supplied  with  a  baggage  cart  or  waggon,  tents  and  other 
camp  equipage,  for  which  tents  the  commanding  officer  of  each  com- 
pany shall  be  accountable  to  the  town  from  which  they  are  received,  and 
for  the  baggage  carts  or  waggons  and  the  camp  equipage  of  his  com- 
pany to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  there 
be  forthwith  raised  by  inlistment  as  aforesaid  two  companies  of 
matrosses  or  artillery,  to  consist  of  fifty  men  in  each  company  includ- 
ing officers,  to  be  inlisted  and  raised  one  out  of  each  of  said  brigades, 
and  shall  have  the  same  pay  and  wages  as  other  matross  companies 
in  this  State,  and  the  same  premium,  and  to  be  under  the  same  regu- 
lations as  to  their  pay  and  tours  of  duty  as  said  battalions :  each  com- 
pany to  be  commanded  by  one  captain,  one  captain-lieutenant,  one  lien- 
tenant,  one  lieutenant  fire-worker,  four  Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one 
drum  and  fife,  and  each  of  said  companies  of  artillery  shall  have  four 
field-pieces  and  one  ammunition  waggon  provided  by  this  State  and 
horses  to  draw  the  same,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  such  a  quantity  of 
ammunition  as  the  brigadier  general  shall  think  needfuU  ;  and  said 
artillery  companies  shall  belong  one  to  each  brigade,  and  have  said 
field-pieces  and  stores  kept  at  such  places  and  stations  as  the  said 
brigadier-general  shall  order  and  direct  for  the  safety  of  this  State. 
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Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  battalions  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  subject  to  the  orders  of  this  Assembly,  to  the  orders  of  his 
Excellency  the  Commander-in-chief  of  this  State,  and  other  their 
superior  officers.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
SaJfety  are  authorized  to  make  any  orders  and  directions  for  carrying 
this  act  into  execution  which  may  appear  to  be  wanting  and  neces- 
sary :  Provided,  that  if  said  battalions  shall  not  be  filled  up  in  a  rea- 
sonable time  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Governor,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Council  of  Safety  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  dis- 
charge so  many  of  the  commissioned  officers  as  are  supernumerary  in 
proportion  to  the  privates,  according  to  the  rules  adopted  by  Congress, 
and  such  officers  shall  be  allowed  their  proper  wages  to  the  time  of 
their  discharge. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  bills  of  credit  of  the  United  States 
may  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  towards  filling  up  the  loan  ordered 
in  the  present  session  for  calling  in  and  sinking  the  bills  of  credit  of 
this  State,  and  exchange  the  same  for  the  bills  of  this  State  that  may 
be  brought  into  the  treasury. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  adjust  and  settle  the 
accounts  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to 
this  State  that  were  captivated  on  Long  Island,  in  New  York,  Fort 
Washington  and  places  adjacent,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  returned  home  between  the  first  day  of  November,  1776, 
and  the  first  day  of  February,  1777,  and  were  sick  with  the  small-pox 
or  other  disorders  upon  or  soon  after  their  return,  which  distempers 
it  shall  appear  to  have  been  taken  before  their  return  home,  and  draw 
ordera  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  shall  find  justly  due  for  the 
charge  and  expences  occasioned  by  such  sickness,  and  charge  the 
same  to  the  United  States. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  six  hundred  copies  of  the  act 
passed  this  Assembly  for  regulating  prices  of  labour  <fec.  be  forthwith 
printed,  and  that  Ezekiel  Williams,  Esq",  be  desired  and  directed 
forthwith  to  send  a  proper  proportion  of  said  copys  to  the  several 
sheriffs  in  the  respective  counties,  with  orders  to  send  a  proper  pro- 
^rtion  thereof  to  the  several  towns  in  their  counties  by  a  special 
carryer,  provided  no  opportunity  shall  immediately  present  to  send 
the  same  otherwise.  And  the  said  Ezekiel  Williams,  Esq%  and  the 
several  sheriffs  are  directed  to  lay  their  accounts  before  the  Commit- 
tee of  Pay-Table,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  adjust  the  same  and 
draw  proper  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  Wednesday,  the  15th  day  of  April 
next,  be  appointed  to  be  observed  as  a  day  of  solemn  humiliation, 
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fasting  and  prayer  throughout  this  State,  and  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  is  desired  to  issue  his  proclamation  accordingly.* 

Besolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  a  printed  copy  of  the  act  passed 
the  present  session,  for  regulating  labour,  produce  and  commodities  in 
this  State,  be  transmitted  to  Congress  and  to  the  Legislatures  of  the 
States  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusets  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  New 
York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania ;  and  the  Secretary  is  directed 
to  transmit  the  same  accordingly. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly ^  That  three  hundred  copys  of  an  act  of 
this  Assembly  in  their  present  session,  entituled  An  act  for  raising  two 
brigades  for  the  defence  of  this  State,  be  forthwith  printed  ;  and  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  of  Hartford  is  directed  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
done,  to  receive  and  forthwith  convey  one  of  them  to  each  of  the 
brigadiers  and  82  to  each  of  the  colonels  appointed  to  command  said 
brigades  and  the  several  regiments  therein,  to  be  by  them  properly 
distributed  to  their  subordinate  oflScers.  And  said  sheriff  is  to  retain 
the  remainder,  to  be  sent  as  soon  as  may  be  one  to  the  town  clerk  of 
each  of  the  respective  towns  in  this  State. 

Whereas  this  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  January  last  ordered 
that  sundry  companies  of  matrosses  should  be  raised  for  the  garrisons 
at  New  London,  Groton  &c.,  and  to  defend  the  sea  coasts,  and  it  be- 
ing now  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  said  matrosses  cannot  be 
raised  agreeable  to  the  plan  then  adopted, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  company  of  fifty  ordered  for 
Groton  and  Stonington  be  all  stationed  at  Groton :  said  company  to 
have  the  same  number  of  non-commission  officers  as  was  stationed 
there  last  year ;  and  that  an  additional  number  of  twenty  men,  in- 
cluding 1  sergeant,  1  corporal,  commanded  by  one  lieutenant,  shall  be 
raised  for  the  fort  at  Stonington  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
as  those  ordered  to  be  raised  in  January.  That  there  be  a  bounty  of 
£4  0  0  given  to  each  non-commission  officer  and  private  that  shall  en- 
gage in  said  service  and  be  furnished  as  in  said  January  resolve  is 
directed.  That  there  be  some  proper  person  appointed  to  command 
the  forts  at  New  London,  Groton  and  Stonington,  with  the  rank  and 
pay  of  a  major,  and  to  superintend  the  works,  give  proper  orders 
about  the  military  stores  and  tools  in  said  fortifications,  to  continue  in 
service  untill  the  first  of  January  next. 

And  it  is  further  resolved^  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  be  directed  and  impowered  to  appoint  said  officers 
and  give  proper  directions  to  carry  into  execution  this  resolution  in 
addition  to  the  said  January  resolve. 


*  March  7th,  1778,  Congress  recommended  setting  apart  Wednesday,  April  22d. 
as  a  day  of  fasting,  humiliation,  and  prayer,  and  March  2l8t,  Qoy.  Trumbull  issued 
a  proclamation  accordingly. 
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Eeiolvedj  That  Joseph  Thomson,  colonel  of  the  second  regiment

Whereas  Major  Thomson,  commanding  officer  present  of  the  con- 
tinental battalion  now  stationed  at  Farmington  in  this  State  and 
under  marching  orders  to  proceed  to  the  Saw  Pitts  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  has  represented  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  that  said 
battalion  is  destitute  of  money  and  a  number  of  articles  of  cloathing 
necessary  for  a  march,  and  suggesting  the  difficulty  of  complying  with 
said  orders  untill  they  are  supplyed  with  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
and  the  necessary  articles  of  cloathing  from  this  State  or  elsewhere : 
And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  said  battalion  have 
lately  received  an  ample  supply  of  cloathing,  excepting  the  articles  of 
stockings,  shoes  and  shirts,  of  which  they  are  but  partly  deficient,  and 
that  they  will  probably  soon  receive  their  pay,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
will  be  necessary  to  procure  such  articles  and  to  assist  them  on  their 
march : 

It  is  therefore  resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  desired  to  write  the  commanding  officer 
of  said  battalion  on  the  subject,  signifying  that  he  expects  him  to 
march  said  battalion  to  the  place  of  destination,  pursuant  to  orders 
given  him,  as  soon  as  the  circumstances  of  said  battalion  will  render 
such  march  practicable,  and  to  excite  him  by  proper  and  vigorous  ex- 
ertion to  surmount  every  obstacle  that  may  hinder  their  affording  the 
necessary  service  required.  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  Safety  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  (if  necessary) 
to  afford  such  aid  and  assistance  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  to  ex- 
pedite the  march  of  said  battalion ;  charging  the  expenditures  they 
may  be  at  to  the  account  of  the  United  States.

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Whereas  by  a  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  passed 
in  their  sessions  in  May,  1775,  Jabez  Hamlin,  Mathew  Talcott  and 
Titus  Hosmer,  Esq",  were  appointed  a  committee  to  provide  such 
stores  of  lead  as  they  should  think  necessary  for  the  State,  and  in

An  Act  for  regrulatinfir  the  Traneportatioxi  of  Private  Property  by  Ox-Teams. 

Whereas  the  transporting  of  private  property  or  the  goods  and 
effects  of  particular  persons  from  place  to  place  in  and  through  this 
State  has  greatly  increased,  and  employs  so  great  a  number  of  oxen 
as  threatens  to  lessen  the  business  of  agriculture  and  the  raising  sf 
grain  and  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  people,  and  shortens  the 
supply  of  beef  for  the  use  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  : 

Be  it  enacted^  thereforcj  by  the  O-ovemor^  Oaundlj  and  B^rmenta- 
tiveSy  in  General  Court  (issembled^  and  by  the  atUiari^  ff  the  sanuj 
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That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next  no  private  property, 
that  is  to  say  no  goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  effects  whatsoever,  not 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  to  this  State,  or  to  any  of  the  neighbour- 
ing States,  and  transporting  by  their  order  or  by  order  of  some  proper 
and  lawfull  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
transported  from  place  to  place  in  this  State,  or  through  the  same,  by 
any  inhabitants  of,  or  oxen  owned  within  this  State,  in  or  on  any 
waggons,  cars,  carts  or  carriages  whatsoever,  drawn  by  or  wherein 
is  employed  and  used  more  than  one  pair  of  oxen ;  on  penalty  that 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  oxen  and  private  property  shall  forfeit 
the  whole  of  such  goods  or  wares  as  aforesaid,  and  all  oxen  more 
than  one  pair  used  as  aforesaid,  in  manner  as  hereafter  provided. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  continental  oflBcers  of  this  or  any  other  of  the 
United  States  and  other  persons,  who  shall  employ  any  team  or  car- 
riage for  transportation  of  any  goods  or  effects  whatsoever,  wherein 
more  than  one  pair  of  oxen  are  used,  to  furnish  the  driver  of  such 
team,  or  the  conductor  of  any  number  of  such  teams  when  more  than 
one  are  employed  and  go  in  company,  or  some  one  driver  or  overseer 
in  or  of  such  company,  with  a  permit  or  certificate,  signed  with  the 
proper  name  and  office,  if  any,  of  the  person  or  persons  employing  or 
sending  such  team  or  teams,  expressing  the  date  or  time  when  given, 
the  place  from  and  to  which  such  goods  are  transporting,  to  whom 
they  belong,  and  the  number  of  teams  employed  therein,  without 
which  no  such  team  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  in  this  State,  except  as 
hereafter  excepted.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand-jurors  and 
constables  of  the  several  towns  respectively,  and  shall  be  lawfull  for 
any  freeholders  of  this  State,  having  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity,  on 
sight  or  information  of  any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  carry- 
ing or  transporting  in  or  through  this  State,  which  may  be  suspected 
to  be  contrary  to  the  true  intent  of  this  act,  to  make  due  enquiry  of 
such  driver,  conductor  or  overseer,  or  otherwise  obtain  the  best  infor- 
mation he  or  they  shall  be  able  concerning  the  property  of  such  goods. 
And  if  on  such  inquiry  or  information  such  person  shall  not  find  sat- 
isfying evidence  that  such  goods  are  transporting  within  the  liberty  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  informing  officer,  and  lawfull  for 
such  other  person,  to  inform  and  apply  to  the  next  assistant  or  justice 
of  the  peace  for  a  warrant  to  seize  and  stop  such  team  and  goods  and 
convene  before  such  authority  any  such  driver,  conductor  or  overseer, 
to  be  examined  in  the  premises,  which  warrant  such  authority  are 
authorized  and  shall  grant,  taking  fees  as  the  law  requires,  directed  to 
a  proper  officer  or,  if  he  shall  judge  necessary,  to  any  indifferent 
person;    and   if-   on    due   enquiry  and  examination  such   court  or 
authority  shall  be  of  opinion  that  such  goods  are  transported  contrary 
to  the  intent  of  this  act,  they  shall  give  judgment  and  orders  for  the 
due  and  safe  keeping  of  such  goods,  and  all  oxen  above  one  pair  used 
as  aforesaid ;  and  shall  certify  all  the  proceedings  in  the  premises  to 
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the  county  court  of  .the  county  where  such  goods  shall  be  stopped  at 
their  next  session,  who  shall  take  cognizance  thereof,  and  if  no  person 
shall  appear  to  claim  said  oxen,  goods  or  articles,  or  shall  not  satisfy 
said  court  that  the  said  goods  were  when  seized  transporting  within 
the  liberty  of  this  act,  such  court  shall  give  judgment  and  sentence 
declaring  said  goods  and  oxen  to  be  forfeited  to  the  Treasurer  of  and 
for  the  use  of  this  State. 

Always  provided,  That  when  judgment  shall  be  given  at  the  suit 
and  prosecution  of  any  such  conmion  informer,  one  half  or  moietr 
of  said  forfeiture  shall  be  and  belong  to  such  informer,  and  said  court 
may  and  shall  by  warrant  authorize  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  his 
deputy,  or  constable  of  the  town  where  such  goods  and  oxen  are 
taken,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  public  vendue,  or  in  such 
way  as  said  court  may  direct,  who  shall  render  an  account  of  and  be 
amenable  to  said  court  for  his  conduct  in  the  premises  and  receive 
such  allowance  for  his  service  and  trouble  therein  as  said  court  shall 
allow,  and  the  remainder  pay  and  deliver  according  to  the  judgment 
and  order  of  said  court :  all  costs  attending  said  process  as  taxed 
and  allowed  by  said  court  being  first  deducted. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  on  examination  before  such 
assistant  or  justice  in  the  first  instance,  or  on  tryal  before  such  county 
court,  it  shall  appear  that  such  goods  were  transporting  within  the 
liberty  of  this  act,  the  party  examined  or  on  tryal  shall  recover  rea- 
sonable costs  to  be  allowed  by  said  court,  and  where  the  information 
is  by  an  informing  ofiicer,  such  cost  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  town  or 
county  treasury  of  the  town  or  county  where  the  examination  and 
tryal  is  had  and  shall  be  repaid  by  the  treasury  of  this  State,  and 
such  assistant,  justice  or  court  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer of  said  State  for  the  same,  expressing  the  account  on  and  for 
which  the  same  is  drawn  :  Always  provided,  that  where  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  any  such  driver,  conductor  or  overseer  of  any  such  team 
had  and  did  neglect  and  refuse  in  the  first  instance  to  shew  his  per- 
mit or  certificate  and  give  such  informer  all  the  reasonable  satisfac- 
tion and  information  in  his  or  their  power  concerning  the  property  of 
such  goods  and  his  or  their  right  to  transport  the  same,  no  cost  shall 
be  allowed  in  favour  of  such  owner  or  driver  by  such  assistant  or 
justice,  or  by  such  court  on  tryal,  although  such  goods  may  be  ac- 
quitted or  released. 

Provided  nevertheless,  and  it  is  further  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  not  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  teams  carrying  or 
transporting  masts,  mill-stones,  iron  oar  and  pig  iron,  wood,  or  to  any 
person  or  persons  using  his  or  their  own  or  neighbours  oxen  or  team 
in  and  about  any  lawfull  or  usual  business  within  the  town  to  which 
he  belongs,  or  carrying  his  own  or  neighbors  effects,  grain  or  pro- 
visions, to  any  man  or  convenient  town  or  place  for  the  use  of  such 
town  or  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  or  returning  home  with  such 
effects  as  he  may  have  occasion  to  carry  or  bring  unto  any  persons 
removing  their  family  or  household  goods. 
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That  this  act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  till  the  rising  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  May  next,  and  no  longer. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly^  That  the  furnace  or  foundery  at  Salis- 
bury with  the  appurtenances  and  all  other  buildings  and  estate  of 
Richard  Smith,  late  of  Boston,  situate  in  said  Salisbury,  shall  be  im- 
proved and  occupied  the  year  ensuing  and  untill  further  order  of  this 
Assembly,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  of  Safety  of  this  State  shall  order  and 
direct,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  make  such  con- 
tracts, rules  and  orders,  for  managing  the  same  as  they  shall  judge 
most  beneficial  and  conducive  to  the  public  good. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assemhly^  That  Major  Andrew  Adams,  Lynde 
Lord  and  Samuel  Forbs,  Esq'%  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  to  settle  the  accounts  current  between  this  State  and  Colo. 
Joshua  Porter  and  with  the  present  managers  of  the  furnace  at 
Salisbury,  relative  to  all  past  blasts  ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  com- 
mittee are  impowered  and  directed  to  inspect  and  examine  all  ac- 
counts relative  to  the  premises  that  may  be  exhibited  to  them  for  that 
purpose  or  necessary  for  the  accomplishment  of  said  business,  and 
report  make.

ing an  enemy  to  the  United  States  and  perswaded  him  to  run  away, 
but  was  apprehended  and  brought  back  to  Hartford  county  goal,  and 
by  the  powerfull  arguments  of  a  worthy  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  on  the  justice  of  the  American  cause  he  is  fully  sensible  of 
his  error  and  convinced  of  the  justice  of  the  American  cause,  and  that 
he  will  to  the  uttermost  of  his  power  and  ability  defend  the  United 
States  and  go  forth  into  the  service  when  called  upon ;  praying  that  he 
may  be  released  from  his  confinement,  as  per  memorial  on  file  <&c.:  Be- 
solved  by  this  Assembly,  that  upon  the  said  Joshua  Stones  taking  the 
oath  of  fidelity  to  this  State  and  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
thirty  pounds,  L.  money,  he  be  released  from  his  confinement  and  dis- 
charged from  said  fine  and  all  costs,  and  may  inlist  into  the  con- 
tinental army  in  any  regiment  raised  by  this  State  to  serve  during  the 
present  war  or  for  three  years  that  he,  the  said  Joshua  Stone,  shaU 
choose  to  inlist  into. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Michael  Towsley  of  Suffield,  shewing  that 
he  had  burnt  up  in  his  mother's  house  twenty  pounds,  money,  and 
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sundry  other  articles  &c.;  praying  for  a  grant  in  some  measure  to 
compensate  his  loss  &c.,  as  per  memorial :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  Treasurer  pay  to  the  memorialist  twenty  pounds,  money,  and 
the  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Daniel  Lee,  Esq',  and  Eunice  Peck,  both  of 
Kent  in  Litchfield  county,  administrators  on  the  estate  of  Joseph  Peck 
late  of  said  Kent,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts 
due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceased  surmount  the  personal  estate  the 
sum  of  £96  18  9,  money  ;  praying  to  have  so  much  of  the  r^al  estate 
of  said  deceased  sold  as  to  raise  said  sum,  as  per  memorial  on  file : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  impowered  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd 
as  to  raise  said  sum  with  the  incident  charges  arising  thereon  ;  taking 
the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Litchfield 
therein. 

On  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fairfield,  shew- 
ing to  this  Assembly  that  the  British  troops  in  their  rout  to  Danbury 
and  in  the  course  of  their  march,  they  plundered  a  great  number  of 
families  of  almost  everything  in  their  houses  that  was  capable  of  be- 
ing plundered,  and  also  cattle  teams  and  horses,  which  they  carry ed 
ofif  with  them,  whereby  some  persons  are  reduced  to  distressed  cir- 
cumstances which  before  lived  comfortable ;  as  per  memorial  on  file ; 
praying  your  Honors  to  grant  them  some  allowance  :  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  Colo.  Thomas  Fitch  and  Thadeus  Betts,  Esq"^,  of  Nor- 
walk,  and  Lemuel  Sanford,  Esq"^,  of  Redding,  are  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  to  enquire  into  and  estimate  the  losses  of  every  individual 
in  said  town  of  Fairfield  in  consequence  of  the  late  hostile  incursion 
of  the  British  troops  in  their  rout  to  Danbury,  and  report  make  of 
what  they  shall  find  to  the  next  or  some  future  session  of  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  town  of  Waterbury,  by  their  agents 
Joseph  Hopkins  and  Ezra  Brownson,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
said  town  is  of  large  extent  and  divided  into  four  societies  Ac, 
which  renders  it  diflBcult  and  burdensom  for  seven  selectmen  to  take 
proper  care  and  perform  their  duty  in  every  department  thereof; 
praying  that  said  town  may  annually  choose  nine  selectmen,  and  that 
Capt.  Ezra  Brownson  and  Capt.  Samuel  Porter  may  serve  said  town 
in  addition  to  those  already  chosen  selectmen  in  the  same  for  the  cur- 
rent year;  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  said  town  of  Waterbury  have  liberty  for  the  future  annually  to 
elect  and  appoint  nine  selectmen,  any  law  or  custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding ;  and  that  the  said  Ezra  Brunson  and  Samuel  Port^er 
be  authorized  and  impowered  to  serve  as  selectmen  with  others 
appointed  by  said  town  for  the  current  year. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Isaac  Tucker  of  Hartford,  administrator  on 
the  estate  of  James  Tucker  deceas'd,  who  was  killed  the  last  campaign 
in  the  northern  department  and  lost  forty  dollars  in  money  &c., 
as  per  memorial  :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer 
pay  to  the  memorialist,  as  administrator  as  aforesaid,  twelve  pounds 
money;  and  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  are  directed  to  draw  an 
order  for  the  same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Benjamin  Upson,  administrator  cum  te$ta- 
mento  annexo  on  the  estate  of  Stephen  Upson  late  of  Waterbury, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  aris- 
ing on  said  estate  surmount  the  moveable  part  of  said  estate  the  suni 
of  £178  9  6,  for  the  payment  of  which  no  provision  is  made  in  the 
will  of  the  said  deceas'd ;  praying  for  authority  to  sell  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  sum 
aforesaid  with  incident  charges  of  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Benjamin  Upson  have  liberty 
and  authority  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said  deceas'd  as 
may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  £178  9  6,  with  incident 
charges  arising  on  such  sale ;  taking  the  advice  of  the  court  of  probate 
for  the  district  of  Woodbury  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Manvill,  Jesse  Tuttle  and  Epha 
Warner,  all  of  Waterbury  in  New  Haven  county,  shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  they  were  some  time  past  induced  to  join  the  enemy 
and  there  served  xmtill  some  time  in  November  last,  when  they  all 
effected  their  escape  and  resigned  themselves  up  and  were  examined 
and  have  been  committed  to  goal,  and  praying  this  Assembly  that  a 
pardon  be  granted,  as  by  memorial  on  file,  dated  January  14*^,  1778 : 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  a  pardon  be  granted,  and  a  pardon  is 
hereby  granted  to  said  David  Manvell,  Jesse  Tuttle  and  Epha  Warner, 
and  to  each  of  them,  of  their  said  offences ;  and  liberty  is  granted  to 
them  to  receive  so  much  of  their  goods  as  consists  of  household 
furniture  and  tools  of  their  trade  out  of  the  hands  of  the  officers  who 
have  them  in  custody,  notwithstanding  any  seizure  or  condemnation 
for  the  benefit  of  this  State,  they  paying  all  the  costs  that  has  any 
ways  arisen  relating  to  the  premises  against  them  respectively,  or  in 
regard  to  their  estates. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  John  Owen  of  Symsbury,  EsqS  shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  certain  lands  lying  in  Symsbury  belonging  to  this 
State,  which  said  Owen  had  the  care  of,  can  now  be  sold  &c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  John 
Owen,  Esq"",  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
lands  aforesaid,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  best  advantage  of 
this  State,  for  ready  money,  and  to  give  deeds  accordingly,  and  to  lodge 
the  money  arising  upon  such  sale  in  the  treasury  of  this  State. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Plainfield,  by 
their  agents  James  Bradford  and  Joseph  Shepard  jun"^  of  said  Plain- 
field,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  au  act  of  this  Assembly  was 
'  passed  at  their  session  held  at  New  Haven  in  October,  1775,  impower- 
ing  said  inhabitants  to  raise  money  by  way  of  a  rate  or  tax  for  the 
purpose  of  mending  the  highways  in  said  town,  which  act  was  to  con- 
tinue in  force  two  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1776,  and  no  longer ;  praying  that  said  act  may  be  revived :  Where- 
upon, resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  said  act  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  revived,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  said  Plainfield  have 
liberty,  and  power  and  authority  is  hereby  given  to  them,  to  tax  the 
poles  and  rateable  estate  of  said  inhabitants  from  time  to  time  at  their 
discretion  in  any  sum  or  sums  sufficient  to  mend  and  repair  the  high- 
ways in  said  town,  under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions  as  in 
said  former  act  is  provided:  to  continue  in  force  during  the  pleasure 
of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Edward  Hinman,  Esq%  of  Woodbury  in 
Litchfield  county,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of 
Safety  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on  the  22^  day  of  October,  1776, 
sent  nine  prisoners  to  the  care  of  the  committee  of  inspection  in  the 
town  of  Woodbury,  and  that  in  said  October  the  said  committee 
of  Woodbury  made  a  representation  of  said  case  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  State  then  sitting,  who  did  order  the  committee  of 
said  Woodbury  to  take  care  of  and  provide  for  said  prisoners  untill 
they  should  receive  further  orders  from  said  Assembly  ;  and  agreeable 
to  said  resolve,  said  committee  did  take  charge  of  said  prisoners,  and 
desired  said  Hinman  to  provide  meat,  drink,  cloathing  &c.  for  them, 
as  was  necessary  for  them,  which  accounts  have  been  adjusted  and 
paid  untill  the  15*^  day  of  May  last,  and  that  there  remains  due  to  said 
Hinman  for  keeping  said  prisoners  from  said  15^^  of  May  to  the  7'**  day 
of  January,  1778,  £22  16  9 ;  and  praying  for  payment  of  said  sum  &c., 
as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Pay-Table  do  adjust  the  accounts  mentioned  in  said  memo- 
rial and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  what  they  find  justly  due,  and 
charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Dickerman  and  George  Dudley,  of 
New  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that,  in  pursuance  of  orders  in 
August,  1776,  they  marched  to  New  York  for  the  defence  of  that  city, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Stephen  Goodyear  in  Colo.  Thomson's 
regiment,  said  Dickerman  being  a  serjeant  in  said  company,  and 
chearfuUy  did  their  duty  in  their  respective  stations  while  in  that 
city ;  that  during  the  cannonade  on  that  city  they  were  ordered  by 
Capt.  Goodyear  to  take  care  of  a  certain  sick  soldier  belonging  to  said 
company,  and  while  others  declined  they  undertook  it  with  much  haz- 
ard to  themselves;  that  as  they  had  orders  to  see  said  sick  person 
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well  provided  for  they  endeavoured  to  get  him  into  some  hospital  but 
in  vain ;  they  were  equally  unsuccessful  in  their  attempts  to  get  him 
into  private  houses  on  the  road  till  they  came  into  this  State;  that  as 
his  recovery  in  their  opinion  much  depended  on  his  returning  home, 
at  his  solicitation  they  procured  a  carriage  and  brought  him  home; 
they  were  induced  to  take  this  step  from  a  perswasion  that  they  could 
probably  sooner  return  to  their  regiment  in  this  way  than  in  any 
other,  but  that  unhappily  they  took  the  distemper  from  him  and  were 
unable  to  return  till  the  regiment  was  discharged;  that  in  conse- 
quence thereof  they  were  returned  as  deserters,  by  which  means  they 
were  deprived  of  their  wages;  and  praying  that  the  same  might  be 
granted  to  them  Ac,  as  per  memorial  on  file,  dated  29"'  of  December, 
1777 :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table 
be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  directed,  on  application  to 
them  made  by  the  memorialists,  to  examine  and  adjust  their  accounts 
of  wages  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  their  behalf  for 
such  sums  as  they  shall  find  justly  due  to  them  respectively. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Moses  Northrup,  Patience  Northrup,  his 
wife,  and  Eunice  Northrup,  his  daughter,  all  of  New  Milford,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Patience  and  Eunice  are  confined  in 
Litchfield  goal  upon  suspicion  of  treason  against  this  State ;  that  no 
court  proper  to  try  them  will  sit  in  said  county  till  August  next,  and 
that  their  services  are  greatly  wanted  at  home;  praying  that  the> 
may  be  admitted  to  bail  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  hy 
this  Assembly,  that  the  said  Patience  and  Eunice  be  set  at  liberty 
upon  their  procuring  bail  with  good  sureties  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds,  L.  money,  each,  to  be  paid 
upon  condition  that  they  shall  fail  to  appear  before  the  superior 
court  to  be  holden  at  Litchfield  on  the  last  Tuesday  save  two  in 
August  next  and  abide  the  sentence  of  said  court  against  him.  And 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Litchfield  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  said 
bail  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Whittaker  jun""  and  Zephaniah 
Alden,  of  Stafford  in  the  county  of  Hartford,  administrators  Jon  the 
intestate  estate  of  Benjamin  Harrington  late  of  said  Stafford, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges  ex- 
hibited against  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  and  allowed  by  the  court  of 
probate  for  the  district  of  Stafford,  with  some  allowance  to  the  widow, 
surmounts  the  moveable  inventoried  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum 
of  <£23  4  3i,  L.  money ;  praying  for  liberty  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  may  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum, 
as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialists have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to 
them,  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  lands  or  real  estate  of  said 
deceas'd  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  £2&  4  3|, 
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L.  money,  with  incident  charges  of  sale ;  taking  the  direction  of  the 
court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Stafford  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Ensign  Cornelius  Higgins  jun%  of  Haddam, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  an  ensign  in  Capt.  Abraham 
Tyler's  company  in  Colo.  Jed**  Huntington's  regiment,  1776,  and  by 
the  fortune  of  war  was  made  a  prisoner  the  27th  day  of  August, 

1776,  and  in  that  situation  continued  untill  the  13th  day  of  April, 

1777,  during  which  term  he  was  robbed  of  his  watch  and  some  money 
and  was  also  obliged  to  expend  a  considerable  sum  for  his  support; 
praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file,  dated  the  12th  day  of 
January,  1778:  Whereupon  it  is  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  he 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  eleven  pounds  ten  shillings,  L.  money,  and  that 
the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw 
an  order  for  said  sum  in  favour  of  said  Ensign  Higgins  on  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  selectmen  of  Voluntown,  shewing  that 
one  Margaret  Campbel  has  for  some  time  been  a  public  charge  to  said 
town,  for  that  she  is  a  very  impotent  person  both  in  body  and  mind, 
that  she  has  a  small  lot  of  land  containing  about  twenty  acres  with 
a  small  house  thereon  in  said  town ;  praying  that  some  one  may  be 
appointed  to  make  sale  of  the  same  for  the  support  of  the  said  Mar- 
garet, both  as  to  what  has  or  may  occur  on  that  account:  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  Mr.  Robert  Hunter  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
and  fully  impowered  to  sell  and  give  proper  deed  of  conveyance  of 
said  twenty  acres  of  land  to  such  person  as  shall  appear  to  purchase 
the  same,  and  lodge  the  monies  that  shall  arise  thereon  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer  of  said  town  of  Voluntown,  to  defray  the  expence  of 
the  support  of  the  said  Margaret  Campbell,  deducting  only  the  rea- 
sonable cost  of  such  sale. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Johnson,  of  Midletown  in  the 
county  of  Hartford,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  collector  of 
a  country  rate  on  the  list  of  1775,  and  that  by  reason  of  his  early 
entring  into  and  continuing  in  service  in  the  army  part  of  said  rate 
remains  uncollected,  and  that  it  is  out  of  the  power  of  the  memorialist 
now  to  collect  the  same  as  he  now  belongs  to  the  continental  army ; 
praying  that  the  town  of  Midletown  may  be  authorized  and  impowered 
to  choose  a  new  collector  to  collect  and  pay  in  the  remainder  of  the 
tax  or  rate  for  which  the  memorialist  was  collector,  and  that  the 
memorialist  may  be  discharged  from  collecting  the  remainder  of  said 
tax,  as  per  memorial  on  file  &c. :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
town  of  Midletown  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered 
to  choose  a  new  collector  in  the  room  and  stead  of  Maj*^  Jonath.  John- 
son, to  collect  the  remaining  sums  due  on  the  rate-bill  delivered  to 
said  Johnson ;  and  that  on  the  said  Johnson's  delivering  his  rate-bill 
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to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Midletown  and  accounting  with  said 
selectmen  for  the  whole  of  the  monies  by  him  collected  on  said  rate- 
bill  that  he  be  discharged  from  any  further  duty  as  collector  of  said 
tax,  and  the  town-clerk  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  make  return 
of  the  name  of  the  person  chosen  to  collect  said  remaining  part  of 
said  tax  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Amos  Brown  of  Preston,  one  of  the  select- 
men of  said  town,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  13th  day  of 
January,  1777,  one  Matthew  Button,  a  soldier  in  Capt.  Jonathan 
Brewster's  company  in  Colonel  Huntington's  regiment,  arrived  in  said 
Preston  from  captivity  at  New  York,  being  taken  on  Long  Island  in 
an  action  with  the  British  troops  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1776, 
who  was  sent  out  of  New  York  in  a  flag  of  truce  ship  and  landed  at 
Milford,  and  on  his  return  was  taken  sick  with  the  small-pox  in  said 
Preston,  and  the  memorialist,  being  one  of  the  selectmen,  was  obliged 
to  take  care  of  said  Butten  and  employ  doctors  and  nurses  for  said 
sick  soldier,  and  made  all  necessary  provision  for  the  safety  and  com- 
fort of  said  soldier,  and  that  said  soldier  dyed  of  said  disorder  after 
that  the  memorialist  had  expended  JE 16  0  9  in  doctoring  and  nursing, 
and  the  said  soldier  left  no  estate  to  pay  the  same ;  praying  that  the 
same  may  be  paid  out « of  the  public  treasury  of  this  State,  as  per 
memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of 
the  Pay-Table  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  adjust 
said  account  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  same 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Dunham,  administratrix  on  the 
estate  of  Joseph  Dunham,  late  of  Mansfield  in  the  district  of  Windham, 
deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts,  charges  and  allow- 
ances against  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd,  as  allowed  by  the  court  of 
probate  for  said  district,  surmount  the  inventoried  moveable  estate  in 
the  sum  of  £101  8  11,  and  praying  for  liberty  and  power  to  sell  of 
his  real  estate  so  much  as  to  enable  her  to  pay  said  debts  <&c.,  as  per 
memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialist 
have  liberty,  and  she  is  hereby  impowered,  to  sell  so  much  of  said 
real  estate  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  JBlOl  8  11,  L.  money,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  said  debts  &c.  and  the  incident  charges  thereof; 
taking  the  direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  said  district  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Reuben  Porter,  administrator  on  the  estate 
of  Samuel  Lee,  late  of  Lebanon  in  the  district  of  Windham,  deceas'd, 
shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts,  charges  and  allowances 
against  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd,  as  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate 
for  said  district,  surmount  the  inventoried  moveable  estate  in  the  sum 
of  X117  19  3,  and  praying  for  liberty  and  power  to  sell  so  much  of 
the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as  to  enable  him  to  pay  said  debts  *c., 
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as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memo- 
rialist have  liberty  and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  sell  so  much  of 
said  real  estate  as  will  raise  said  sum  of  £111  19  3,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  said  debts  &c.  and  the  incident  charges  thereof;  taking  the 
direction  of  the  court  of  probate  for  said  district  therein. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Bil^  of  Lebanon  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  shewing  that  he  was  a  soldier  under  the  command  of 
Colonel,  now  Major  General,  Arnold  in  the  expedition  against  Quebec 
in  the  year  1775 ;  that  his  captain  and  all  the  officers  of  his  company 
were  killed  and  taken  in  the  unsuccessf  uU  attempt  made  on  that  city  in 
December  of  that  year,  and  that  he  but  just  escaped  and  with  the  loss 
of  his  cloathing,  arms  &c.,  while  assisting  to  carry  off  the  wounded; 
that  by  reason  of  the  loss  of  said  officers  no  pay-roll  could  ever  be 
made  up  for  said  company,  so  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  his 
wages  nor  any  compensation  for  his  losses  in  that  tedious  and  distress- 
ing service,  although  he  hath  taken  great  pains  and  trouble  and  ex- 
pended almost  the  value  thereof  in  endeavouring  to  obtain  the  same, 
and  is  not  able  in  the  circumstances  of  the  case  to  get  any  relief  but 
by  this  Assembly  <fec. ;  as  per  memorial  on  file:  Resolved  by  this 
Assembly,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay-Table  receive  and  adjust  the 
account  of  said  memorialist  for  wages  and  losses  in  the  service  men- 
tioned in  his  memorial,  and  give  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
for  payment  of  such  sum  as  they  shall  find  justly  and  reasonably  due, 
and  charge  the  same  in  account  against  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Nichols  and  others,  inhabitants 
within  the  limits  of  the  15th  or  Stepney  company,  so  called,  in  the 
fourth  regiment  of  militia  in  this  State,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
in  the  year  1772,  they  were  formed  into  a  military  company  by  order 
and  decree  of  this  Assembly,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  there- 
unto belonging,  and  by  order  from  the  colonel  of  said  regiment  led  to 
the  choice  of  officers  which  were  commissioned  accordingly,  but  since 
this  unhappy  dispute  with  Great  Britain  two  of  said  commissioned 
officers  absconded  and  joined  the  British  army,  the  other  was  promoted 
and  went  into  the  continental  service.  On  consideration  of  the  com- 
pany then  being  destitute  of  commission  officers  this  Assembly,  in 
their  session  in  May  last,  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  into  the 
circumstances  of  said  company  and  report  make;  whereupon  said 
committee  met  and  considered  the  circumstances  of  said  company  as 
they  then  appeared  to  be,  and  reported  as  their  opinion  that  said  com- 
pany ought  to  be  reduced  to  the  several  companies  from  whence  they 
were  taken ;  which  report  being  accepted  by  said  Assembly  and  thereupon 
deprived  them  of  their  former  powers  and  privileges,  which  they  hum- 
bly pray  may  be  restored  to  them  again,  as  per  memorial  on  file: 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  15th  or  Stepney  company,  so 
called,  in  the  4th  regiment  of  militia  in  this  State  be  and  they  hereby

are  restored  to  the  same  powers  and  privileges  which  was  allowed 
them  in  the  year  1772,  by  this  Assembly,  and  wWch  they  were  in 
full  possession  of  before  the  appointment  of  the  abovesaid  committee; 
and  the  colonel  of  the  fourth  regiment  is  ordered  to  give  proper  notice 
to  the  inhabitants  within  the  limits  of  said  company  that  are  lawful! 
voters,  to  meet  at  proper  time  and  place  by  him  appointed,  and  lead 
or  order  them  to  be  led  to  the  choice  of  commission  officers  for  said 
company,  and  return  to  be  made  accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Hannah  Douglass,  of  Branford  in  the  county 
of  New  Haven,  administratrix  on  the  estate  of  Colo.  William  Douglas 
late  of  said  Branford,  deceased,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the 
year  1776,  the  said  William  Douglas  was  appointed  a  colonel  in  one 
of  the  regiments  raised  by  this  State  for  the  service  of  said  year,  and 
that  at  the  close  of  the  campaign  he  received  for  and  towards  the  pay 
of  each  company  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  and  left  said  sum 
with  Mrs.  Bryan  of  Milford  to  be  by  her  delivered  over  to  Lieut.  Bryan, 
commanding  officer  of  one  of  the  companies  in  his  said  regiment;  and 
that  it  so  happened  that  sixty-two  dollars  of  said  money  was  stolen 
out  of  the  hands  and  possession  of  said  Mrs.  Bryan  without  any  neg- 
lect or  default  on  her  part,  and  that  said  Colo.  Douglas  was  not  guilty 
of  any  negligence  but  left  said  money  in  order  that  said  company 
might  receive  it  in  the  most  expeditious  manner ;  praying  that  said 
sum  of  sixty -two  dollars  be  paid  to  said  company  out  of  the  public 
treasury,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  sum  of  JB18  12  8.  0,  L.  money  be  allowed  to  the  memorialist,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  pay  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Jehiel  Bryan,  of  Milford  in  the  county  of 
New  Haven,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  or  about  the  20th  day 
of  March,  1776,  the  committee  of  inspection  of  said  Milford  received 
intelligence  that  a  sloop  had  come  to  an  anchor  at  a  place  called 
Oyster  River,  and  that  they  desired  him  to  muster  and  march  twenty 
men  to  said  place  in  a  stormy  night,  and  that  he  complyed  therewith 
and  took  possession  of  said  sloop,  which  had  on  board  a  quantity  of 
pork  Ac.  contrary  to  the  embargo  act,  to  transport  to  the  West  In- 
dies, and  that  he  took  charge  of  said  sloop  and  her  carried  into  the 
port  of  New  Haven,  in  consequence  of  which  there  were  of  said 
sloop's  cargo,  at  a  special  county  court  held  at  said  New  Haven  on  the 
22d  of  April,  1776,  forfeited  to  the  treasury  of  this  State  22i  barrels 
of  pork,  60  barrels  and  20  tierces  of  flour,  and  that  he  applied  to 
the  State's  Attorney  for  his  cost  and  could  not  obtain  the  same  as  it 
rose  before  the  prosecution  began ;  praying  for  some  allowance,  as 
per  memorial  on  file :  It  is  thereupon  resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that 
the  sum  of  JE18  0  0,  L.  money,  be  allowed  to  the  memorialist,  and 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly. 
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Upon  the  memorial  of  Ichabod  Jewitt,  of  Coventry  in  the  county 
of  Windham,  administrator  in  right  of  his  wife  Elizabeth  on  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Joseph  Minor  late  of  said  Coventry,  deceas'd,  shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and  charges,  together  with  some  al- 
lowances made  to  said  Elizabeth  late  widow  of  said  deceas'd,  exhibited 
to  and  allowed  by  the  court  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Windham,  sur- 
mount the  personal  estate  of  said  deceas'd  the  sum  of  one  hundred  nine- 
ty-four pounds  four  shillings  and  six  pence,  L.  money ;  praying  for  lib- 
erty and  authority  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  deceas'd  as 
will  be  suflBcient  to  raise  said  sum  together  with  incident  charges  of 
such  sale,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that

by  reason  of  the  difficulties  attending  their  situation  and  their  ina- 
bility to  procure  the  same ;  praying  to  be  constituted  a  distinct  ecclesi- 
astical society  and  to  have  the  lands  of  the  non-residents  taxed  and 
made  to  contribute  to  their  assistance,  as  per  memorial  on  file  :  Re- 
solved by  this  Assembly,  that  the  memorialists,  including  all  the  in- 
habitants upon  the  lands,  or  that  hereafter  may  come  to  dwell  thereon, 
lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  Long  Pond  in  said  township  of  Winches- 
ter, and  to  extend  by  the  north  end  of  said  pond  with  the  line  of  the 
lot  next  to  said  pond  and  so  across  the  stream  from  said  pond  to  the 
west  end  of  said  lot,  from  thence  to  run  northward  at  the  end  of  the 
lots  to  Mad  River,  so  called,  and  from  thence  up  said  river  so  far  as 
to  include  the  third  tier  of  lots,  and  from  thence  to  Colebrook  line, 
containing  in  the  whole  about  twelve  thousand  acres,  and  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  township  of  Barkhemsted  dwelling  or  that  hereafter 
may  come  to  dwell  upon  the  lands  lying  on  the  west  side  of  said 
Farmington  River  in  said  Barkhemsted  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  made  one  entire  ecclesiastical  society  by  the  name  of 
Winstead,  with  the  parochial  bounds  abovesaid,  and  invested  with  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  by  law  belonging  to  other  ecclesiastical  so- 
cieties in  this  State.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  that  an  annual  tax 
of  two  pence  upon  the  acre  be  and  is  hereby  granted  and  laid  upon 
all  the  lands  of  non-resident  proprietors  within  the  limits  of  said 
society  that  have  not  been  already  taxed,  for  the  term  of  four  years 
from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  to  be  applyed  to  defray  the  charges 
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of  supporting  the  gospel  ministry  and  the  public  worship  in  said  so- 
ciety. And  this  Assembly  do  appoint  and  impower  Charles  Wright 
of  said  Winchester  to  make  said  tax  and  collect  the  same  of  the 
non-residents,  having  a  warrant  signed  by  proper  authority,  and  to 
account  therefor  with  said  society,  as  in  other  cases  is  provided  by 
law. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fairfield  in 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  praying  this  Assembly  to  grant  them  liberty 
to  make,  mend  and  repair  their  highways  and  bridges  and  procure 
materials  for  the  same  by  a  rate  or  tax  at  all  times  hereafter,  and 
enable  them  to  tax  themselves  from  time  to  time  to  defray  the  ex- 
pences  of  it  &c.,  as  per  memorial  on  file :  Resolved  by  this  Assembly, 
that  the  said  town  of  Fairfield  have  liberty,  and  liberty  and  authority 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  to  tax  the  polls  and

proved for  the  repairing  all  highways  and  bridges  in  each  district  in 
said  town ;  and  said  town  is  hereby  irapowered,  by  the  selectmen  or 
a  committee  chosen  annually  or  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  shall 
require,  to  divide  the  highways  in  said  town  into  districts  and  assign 
to  each  surveyor  a  certain  proportion  of  highways  and  bridges  to  be 
repaired  and  maintained,  and  to  divide  out  and  proportion  to  the 
several  surveyors  of  the  several  districts  the  monies  so  raised  by  said 
town  according  to  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  roads  set  out  to  them 
as  aforesaid  to  be  repaired  and  maintained.  And  any  assistant  or 
justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  forth  warrants  to 
such  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by  said  town  to  collect  such  taxes 
arising  in  manner  aforesaid  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  other 
town  rates  are  collected.  And  every  such  surveyor  shall  render  a 
true  account  of  such  money  so  received  to  the  selectmen  of  said  town 
in  a  reasonable  time  when  thereunto  required  after  the  same  becomes 
payable,  and  all  surplus  of  such  money  as  shall  remain  in  the  hands 
of  such  surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  after  such  highways  are  suffi- 
ciently repaired  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of 
said  town  for  the  time  being  and  by  him  and  his  successors  in  said 
office  paid  out  to  the  next  succeeding  surveyors  of  the  several  dis^ 
tricts  respectively  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  money  raised  by  said 
town  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the 
then  current  year  shall  by  said  selectmen  or  committee  be  ordered 
to  be  divided.

sheep,  which  are  now  held  in  custody  of  Samuel  Hickox,  constable  of 
Waterbury  aforesaid,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this  State,  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  said  Thomas  Cole,  to  be  by  him  used,  improved  or  kept 
for  the  said  children  as  he  shall  find  most  for  their  benefit ;  and  the 
said  constable  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  the  same  to  said  Cole  for 
the  use  aforesaid,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  David  Lothrop,  of  Tolland  in  Hartford 
county,  administrator  on  the  estate  of  Capt.  Timothy  Delano  late  of 
said  Tolland,  deceas'd,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  debts  and 
charges  due  from  the  estate  of  said  deceas'd  surmount  the  moveable 
inventoried  part  of  said  estate  the  sum  of  JE246  0  1,  L.  money;  pray- 
ing for  liberty  to  make  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  de-

and  seized  the  memorialists'  said  effects  and  forceablj  took  the  same 
out  of  their  hands  and  refuse  to  deliver  or  do  what  is  just,  to  the 
great  injury  and  distress  of  the  suffering  memorialists  and  their 
families ;  praying  for  relief  &c.,  as  per  memorial  &c. :  Resolved  by 
this  Assembly,  that  William  Noyes,  Samuel  Field,  and  Ezra  Selden,

The  following  memorandum  and  representation  of  Mark  Foquet  &c.  was 
presented,  viz: 
To  his  Excellency  Gov.  Trumbull  and  the  Coimcil  of  Safety  in  the  State  of 

Connecticut, 

The  subscriber  begs  leave  to  represent  to  your  Excellency  and  Council 
of  Safety,  in  behalf  of  his  father  Cap.  Nicholas  Foquet  and  himself,  that 
they  are  employed  by  the  Hon.  Continental  Congress  to  inspect  powder- 
mills  and  powder  and  salt-petre  thro'out  the  United  States  of  America^  and 
while  in  any  particular  State  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Grovemor 
thereof ;  that  they  are  to  be  supported  at  the  expence  of  said  United  States, 
and  are  by  Congress  impowered  to  call  on  any  continental  quarter-master  in 
any  State  for  such  assistance  and  support  as  they  may  need;  that  the -Con- 
gress furnished  them  at  York  Town  with  a  waggon,  four  horses  and  a 
waggon-master,  to  convey  them  and  their  baggage  from  State  to  State;  their 
waggon-master  deserted  them  at  Hartford,  since  they  came  into  this  State ; 
that  their  money  is  now  nearly  expended  and  that  considerable  expence  has 
arisen  since  they  came  into  this  State  and  more  will  arise ;  that  they  must 
go  to  the  Eastern  States  when  bis  Excellency  Gov.  Trumbull  shall  direct; 
that  there  is  no  quarter-master  in  this  State  to  whom  they  can  apply:  They, 
therefore,  pray  your  Excellency  and  Council  to  give  orders  that  they  may 
be  furnished  with  a  waggon-master  and  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  their  expence  while  here  ^nd  to  convey  them  to  such 
State  as  they  shall  be  directed ;  and  as  in  duty  bound  &c. 

Dated  at  Lebanon,  6  May,  1778.  Mabg  Foquet.

Ledyard,  representing  the  necessity  of  5 
doz.  of  spades  and  shovels  for  carrying  on  the  works  at  the  forts  at  New 
London  and  Groton:  *  Voted,  that  said  Major  Ledyard  be  authorized  to 
procure  5  doz.  of  spades  and  shovels  for  carrying  on  said  works,  or  as  much 
less  as  may  answer  the  end,  and  to  be  under  his  care,  to  be  obtained  in  the 
most  reasonable  manner. 

Voted,  That  said  Major  Ledyard  be  authorized  to  provide  and  procure 
three  or  four  head  workmen  in  the  business  of  laying  stone,  to  be  obtained 
out  of  the  men  employed  in  the  public  service  at  and  about  said  forts,  if 
practicable,  and  they  to  have  a  reasonable  additionable  allowance,  or  in  the 
best  and  most  reasonable  manner  he  can,  to  be  employed  in  the  works  on 
Fort  Trumbull  at  New  London.  Order  sent  by  Gen,  Huntington. 

Voted,  That  Capt.  Edward  Hallam,  commissary  of  the  fort  at  N.  London, 
receive  of  Mr.  Creary  at  Preston  eight  barrels  of  pork  belonging  to  this 
State  in  his  hands,  for  the  use  of  the  garrison  at  said  fort;  and  said  Creary 
is  ordered  to  deliver  the  same,  taking  a  receipt  accordingly.

THE  PROVIDENCE   CONVENTION. 

December  25,  1776,  to  Jancaby  3,  1777. 

[The  proposition  for  a  Convention  of  the  New  England  States  came  from  Massa- 
chusetts. It  was  at  first  declined  by  Connecticut,  on  the  ground  that  Congress  was 
taking  up  the  subject  of  the  currency  and  we  had  fears  lest  jealousies  would  be 
occasioned  in  the  other  States,  and  so  a  cordial  union  be  endangered.  Anuriean 
Arehives,  5th  series,  iii.  The  proceedings  of  this  Convention  were  laid  before  Con- 
gress January  28th,  1777.]

Then  and  there  to  hold  a  conference  respecting  further  emissions 
of  paper  currency  on  the  credit  of  any  of  said  States, —  also  on  measures 
necessary  for  supporting  the  credit  of  the  public  currencies  thereof,  —  and 
that  the  said  Committee  (if  the  committees  of  the  other  States  so  met  agree 
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thereto)  be  empowered  to  communicate  to  the  other  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, the  intention  of  their  Convention,  and  urge  that  some  measures  be  taken 
by  them  to  the  same  purpose,  and  to  give  like  information  to  the  Hon'ble 
the  Continental  Congress,  and  propose  to  them  whether  the  Regulation  of 
the  Currencies  is  not  an  object  of  necessary  attention, —  and  to  report  as 
soon  as  may  be. 

And  it  is  ordered,  that  the  Secretary  immediately  transmit  authenticated 
copies  of  this  resolve  to  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  several  Stat^  afore- 
mentioned.

Henry  Ward,  Esquire,  appointed  to  draft  two  letters,  one  to  the  Hon'ble

Ward. — Mr.  Ward  having  laid  before  the  committee  the  letters  he  was 
nominated  to  draft,  they  are  approved  of.  And  the  clerk  is  directed  immedi- 
ately to  make  fair  copies  of  the  same,  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and 
forthwith  dispatched.

The  Committee  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Present :    The  same  members  as  yesterday. 

The  question  being  put,  whether  the  State  of  Connecticut  be  requested  to 
«end  any  part  of  the  four  battalions  in  the  service  of  that  State  now  under 
marching  orders  to  the  North  River,  to  the  defence  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  it  passed  in  the  negative;  the  Committee  being  unanimously  of 
opinion  that  those  troops  are  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  posts  upon  the 
North  River  and  the  stores  there  collected,  which  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance to  the  United  States. 

Upon  motion,  resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that 
while  so  large  a  body  of  the  enemy  is  in  possession  of  Rhode  Island,  it  is 
necessary  to  keep  six  thousand  men  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  to  oppose 
them;  who  may  consist  of  the  troops  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  under  the 
command  of  General  Lincoln,  ordered  to  march  or  who  may  be  marching 
through  the  said  State,  supposed  to  be  about  three  thousand  ;  of  the  battalion 
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of  ContiDental  troops  now  in  the  State  of  New-Hampshire,  being  about  four 
hundred  and  fifty;  of  the  two  battalions  now  raising  in  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  consisting  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  men  each  ;  and  of  such  contin- 
ental troops  as  are  raised  in  the  States  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  and  New 
Hampshire  and  may  be  most  conveniently  marched  as  will  complete  the 
number  of  six  thousand.  That  for  this  purpose  two  battalions  from  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  and  one  from  New-Hampshire  be  ordered  to  march  to 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  parties,  as  soon  as  twenty  men  or  more 
belonging  to  a  company  be  raised;  of  which  three  battalions,  one  thousand 
are  to  remain  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  until  further  orders  from  Con- 
gress, or  the  State  in  which  they  are  raised,  and  the  others  may  march  on  : 
And  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  and 
New  Hampshire  to  give  the  necessary  orders  for  the  march  of  the  said  bat- 
talions as  aforesaid. 

Resolved^  That  during  the  continuance  of  the  enemy  in  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  in  New-England  to 
put  the  forces  they  may  send  into  the  said  State  under  the  command  of 
Major-General  Lincoln,  until  further  orders  from  the  respective  States  to 
which  they  belong,  or  the  General  Congress, 

The  Committee  adjourn  until  to  morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

This  Committee,  taking  into  consideration  the  currency  of  paper  bills  ^ 

emitted  by  the  States  of  New-England,  in  lieu  of  money,  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  present  war,  and  being  fully  convinced,  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  ' 

to  prevent  their  depreciation,  as  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  States  to  estab-  , 

lish  and  support  an  army,  upon  which  the  safety  of  the  country  under  God  | 

depends,  without  preserving  the  credit  of  such  emissions,  do  resolve  as 
follows:  I 

As  the  paper  bills  now  circulating  far  exceed  the  quantity  necessary  for  ' 

a  medium  of  exchange,  and  of  course  the  surplus  must  greatly  tend  to  ' 

depreciate  the  whole:  It  is  recommended  to  the  abovementioned  States,  that  | 

no  further  emissions  be  made,  but  that  the  several  treasuries  be  supplied  by  , 

taxes  and  by  borrowing  the  necessary  sums  to  be  repaid  in  three  years  or 
sooner  from  their  date  with  an  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per 
annum,  unless  upon  a  critical  contingency  there  may  be  an  absolute  necessity 
of  an  immediate  supply,  and  the  money  cannot  be  procured  upon  loan;  in 
which  case  it  is  recommended  that  bills  be  emitted  redeemable  in  three  years 
or  sooner  with  an  interest  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  and  that  the  State 
emitting  the  same  notify  the  other  States  of  such  emission. 

The  Committee  are  governed  in  fixing  the  rate  of  interest  for  money 
borrowed  at  five  per  cent,  by  this  consideration,  that  the  notes  given  by  the 
continental  treasurers  are  a  better  security  than  those  issued  by  any  particu- 
lar State,  and  will  have  a  more  general  credit,  which  will  make  a  difference  of 
one  per  cent,  in  the  premium  for  money  borrowed. 

That  it*  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  forthwith  to  levy  such 
taxes  upon  the  inhabitants  as  their  abilities  will  bear. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  call  in  the  bills  of 
credit  at  the  expiration  of  the  periods  for  which  they  were  severally  emitted 
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in  the  best  manner  they  can  devise  to  give  reasonable  and  just  satisfaction 
to  the  possessors  of  the  bills. 

The  Committee  have  great  hopes  that  a  strict  adherence  to  these  meas- 
ures will  effectaally  establish  the  credit  of  the  bills. 

The  Committee  adjourn  until  to  morrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 


Saturday,  December  28***,  1776. 
The  Committee  met  according  to  adjournment.

They  took  into  consideration  the  affixing  and  regulating  the  prices  of  the 
necessary  and  convenient  articles  of  life,  and  having  made  some  progress 
therein,  postponed  the  further  consideration  thereof.

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  this  committee  entered  into  on  the  twenty- 
sixth  instant,  application  having  been  made  to  the  General  Court  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay  to  give  orders  to  the  forces  of  that  State  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major-General  Lincoln  ordered  to  march,  and  who  were  marching 
through  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  to  be  baited  in  that  State  to  oppose 
the  enemy  who  have  made  a  descent  therein;  and  also  to  Major-General 
Ward,  to  direct  the  continental  regiment  in  New  Hampshire  to  march  to 
the  said  State  of  Rhode  Island;,  and  the  said  General  Court  having  ordered 
General  Lincoln  with  the  greatest  part  of  the  troops  under  his  command  to 
march  to  Danbury  in  Connecticut,  and  Major-General  Ward  having  ac- 
quainted this  Committee  that  the  said  continental  regiment  is  under  march- 
ing orders  for  Ticonderoga,  which  cannot  be  revoked;  and  it  is  necessary  to 
supply  the  deficiency  occasioned  thereby; 

It  IS  therefore  resolved,  That  the  body  of  six  thousand  men  in  the  above- 
mentioned  resolution,  declared  by  this  Committ^e  to  be  necessary  for  the 
defence  of  the  said  State  of  Rhode  Island,  be  supplied  by  the  several  States 
in  New  England,  as  follows,  to  wit:

It  is  recommended  to  the  States  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  Connecticut 
and  New  Hampshire,  to  continue  the  forces  by  them  sent  as  aforesaid  into 
the  said  State  of  Rhode  Island,  keeping  up  their  full  numbers  until  further 
orders  from  the  respective  States  by  which  they  are  sent,  or  from  the  Gen 
eral  Congress.  And  that  said  troops  and  all  others  sent  into  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  be  under  the  command  of  the  General  of  the  Continental  army 
commanding  in  said  State.

This  Committee  did  re-assume  the  consideration  of  affixing  and  r^ulat- 
ing  the  prices  of  the  necessary  and  convenient  articles  of  life,  and  referred 
the  same  until  to-morrow.

The  Committee  appointed  the  Hon'ble  WiUiam  Bradford,  Esq*",  President. 

This  Committee  having  re-assumed  the  consideration  of  affixing  and 
regulating  the  prices  of  the  necessary  and  convenient  articles  of  life  came 
into  the  following  resolutions: 

This  Committee  taking  into  consideration  the  unbounded  avarice  of 
many  persons,  by  daily  adding  to  the  now  most  intolerable  exorbitant  price 
of  every  necessary  and  convenient  article  of  life,  and  also  the  most  extrava- 
gant price  of  labour  in  general  which  at  this  time  of  distress,  unless  a 
speedy  and  effectual  stop  be  put  thereto,  will  be  attended  with  the  most  fatal 
and  pernicious  consequences,  as  it  not  only  disheartens  and  disaffects  the 
soldiers  who  have  nobly  entered  into  service  for  the  best  of  causes,  by 
obliging  them  to  give  such  unreasonable  prices  for  those  things  that  are 
absolutely  needful  for  their  very  existence,  that  their  pay  is  not  sufficient  to 
subsist  them;  but  is  also  very  detrimental  to  the  country  in  general. 

Wherefore  it  is  recommended  by  this  Committee^  That  the  rates  and  prices 
hereafter  enumerated  be  affixed  and  settled  within  the  respective  States  in 
New  England,  to  wit: 

Farming  Labour  in  the  summer  season  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings 
and  four  pence  per  diem^  and  so  in  the  usual  proportion  at  other  seasons 
of  the  year,  and  the  labour  of  mechanicks  and  tradesmen  and  other  labour 
to  be  computed  according  to  the  usages  and  customs  that  have  heretofore 
been  adopted  and  practiced  in  different  parts  of  the  several  States  compared 
with  farming  labour. ; 
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Wheat,  Qood  merchantable  wheat  shall  not  exceed  the  price  of  seven 
shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushell,  in  any  part  of  the  States  of  the  Massa- 
chasetts-Bay,  N^ew  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island  and  ProvidenceTlantations, 
and  six  shillings  per  bushel  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

Eye,  Good  merchantable  Rye  shall  not  in  the  State  of  Connecticut 
exceed  three  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushell,  and  not  in  any  part  of  the 
States  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations,  four  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushell. 

Indian  Com.  Good  merchantable  Indian  com  shall  not  in  any  part  of 
the  State  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  exceed  three  shillings  and  four  pence  per 
bushel,  and  not  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  three  shillings  per 
bushel,  and  not  in  any  part  of  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  three  shillings  and  six  pence  per  bushel. 

Wool,  Good  merchantable  sheep's  wool  shall  not  in  any  part  of  the 
States  of  Massachusetts-Bay,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  exceed  two  shillings  per  pound,  nor  in  any  part  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  two  shillings  and  two  pence  per  pound.

Grass-fed  beef  of  the  best  quality  in  any  part  of  the  States  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay,  New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  shall  not  exceed  three  pence  per  pound,  and  in  any  part  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  not  exceed  twenty-four  shillings  per  hundred 
weight  And  so  in  that  proportion  in  the  said  several  States  for  stall-fed 
|bee^  and  likewise  beef  of  an  inferior  quality. 

Hides,  Raw  hides  shall  not  exceed  three  pence  per  pound,  in  any  part 
of  either  of  said  States. 

Salt,  Good  merchantable  salt  shall  not  exceed  ten  shillings  per  bushel 
in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States. 

Rum.  Good  merchantable  West  India  rum  shall  not  in  either  of  said 
States  exceed  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  per  gallon  by  the  hogshead,  seven 
shillings  and  eight  pence  per  single  gallon,  and  two  shillings  per  quart,  and 
so  in  like  proportion  for  smaller  quantities,  according  to  the  old  and  accus- 
tomed  usages  for  retailing  smaller  quantities,  in  any  part  of  said  States,  save

allowing  one  penny  per  gallon  for  every  ten  miles  the  same  shall  be  con- 
vey'd  by  land  carriage  from  the  first  port  of  delivery  for  the  cost  charge  and 
risque  in  carrying  the  same.  New  England  rum  of  the  best  quality  shall 
not  in  any  part  of  the  said  States  exceed  three  shillings  and  ten  pence  per 
gallon  by  the  hogshead,  four  shillings  per  gallon  by  the  barrel,  and  four 
shillings  and  six  pence  by  the  single  gallon,  at  the  ports  and  places  where  the 
same  shall  be  first  distilled  (exclusive  of  the  cask)  and  so  in  like  proportion 
for  smaller  quantities,  according  to  the  old  and  accustomed  usages  for 
retailing  smaller  quantities,  save  allowing  one  penny  per  gallon  for  every  ten 
miles  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  by  land  carriage  from  the  place  of  distil- 
lery, for  the  cost  charge  and  risque  in  carrying  the  same. 

Sugar,  Best  Muscovado  sugar  shall  not  in  any  of  said  States  exceed 
fifty-four  shillings  per  hundred  weight  by  the  hogshead,  sixty  shillings  by 
the  single  hundred  weighty  and  eight  pence  per  pound,  at  the  first  port  of 
delivery,  allowing  nine  pence  per  hundred  weight  for  every  ten  miles  land 
carriage  the  same  may  be  conveyed  from  the  first  port  of  delivery  to  defray 
the  expence  in  carrying  the  same. 

Molasses.  Molasses  of  the  best  quality  shall  not  in  any  of  said  States  ex- 
ceed three  shillings  and  four  pence  per  gallon  by  the  hogshead,  three  shil- 
lings and  eight  pence  by  the  barrel,  and  four  shillings  by  the  single  gallon, 
at  the  first  port  of  delivery,  allowing  one  penny  per  gallon  for  every  ten 
miles  land  carriage  the  same  may  be  conveyed  from  the  said  first  port  of 
delivery,  to  defray  the  expence  of  carrying  the  same.  Making  the  accus- 
tomed and  usual  allowances  for  molasses  of  an  inferior  quality. 

Cheese.  American  manufactured  cheese  shall  not  exceed  six  pence  per 
pound  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States. 

Butter.  Butter  of  the  best  quality  shall  not  exceed  ten  pence  per  pound, 
in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States. 

Pease.  Pease  shall  not  exceed  eight  shillings  per  bushel,  in  any  part  of 
either  of  said  States. 

Beans.  Beans  of  the  best  quality  shall  not  exceed  six  shillings  per 
bushel,  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States. 

Potatoes,  commonly  called  Spanish  potatoes,  of  the  best  sort,  shall  not  in 
the  fall  of  the  year  exceed  one  shilling  and  four  pence  per  bushel,  and  not 
at  any  season  of  the  year  exceed  two  shillings  per  bushel,  in  any  part  of 
either  of  said  States. 

Stockings.  Men's  good  yam  stockings  shall  not  exceed  six  shillings  per 
pair  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States,  and  in  such  proportion  to  those  o( 
an  inferior  quality. 

Shoes,  Men's  neat's  leather  shoes  of  the  best  sort  shall  not  exceed  eight 
shillings  per  pair  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States,  and  other  shoes  in 
proportion  according  to  their  quality. 

Salted  Pork.  Salted  pork  by  the  barrel,  two  hundred  and  twenty  pounds 
weight  in  each  barrel,  shall  not  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  and  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  exceed  four  pounds 
twelve  shillings  per  barrel,  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  four  pounds  four  shill- 
ings per  barrel,  and  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  New  Hampahire  five  pounds 
per  barrel. 

Cotton.  Cotton  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings  per  pound  by  the  bag, 
and  three  shillings  and  eight  pence  per  the  single  pound,  in  any  part  of  either 
of  said  States. 
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Oats,  Good  oats  shall  not  exceed  two  shilliDgs  per  bushel,  in  any  part 
of  either  of  the  said  States. 

Flax.  Good  well  dressed  merchantable  flax  shall  not  exceed  one  shilling 
per  pound,  in  any  part  of  either  of  the  States  of  Massachusetts-Bay,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Bhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  and  shall  not  in 
any  part  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  exceed  ten  pence  per  pound. 

Coffee.  Good  coffee  shall  not  exceed  one  shilhng  and  four  pence  by  the 
single  pound,  in  any  part  of  either  of  the  said  States. 

Tallow,  Good  tried  tallow  shall  not  exceed  seven  pence  half-penny  per 
pound,  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States. 

Tow-  Cloth.  Good  yard- wide  tow-cloth  shall  not  exceed  two  shillings  and 
three  pence  per  yard,  in  any  part  of  either  of  said  States,  and  so  in  propor- 
tion according  to  its  quality.  Coarse  linnens  to  be  computed  after  the  rate 
of  tow-cloth,  allowing  therefor  the  reasonable  worth. 

Flannels.  Good  yard-wide  striped  flannel  shall  not  exceed  three  shillings 
and  six  pence  per  yard,  in  any  part  of  either  of  the  said  States,  and  other 
flannels  in  proportion  according  to  their  widths  and  qualities,  and  other 
woolen  cloths  in  like  proportion. 

This  Committee,  considering  that  goods  in  general,  imported,  have  of 
late,  owing  to  the  unbounded  avarice  of  some  persons,  been  sold  by  whole- 
sale at  the  exorbitant  advance  of  five  and  six  hundred  per  cent,  from  the 
prime  cost,  and  retailed  out  at  the  unreasonable  profit  of  forty  or  fifty  per 
<:ent.  or  more  in  addition  thereto,  which  has  been  the  occasion  of  great 
oppression,  especially  to  the  poor  consumer,  do,  to  correct  and  rectify  such  ex- 
orbitances, recommend  that,  notwithstanding  the  great  risque  of  a  voyage  to 
and  from  Europe,  the  high  rate  of  insurance,  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
articles  suitable  for  that  market,  the  loss  upon  those  exported,  the  increased 
expences  and  length  of  the  voyage,  and  the  real  necessity  of  importing  many 
commodities  from  thence,  the  price  of  European  goods  which  have  been  or 
shall  be  imported,  as  also  all  such  goods  which  have  been  or  shall  be  brought 
into  any  of  said  States  in  any  prize  vessel,  shall  not  exceed  the  following 
rates,  which  this  committee  is  of  opinion  will  allow  but  a  treasonable  profit 
to  the  adventurer. 

Woolen  goods,  coarse  linnens,  duck,  ticklenbourgs,  and  ozenbriggs  shall 
not  be  sold  by  wholesale  at  a  higher  rate  than  in  proportion  of  two  hundred 
and  seventy-five  pounds  sterling  for  what  cost  one  hundred  pounds  sterling 
in  Europe;  and  not  any  other  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  imported  from 
thence,  or  brought  into  any  port  in  said  States  in  any  prize  vessel,  shall  be 
sold  at  wholesale  at  a  higher  rate  than  in  the  proportion  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  sterling  for  what  cost  one  hundred  pounds  sterling  in  Europe, 
excepting  warlike  and  military  stores,  the  prices  of  which  the  Committee  are 
of  opinion  need  not  be  limited ;  and  the  retailers  of  such  goods  shall  not  sell 
them  at  a  higher  advance  than  twenty  jpc?*  cent,  upon  the  wholesale  price. 

This  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  several  legislative  bodies 
within  the  said  respective  States  affix  and  ascertain  the  price  of  wood,  hay, 
pine  boards,  plank,  joist,  hoops,  shingles,  charcoal,  tanned  leather,  cotton 
and  linnen  cloths,  mutton,  veal,  and  flour,  and  also  the  rates  of  carting, 
which  can  be  much  better  done  in  the  several  States  than  by  this  Committee. 

It  is  further  recommended  to  the  respective  legislatures  aforesaid  to 
regulate  or  prohibit  vendues  and  other  public  sales,  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  interfere  with,  but  so  as  to  inforce  the  several  regulations  recommended 
as  aforesaid. 
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It  is  further  recommended  to  the  abovementioned  States  to  empower 
suitable  persons  in  their  respective  States  to  open  any  ware-houses,  stores,  or 
other  places  where  goods  are  deposited  which  are  necessary  for  the  use  of 
the  army  or  navy  and  are  with-held  by  monopolizers,  engrossers,  or  others,  and 
to  take  and  apply  such  goods  to  the  use  aforesaid,  paying  the  owners  thereof 
at  the  rate  at  which  such  goods  are  valued  in  this  resolution ;  and  in  case  the 
goods  so  taken  are  not  herein  rated,  at  a  reasonable  appraisement  to  be 
made  by  indifferent  persons. 

It  is  further  recommended,  as  it  is  of  great  importance,  that  the  mode  of 
carrying  the  resolves  aforesaid  into  execution  in  the  respective  States  be 
imiform  and  effectual. 

This  Committee  recommend  it  as  necessary  that  the  respective  States 
prohibit  the  sale  of  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  at  any  higher  price  than 
they  are  above  rated,  under  severe  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Committee  may  be  as  follows,  to  wit: 

For  any  and  every  article  or  articles  sold  at  or  under  the  price  of  twenty 
shillings,  a  penalty  of  twenty  shillings;  and  for  each  and  every  article  or 
articles  sold  at  a  higher  price  than  twenty  shillings,  a  penalty  of  the  price 
at  which  they  shall  be  sold. 

And  that  the  respective  States  regulate  the  mode  of  recovering  such 
penalties  as  they  shall  judge  most  agreeable  to  their  circumstances,  and 
most  likely  to  prevent  the  breaches  of  the  acts  they  may  pass  in  pursuance- 
of  the  recommendation  aforesaid. 

And  this  Committee  further  recommend  it  to  the  abovementioned  legis- 
latures to  give  and  grant  a  bounty  of  two  shillings  upon  each  and  every 
bushel  of  good  salt  made  and  manufactured  within  any  of  said  States  from 
sea  water,  said  bounty  to  continue  and  be  given  as  aforesaid,  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.D.  1779. 

This  Committee,  taking  into  consideration  the  bounties  and  allowances 
offered  by  Congress  for  inlisting  the  continental  battalions  appointed  as  the 
quotas  of  the  four  New  England  States,  are  of  opinion  that  in  the  present 
situation  of  the*  aforesaid  States  it  is  impracticable  to  fill  those  battalions 
without  giving  a  still  further  encouragement  to  men  to  inlist,  and  that  it  i* 
of  the  utmost  necessity  to  complete  them  with  all  possible  dispatch. 

And  the  said  States  having  given  different  encouragements  in  their  sev- 
eral States  for  filling  the  said  battalions;  and  this  Committee  being  also  of 
opinion  that  if  the  said  States  act  upon  one  uniform  plan  it  will  be  attended 
with  many  advantages,  do  resolve,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  several 
legislatures  of  the  said  States  to  give  an  additional  bounty  of  ten  pounds, 
and  each  and  every  year  while  in  actual  service  a  blanket,  or  in  lieu  thereof 
eighteen  shillings,  to  the  encouragement  given  by  Congress  to  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  private  soldiers  who  shall  inlist  into  the  said  bat- 
talions for  three  years,  or  during  the  war,  and  to  engage  to  supply  them 
while  in  camp  with  those  articles  necessary  for  soldiers  which  are  not  fur- 
nished by  Congress,  at  the  rates  affixed  to  those  articles  by  the  several  New 
England  States,  without  any  charge  for  transportation  or  other  expences, 
which  is  considered  by  this  Committee  as  a  greater  encouragement  than  hath 
been  offered  by  any  of  the  said  States. 

The  Committee  adjourn  until  to-morrow  morning  9  o'clock. 
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Wednesday,  Januaby  !•*,  1777. 

Met  according  to  adjournment. 

Present :    The  same  members  as  yesterday. 

This  Committee,  considering  the  discontents  and  difficulties  which  will 
probably^  arise  among  troops  engaged  in  the  same  cause,  and  serving  together 
upon  different  wages,  and  the  fatal  consequences  that  may  ensue  therefrom, 
do  reconmiend  it  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations  to  put  the  two  battalions  and  regiment  of  artillery  now 
raising  in  the  said  State  for  fifteen  months  upon  the  same  footing  with 
regard  to  wages  as  are  allowed  to  the  Continental  battalions:  the  Committee 
being  of  opinion  that  if  the  affixing  prices  to  the  necessary  articles  for  the 
soldiers  at  a  lower  rate  than  they  could  have  been  supplied  at  the  time 
when  the  wages  were  fixed,  should  not  be  deemed  by  the  aforesaid  legisla- 
ture an  adequate  allowance  for  the  difference  in  the  wages,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter for  the  State  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  some  other  way  than  by 
Allowing  them  higher  wages  than  the  troops  who  serve  with  them. 

Whereas  the  militia  of  the  several  States  of  New-England  may  be  fre- 
•quently  called  into  the  same  service,  and  many  inconveniences  may  be  pre- 
vented by  their  being  placed  upon  the  same  footing  in  point  of  encourage- 
ment, wages,  and  rations, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  aforesaid,  that 
whenever  the  militia  of  said  States,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  called  into 
service  for  any  term  less  than  two  months,  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  be 
Allowed  and  paid  the  same  wages  and  rations  that  those  of  equal  rank  in  the 
Continental  army  are  allowed  and  paid. 

And  that  it  be  further  recommended  that  when  the  militia  shall  be  called 
out  for  a  term  more  than  two  and  not  exceeding  four  months,  that  the 
noncommissioned  officers  and  soldiers  be  paid  a  bounty  of  twenty  shillings, 
and  where  the  term  of  their  service  shall  amount  to  five  and  shall  not  exceed 
six  months,  that  the  non- commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  be  paid  a  bounty 
of  forty  shillings  over  and  above  the  continental  pay  and  rations.  Provided 
they  shall  voluntarily  inlist  into  such  services;  otherwise,  that  they  have  and 
receive  the  continental  wages  and  rations  only,  without  any  bounty  as  afore- 
said. 

And  whereas  the  t»peedy  filling  up  the  quotas  of  the  continental  army 
required  of  the  New-England  States  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  the 
furtherance  thereof,  it  is  recommended  as  highly  necessary  and  expedient 
for  the  respective  States  to  lay  an  embargo  on  all  privateers,  and  on  all 
shipping  whatever,  except  what  shall  be  specially  permitted  by  each  State 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  such  necessaries  as  are  absolutely  needed,  and 
Also  continental  vessels  and  armed  vessels  belonging  to  the  respective  States, 
permission  being  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  said  State  from  whence 
they  may  depart. 

And  that  said  embargo  be  continued  until  the  end  aforesaid  of  filling  up  the 
continental  army  be  fully  compleated  and  accomplished.  And  it  is  further 
recommended  to  the  several  States  aforesaid  that  they  import  the  articles  of 
cloathing,  medicines,  and  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
Army,  on  their  own  account  and  risque. 

This  Committee,  taking  into  consideration  the  great  importance  of  pro- 
curing the  earliest  and  best  intelligence  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  meas- 
ures undertaken  for  common  defence,  and  the  great  inconveniences  that 
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have  arisen  from  the  interruption  of  the  regular  course  of  communication 
with  the  Southern  States  and  with  the  army  by  the  ordinary  continental 
posts  from  the  movements  and  present  situation  of  the  enemy,  do  resolve, 
that  it  be  recommended  to  the  States  of  New- England  that  couriers  be 
employed  to  ride  the  following  stages  weekly  until  a  regular  and  complete 
channel  of  communication  be  opened  and  established  by  the  Continental 
Congress,  to  wit:  That  a  courier  set  out  from  Lebanon  in  Connecticut  on 
Monday  of  every  week  and  proceed  to  Providence  so  as  to  arrive  there  on 
Tuesday  evening,  there  to  exchange  mails  with  the  courier  to  the  eastward; 
that  the  same  courier  set  out  from  Providence  at  noon  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week,  and  return  to  Lebanon  as  soon  as  may  be;  that  a  courier  be 
employed  to  set  out  from  Providence  on  Wednesday  at  noon  and  proceed  east- 
ward through  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  so  as  to  arrive  at  Boston  in 
the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  and  thence  to  Exeter  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, so  that  he  arrive  there  by  noon  on  Saturday;  and  to  set  out  from 
thence  on  Sabbath  day  on  his  return  by  the  same  rout,  so  as  to  reach  Boston 
on  Monday  evening,  and  thence  to  Providence  aforesaid,  so  as  to  arrive 
there  on  Tuesday  evening;  that  suitable  persons  be  appointed  by  the  States 
of  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  to  hire  and 
employ  such  couriers:  that  is,  that  Connecticut  employ  a  rider  from  Lebanon 
to  Providence,  and  that  Rhode  Island  employ  a  courier  from  Providence  to 
Exeter,  and  that  the  said  several  States  settle  and  affix  the  intermediate 
stages  in  their  respective  limits. 

That  all  private  letters  received  by  said  couriers  be  put  into  the  contin- 
ental post-office  if  any  intervene  before  they  arrive  at  the  place  of  delivery, 
and  all  public  letters  be  delivered  by  them  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  are 
directed,  or  to  such  persons  as  the  several  States  in  their  respective  h'mits 
shall  appoint;  and  that  the  respective  States  do  request  the  Honorable  Gk)v- 
emor  Trumbull  to  procure  all  necessary  information  and  intelligence  from 
the  Congress,  the  armies  and  Southern  States  by  couriers,  expresses,  or 
otherwise,  and  forward  or  communicate  the  same  to  the  said  several  States 
as  the  public  service  may  require. 

That  the  expence  of  the  measures  above  recommended  be  defrayed  and 
borne  by  the  respective  States,  in  the  following  proportions,  viz\ 
Massachusetts  Bay,  ^{ ' 

Connecticut,  /j 

New-Hampshire,  ^ 

Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  A  f  qJ 

That  these  proportions  be  settled  for  this  purpose  only,  and  not  to  be 
drawn  into  precedent  on  any  future  occasion. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  communicate  to  each 
other  early  intelligence  of  the  measures  taken  by  them  respectively,  and 
events  that  may  take  place  within  the  same  which  may  affect  the  interest  of 
the  United  States,  or  need  the  concurrent  exertions  of  the  United  States  or 
any  of  them. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several 
States  in  New-England  to  order  the  last  Wednesday  in  January  to  be 
observed  as  a  Day  of  Pasting,  Public  Humiliation  and  Prayer  in  their 
respective  States:  making  provision  that  if  the  Congress  shall  recommend 
to  all  the  United  States  of  America  to  observe  a  day  of  general  fasting. 
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humiliation  and  prayer  throughout  the  said  States,  and  seasonable  informa- 
tion be  had  thereof,  that  then  the  day  appointed  by  Congress  be  observed 
instead  of  the  day  abovementioned. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  9  o'clock.

J  This  Convention  was  called  upon  the  invitation  of  Massachusetts.    A  copy  of 
oumal  of  this  Convention  was  laid  before  Congress  August  18th,  1777,  and  the 
Sroceedings  and  resolves  of  that  body  thereon  may  be  seen  in  their  journals  of 
ept.

At  a  Meeting  of  Committees  prom  the  States  of  New  Hampshire, 
Massachusetts  Bay,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  and  New  York, 
holden  at  Springfield  in  the  County  op  Hampshire  the  30th  of 
July,  anno  Domini  1777,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  conference 
respecting  the  state  of  the  paper  currency  of  the  said  govern- 
ments; of  the  expediency  of  calling  in  the  same  by  taxes  oh 
otherwise;  of  the  most  effectual,  expeditious  and  equal  method 
OF  doing   it;    and  to  consult  upon  the  best  means  for  preventing

The  Committees  conferred  upon  the  state  of  the  paper  currency  of  the 
said  governments,  of  the  expediency  of  calling  in  the  same  by  taxes  or 
otherwise,  of  the  most  effectual,  expeditious  and  equal  method  of  doing 
it,  and  the  best  means  for  preventing  the  depreciation  and  counterfeiting 
the  same ;  and,  upon  full  consideration,  are  imanimously  of  opinion,  that  the 
quantity  of  paper  currency  emitted  and  circulating  in  said  States  greatly 
exceeds  what  is  necessary  for  a  medium  of  trade  and  for  support  of  the  war, 
whence  necessarily  follows  the  depreciation  of  the  currencies,  a  stagnation  of 
their  circulation,  fluctuation,  irregularity  and  extravagance  of  prices,  and,  if 
not  timely  remedied,  the  total  destruction  of  their  credit,  to  the  greatest 
injury  of  the  States. 

They  are  also  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  great  number  of  bills 
circulating  upon  the  credit  of  the  United  States  and  the  several  particular 
States  tend  mutually  to  depreciate  each  other,  not  only  by  the  too  great 
quantity,  but  also  by  multiplied  frauds  in  counterfeiting,  and  the  increased 
diflSculty  of  detecting  the  same  ;  which  evils,  as  far  as  is  possible,  to 
remedy  at  present  and  prevent  in  future, 

Besolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  States,  to  make  provision  for  drawing  in  and  sinking  the  bills  of 
credit  which  are  not  upon  interest,  by  them  respectively  emitted,  (small 
change  less  than  a  dollar  only  excepted,)  by  the  first  day  of  November  next, 
either  by  taxes  or  by  exchanging  them  for  treasurer's  notes  for  sums 
not  less  than  ten  pounds  on  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  for  con- 
tinental bills  of  credit,  and  to  prohibit  the  currency  of  their  respective  bills 
of  credit  from  and  after  the  said  first  day  of  November,  and  not  to  emit  any 
more  bills  of  credit  hereafter,  except  for  change  not  exceeding  half  a  dollar. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  legislatures  aforesaid 
for  the  future  to  provide  for  the  exigencies  of  their  respective  States  and  the 
support  of  the  war  as  far  as  possible  by  taxation ;  and,  in  order  to  lighten 
the  burden  and  accommodate  the  taxes  to  the  convenience  of  the  people,  and 
the  more  effectually  to  establish  the  credit  of  the  continental  currency,  that 
those  taxes  be  levied  and  assessed,  at  the  least,  once  in  every  quarter  of  the 
year ;  and  to  take  effectual  measures  that  the  several  assessments  be  duly 
collected  and  punctually  paid  into  the  respective  treasuries. 

Adjourned  to  Monday  next,  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning.

The  Committee  took  into  consideration  the  acts  against  monopoly  and 
oppression,  and  upon  mature  deliberation  are  of  opinion,  that  they  are 
attended  with  inconveniences,  and  that  the  good  ends  proposed  thereby  may 
be  better  attained  by  the  measures  herein  recommended.     Whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  legislatures  to  repeal  all 
clauses  in  the  aforesaid  acts  for  preventing  monopoly  and  oppression,  so  far 
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as  they  relate  to  affixing  the  prices  at  which  the  articles  therein  enumerated 
shall  be  sold,  and  creating  penalties  for  not  observing  the  same. 

And  whereas  it  may  be  apprehended  that  the  repeal  of  the  monopoly 
bill  may  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  sol- 
diers who  are  employed  in  the  continental  army  upon  the  expectation  of 
being  supplied  with  the  necessaries  of  life  at  the  prices  affixed  by  said  bill: 
Therefore,  more  effectually  to  prevent  such  evil, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  legislatures  aforesaid, 
that  provision  be  immediately  made  for  supplying  the  troops  belonging  to 
the  continental  army  and  raised  in  their  respective  States,  who  are  in  the 
field,  with  such  necessary  articles  as  are  not  supplied  by  the  Commissary 
General,  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  several  States  have  stipulated ;  always 
taking  care  that  the  prices  affixed  in  said  bill  be  considered  as  the  prime  cost 
And  also,  that  provision  be  made,  at  the  expence  of  the  respective  States, 
that  the  families  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  contin- 
ental army  residing  with  them  be  supplied  with  provisions  and  cloathing  at 
the  prices  set  in  said  bill  to  the  amount  of  their  wages,  and  that  committees 
be  appointed  in  all  the  towns  and  districts  in  said  States,  whose  business  it 
shall  be  to  see  that  the  families  of  such  officers  and  soldiers  are  duly  supplied 
with  such  necessaries  of  life  as  their  circumstances  may  require,  to  the  amount 
of  such  sum  as  shall  be  lodged  by  such  officers  and  soldiers  with  said  committee, 
not  exceeding  their  pay  respectively.  And  also,  to  provide  suitable  laws  to 
procure  the  necessary  articles  stipulated  to  supply  said  troops  and  their  fam- 
ilies by  impressing  those  articles  when  necessity  shall  require,  paying  the 
owner  a  reasonable  price  therefor  at  the  appraisement  of  indifferent  judicious 
men. 

And  whereas  the  ingrossing  and  withholding  from  sale  of  the  conveniencies 
and  necessaries  of  life,  accumulating  profits  upon  the  same  by  repeated 
sales  in  large  quantities  from  one  ingrosser  to  another,  and  other  artificial 
methods  of  raising  the  prices,  are  highly  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  any 
State,  and  under  the  present  circumstances  of  these  States  are  of  a  most 
dangerous  and  fatal  tendency. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legislatures  aforesaid,  to  pro- 
hibit and  prevent  such  practices  from  time  to  time  under  severe  penalties  as 
the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  require,  and  to  make  pro- 
vision for  enforcing  the  sale  of  commodities  so  ingrossed  or  withheld  in 
small  quantities  and  at  reasonable  prices  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants.

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  respective  legislatures  to  form 
their  laws  made  for  that  purpose  so  as  not  to  prevent  the  free  transportation 
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of  any  articles  that  can  be  spared  from  their  respective  States,  to  supply  the 
inhabitants  of  any  of  the  other  States,  nor  to  prevent  the  inhabitants  of 
other  States  from  carrying  out  property  they  were  possessed  of  in  such  Stat© 
at  the  time  of  making  sudi  law,  or  which  they  may  have  afterwards  import- 
ed by  sea,  or  brought  in  from  another  State  by  land ;  and  also  that  no  unneces- 
sary interruption  be  given  to  a  free  commercial  intercourse  between  the 
inhabitants  of  the  several  States. 

Whereas  the  concurrence  of  all  the  United  States  in  the  measures  afore- 
said will  render  them  much  more  effectual  for  attaining  the  good  ends 
proposed, 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  the  Honourable  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  that  such  measures  may  be  taken  for  that  end  as  they 
in  their  great  wisdom  shall  think  meet,  and  that  a  letter,  signed  by  the 
President,  accompany  the  same. 

Whereas  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  have  represented  the  necessity  that 
a  body  of  troops  be  kept  up  to  guard  the  shores  around  Rhode  Island,  under 
the  direction  of  the  general  officer  stationed  there,  and  have  manifested  & 
desire  that  the  Committees  should  consider  the  same  and  express  their 
opinion  of  it  to  their  respective  constituents:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  as  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
be  requested  to  fill  up  their  two  battallions  as  soon  as  may  be  for  the  above 
purpose;  that  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  be  desired  to  hasten  on  the 
two  battallions  they  have  ordered  for  that  purpose;  that  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut be  desired  to  raise  and  equip  one  battallion  of  728  men  with  all  speed 
and  direct  them  to  the  above  place;  and  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
be  desired  to  raise  and  equip  300  men  with  all  speed  and  direct  them  to  the 
above  purpose.

S'.  The  Committees  from  the  several  Stales  of  New  Hampshire^ 
Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  New  York,  in  pursuance 
of  the  proposal  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  have  met  and  con- 
ferred upon  several  subjects  therein  recommended,  and  have  passed  a  num- 
ber of  Resolutions,  a  copy  of  which  I  am  directed  to  be  laid  before  the 
Honorable  Congress  for  their  consideration.  The  first  four  of  those  Statea 
the  last  winter  passed  acts  to  prevent  monopoly  and  oppression  in  order 
to  support  the  credit  of  their  paper  currency,  but  the  other  United  Statea 
not  judging  it  expedient  to  enact  similar  laws  hath  in  a  great  measure  pre- 
vented their  answering  the  good  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended,  and 
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has  rendered  very  difficult,  if  not  impracticable,  fully  to  execute  the  same : 
other  measures,  therefore,  have  now  been  agreed  upon  for  the  same  pur- 
poses, the  success  of  which  we  apprehend  will  greatly  depend  upon  the 
concurrence  of  the  United  States  in  the  same.  We  are  so  fully  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  drawing  in  and  sinking  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by 
the  several  States  and  of  the  necessity  of  large  and  frequent  taxations  to 
supply  the  continental  treasury  and  to  defray  the  charges  of  government, 
that  we  have  earnestly  recommended  it  to  the  several  States  we  respectively 
represent,  and  we  apprehend  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  similar 
measures  to  be  adopted  by  the  other  United  States,  in  order  to  support  the 
credit  of  the  paper  currency,  and  to  prevent  any  further  emissions  for  the 
purposes  of  defraying  the  charges  of  the  war  and  the  support  of  internal 
government. 

We  submit  the  whole  to  the  Honorable  Congress,  that  such  measures 
may  be  taken  for  that  end  as  they  in  their  great  wisdom  shall  think  proper.

[Congress  haying  under  consideration  the  proceedings  of  the  Springfield  Con- 
vention of  July,  1777,  on  the  22d  of  November 

*'E68olved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Legislatures  or,  in  their  recess,  to  the 
executive  powers  of  the  respective  States  of  New  Hampshire.  Massachusetts  Bay, 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Delaware,  respectively,  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  convene  at 
New  Haven  in  Connecticut,  on  the  15th  day  of  January  next;  and  to  the  States  of 
Virginia,  Maryland,  and  North  Carolina,  respectively,  to  appoint  Commissioners 
to  convene  at  Fredericksburg  in  Virginia  on  the  said  15th  day  of  January;  and  to 
the  States  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  respectively,  to  appoint  Commissioners  to 
convene  at  Charleston  on  the  15th  day  of  February  next;  in  order  to  regulate  and 
ascertain  the  price  of  labor,  manufactures,  internal  produce,  and  commodities  im- 
ported from  foreign  parts,  military  stores  excepted;  and  also  to  regulate  the  charges 
of  innholders;  and  that,  on  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  each  of  the  respective 
legislatures  enact  suitable  laws,  as  well  for  enforcing  the  observance  of  such  of  the 
regulations  as  they  shall  ratify,  and  enabling  such  inn-holders  to  obtain  the  necessary 
supplies,  as  to  authorize  the  purchasing  commissaries  for  the  army,  or  any  other  per- 
son whom  the  legislatures  may  think  proper,  to  take  from  any  engrossers,  forestallers, 
or  other  person  possessed  of  a  larger  quantity  of  any  such  commodities  or  provisions 
than  shall  be  competent  for  the  private  annual  consumption  of  their  families,  and 
who  shall  refuse  to  sell  the  surplus  at  the  prices  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  pay- 
ing only  such  price  for  the  same." 

The  proceedings  of  the  Convention  were  laid  before  Congress  on  the  16th  of 
February,  1778.

The  Convention  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
&c.,  which  being  read,  paragraph  by  paragraph,  was  approved  and  is  as  fol- 
lows, viz: 

When  we  see  self-love,  that  first  principle  planted  in  the  humane  breast 
by  the  all  wise  Creator  for  our  benefit  and  preservation,  through  misappli- 
cation and  corruption,  perverted  to  our  destruction,  we  feel  the  necessity  of 
correcting  so  pernicious  an  error  and  directing  the  operation  of  it  in  such  a 
manner  as  that  our  self  and  social  love  may  be  the  same. 

The  application  of  this  remark  to  the  present  state  of  our  public  affairs 
is  obvious. 

The  free  born  inhabitants  of  America,  opprest  by  the  tyranny  of  Great 
Britain,  found  it  necessary  for  the  support  of  their  liberties  to  declare  them- 
selves independent.  To  support  that  independency,  it  was  necessary  to 
raise  and  maintain  an  expensive  army,  and  to  issue  large  emissions  of  paper 
bills  to  defray  the  expences.  Upon  the  support  and  success  of  this  army, 
under  God,  depends  the  whole  we  are  contending  for,  and  on  the  credit  of 
our  currency  depends  immediately  the  support  of  our  army;  when  therefore 
the  principle  of  self-love  impells  the  individuals  of  a  community  to  exact  and 
receive  for  their  services  or  commodities  such  prices  as  exceed  that  propor- 
tion of  prices,  at  which  the  army  was  raised  and  established,  and  to  set  no 
other  bounds  to  their  demands  than  what  the  necessity  of  the  times  will 
suffer  them  to  receive,  and  to  withold  and  conceal  their  necessary  commodi- 
ties, unless  their  demands  are  complied  with,  is  it  not  evident  that  this  self 
love  and  attention  to  their  supposed  self  interest  have  exceeded  their  true 
bounds;  and  tend  not  only  to  the  destruction  of  the  welfare  of  the  communi- 
ty, but  also  of  the  individuals  ? 

Can  a  man  in  any  reasonable  view  be  considered  as  a  friend  to  the 
American  cause,  who  continually  practices  and  with  all  his  efforts  supports 
such  conduct,  which  if  adopted  by  the  community  in  general  must  work 
the  destruction  of  that  cause  ? 

Can  the  oflBcers  and  soldiers  support  themselves  by  their  pay  at  the 
present  high  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life  ? 

Can  the  community  possibly  afford  to  increase  that  pay,  seeing  bills  with 
which  they  are  paid  must  hereafter  be  redeemed  in  silver  and  gold,  at  the 
expressed  value  ?  Can  all  the  other  expences  of  the  war  be  supported  at  so 
high  a  rate  ? 

Must  not  therefore  the  rate  of  all  expences  be  reduced  to  their  original 
standard  ?  and  do  not  therefore  those  persons  who,  by  their  clamours,  oppo- 
sitions and  engrossings  labour  to  obstruct  the  reducing  of  prices,  give  evident 
proof  that  they  are  in  fact  enemies  to  the  very  cause  they  otherwise  pretend 
to  support  ?  do  such  persons  well  consider  what  is  always  said  of  the  man 
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who,  zealously  professing  Christianity,  lives  in  continued  practice  of  the 
breach  of  its  precepts  ? 

Induced  by  such  like  reflections,  and  feeling  their  obligation  to  superin- 
tend the  welfare  of  the  American  States,  the  Hono^^®  American  Congress 
by  their  resolves  of  November  22<*  last,  premising  the  necessity  of  reducing 
the  quantity  of  circulating  medium,  in  order  to  support  its  value,  have 
recommended  to  the  several  States,  in  the  strongest  terms,  to  raise  the  sum 
of  five  million  dollars  by  taxes,  and  to  refrain  from  the  further  emission  of 
bills  of  credit,  to  cancel  the  bills  emitted  by  particular  States,  to  support 
the  war  by  taxes  and  loans;  and  for  an  immediate  remedy  of  the  exorbitant 
evils  complained  of,  have  recommended  to  the  States  of  America  in  three 
divisions,  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  regulate  and  ascertain,  the  price  of 
labour,  manufactures,  internal  produce,  and  commodities  imported  from 
foreign  parts,  military  stores  excepted,  and  also  regulate  the  charges  of  inn- 
holders.  The  Commissioners  therefore  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts 
Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  have  met  in  Convention  at  New  Haven,  on 
the  15**"  day  of  Jan^  in  pursuance  of  said  requisition  of  Congress,  and  while 
attending  to  the  injunctions  of  their  commission,  have  not  been  insensible  of. 
the  principles  upon  which  an  opposition  to  the  regulation  of  prices  by  law 
is  founded;  and  though  this  measure  is  executed  by  them  in  compliance 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  Hon^^®  Congress,  yet  as  the  government  of 
America  is  not  only  founded  on  the  good  will  of  the  people  but  by  the  ^as- 
dom  and  sincerity  of  its  administration  recommends  itself  to  their  under- 
standing and  approbation,  they  thought  it  not  amiss  to  address  this  measure 
to  the  feelings  and  apprehensions  of  the  inhabitants.  It  is  evident  that 
those  principles  on  which  such  an  opposition  is  founded  were  fully  considered 
by  the  Grand  Council  of  America,  that  they  viewed  the  reducing  the  quan- 
tity of  circulating  medium  by  stopping  the  currency  of  the  bills  of  the  par- 
ticular States,  and  supporting  the  future  expences  by  taxation  and  loaning 
as  the  essential  remedy,  and  as  what  in  time  must  work  the  desired  effect, 
especially  among  a  virtuous  people,  but  that  our  present  exigences  require 
an  immediate  reduction  of  prices,  which,  though  by  those  who  are  actuated 
by  no  better  principle  than  contracted  self-love  may  be  considered  as 
infringing  the  principles  of  trade  and  liberty,  is  nevertheless  a  salutary 
measure  in  connection  with  the  others  and  practiced  by  all  the  States. 

To  the  several  Legislatures  of  the  American  States,  therefore,  is  now 
sounded  the  loudest  call,  which  the  voice  of  true  self  love  and  self  defence 
can  utter,  immediately  to  exert  themselves  to  relieve  the  inhabitants  of  that 
plea  for  high  prices,  the  undue  quantity  of  money,  by  stopping  the  circula- 
tion of  their  States  money,  by  levying  large  taxes,  and  assessing  them  with 
such  equahty  as  to  admit  of  the  highest  taxes  practicable.  To  the  inhabit- 
ants of  these  States,  this  voice  clearly  announces  the  necessity  of  the  above 
measure  and  of  a  regulation  of  prices  by  law.  Why  do  we  complain  of  a 
partial  infringement  of  liberty  manifestly  tending  to  the  preservation  of  the 
whole  ?  Must  the  lunatick  run  uncontrouled  to  the  destruction  of  himself 
and  neighbours  merely  because  he  is  under  the  operation  of  medicines  which 
may  in  time  work  his  cure  ?  and  indeed  without  the  use  of  those  medicines 
will  the  confinement  cure  him?  Must  we  be  suffered  to  continue  the  exac- 
tion of  such  high  prices  to  the  destruction  of  the  common  cause,  and  of 
ourselves  with  it,  merely  because  the  reduction  of  the  quantity  of  our  cur- 
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rency  may  in  time  redress  the  evil;  and  because  any  other  method  may  be 
complained  of  as  an  infringement  of  liberty  ?  Is  there  any  alternative  but 
the  existence  and  increase  of  those  evils  before  recited,  on  the  one  hand,  or 
the  regulation  of  prices  by  law  on  the  other,  till  they  become  regulated  by 
the  reduction  of  quantity  of  the  currency  ?  Will  the  present  inhabitants  of 
this  earth,  or  generation  yet  unborn,  by  any  representations  be  persuaded  to 
believe  that  a  person  or  people  are  duly  penetrated  with  the  importance  of 
their  liberties,  who  will  not  comply  with  and  exert  themselves  to  support 
such  a  system  of  expedience  as  required  by  Congress?  The  same  Commission- 
ers therefore,  being  deeply  imprest  with  the  importance  and  wisdom  of  said 
resolves  of  Congress  and,  taken  collectively  and  cooperating  together,  of 
their  efficacy  to  produce  the  desired  end,  and  having  the  firmest  confidence 
in  the  several  legislatures  represented  in  this  Convention,  that  they  will 
forthwith  without  pretentions  or  delays  whatsoevei;  stop  the  currency  of  all 
the  bills  of  credit,  by  them  emitted,  small  change  under  a  dollar  only  ex- 
cepted, and  call  them  in  by  loans  or  ta.xes,  and  emitting  no  more  bills  on 
their  own  credit,  small  change  excepted,  exert  themselves  to  support  the 
war  by  taxes  and  loans,  and  that  the  good  people,  the  inhabitants  of  these 
States,  will  remember  their  first  love  for  liberty,  and  their  solemn  fervent 
voluntary  engagements  to  support  the  same  with  life  and  fortune,  and  that 
they  will  exert  themselves,  that  this  whole  system  of  regulation  shall  be 
carried  into  execution  to  the  support  of  the  cause,  have  agreed  to  the  follow- 
ing rates  of  prices  to  the  articles  hereafter  mentioned. 

The  Commissioners,  very  desirous  of  accommodating  this  regulation  as 
much  as  may  be  to  the  conveniencies  of  immediate  practice,  have  stated 
these  prices  much  higher  than  any  one  will  suppose  they  ought  to  be ;  they 
have  endeavoured  to  avoid  too  great  a  revulsion,  expecting  when  the  judi- 
tious  and  spirited  exertions  of  the  several  legislatures  shall  have  reduced 
the  quantity  of  the  circulating  medium,  that  there  will  not  only  be  no 
occation  for  this  regulation,  but  that  the  prices  will  naturally  fall  from  the 
high  rates  at  which  we  have  stated  them,  to  their  original  standard. 

From  this  regulation  certain  articles  of  foreign  production  are  excepted, 
being  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  equally  necessary  for  the  army 
and  inhabitants  of  these  States  as  military  stores,  and  the  charge  and  risk  of 
importing  them  being  so  great,  various  and  uncertain  —  hoping  their  prices 
will  be  so  far  governed  by  the  estimate  of  other  articles  as  to  preserve  a  due 
proportion. 

Therefore^  resolved^  Firstly,  That  the  various  kinds  of  labour  of  farmers, 
mechanicks  and  others  be  set  and  affixed  at  rates  not  exceeding  seventy 
five  per  cent  advance  from  what  their  respective  labour  was  in  the  same 
places  in  the  several  States  aforesaid  through  the  various  seasons  of  the 
year  1774. 

Second,  That  the  price  of  teaming  and  all  kinds  of  land  transportation 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  five  twelveths  of  a  continental  dollar  for  the 
carriage  of  twenty  hundred  neat  weight  per  mile,  including  all  expences 
attending  the  same, 

Third,  That  all  kinds  of  American  manufactures  and  internal  produce, 
not  particularly  mentioned  and  regulated  by  this  Convention,  be  estimated 
at  rates  not  exceeding  75  per  cent  advance  from  the  prices  they  were  usually 
sold  at  in  the  several  parts  of  these  respective  States  aforesaid  in  the  year 
1774,  excepting  only  salt,  cord  wood,  charcoal,  mutton,  lamb,  veal,  small 
meats,  and  poultry  of  all  kinds,  roots  and  vegetables  ;  the  price  of  which 
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may  better  be  regulated  by  the  respective  Legislatures,  if  they  shall  judge  it 
expedient,  than  by  this  Convention. 

Fourthly,  That  the  price  of  hemp,  flax,  sheeps  wool,  all  kinds  of  woollen 
and  linen  clothes,  hosiery  of  all  kinds,  felt  hats,  wire  and  wool  cards,  manu- 
factured in  America,  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  cent  per  cent,  advance  from 
the  price  they  bore  in  the  several  parts  of  the  States  aforesaid  in  the  year  1 774. 

Fifthly,  That  the  price  of  all  kinds  of  European  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandize imported  from  foreign  parts,  or  brought  into  the  States  by  capture, 
or  otherwise,  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  of  one  continental  dollar  for  each 
shilling  sterling  prime  cost  of  such  goods  in  Europe,  exclusive  of  all  other 
charges,  when  sold  from  the  importer  or  captor,  excepting  only  the  follow- 
ing articles,  viz :  all  kinds  of  woollen  and  linen  goods  and  checks  suitable  for 
the  army,  drugs  and  medicine,  duck  of  all  kinds,  cordage,  tin  plates,  copperas, 
files,  alum,  brimstone,  felt  hats,  nails,  window  glass,  salt,  steel,  wire,  wool 
and  cotton  cards,  and  naval  and  military  stores. 

Sixthly,  That  all  woollen  cloth,  blankets,  linning,  shoes,  stockings,  hats 
and  other  articles  of  cloathing  suitable  for  the  army,  heretofore  imported, 
which  are  or  shall  be  seized  and  taken  by  order  of  authority  for  the  use  of 
the  army,  shall  be  estimated  at  the  above  rate  with  the  addition  of  the 
stated  allowance  for  land  carriage  (if  any  there  be)  to  the  place  where  taken. 

Seventhly,  That  the  price  of  the  following  articles  at  the  first  port 
of  delivery,  or  place  of  manufacture  within  these  States,  shall  not  exceed  the 
rates  to  them  affixed  respectively.  Good  West  India  rum  three  dollars 
p*"  gallon  by  wholesale.  Good  merchantable  N.  E.  rum  two  dollars  p'  gallon 
by  d°.  Best  muscovado  sugars  thirty  three  dollars  and  one  third  of  a  dollar 
p^  hundred  gross  w*,  and  all  other  sugars  in  usual  proportion  according  to 
quality.  Best  molasses  one  dollar  and  half  p^  gallon  by  wholesale.  Coffee  not 
to  exceed  three  fourths  of  a  dollar  per  lb.  by  the  hundred.  Good  mer- 
chantable Geneva  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  per  gallon.  Good  merchant- 
able brandy  two  dollars  per  gallon.  Good  merchantable  whiskey  one  dollar 
and  one  sixth  per  gallon.  All  other  distill'd  spirits  not  herein  enumer- 
ated not  exceeding  two  dollars  p'  gallon. 

Eighthly,  That  no  trader,  retailer  or  vender  of  foreign  goods,  wares 
or  merchandize,  shall  be  allowed  more  than  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent. 
advance  upon  the  price  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize  are  or  shall  be 
first  sold  for  by  the  importer  or  captor,  agreeable  to  this  regulation,  with  the 
addition  only  of  the  cost  and  charge  of  transportation  by  land  at  the  rate  of 
five  twelveths  of  a  dollar  p^  mile  for  transporting  twenty  hundred  neat  w*, 
from  the  first  port  of  delivery  to  the  place  where  the  same  shall  be  sold  and 
delivered  by  retail. 

Ninthly,  That  innholders  be  not  allowed  more  than  50  per  cent,  advance 
on  the  wholesale  price  of  all  liquors,  or  other  foreign  articles  herein  stated, 
and  by  them  sold  in  small  quantities,  allowing  as  aforesaid  for  charges 
of  transportation  ;  and  for  all  other  articles  of  entertainment,  refreshment 
and  forage,  not  to  exceed  75  per  cent,  advance  on  the  prices  the  same  were 
at  in  the  same  place  in  the  year  1774. 

Tenthly,  That  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  following  table  shall  not 
be  sold  or  disposed  of  at  higher  prices  in  the  respective  States  and  places 
therein  named,  than  at  the  rate  set  down  and  affixed  to  such  articles, 
respectively,  with  the  addition  only  for  the  stated  allowance  for  land  car- 
riage, if  any  there  shall  be.  The  said  sums  being  estimated  in  lawful  money, 
at  six  shillings  p""  dollar.

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Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  Legislatures  cff  the 
States,  that  they  cause  the  laws  they  may  enact  to  carry  these  resolves  into 
execution  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  20***  of  March  next,  with  such 
penalties  annexed  as  they  may  judge  effectual. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  letter  to  the  Hono^^  ®  Continental 
Congress  reported  a  draught  which,  being  read  and  amended,  was  approved 
and  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  is  as  follows,  (viz :) 

New  Haven,  Jan^  SO^'^,   1778. 

Sir — The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  several  States  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Con- 
necticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  in  pursuance  of  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Hon^^*^  Congress  of  the  22**  November  last,  have  convened  at 
New  Haven  in  Connecticut,  and  proceeded  upon  the  business  assigned  them 
of  regulating  the  price  of  labour  &c.  We  now  enclose  a  copy  of  our 
proceedings. 

The  Congress  must  be  sensible  that  it  is  almost  impossible,  to  fix  the 
price  of  labour,  produce  and  foreign  commodities,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
give  satisfaction  to  the  many  persons  interested;  hence  must  arise  great 
jealousies,  disputes,  and  contentions,  and  there  will  be  great  danger  that  the 
end  and  design  of  such  a  measure  will  be  frustrated,  unless  the  other  meas- 
ures recommended  by  Congress  are  adopted. 

We  are,  therefore,  sincerely  glad  that  Congress  have  accompanied  the 
resolution  above  referred  to,  with  sundry  others  which,  if  complied  with, 
must  produce  the  happiest  effects;  particularly  that  Congress  have  thought 
it  necessary  that  the  quantity  of  money  in  circulation  should  be  reduced, 
and  for  this  purpose  have  recommended  to  the  United  States  to  effect  this 
salutary  and  necessary  measure  by  taxation,  by  refraining  from  any  further 
emissions  of  bills  of  credit,  and  calling  in  by  loan  or  taxes  and  cancelling 
the  paper  money  they  have  already  emitted.  Permit  us  to  express  our  senti- 
ments on  this  occation,  that  unless  their  three  last  measures  are  complied 
with,  and  vigorously  carried  into  execution,  the  regulation  of  the  prices  of 
labour,  produce  and  merchandize  will  be  fruitless:  it  will  be  to  no  purpose ; 
in  short,  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  it  into  execution,  no  truth  being  more 
evident,  as  the  Congress  justly  observ^es,  than  that  where  the  quantity  of 
money  of  any  denomination  exceeds  what  is  useful  for  a  medium  of  com- 
merce, its  comparative  value  must  be  proportionably  reduced,  consequently 
the  price  of  goods  must  proportionably  rise;  and  in  case  government,  under 
such  circumstances,  and  when  the  medium  of  trade  is  in  such  a  fluctuating 
situation,  should  without  taking  any  other  measures,  to  give  stability  to  the 
medium,  fix  the  prices  of  goods,  the  people  would  justly  complain;  as  in 
effect  it  would  be  obliging  them  to  sell  their  produce  and  merchandize  for 
less  than  the  real  value.  Our  proceeding,  therefore,  in  regulating  prices 
are  founded  on  a  full  dependence  that  the  other  measures  aforesaid  will  be 
immediately  complied  with  by  the  several  States;  and  we  beg  leave  to  submit 
it  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  whether  it  will  not  be  necessary  for 
this  purpose  to  renew  and  enforce  their  recommendations  to  the  United 
States,  to  exert  themselves  immediately  to  stop  the  currency  of  all  the  paper 
bills  emitted  by  them  respectively,  and  which  are  not  upon  interest,  and  to 
redeem  them  by  giving  treasurers  notes  upon  interest,  and  by  taxes,  to 
refrain  from  making  any  further  emissions,  and  by  taxation  to  reduce  the 
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quantity  of  continental  bills  as  fast  as  possible.  We  beg  leave  to  observe 
that  in  tlie  course  of  our  deliberation  we  have  found  ourselves  under  the 
necessity  of  deviating  from  the  letter  of  the  fifth  resolve  of  Congress  of  the 
22*^  November  last,  by  excepting  out  of  the  regulation  certain  articles  of 
foreign  produce.  Our  reasons  are  as  follows:  The  charge  and  risk  of  im- 
porting them  is  so  great,  various  and  uncertain,  as  to  render  it  very  difficult; 
and  tho'  it  appeared  to  Congress  that  military  stores  only  should  be  excepted, 
yet  many  of  these  articles  we  have  excepted,  being  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  army,  such  indeed  as  the  army  cannot  possibly  do  without,  and  as  some 
few  others  of  them  are  so  necessary  for  the  good  people  of  these  States  that, 
in  order  the  better  to  reconcile  them  to  the  regulation  we  have  recommended, 
we  thought  it  indispensably  necessary  that  every  encouragement  should  be 
given,  and  every  impediment  to  the  importation  of  them  removed,  and  we 
hope  it  will  meet  with  your  approbation. 

Permit  us  to  mention  that  the  Convention  have  been  informed  of  some 
abuses  in  the  departments  of  commissary,  quarter-master  and  forage^m aster: 
many  deputies  being  dispersed  throughout  the  country,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  they  are  idly  interfering  with  each  other  in  purchases  and  bidding  on  the 
other,  and  by  no  means  so  industrious  and  careful  in  securing  and  saving 
from  waste  the  articles  purchased  as  they  ought  to  be. 

Before  we  conclude,  we  beg  leave  to  mention  that  the  public  have  never 
yet  been  notified  when  the  continental  bills  are  to  be  redeemed,  except  the 
two  first  emissions,  their  being  at  an  uncertainty  about  this  matter  has  been 
complained  of  as  having  a  tendency  to  lessen  the  credit  of  the  bills,  whereas 
if  they  were  to  be  ascertained  when  they  were  to  be  redeemed,  especially  if 
it  was  at  a  short  period,  it  would  give  them  a  confidence  in  the  money  and 
greatly  tend  to  establish  the  currency.

New  Haven,  Jan^  31",   1778. 

Sir — The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  several  States  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connec- 
ticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  in  Convention  assembled 
at  this  place,  in  pursuance  of  a  recommendation  of  the  Hono^**  Congress, 
have  attended  to  the  business  assigned  them.  They  are  sorry  that  they  have 
not  been  so  happy  as  to  have  the  assistance  of  Commissioners  from  your  State. 
Your  former  exertions  in  the  cause  of  America  leaves  no  room  to  doubt  of 
your  readiness  to  co6perate  with  the  rest  of  the  United  States,  in  every 
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measure  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  their  rights  and  liberties.     And 
they  presume  that  the  embarrassed  state  of  your  government  is  the  only 
reason  that  they  have  not  been  favoured  with  their  presence.     The  Commis- 
sioners have  directed  me  to  transmit  you  a  copy  of  their  proceedings  which 
I  now  enclose.     They  have  omitted  to  regulate  the  prices  of  labour,  &c.,  for 
your  State,  but  doubt  not  from  your  zealous  attachment  to  the  common 
cause,  that  similar  measures  will  be  immediately  adopted  by  you. 
I  am  with  sentiment  of  respect  your  most  humble  servant.

Therefore  resolved,  That  the  said  States  be  desired,  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  the  receipt  of  this  report,  to  write  circular  letters  to  the  other  States, 
giving  an  account  of  their  resolutions  and  proceedings  thereon.
